JANUARY. 

This it one or the most pleasnnt months in the year; its temperature is cool and re- 
flashing:, ami extremely congenial to nil but the victims of gout and rheumatism. The 
air .ir niid-dav is generally clear and wholesome, but the mornings and evenings are 
sometimes d imp and fog?)'. 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade, from 52° in the morning toC>3 0 in the alter noon. 

A motherly w md prevails during this month, lint seldom blows with much strength : 
when it dors and is accompanied with rain, the cold is very disagreeable. 

Tu the meat maiket there is a plentiful supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork f 
kul , poultry, &c of the most superior kinds. 

Game also is to be had m great abundance— snipe, duck, teal, &c. 

Ihetlsh market is well supplied at this season, with heckty, or cockup, (the salmon of 
t hr East) moon ee, rooe, cutlah, quoye, sowle, sclliah, bholah, eels, soles, and many 
others ol infenor descriptions 

Vi getahles of all kinds are now in the highest state of perfection ; the markets abound 
with green peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, asparagus, yams, carrots, 
Kiunnage, greens, cucumbers, radishes, celerv , lettuces, young onions, nol-cole, kutchoo, 
Fiench-beaus, seem, bnnjnlls, red and white beet, & c., &c. 

Fi mt trees, m general, begin to show their buds and blossoms this month; iriangoe, 
P< icli, putnplcnose (shaddock), rose-apples, &c. 

The liuits m season are Sylhet and China oranges, loquats, plantains, pine apples, 
long and round plums, large guavas, puinplouose, tipparah and a few others. 

N B. — Tlie following fruits and vegetables, are procurable not only in this month 
but throughout the whole year, viz — plantains, sugar-canes, eocomiuts, guavas, pine 
apples, papialis, custard-apples, pick, country almonds, tamarinds, oinrah, barbutty, 
mint, sage, parsley, onions, radishes, lettuce, &c. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is generally cool and comfortable, particularly if the Northerly wind 
pi e\ Alls , the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a change of season takes 
plaie .ihout the end of the month. 

When the weatliei is \ unable, the wind blow's principally from the N. W., veering 
round oi cnsionclly to tho N E attended with clouds and drizzling rain, this continues 
till about the 20th, when the Southerly w.nd sets in. The weathei now becomes mild and 
genial, tho days, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 

The Thermometer, m the shade ranges, on a medium, from 58 to 75. 

The measles in children, aic very prevalent during the whole of this month. 

Rheumatism and gout become less troublesome ufter the southerly'windshave set in. 
Warm t lot lung becomes rather unpleasant to new comers, but not so to old Indian*, 
u hoie blood is not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather showery, which 
protracts the cold season till the middle ot the following month. 

[Beat continues good and abundant. 

The Osh market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the Indian mackerel ) 

The additional vegetables arc pumpkin and young cucumbers: and the fruit* 
c i^taid-apples, mulbemes, and small water-melon*. 



>V LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 

MAItCH. 

Tbe thermometer i anges m the shade from 68 in the morning to S2 in the afternoon 
Various operations of husbandly, generally commence (Ins month, so soon as the 
ground is moistened by ram, this, however, sometimes happens at the latter end ot 
February, and then it is occasioned by an unusual quantity of imn. 

J t** 1 meat market continues good . 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gooteah, a small 
but well flavored fish 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month; snllad, cabbages eairots 
andceleiyare on the decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue excellent gieen 
mangoes and unripe musk-mcllons nrc to be had, also omrah, greens, and vvatr i -crease % 
Fruit is also plentiful— large water-melons appear about the middle of the month, 
and continue in peitection till the middle of June 

The North-westcis with thunder and lightning, and ram, generally appear tow Ards 
the end of this month 


APRIL. 

The beginning x>t this month is si met tines pleasant, paiticularh ifl’ie North-wester* 
are frequent, but the middle and latter fiat t are disagreeable in the extreme , it is one 
of (he worst months in the year 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 m the nioi mng to 90 in tl e aft* rno m 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110 

The wind blows fiom the south, and is very strong throughout t up month, and 
when the wand is hot from the absence of tain, it becomes nppicssivc 1 bis state oi the 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation 

The North westers are at times attended with dreadful stoi ins of thunder and light 
ning, during which ram and hail fall in toirents these stonns sometimes occasion 
much damage The North westers continue at nitciv als till the beginning, and some- 
times till the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoe fish, so called from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal livers, at this (the mangoe) season, to spawn it appeals as soon as 
the mangoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of (he season, that is 
about the middle of July. This fish Iirs, perhaps, the most ngieeable flavor of anv in 
the world, and is so much sought after, (by natives as well as Europeans) that although 
not so large as a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of tin month, at 
from 2 to 1 rupees per srore Before the end of May, as they bet oine plentiful, they aie 
sold at one rupee per score, and in June, two to three store may be had for a rupee. 
The fish market has also the addition of the caipand mhagoor 

i’otatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbeis and a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to be procured 

Water-melons nnd musk-inrlons are in great perfection, but there is not much fruit 
now to be bad in the maiket. Giceu mangoes tor pickling, and conndafor tails me in 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The weather, during this month is most oppressive, especially tbe Jailer half 
of the month the wind continues Southeily, and the heat is scarcely bearable Of all 
months in the year, the present is the most trying, partie ulai ly to those w hose avocatio. s 
compel them to be much out of doors To be exposed to the sun without n entering, is 
extirmcly dangerous at any hour , from 10 to ") o’clock, it would be rum to any consti- 
tution, except to that of a native, muted to the climate by hnlli and practice, and even 
natives sometimes fall a sacrifice to the powerful influent e of the sun The heat in the 
first half of the month is sometimes relieved by North-w esters, accompanied by refreshing 
showers , vivid lightning and loud thundci at times attend the Noi th-w esters 

The thermometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from So in the morning to <)t 
in the afternoon if exposed to the full mflui nee ot the sunbeams, it will rise to HO 
degree*, °.od sometimes higher. 
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Rrapes of tli« largest size, peaches, pine apples, limes, rose apples, lichees, jambrules, 
warn pecs, mangoes, jack, water-melons, musk-mclons, pomegrauates^custard-apples, 
and a great variety ot inferior fruits, are in season. 

The meat market is very inferior to that of last month. 

Fish continues good and abundant, the beckty excepted, which from the difficulty of 
its reaching the market in a him state, becomes scarce. Mangoe fish is in great per* 
fection tins month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, andcabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips* sweet potatoes, 
cucumbers and onions are nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Pumpkins and 
several roots are however procurable. 


JUNK, 

The periodical rams set m about the middle of this month Refreshing showers, 
fall occasionally, which cool the nir and encourage vegetation 

The tlici inotnctei dm mg the (list half of this month, frequently rises to 90, in flio 
shade, at noon, but in general the tains, which commence about the 15tli, keep the tem- 
peiatnru mm h below this 

The weather tin oiigliout the whole of this month, is oppressive, in proportion to tho 
quantity of tain which falls, it the weather be diy the heat is scarcely bearable, it is 
generally \cry close, not a breath of air from any quarter 

Meat, as must be e\|»ccted, is now veiy indifferent. 

The lish market is much the same as during last month. 

Mangoes are in great abundance, and perfection. The Muldah mangoes arrive In 
Cab uttn about the middle 01 latter end of this month, and they are considered to bo 
the best that can be procured in 15eim.il Crapes, peaches, lichees, &c. disappear 
townidsf he cud ot this month Custai d apples, pine apples, and guavas are m groat 
|»ei feet ion 

Asparagus, potatoes and onions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 

JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain , the winds are light and variable the wea- 
fhet h oqueiitl} glooim .and sometimes stormy, with heavy tallsofrain, whilst at inter- 
vals it n, lair, and mild 

Tin* fhermometci ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 89 in the afternoon. 

The showery weather nt the present and preceding month, is productive of the most 
benMu ml et)c< ts to tin guun 

.Meat continues lean and poor 

The fish miiikel continues good The moonjoe, the rooe the cutloV, the qnoye, tho 
sowle, the magoot , the chingree, the tangrah, and (lie rlioonah. are procurable in this 
month, ami indeed all the year round Thehilsn (or sable) fish now makes its appearance. 
Tins fish is deln ions, either boiled, baked, or fried but it is genet ally consideied very 
unwholeMuue The until es devour it insiuh quantities, ns to occasion great mortality 
among tin in The fish, on being cured with tauinriuds, forms n good substitute tor her- 
rings It is then known bj the appellation of the tamarind fish 

Mangoes and m.mgoe fish disappear this month 

Fine apples, <u>tnrd apples, and guavas continue in season 

The vegetable inmket io very indifferent— asparagus is in perfection, but potatoes 
become poor and water) . Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro- 
curable, also the cuinruuga and corinda. 


AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rain; — the weather continnes 
much the Bume as lust. This and the preceding mouth are remarkable for heavy falls 
of rain, being the wettest in the whole year. 

The tliermometei ranges m the shade from 80 in the morning to W in the afternoon. 

Light and variable winds and cloudy weather, with smart ami light rain, prevail at 
the beginning ot the month, the middle is sometimes fair, and tolerably cool, the 
re in Hinder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds and heavy rain 

From the combined heat and moisture, in this month aud tho preceding, vegetati- 
on springs up and spreads w ith astonishing rapidity. 
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The meat and fish markets are much the same as last month. 

1 Pumplcnose (shaddock) appear this month, pine apples, custard apples, and 
guavas continue in perfection. 

The vegetables procurable arc sallad, asparagus, cucumber, bnnjnUs,kidnry-beutis, 
radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and indifferent potatoes. Indian corn, cucumbers, 
and spinnage, are to lie had now and all the year round, but they are tasteless, 
except at tlus season, when they become farm, good, and veiy palatable. The avigatu, 
peai is sometimes procurable at this period. 

SEPTEMBER. 

The rains subside considerably during this month. 

The wind continues light and variable, attended with occasional cloudy weather 
The days are sometimes tuir, mild, and bright,— and the temperature agreeable. 

The Thermometer ranges from 78 in the morning to 85 m the alternoon 

The meat market is much the same as in last month 

The fish market experiences but slight improvement, for although there is abundance 
offish, jet it is not always film and good, except the heckty, winch becomes larger and 
better flavored. The follow ing are also in the market — thebholah, dessj tang rah, 
konteh, bhengirs, gungtorah, kowdl, toontee, pjrah chondah, and crawfish 

Vegetables and potatoes are verj indifferent • yarns come in season about this time 

In the truit market, small oranges make their appeorancc, but they are veiy acid 
Custard-apples, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplcuo&e continue in season. 

OCTOBER. 

The first half of this month, generally yields a good supplt of ram, and introduces 
the powerful influence of a second spring season upon all irgrtating bodies 

The rainy season breaks up generally between the 10th and 20th of 1hi<* month ; 
sometimes, however, it continues a little long'.n, but tins is seldom the case, the cou- 
< ludmg showers nre frequently heavy, continuing from O.to 24 hours, incessantly , after 
which (he weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 75 in the morning to 80 in the nfleruoou 

The winds are in general light and variable during this month, veering Irom south 
to north west thence to north ami north east 

The monsoon changes about the 2lst of this mouth, after which, light breezes set in 
from » be north and north east 

As soon as the weather sets in fair, the seuson becomes propitious for preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

The meat maikets begin to revive, and the fish market to improve, the heckty be- 
comes firm, and the other fish proportionally good, snipes make their appearance 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same as last inonih, till the latter end of 
the present month, when, it the senson is favorable, both experience a considerable 
improvement. Oranges become larger uud bettei flavoured, and custard-apples are in 
great perfection. 

Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month, but they Imre very 
little flavour,— they are small and watery. Pomegranates are procurable, also sour 
wood-apples. 

NOVEMBER. 

The weather is clear and settled and the thermometer temperate Sometimes the 
days are warm, but the mornings and evenings arc cool and agreeable. 

If the rains cease early in October and the cold weather follows shortly after, No- 
vember becomes a beautiful and delightful month. Nothing can be more favorable than 
this season for the renovation of the health of the valetudinarian, after having experi- 
enced the debilitating effects of the hot weather. 

Light northerly winds prevail this month. 

Tlie thermometer ranges from 70 in the morning to 75 in the Afternoon. 

The seeds committed to the soil daring the last and present month start into life, 
with a vigour unknown to other climes. 

The meat market looks wholesome; beef, mutton, 'veal, pork and poultry, become 
firm and good. 
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Game comes in also this month, inconsiderable quantities, wild ducks, snipe, teal.&c. 

Abundance of fisli is procurable, also firm and good, such as beckty, banspatab, 
gungtorah, mirgal, cai p, and maiigoe-lish without roes. 

The vegetable market begins afresh this month by the introduction of green peas, 
new potatoes, lettuces, gteens of difteient kinds, spinnage, radishes, and turnips. 

In the fruit market may be had oranges, limes, lemons, pumplenose, pine-apples, 
casta? d-apples, papmh, plantains, cocoanuts, country almonds, pomegranates, soar 
wood apples, & c. 


DECEMBER. 

The weather continues fair, cool, and, on the whole, extremely fine, throughout the 
month , with h light northei ly wind. 

The days and nights are cold and clear, and the mornings and evenings foggy, par- 
ticularly at the latter end of the month. 

The thermometer ranges from 58 in (he morning to 65 in the afternoon. 

The meat and fish markets are in great perfection, both as to quantity and quality; 
game of all kinds in abundance. 

The vegetable market is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuces, 
young onions, radishes, small sallad, sweet potatoes, French beans, seem, brinjails, 
yam, carrots, turnips, greens, young cabbages and cauliflowers. 

The fruit market continues miuh the same as Inst month— Brazil currants (tlpp^ 
r*h«) make their appearance this mouth, together \yiili wood-apples qnd other frifftf. 
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JANUARY. 

The season is too far advanced to sow the gcneralit v of vegetables with much pros- 
pect of success, but turnips, cariots, love-apples, vegetable marrow, all sorts of pump 
kins, lettuce, endive, radish, mustard and cress, spmnge and Nepaul spina-je may be 
sown during all this month ; nlso succes.siic crops of lute cabbage and knol khole cveiy 
fortnight. Turnips are said to succeed best when placed in rows : they should be thinned 
to a distance of six inches from eat h other. Carrots r.irely sue ceed well when planted 
at this season , they should be thmncd, but not t-ansphmtcd, except when mpum! fo r 
seed. Love Apples, w hen t wo or three indies high, should he planted out in beds at five 
inches opart afterwards transplant m rows two feet fiom each other, with a fi.nne 
work to run upon. Vegetable marrow should be sovvn in rich light soil eaith up <he 
stems as they increase, and peg down (be leading brnnehes at a joint. Lett we .v.d 
endive should be planted m boxes or beds, anil transplanted Lit one hot apait from cm h 
other; they may also be sown in beds, and thinn-d to (he proper distance— .1 few 
days before use they should be bkun bed by tying (he tops of the out r lravei ov.m

The remarks on last month apply geue tally to this, but (here is less flume of 
success in tearing vegi t.iHi (t, as (liey seldom acquire mm li sliength hi hoe the hot 
winds set in. Turnips and cai rots rarely succeed, but radish, mu*, (aid mid 1 10 .s, b ft u. e, 
endive, spmage, and some of the < nhhage tiibo may all be planted in llus month and 
throughout the year Thioughout this month the collection ot flower seeds is earned 
on rapidly. 

All the fruits, vegetables, and flowers mentioned as piocurnble in the mniket in 
January, may bo bed m as great perfei lion and as cheap or cheaper dui mg tins mouth 
lu this month peas are plentiful, and the following may be obtauud of good 
quality,— Jerusalem aiticliokes, usparagus, dutliu beans, French beans, seal let run- 
ners, beet root, broeoli, cabbage, carrots, cauliflowers, celery, endive, let tm e, Knol- 
khole, onions, parsnips, spmage, turnips, and yams. Also (lie following finds,— custard 
apple, Brazil gooseberries, guavas, lemons, mulbeiries, pumpljnose, raspbeiries. 
strawberries, peaches, pine apples, aiql a few other kinds. Melons and cucumbers 
should bo sown during this month Gather w inter flower seeds Lay bare, for a fort- 
n ght or thtee weeks, the roots of peach trees, to harden, and preserve them from being 
deslioyed by white ants, Use house pldister rubbish, as manuie, when closing the rooty.

I? at few vegetal Ics crone lo any pcrfectirn tlmt nre sown in this month; but it is 
desirable to sow successive crops of eabbngr and lettuce which may be planted in 
beds which are paitly protected from the sun, and tiansplanted into lows as required. 

In !bc market bruijal, carrots and turnips may be piocuied in considerable quan- 
tities and prrtty pood. Turnips nre generally scry sti ingy towards tbe end of M«»<K 
Country radish and all I inds of country gieens maybe bad m laipe quantifies, i .id 
.<lt the kinds of trmt procurable in Febiuary are obtainable with the nddition of 
en inangor s and jakes, a few dales and black her n s Young plauts should be wcedi d 
hi tins months, and cm m led with a slight endian' meat, to u tain the wntci which they 
most 1 e ntroided during the greater part of this and tbe two suee< edmg months Melons 
and < urambcis, should be sown during this mouth also us well as giape and apple seeds, 
iidiuu tom and sugor-canc. Still gathei winter llowcr seeds. 

APRIL. 

The lemniks on March npplj equally to tins month ; but as the hot season advances 
the i harices of suet ess in rearing most kinds of vegetables dimmish. Lute melons and 
< uriimbers may lie sow n during tins moufli likewise Sow melons in ueb light soil, giv mg 
the plants plenty of room to mil When lliey hnve thrown out fom leaves stop them by 
pun lung oft Iho leading bud they w ill then produce two lateral shoots, w Inch stop m a 
similar rnunnn j r , and so continue to tient ra<li new fenmed shoot, stopping it at the

In this month plantains, pineapples, pumplenose, blackberries, ripe mangoes 
ft.iibe-,, In bees and all the oth< r fruits piocurable in March arc abundant in the 
ii'iuki t Chi i ots, tmni| s, beans and t uhbagrs me i educed in qnantitv, and then pru cs 
me considerably m< lcsscd, when good Rii'ipil, ladisli, water pumkins, and gre« ns m 
l'b nty are to he hud. Musi melons, and several other country melons, come into season 
about the middle ut this month. 

In the latter pnit of (Ins month plant nil the amaryllis or lily tribe, and m fact all 
bulbous 1 oi ts and plants, should lie sown or planted Sow early cucumbers, okra, 
Indian c orn, sugar-cane, grape, apple, and all c ountry froit seeds, so that the plants may 
have the advantage ol the lain to grow up vigorously (Jatliei w.nler flower seeds and 
i mnmenci graiting and budding ricntifully water young plants. 

MAY. 

Mangoes, pmc apples, pumplcnnse, plantains, and all the frnils procurable last 
moul n me supplied abundantly ftiinjuls, gieens, and summer (lowers of a’m >st nil sorts 
aie to he had plentifully m the market Melons, wutci melons, fcte., are plentifully sup- 
plied to the niHihet about the* end of tins month. 

Gi ailing and budding of all kuids, should be peiformed during this month, which is 
though the Waited , yet the most favorable for such operations And flic gathering ot the 
seeds ot winter flowers, should l>e finished at lf.s cud Water young plunts. Indices 
and peaches get srnrie ut the end of (Ins month, hut wainpecc, wild lichees and melons 
i onfiriue plentiful Sow long cm umbers and w Jute pumpkin seeds, gi ape seeds, peach 
stones andjruit seeds genet ally. 

JUNE.

I, Young and tender plants should he c urfully watered every evening during this 
unnfi, and chillies, onkra, Indian < o/n, pca-iticks, jute, red spimu h, China spinach ana 
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the common native greens in genet nl, including pitlliul, kurrnla, jliingnh, bmhuttec mid 
» hirhingali, should he sown. The planting of c uitmgs of all kinds ol fruits ami floweu, 
should be ronimenred at the eml of this month. Sow peach stones uiul fruit seeds 
generally. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the month. 

JULY. 

At the end of thin month it is desirable to sow seeds for early parslev. heat, knol 
^jbole, cabbage, cauliflower, brocoli, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other winter vegetables. 

Ctlery —Sow m boxes in this and the five following months. Remove to beds w hen 
about thice in hes high, and into from hrs, as lequirod, after being n month in the beds. 
The trenches should he 2$ feet deep, filled up w itli a foot of light noiI and stable mnnm e, 
and ul tei wards gradually, ns the idnnt glows, with light soil, till within about six nuhes 
ot the lop. Water toi the til st two months with the hand, alter which they may be 
occasionally Hooded. 

Another way —Having sown and transplant! d as above, remove into firm hes 
four feet apart, and about IS mi lies deep, noaily lihed wilh horse manure and mh 
earth As the plant grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. By thi> method the 
tool of the plant, and not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

Knol lih ole, cabbage t cauliflower, ati l brocoli — Sow in boxes timing this and five 
following months. Remove in beds when two inches high, and transplant the t lbhagc 
and knol khole twice, and lauliflower and bioioli at least three times, allowing the 
growth of a couple of new leaves between each planting 

A \parayus , — Sow m beds in Jnb , and remove the pl.iuts in November, into raised 
beds of one or two rows, When the berries become ted, cut the plants two me lies above 
(he ground and top dress, wh^n (Ur j will be ready to rut m ten days. By dressing 
the lads in succession, asparagus may be produced tor the table all the year —stable 
iininuie is the best, and the plant should invariably be watered by the hand, ami n< vei 
flooded except in vriy hot weather. Plants if taken rare ol will produce for 8 mi If) 
vears. They should, how evei , be wintered (roots denied of the earth and exposed for 
some days) and the ground dressed every .second year. 

Lettuce, and etuln e.— Sow in boxes or pots sin rounded with water, till the plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Blunt out us requited, and tie 
up a few days before you cut for use. 

Carrots .— Sow in a li;ht, deep sandy soil 

Turnips .— Sow m a rich soil, well manuied. 

In the market all Europe vegetables aie very scarce and deal this month. 
Brinjdl, greens, and other native vegetables are supplied. Pineapples, and melons ate 
getting out of season. Plantains, pumpkins and cucumbers, are plentiful. 

Mangoes continue till towards the end of the month. Pine apples, jnkes, monkey jnkes 
bunch, anil guavas are very abundant Young plants rind grafts should all be planted out 
during tins month, and the tiees pruned as soon as they have done bearing, ns tlfcit is the 
only tune when it rail be done with benefit to them. Cuttings of all trees and shrubs 
should be put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, which, as soon as they have 
established themselves, should bo cut down close to the giound Muiulurd Howe r and 
dahlia seeds should lie, sown Balsam seeds should be sown in the begmiug ot the 
month and until the end of October 

AH grafting and budding should be finished this month, so that the rams of the two 
succeeding months miy cause then to shoot up with vigor when planted nut Warn pees, 
blackberries mid wild-lichees go out of season during the early part of this month bow 
nungoe, jake, blatkberiy, date, and nil kinds of summer fruit seeds dining tin* mouth — 
they will thrive well— likewise sow gooseberries Expose the roots of young plants from 
the middle of this month to the middle of September, to harden then, or they rnay fall 
sacrifices to white ants. Sow the irregular earl’/ ciop of potatoes. 

AUGUST. 

Successive crops of all the vegetables sow n m July should be, planted it the end of 
tins month, more especially < ciny mid beet, wlm h should lie fit to ti.iuspiaut ft set ond 
tune before the monsoon. These two vegetables aie less likely to sulfei by excessive 
tain than most others. Artichokes should be sown m beds during this month, three 
inches between each seed, sons to allow the temoval of the plants in Noi ember, w ithmit 
disturbing the roots To propagate by suckers, take off the sinkers, and prick tlieiq

out six inches apart , and when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich soil, 
setting them two feet apart. If large, suckers inay be planted at once where they are 
intended to remain. 

To prevent artichokes running to leaf, and pioduring small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to fifteen inches high, cut them off close to the ground, and covet 
them over with 1i«ht dry old manure when they have advanced a few inches repeal- 
the operation. If the young plants are tied up for a few days before being cut off, they 
w ill become blanched and may be eaten ns salmi. 

French beans and scarlet runners may be sown during this month, and until 
February. They should be planted in rows two feet apart North and South, and be well 
supported with sticks, or with an arched bamboo trellis, which is very ornamental. 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, cauliflower, paisley, celeiy , onions, tobacco, and 
rally flower and vegetable seeds, generally at the end of tins month. Sow the first re- 
gular crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes, are very scarce. Plantains pine -apples and gua\ahs continue in abun- 
dance., and custard upples, kumruugahs, punniallus and avigoto- pears, corrondas, come 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and destructive, The orange tribe should be 
l ndded and marched, and propagated by seeds. Continue grafting mangoes. Trans- 
plant cotton. Propagate tarnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
Ik hee grafts. About the eud of this month sow dahlia balsom and early mignionett, sun- 
flower, cox comb, poliauthus, hybiscus, holyhock, lurk-spur, lupin, poppy, sweet-sultan, 
onion, cabbage, salsoly, cauliflower, lettuce, and ail the other seeds sown last month. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August* Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, brocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or^hree crops of peas may' 
be sown during this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospect 
of success unless sowu at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in tranches, in double row's, about two feet apart. They 
should be wateied by hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they aie 
two or three feet high, by which time the w inter dews will be sufficient to seperate them 
Peas require no manure, but should be planted in good soil. Sunflower seeds for tho 
winter should be p'anted now, but tins flower grows all the year round. Coxcomb, 
larkspur ami migmonett seeds might be sown. 

Avigato pears still continue, and eaily loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
their appearance about the end of this month A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melon is piocurable in abundance. Sow avigato pear stones. Young potatoes 
Jn season. The American cotton sown early in full fruit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
in the ground, or m veiy deep pots w r ell drained. The turnips and cabbages are much 
infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling the plauts 
with powdeied lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses 
violets, heaits-ease.&c. Flowers m great perfection. As most of the pesch trees will 
have lost their leaves, the roots should be opened nnd exposed for 14 days, and then 
strongly manured. Potatoes should be sown during tins month. The whole ot the grafts 
should be cut this month, if possible so that they might still benefit by the showers of 
ram that fall at this tune. 

OCTOBER. 

Tli<! remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds m boxes , transplant from the boxes into beds, and immediately after 
the first heavy fall iff ram remove into beds, rows and trenches, more particularly celery, 
beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken in finally 
transplanting all the cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls of rain, 
bv muking trenches to carry off the water Crops of peas should be sown every w eek 
or ten days from the beginning of this month until the end of December— peas sown 
after that time seldom pod, 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care- 
fully covering the seed. When leeks are a few inches high, plant them in drills, eighteen 
inches apait, and nine inches plant tVom plant. As they increase m size draw up the 
earth to their stems, in order to blanch them, as lee\s are much improved by blanching. 

Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground two feet deep, sow the seeds m 
drills one foot apart, aud thin the plants so os to leave eight inches from each other. 
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The mftin beds for strnwbeiries should be planted. Oianges begin to get palatal 1» 
this month, and the cutting of the sugar-cane commences. Bnnjals and native 
greens become plentiful, and the last crop of iiidian-rorn is gathered The last of 
Hi<> grafts should positively be cut, and suckers transplanted. Plant laiksuur, marigold, 
sweet sultan, imgninnett, pinks, carnation, asters, and all annual plants during tin « 
month. Propagate geraniums by slips and sow all kiuds of vegetable and flower seeds 
every six or ejglil days, throughout the month, 

NOVEMBER. 

Tins is the month foi activity intlie vegetable gardens, as but few things arrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before the end ot tins month. The principal 
crops of pens should be sown during the first week, and continued every six day* 
dating tin* month , abo Pi en' h beans, sun let runners, broad beans, and Windsor beans 
Sow beet, knol Whole, cabbage, hrocoh, und cauhllow'eis, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows. Transplant celery and remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes mid 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month. They 
should be planted in light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe idiould be 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking caie Unit each piece is of sullkient size to 
noni isli the eye, until it roots Twi jp the size, of a man’s thumb nail of full, round tho 
eye, will do well When planted, not more than one inch, or one and a halt inch, ol sod 
should be placed over it , and it should not lie wafeird o ftencr than one e in foui days 
even duung the hottest weather. As it grows up, the soil should be banked up to (ho 
htnlk, Oieul care should be taken not to gi\e too much water, and not to put too 
much soil upon the potatoe when first planted. 

This is the last n^ntli m wlmh the general ty of vegetables con be sown w ith 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds ot all lands, exc ept oranges. Changes, guavas and 
plantains and all Europe and Cape vegetables arc abundant. 

DEC E M R Ell. 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet-runners, broad mid 
Windsor beans° Peas sown in tins month produce scantily Plant cut late celerv 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to benches. Sow late cabbages and 
knol Whole and transnlnnt as above. Vegetable marrow may be sown in the early 
„art of th .a inontliiii light r.ch soil Earth up the stems of the plants as they inucase 
it growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and they will sti ike mot. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this month, but those sown during the 
flist foitniglit are most likely to succeed. When potatoes aie planted whole, tho 
pioduce is liner than when they are divided into two or thiec pieces, but the same 
nutnher of potatoes yield a far larger crop by the latter than by the former method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to (he sun In rather shady places Hie 
crop is small, and when altogether excluded from the duett rays ol the sun, they 
|, iodine nothing 

Europe and native vegetables are plentiful during this month; and also aU sorts of 

bn dials, swect-potatoc, yams Finds are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose, 
bciries, guavas and otanges. Fluwen of all kinds are abundant 

A good month for sow in*' early musk-melon and dwarf cucumber seeds, as well as 
peas, radish, and spinage, but very few other vegetable seeds. Most of the exotic 
plants will also now be flow ciing.

The tim« s given in this Almanac are the civil or common reckoning of time, from 
Midnight to Midnight. The column of the Sun's Meridian passage la calculated to tko 
huudiedth part of a second of time for every day of the year, with the Same accuracy 
us it is in the Nautical Almanac. A watch ought to point exactly to the hour mvIL 
cated for that day, when the bun dial niutks twelve. Theie is no need now to 
refer to a table of Equation of time , should however this Equation be required, it 
may be had as leuriily ; n is the Imir beyond 12/t. or the lime wanting to 12A. given in thia 
co.umu for each day of tlie year. The Moon will serve as well* to set or compare a 
watch by the same Sun dial , when the shadows ol the guotuen fails on 12A., a watch ought 
to show at the same moment the ti mo indicated in the column “Moon on Mpridian* 
answeiing to the day the observation is made, this time is calculated to the nearest 
truth iif a minute ; should the shadow fall on any other hour, as 3, 4 or add to tha 
time indicated in that same column, about 62 minutes for every hour after twelve, but 
should the dial suow 0/'t , 8 h. t or 1 1/e , as uiauy minutes must be deducted fur every hour 
before 12. 

T«c two columns of the Suu's rising and setting include the refraction, which causes tha 
Sun and all the heavenly bodies to rise on the eaatei n horizou about two minutes earlier, 
aud to set outlie western, about two minutes later than they would rise or set were the 
Earth not sui rounded by uu atmosphere. Kelt action is not exactly of the same dura- 
tion thiougffuut the whole year, the duiutiou is in proportion of the obliquity of the 
bun's rising or setting. 

At the head of euch mouth, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Aims, or Venus, 
are visible in the Aioruiiig or Evening, and on which days of the mouth thcao 
Planets will he hi cnujuiuliou (rf ) wnh the Moon, or with each other 

When the symbol ( c ^ ) denoting opposition occui s, such us on the 20th July, we are 
to understand that t’io iVlouu does not pass, the Aleiuliaii of Calcutta, on tint (civil) duy. 
Ibis is the case once, sometimes twice in a Luuar mouth aud arises from the circum- 
stance of the Lumu day being longer than tlie mean bulnr day. Ill the present instance 
the excess is (u minutes or the Initial day is equal 20/i. The BIoou passes the 
Blend mu on the INth Ju y in (he Evening at 11 h 32 mi , 5, viz 23 m Ueioie Midnight, aud 
(Ioto not i etui a to (lie same Meridian until 31 ui. otter Midnight on the 20th. 

Ann because the Moon dot s not pass the Meridian in every civil day, but fail* 
to no so, ou*.e ai lua&t in eveiy civil mouth, u.ul as one Mciidmn passage of the Moou 
products only two High W tiler tides, there me m eveiy Lunar month not less than two 
liign \\ .ilei tides suuidimes three wauling , llierelorenu two days every mouth, falliug 
souiwt’iues cdicr Midnight sometimes after Noon, there is but oue High Water given. 
The march oi the tide-wave over the suiiuce oi the oceau is of immense lupnitty, tue 
ciest ol the wave travelling lound the globe in every Luuar day. 

lu a place like Calcutta, so tar removed liom the Sea, the tides are strongly affected by 
the monsoons, occasional wiuds, the freshes, and various local chusjs, so that it will 
always lemuio an imperfectly solved piujjlem to give the tunes of the High Water with 
ancillary , It will always, however.be touud that tor any penod there will be only 
twiLt! the number of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Mcnduiu. 

It should be recollected that the tune of High Wuter is not that when the ships in 
the liver turu louud, hut that wheu the wuter is actually highest, which always hap- 
pens about halt au hour beioie the current is changing its direction.

The Solar C»cle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 2R years, in which all the 
rarities of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will return in thesume 
order as they dnl 28 >eais before. Tins Cycle commenced ‘J ye«r§. before the Birth 
of Christ. 

The Lumr Cycle, or Cvcl'? of the Moon, commonly called the Colden Number, 
mid sometimes the Metonit Cycle, (from Met on, on Athenian, who invented it about 
432 rears bet in e the Birth of Christ,) is a revolution ot |9 yeais ; in which tune, the con" 
jinirt tons, oppositions, and other aspects of the Muon, are within an hour and a half of 
being thesume as they were on the same days of the months 19 years before. The 
prune, or Golden Number, is the Number of years elapsed in this Cycle. At the Birth, 
the Golden Number wns 2. 

The Roman Indict hn, is a period of l‘» jears, used hy the Romans for the time, 
of taxing then provinces — Tluce years of this Cjcle had elapsed at the Bntli of Christ. 

The Julian period emtuns 79(10 yenrs, and arises by multiplying together 23, If 
and 15, being the Cyiles of the Sun, Moon, and In fiction. This was also contriied as 
« pel i<»d for chronological matters, and, is assumed, as a correct and lived rule in 
Calculations, bv all the astronomers an 1 ilnonologers throughout the Christian 
wmld Its beginning is supposed to have commenced 7 10 years before the usual date 
*1 the creation of the woild, or 4714 belore the commencement of the Christum Eta.

THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are corn* 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these divi* 
sions, have been various amongst ihe nations of antiquity, and there are still vari» 
ations to these modes in the modern world. 


The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
athong«t that people at the present time, is, to commence the day at a certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the atternoon 
of Saturday. The Roman Catholic church also commences its festivals in the 
everting ; and this custom is retained amongst ourselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o’clock' at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the following night. The civil day is distinguished from the astro- 
nomical day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and itsometimes leads to mistakes with persons not familiar wnh 
this manner of computation: a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Thus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical nme, is January 11, 3 in »ho 
morning, civil time In France, anil in most ot the stales ot Europe, as with us, 
the houis aie counted up to 12, ftom midnight till noon, and from noon till mid- 
night. In parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
sun-set, amt the hours are counted on till the next ®un-set. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the "Italian hours” at the summer 
solstice is 16 o’clock, and l9 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


The English names of the days of the wkfk are derived from the Saxons; 
and they partly adopted these names from the more, civilized nations of antiquity; 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con- 
ncxion wnh astronomical science. The planetary airungement ot Ptolemy was 
thus 1, Saturn; 2. Jupiter; 3, Mars: 4, the Sun; 5, Venus; 6, Mercury ; 7 ihe 
Moon. Each ol the«e planets was supposed lo preside, successively, over each 
hour of the 24 of each day. in the order above given. In ibis way Saturn would 
preside over ihe first hour of the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over 
the fomth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours ot the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day. and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of ihe fourth day. 
Mercury over the first hour of the filth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth 
day, ami Venus over (he first hour ol the seventh da v Hence, the names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe* The present English

KIV ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

Almost all nations have regulated their months, tti a great degree, by the 
evolution of the moon Some have endeavored to unite this division with the 
Annual course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at the end of each year, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every thtrd year, the Jews and 
the Athenians followed this latter method, the Macedonians and some nations 
of A«ua aligned their month* 30 and 31 days, the Jurksandthe Arabs haye 29 
and 30 days, the month* of the Anglo Saxons weie governed by the revolutions 
of the moon. Ihetr common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months being appropriated 10 each of the lour season* , but every third year con- 
tamed an additional lunar month, which was given to the summer season i he 
namesot their lunar months, either had reference to their religious ceremonies, or 
to the natural appeaiances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and siill partially prevails, with regard to the commen< ement of the vfar The 
Jews dated the beginning ol the sacred year in the month of March , the Athenians 
in the month ot June, the Macedonians on the 24ti\ September , the Christians of 
J? gypt and Ethiopia on the 29tn or 30th of August and the Persian* and Armeni- 
ans on the lltli of August ihe Jewish civil year begins on the first day of the 
Month Tisn, which year, correspond* with our 9th of September , the Miliome- 
dan’s begins of the first of the month Moharem , which year, corresponds with our 
1 4th of luly Nearly all ihe nations ot the Chn* tan world now commence the 
year ou the 1st of lanuary , but a* recently as 1752, even in England the ve«r 
did not legally and generally commence till the 25th of IVIaich In Scotland, at 
that period ihe year b gan on ihe first of January 1 he difference caused great 
practical inconvenience* and J inuary and February, an I part of March some- 
times bore two date* a* we often find in old records rs 1711 12 I In* practice 
often leads to chronological mistake? , foi in*tance we popuhils «av " 1 he Re- 
volution of 1688, ’ that great event happening in hebnnry ol the year lh8R, accord- 
ing to ihe then mo le of computation but if the year we*e hell to begin, as it 
does now, on the ls» of January it would be * Ihe Revolution ol 1089 In the 
anniversaries g ven in the Hi itish Aim mac the alt»raiions of tyle, made in 1702, 
have not been followed a* any corieitionof date would have embarrassed the 
leader in historical and biograplmal refeiences. 

The year properly «o callpd i* fhe solar year or thp neno I of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zofiac The period rompn*ps 365 
days 5 hours, and 48 minutes 51 seconds, b decimals, and is called the aetionoim- 
cal year. 

1 he Calfndar is a table of the day* of »hp year arranged to assist the re- 
tribution ot time, and lo indicate r^rr rrkahle days connected with devotion or 
bu*mes* If every nation had adopted the same division ot time and a uniform 
calendar had been general throughout civilized states history would present much 
fewer difficulties and contradictions ihe prr gress ot astronomical science has 
ne< essarilv produced great changes in the manner of dividing time ani thus, 
whilst some nation® have been rea ly to give t heir calen far every possible advan- 
tage of a scientific consiiuction I he preiu fire 1 * of others have rendr red them unwill- 
ing to depart irom iheir acr ustomed mode however mact urate It may hecunout 
and instructive to trace, very briefly, the changes ol the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the changes ol style. 

The Romans called the fir*t days of each month, Calends , from a word 
which signified called , l>ecau*ethe Pontiff*, on tho e diys called the peopTe 
together, to apprise them of the days ot festival in that month Hence we derive 
the name of Calfndar 

The Roman ( alendar which has in great part been adopted by almost all 
nations, is staled to have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this city 
He divided the year into ten months only , Mars Apnlis Maius, luniu*. 
Quintihs (afterwards called Julius ) Sextihs, (anerwards called Augustus ) 
September, Octobei, November, December Mar Maine Quinhus and October, 
contained tl days and each of the six oiher monihs 30 days so that the ten 
months comprised 3f)4 days Ihe year ot Romulus was therefoie, ot 60 days' 
jess duration than the lunar year, and of 01 days less then the solar year and its 
commencement of course did not correspond with any fixed season. Numa 
Pom piliu« corrected this calendar, by adding two months, lanuanus and Februari- 
es, which he placed before Mars Julius C®9ar, being desirous to render the calendar 
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stilt more eorrett, consulted rtie astronomers of Ins tiW, who fixed Rttf solar “3 ear 
a> 365 days, 0 hours, comprising, as they thought, the period from ort€ vernal 
equinox to another. J he six hoars were set aside, and at the end 4» four yefcts, 
forming a day, thd fourth year was made t6 consist of 366 days Ihe dgf thuf 
added, was catted intercalaifF/and was added ttiHhe month of February, by doubling 
the 2 tth of that month, or according to their way of reckoning, the kixth of the 
Calends ofiWarch. Hence the year was called Utssextile l his almost perfect 
anangement, which was denominated the Julian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian world, till the time Pope Gregory X 1 1 1. I lie Calender 
ol Julius Caesar was defecrtve in this particular, that the solar year, consisting 
of 063 days, 5 hours and 49 minutes, and not of 36? days 6 hours, as was supposed 
in the tune ol Julius ( aesar , there was a diffeience between the apparent year and 
the real year, of eleven minutes 1 his diff rence at the lime ol Gregory Xllh» 
had amounted to ten enure days the veultd equinox falling on the lith, instead 
of theSlst of March, at which period it fell coriectly at the time of the Council 
of Nice, in the year 32?. Jo obviate this int onvenipnee, Gregory ordained, m 
1?82, that the l?th Oitobet shoul i be counted instead of the 5th, for the future; 
and to pievent the reiuirence of this erior, it was further determined that the 
vear beginning a century, should not be bissextile, witlf 1 he exception of the 
beginning of each fonrth ceu'uiy ihus 700 and 1 809 have not heett bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so, but the yeai 20oo will be bissextile It) tins manner three days 
ate retrenched in tour hundred years, because the lapse of (lie eleven minutes 
makes thiee days in about that period. I he year of the calen la r is thus ma le, ta 
nearly as possible, to coriespoud with the true solar year, and futme errors of 
chronology are avoided 

The adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, rr Nfew Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time rt aisled by states not 
under the author ty of the See ol Rome 1 he change of the style in 1- nghn I, was 
established by an Act of Parliament passed in 1752 It vtas then enacted, that the 
year should commence on ihe Kt of January, instead of March 2?ih , and that in 
the year 1754, th d »ys should be numbered as usual until bei rember 24 when the 
day following * hould be accounted the 14H of September omitting 1 1 days The 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth 
hundiedth, was also enacied. J he a'teration was for a long time, opt wd by th§ 
prejudices of individuals , and even now, with fcome pe isons the Old Sir le is so 
pertinaciously adhered to tlut rents are made payable on the ol I quarter day*, to* 
stead ol the new tor this reason, and not in difference to the prejudice the old 
festivals aie meiiti ned in the H 1 itish Almanac J he Hu^ians still retain the 014 
Style, thus creating an inconvenience 111 their public aud commercial inteicouisq 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change 10 the calendar, winch was in existence more than twelve years, 
and is important to be noticed as all the pub'ic ads or the France nation Wdr» 
dated according to this altered style, ihe National Convention, by a degree of 
the 5ih Octobei, 1793, established a new bra whnh was called, in the place or 
the Christian era the eta of the French Ihe commencement of ♦ ich year, of 
the first * Ven Inman**,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, o> which 
the autumnal equinox fell, as determined at the observatoiy at Ptns. J bjg eft 
commenced on the 22ud of September 1792, of being the epoch of 1 lie foundation 
of the Republic , but its establishment was not deueed till the 4h “ ^nmaire’* 
of the year 11 (4»h November, 1793) I wo da>s afterwards the pi h)ic acts 

were thus dated lhis calendar existed till the 10th “Nivose,’ year XIV. (tht 
3ist December, 1805,) when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored

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EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 

1. Dominical Letters. —T he seven days, of the week, reckoned as beginning 
en the 1st of January, are designated by the 6 1 at saven letters of the alphabet. A, 
B, C, D, E, F, G; and the one o! these, which denotes Sunday, is the dominical 
letter. Thui, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter ; if ~it begin 
on l\lond a y, that letter ts G ; if on Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally To 
liud the dominical letter, call New Year’s Day A., the next day li. and so on 
till you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the d« minicat 
letter. If there were 394 days, or exactly 4 weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be always the same; but the year contains 365£ days; an excess 
of J£day ovea54 weeks The day is taken into the account every year, ahd the one 
foui th makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical letter, falls back- 
ward one Utter foi each of the three years, fn which the date or number of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and, two letter $ every fourth 
year, when the date can be so divided ; as in the year 1H28, ii is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, February will contain 9 days. The year began on Tuesday; count 
forward Tuesdays to Suotjay, inclusive, is six days; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Theie<ore at first, F is the dominical letter; but the 49th ot Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intercalated, throws the 1st day of March a day later 
in the week than it would'otherwise have he$ n ; and, therefoie,' the Sunday .letter 
for. March and all the remaining months will be E. The years which have the 49 
(lays in February, and the two dominical lelleis are called bnseitilet, for the reason 
already given or leap years; because the day ot the mouth, alter February, leapt 
over a day of the week. Inlaw, the *8lli and 49th of February are accounted one day. 

4. The Golden Number., At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
full moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. The ancients dis- 
covered this, and reckoned the nineteen years, or ‘‘cycle ot the moon” as it is 
called, so that it terminated the year before the Christian era This cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letteis of gold. Therefore, to find the golden number 
or number of the year in this cycle, add l to the date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Chiisi. and remainder 
it the golden number ; as tiie present year is 18?8, add 1, is 1849; divide by 19, 
is 96 cycles, and there remains 5, the golden number. 

3. The Cycle of the Sun “is the number of years that elapse before the 
Sundays throughout the year, happen on the same days of the month. If there 
were 364 days in the year, that would happen every year ; if 365, it would happen 
every seventh year; but because the one fourth of a day makes an alteration of a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 4S years. Nine years of this cycle 
hEd elapsed before the birth ol Christ. Therefore, to find the cycle of the sun, 
add 9 to the date divide by 48 ; the quotient ts the number of cycles since the birth 
of Christ, and the remainder is the cycle oi the sun ; as, for tbe yeai 1848, add 9, 
is 1837, divide by 48, the quotient is 65 cycles, and the remainder is 17, the cycle 
ofthe sun. 

4 The'Epact is the moon's age for the first day of January, or the equation 
between tbe beginning of the solar and the lunar year. The time from one new 
moon to another is about 49i days. Thus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and 11 d8ys over, therefore, the twelfth new moon will take place ll 
days earlier each year than it did the year before. Injthe lunar cycle of 19 years, 
there are 12 new moons in each of 14, and IS in each of 7 ; because the ll days of 
yearly difference in three years, exceed a lunar month by 3£ days. Jfii were not for 
the odd minutes and seron ‘a, the age of the moon on t le 1st ol January, could al- 
ways be found, by multiplying the golden number by 1 1, and dividing by 30 ; then 
tl^e .remainder would be the epuct or age of the. moon on the 1st of Januaiy. The 
following method will, answer for the day of the moon's age on the 1st of Januaiy, 
till the eld of thcMgeseni century. Take 1 from the golden number, multiply 
what is left by lf/fnvide by 30 ; the temainder is the epact, or moon's age on the 
1st of January : as for 1848, the golden number is 5 ; take away 1, leaves 4 ; mul- 
tiply by 1 1 , is 44 ; divide by 30, remains 14, the epact, ot moon’s age on the 1st 
January.

THE DAYS OP THE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Years Day.— The ancient popular customs collected with New 
Year’s Day. Shorve- tide, May day Christmas, and other festivals, will be illns* 
spied m a future 0 Companion to the Alm&ngc." 
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I. Circumcision,— This festival was orginally palled the Octavo of Christ- 
mas; and the first mention found ol it is in the year 487. It was instituted by the 
Church, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to which Christ 
submitted, on the eighth day of the nativity; and was introduced into the Liturgy 
of the Church of. England in 5?0. 

6. Epiphany.— The ward Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition . This 
festival is kept in commemoration of the “ Manifestation" of the Saviour of man- 
kind to the Gentiles, and appears to have been first observed, as a separate feast 
iisTlit year 013. The primitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
for twelve days, observing the first and last with the greatest solemnity. From 
the circumstance of this festival being twelve days after Christmas, it is vulgarly 
called “ Twelfth days.” 

! 8. dough Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation iioin its having been fixted upon by our forefathers, as the peiiod 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, alter the festivities of Christmas. 

i9. Septuagesima Sunday.- — Septuagesima Sunday, is a Sunday dependen 
upon Lent as tlt.it season is upon Ea-ter. It is to be considered as the prepara 
tion for the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the 
Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
lyeejts were called hy names significant of it. eir situation : and reckoning by l)e - 
cadfff tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, recieved its present title 
of Qumquagesima, the second Sexagesiina, and the third Sepiuagesima. 

' .30. King Char It $ the First’s Martyrdom,— TUu death of Chatles I., is cele- 
brated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

t, Purification.— This day is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn festi- 
val, in memory of the Purification of the Virgin Mary, who submitted to the in- 
junction of the law, under which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus in the 
,'J'emple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churc hes with an abun- 
dance^? light, and was originally called •' ( andlemas Day,” as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice of lighting the Churches has been discontinued in 
thD'coiinhy since the seconcf year of Edwaul the VI. In the Roinislt Chutch, 
the offiioal name and alt its attendant cerimonies, are still retained. 

5. Ash Wednesday. — The primitive Christians did not commence their 
Lent, until the Sunday now called the first in Lent, Pope Felix 111, in the year 
48T, 'first added. the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
Dumber of fas' ing days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
ftshegon the first of the four additional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine- 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Reformation, this practice was abolished, " as 
being e mere shadow, or vain show/’ 

9. Quadragesima, or first Sunday in Lent. — Ercombert, Kiiig of Kept, 
fir^t appointed the fast of Lent in this country, in the year 641 ; succeeding gene- 
rations marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to have 
been early prohibited during Lent, though Henry VIII, published a pioclamation 
in 1543, allowing the use ol white meats, with continued in force until, by piocla 
uationg of James I, in i619and 1625, and by Charles 1, in 16*7 and >631, flesh 
was again wholly forbidden* 

14. St Valentine. - The practice of 11 choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 
on this day, is too wqll known to need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
boeh much controverted : it is inriispiitably of Very ancient date. Valentine was 
p presbyter of The Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Rome* 
A, 2£7\. ti 

18. Shrove Tuesday.— After the people bad mad? the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipime of the ancient Church, they were permitted to indulge 
in festive amusements, although not allowed to paitake of any tepast beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pteserved, of eating 
/ptnckkes and fritters af$hroyetide. On these days of am honied indulgence, thq 
flraft*wafRoil rOFtfeatiblja' were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to (h Q 
alttmhefrce commanded by the Church • and from this origin sprang the Popis” 
Carnival, From (he loose pastimes ol the age in which the Carnival orijibate^ 1 * 
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•re also to be traced the nearly exploded diversions of coch'lghting, and cock* 
throwing. 

26. Mid lent Sunday.— This day received its appellation, because it it the 
middle Sunday between Quadragessima and Easter Sunday. It is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visiting the Mo* 
there, or Cathedral Churches oi the several dioceses, when voluntary offerings 
were made, which are now called Easter Offerioga. 

* MARCH. 

IS. Ptdm Sunday*— Palm Sunday i« the Sunday preceding Easter, or the 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church. Palm Sunday, with the whole of 
the week, which it commences was held in strict devotion, an deaerved with 
greater rigour as to fasting and humiliation than any other part of the Lent season. 
The festival commemorates our Saviour’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem, when 
branches of palm were spread before him. 

17. Si. Patrick—Si. Patrick, from the eminent services he rendered the 
Irish, in converting 4 hem from idolatry is called the Apostle and Father of thn 
Hibernian Church, and is the Patron or tulelar saint of that island. 

21. Good Friday.- From the earliest records of Christianity, this day ban 
been held has a solemn fast, in remembrance of ihe Crucifixion. Its appellation 
of Good , appears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Our Saxon forefathem 
denominated it Long Friday, Irom the length of the offices and fastings on that day. 

23 Easier Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of tho 
Besuireciion, and being the most important and most ancient in obaenrtnco : 
foverns the whirls oi the other moveable feasts throughout the year. 

25. Annunciation or Lady Day.— The reformed Church celebrates this 
day as a joyful festival from the connexion between the circumstance commemo- 
rated, and the incarnation. 14 Our Lady” is the ancient and popular name of tht 
Virgin Mary. 


APRIL. 

15. Maun day Thursday.— Edward III in the year 1363, appears to have 
been the first English monarch, who introduced into tins country, the practice of 
feeding, clothing, and distributing money to indigent peisonson Maunday Thurs- 
day. The Custom has continued without intermission to the present period; and 
yearly, on this day, the Lord Almoner, or in big absence, the suh*almoner # attends 
lor that purpose, in Whitehall Chapel. 

23. Saint George. — Edward III, at the battle of Calais, in the year 1349 
joined to, England’s then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the confessor, 
the name of St. George, both of whom he earnestly invoked to aid hit arms. Tho 
next year, the Order of the Garter was established, dedicated to St. George; 
and the Saint himself has, from that period, been considered as protector of 
England. 

2ft. St. Mark the Evangelist.— On this day the reformed Church holds a 
festival in commemoration of the benefits the Christian religion has received from 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

27. Rogation Sunday.— Rogation Sunday received and retains its little from 
the Monday Tuesday, and Wednesday immediately following it whirh are called 
Rogation Days, derived from the Jjatin Rogare, to beseech. The earliest Christi- 
ans apptopnated extraordinary prayers and supplications for those three days; 
a preparation for the devout observance of our Saviour’s A«cention, on the day 
next succeeding to them, denominated Holy Thursday, or Ascention Day. Thn 
whole week, in which these days happen, is styled Rogation Week; and in somo 
parts it is still known by the other names of Crop-Week, Grass- Week, and Gang 
pr Procession* Week. The perambulations of parishes ere made in this week. 

MAY. 

l. St. Philip and St. Urm, Apeitfes.-Tha Church, on this day, comme- 
morates the sufferings of St. Philip; »ad ala* ot St. James tht Lett, tho first 
£iahop of Jerusalem. 
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1/ Ascension-Day or Holy Thursday, is the da? on which (he Church celt* 
bratea the Ascention of our Saviour, the fortieth day after his resurrection from 
tike dead. 

11. Whitsunday,- On this day is celebrated the descent of the Holy Ghost 
upon the Apostles, in the visible appearance of fiery cloven tongues, and in those 
miraculous powers, which were theu conferred upon them Whitsuntide is seven 
weeks after Kasur. m 

18. Trinity Sunday .— Trinity 'Sunday is a festival observed by the Latin 
and Protestant Churches on the Sunday next ('Allowing Pentecost, or Whitsuntide. 
6( Which, originally, it was merely an Octave, 

JUNE. 

24 Sti John the Baptist.— The reformed Church holds a festival pn this 
day, in commemoration of the “ Nativity of St. John the Baptist." 

29. St, Peter the Apostle.— The Feast of St. Peter was instituted in the year 
813, pet haps to celebrate the martyrdom of the Apostle, who suffered at Home 
about 64. 

JULY. 

3. Dog-days begin .— The Canicular, or Dog-days, commence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the nth of August. Common opinion has been accustomed to 
Regard the rising and setting with the Sun, or Sirius. or the Dog-star, as the cause 
©{ excessive heat, and consequent calamities, instead of viewing it as the sign when 
auehrttffecta might be expected. Of this uotion, Dr. Hutton «ays, "the star not 
only vpries in its rising, in every one year as ihe latitude varies; but is always 
later and later every year, in all latitudes; so that in time the star may, by the 
same rule, come to be charged with bringing ffost and snow." 

25. Sf. James ,— This Apostle is called James the Great, to distinguish him 
from the other Apostle, who is palled the Cess- 

AUGUST. 

J. Lammas Day. — Lammas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, as they are now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerly the first of these 
quarters Lammas the second, iVlartioma* the next, and Candlemas the last; and 
such partition of the year was once equally common With the present divisions 
of Lady-day Mid-summer, Michaelmas, and ChrU'inas. Some rents are yet pay- 
able at these ancient quaiterly days in Englaud, and they coniinue general in 
iStotland. 

, 24. St, Bartholomew the Apo^/e.—The proper name of this Apostle was 
Nathaniel, by which, and not by that of Bartholomew, he is mentioned by St.

selva*- . but upon au unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect of the stars there wT. 
ane®of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, aa the destini III 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it-indeed he could make n» 
effort, unlesa that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 

When supeistition had thus destroyed both the intellect end the morels of 
mankind, the absurdities into which it led them were endless; aod a* any subject 
fa order to be wondered at, requites only to be incomprehensible, the delusion be- 
came very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a little to thia • 
even the well informed talk about “ stars" and “destinies.*' and those who have 
little information believe that these words have a literal signification. Tha rfisnoaa. 
tion which all people htve to pry into the future also teods to perpetuate this su- 
perstition. The proper key to the future is induction from the past ; but tbn nrosac 
MS of that supposes habits of observing and reasoning which canoot yet be recard- 
«f“ «*»««» among the people of any coontry ; so, they who cannot anticipate the 

pknra, by coonecting tt with tbs preaeat and the jpaat, still follow after the dale* 
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siAnitet6ti»fy of astrologers — moon-andstar men,— but fortune-telling impostors 
of alt sorts ; ami the delusion \s helped to be perpetuated by those publications 
in which the nonsenceof astrology is still retailed to the public. ~ 

These circumstances render it necessary that the phenomena of the year should 
be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner, tli.«t the real causes Of 
those phenomena should be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity; anti 
that it should be plain to every oue, that there js no mystery in the matter,— -i hit 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies pioduce the appearances of the season*, 
and nothing more. The motives ol these have, in fact, no more influence upon, 
the conduct and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
sea, or-the fall of a stone to the giound, when tt is not borne up by some thing 
that cgn support its weight; and it would be just as rational to calculate the 
nativity ol a man from the motion of the Thames towards the sea as from t|ta 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay, the tevolulion oi a coach-wheel upon 
the road had just as much to do with humin destiny as ihe motion of the heavenly 
bodies; and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a clock 
passes ovet the hourhand, that has just as much influence upon the fate nations 
or individuals as an eclips of the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the tigh^ 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination ol the stars, there is no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that ol gravitation, upon 
the earth itself ; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the minds oi conduct ol men, any more than can be pro- 
duced by the natural or aitiAoial motion of any other suostances. So far as the 
lominaries make men more or less comfoi table at the nine they have an influence 
— as the genial temperature of the d->y raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are raised hy a similar temperature of a common fire, 
or the light of the moon enables a man to And his way at night, just in the same 
way as he would And it by the same degree of lamp light; but beyond these 
phi 9 ical effects, there is, and there can be, nothing. If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length of tune at the same height above the 
horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac or in what part of the heavens 
it may make its appearance, any more than it signifles whether the Are by which' 
one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is iighted, i& one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s ; and it would tie just as philosophical to calculate the future 
destiny ot a man (iom the ** house” tn which he happened to be born, as from 
the '* house” of the planets at the time of Ins birth. Indeed it would he much 
more so ; for if intelligence and goad sense happen to be lords of the ascendant in 
the house of the parent, they are very rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfareof the child; and so, abo ignorance dissipation, and vice in the parent 
are far more malignant aspects for the infant that has the misfortune to be born 
under them, thaq any conAguration which either the stars, or any thing else ou^ 
of any family can assume.' 

There was a time when not the people merely but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclip*e of the sun or moon* or 
the appearance of a cpmet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they are of 
comparatively rare occurrence? an(1 when mankind du not know the rational cause 
of any thing, they always from themselves a superstitious one- A candle is to 
the inma'esof a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants of the earth du«* 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and, if the flame be large enough it gives them 
heat. If, too, there be a mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light leflecied by the mirror is throne nto a room yyhicb the paddle (foes no? 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to bo 
there* Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the candle*- their sun for the lime— wou'd be just as much ectip* 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is when 
the rnoon comes between it. and the earth; and so also if any or* placed hifotef* 
in such mahner, as that hie shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror - the tempof 
rary inobn of ’ those in the dark chamber— would be just-as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is 'when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the ligbiof that luminary^ and prevents it from leflecttng that light to the earth 
\V!elt is there any ^person in Ids senses that would say, that because one of a family 
had come between not her and tho'egndle, ar between the candle and the looking 
jlasa, thatsomedtrefu l calamity would befal the family, or that they |wouU$

inevitably have a brawl or a law-suit with the folks at the next cottage; and yet 
the consequences just mentioned are precisely of the same nature with the eclipses' 
of* the sun and moon; and from their neatness they have much more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabitants 
of the earth. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both cases; and 
as that of the celestial eclipse 11 never so complete as in the case of the candle 
and the minor, it is, except as a matter ol curiosity, or as fixing a point ot time, 
of much less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were to come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again ; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were to tun against some- 
body or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid substance, end if 
the light which it emits be of the burning kind, (tor comets aie so distant, and 
continue go short a time, that we are unable to be certain about their nature,) it 
jnight if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it as a caunon ball shaders a 
bouse, or born it as a red-hot short or a shell does ; but as long as we are out of 
its way, we are just as sate from harm as we would be it we stood on a high cliff 
end saw rockets Jet off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in VauxhaU Gardens 
has just as much influence on the fate of n * lions and individuals, as all the comits 
.that e,ver appeared ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to fall upon any 
.body, i.t yvoujd haye a good deal more. 

There was a time when the M Jack•o'-lhe-lan^p^n ,, — inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish — both ot which, in a ceitain state of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as something 
alarming; but as every bungler in chemistry can now produce the same appear- 
ances whenevet he pleases, jthey have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
apprehension. 

All these follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagi- 
nations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted from the want ot a little— a very 
little— so.ber and independent thinking. Effects must be similar to their causes; 
and every subject which is matter cannot affect the minu in any other way than 
by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores of the Apothecaries’ Company, is just as 
deadly in its nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got /nto 
the human stomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobody; and (hough, 
by continually alarming himself about it, a man of weak mind might, in time, 
bring himself to be lieve that it would; and though this should injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death the aisemc would be quite innocent of the matter. 
“What would even the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the Grand Signior, 
broughtto London, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey 1 Well, there was a time when the belief of 
such au influence in powder was far moie prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, of course, without any power of thinking and acting as wholes— 
ihough they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the earth has; and it may be, that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of ihe moon, Jhe people on that luminary are 
in the tame alarm at our plapet. But bodies placed at so great a distance from 
pacti other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
saving that of giavitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change with 
every change of position and distance. As, iCthe moon be far north in the sky, 
it wilj be longer " pp,” or above the horizon, jto us in the-e northern latitudes; 
if if be near to ihe sun, on the eastern sale it will shine in the early part of the 
flight ; if it ,be near, on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night ; 
if it be directly opposite to (he sun, it will, if just as far north in the sky. rise at 
sunset and ,set a is, unripe ; if it be farther north, it will rise before the sjun sets, 
and set after the sun rises if sou h of the sun, it will nse after sunseti sod set 
before sunrise and if i,t be i,n the same partol the sky with respect to eagt and 
wrest, as ihe sun, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, and not 
{be aeen, unless it be also in the same part ofihe sky with regard to north an<{ 
/oulb; and in that cape ij will come, in whole or iu patt between thp 191 
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the sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and occa- 
sion a total or a paiiiat eclipse ol the sun. All the changes of the moon, wall 
regard to shape and time of appearance, take place in eveiy lunar month, from 
one new moon to another. All the variations, ol appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period of about tuneleen years; and any ot them may be 
foretold by one who has a knowledge ol astionomy. ^ 

There are some other particulars in the moon's appearance, upon which 
superstition is still apt to lay hold, and predict, ii not something as to human life, 
at least something about the weathei which is a lei tile subject for imposture.' One 
of them is the position of the cusps, or points, of ihe new moon when first seen. 
These are always both at equal distances Irom the sun, and, of comae, then stand* 
ing straight, or leaning backwards, or for wards, depends upon ihe distance that 
the moon is north or south of the suu. Any one caa see this by a veiy simple 
experiment. Take an orange or an apple, 01 any thing round, and hold it in your 
left hand between you and the candle, only as far to the lelt as that the light wilt 
shine on a part ot it iq the shape of a new moon. This moon may be much 
narrower or broader, acocording as you hold it nearer or further from the line 
between you and the candle. If you hold it just as high as the candle, the line of 
the points will be upright; if you move it higher the caadle, the hue will lean 
backwards, more and nioie as it is raised; and it you move it down tower than the 
andle, the line will lean forward, more and more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who areiguorant of the causes aie, “ the harvest moon," in Septem* 
ber, and u the hunter’s moon," in March; the former of which, when near the 
lull, rises for several nights at neatly the same hour, and the letter, at the same 
age, is equally remarkable for the difference between the times of its rising. The 
moon moves nearly to the same distance horn the sun every day, but it moves in 
a pHth, the one-half of which is mmh nearer the north than the other; and this 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of the sun ; that lumiuaiy appear- 
ing much nearer to the north in summer than in winter. Thus, when the moon in 
moving noilhward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
pioaches to the lioiizon, and sets earlier, 'i he full moon can be in the foimer 
position only in September or October, and in the latter iu Match or April ; and 
thus the harvest and hunter's moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance; they are all to bo 
explained upon the simple fads of the motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
1 he i e fore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which supersti- 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The plauets being all much more remote from the earth than the moon is, and 
having little difference in their appearances, saving what arises bom their own 
motions and that of ihe earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
attention, as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the comfort or the oidmary pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever; and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearances and motions may very properly 
be left to the study of astronomy. 

Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual appearances of the 
sun— that grand sourse of light, and life, and enjoyment., to all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
much knowledge of geography and astronomy it may not be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as aiising from the real 
rotation of the earth. When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball, 
is made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one point in 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, jnst as a wheel 
tui ns upon an axle ; and if one could nee it from below, there would be found a 
eiinilar point in the middle of the under part, round which the whole would be 
seen to turn. These two fixed points would be the poles of tbe ball or orange ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that line 
would be the axis of rotation* The earth turns round from west to east every 
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twenty- four hours, io the, very fame manner; only, instead of being supported 
upon any thing like the bill or the orange, it is kept in its place by the mutual 
attraction between it and the sun. It' we make a little mark any where upon the 
ball, and imagine ouiselves to be living there, the candle which stands still upon 
the table would appeas to move in the ronnaiy dilution to that of the ball. If 
the candle be held just as high as the middle of the ball, the mark, wherever we 
place it, (say in the upper part, hall way to the centie or pole,) will pass one- 
half ot its revolution through the light of the candle, and the o'her half not. If 
the mark being still in the same place) the candle be ia^ed higher up than the 
rentie ol the ball or (which will have just the same effect) if the ball is put lower 
down than the candle, the, rnaik will pass through the light for a longer time of 
each rotation than it is in the daik ; ami if t he candle be held furthei dowu than 
the centre ot the ball, or the ball raised higher than the centre of the candle, the 
inatk will pass through the light for a shorter time than it does thtough the daik- 
ness on the other side. Also, the ‘inciease of light in (lie former case, and the 
decrease in the lattei, will he the gieater, the farther the centre of the ball is 
below or above the candle, and the neater the mark is to the pole or point round 
which (he upper part of the hall seems to turn. If we call the upper pole of the 
ball tile northpole the mark (rather more than a third of the upper halt from that 
pole) any place in the British islands; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and 
the candle the sun, we have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
produce the changes of the seasons. 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even date surface, to pass through 
the centre o' the sun; that the exis upon which the earth tuins round is always 
i tpri At to l hat place ; that i lie orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, and the other below; and that this 01 bit 
has ao'inelination, or makes an angle of about twenty-three dtgiees and a half 
with tire plane each way , then if we further imagine, that the north pole of the 
earth is uppermost and that the earth, in moving round the orbit from west to east, 
performs as many lointinns as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the centre of the sun, is immediately before us and nearest 
to us; thea the point a; which it meets the level plane, in descending, will be the 
one farthest to the light of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below the level 
plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before us; and that at 
which the earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will be the one 
moat remote from the sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points will he the shortest day to those, in the northern he- 
misphere; and for the quarter of a year from that to the second point, the day 
here, will always he less than twelve houis, and the night more. 

The second point will he the vernal equinox,— equal day and night in th 
spring; and in the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the northern 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the nights lees. 

The third' point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere f and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the d*y will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

The fourth point will he the autumnal equinox, —equal day and nightn 
autumn; and in the quarter from thence to the point at winch we supposed the 
earth to set out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

* Thusv in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shorter than. the night'; it will decrease during lire first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, during the second! Also, in the whole half be- 
low the plape, the day will he longer than the night. It will lengthen during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during theaecond. 

* On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day is not seen, except by alt the stfc'S tbat are round' the heavens coming to the 
sooth ^ succession at midnight ; and {the son beiDtf farther north at rising and 
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spuing, and higher at mid day when the day lengthens,— and the reverse when 
it shortens. 

The lengthening and shortening are not at the same rate at all times of Ihe 
year; for it is not the absolute distance of the earth from the level plane, but the 
change of distance between one day and another that makes the difference of their 
lengtlfe. Now, if any one take two rings or hoops of any kind, and put the one 
across the centre of the other, a little obliquely, he will see that they recede from 
each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross and that, mid way be- 
tween these points there is a ronsideiable space where they are neaily at the same 
distance. Therefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapidly at the equinoxes, 
and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths at mid summer and mid winter.* 

The different duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are the 
causes of those variations of natural heat which so beautifully diversify the year. 

THE TIDES. 

1. CAUSES AND GENERAL APPEARANCES. 

Those swellings and subsiding of the waters of the ocean, by whiob 4 
portion of the shore is alternately flooded and left dry, and to which we give tbo 
name of tides t, are to the inhabitants of coasts the most interesting, to sea-faring, 
people the most useful, and to the ignorant ti>e most inexplicable, of all the 
every-day occurrences of nature. The appeal which Canute made to <he cer- 
tain and irresistible flow of theses, when he meant to rebuke bis flattering 
courtiers, is proof that, at a very early period of English history, the tides had. 
drawn attention ; and as nobody can notice the tides for any length of time 
without perceiving that, on the same days of the moon’s age, they happen, at tha 
same place, at very nearly the same hours of the day, a connexion between them 
and the moon could not fail to he (raced. But as the cause of that connexion 
does not appear from the connexion itself, the uniformed have regarded it aa~ 
pan of that superstitions influence, which the celestial bodies have over the 
earth and its inhabitants. 

Instead, however of there being any thing mysterious in the matter, it is 
the most simple that can be; ami depends upon that universal law of gravitation, 
iu consequence of which a stone falls to the ground, or water runs down a slope. 

The general conditions of the law of gravitation are these. Every body 
or piece of matter gravitates towards any other piece, directly as the quantity 
of matter in that peace, and inversely, as the square of its distance, the distance 
being estimated, in the case of spheiical bodies, fiom the centre of the one to 
that of the other. 

Thus, for instance, a weight of 4 pounds at the surface of the earth, which 
is about 4000 miles distance irom the centre, gravitates towards the earth, that 
is presses upon that which supports it, counterpoises au equal weight in a 
balance, or falls if it has no support, with a force of four pounds. 

But if the same weight were raised to a height of 4000 miles, or placed at 
twice the distance from the centre, its weight would he diminished inversely as 
the square of the distance, or would ho to 4 pounds as the square of 1 to the 
square of — that is, it would be one fourth of what it formerly was, or one 
pound. r l bis decrease would not, however, be pointed out by a common scale 
beam, because the weights in both scales would be diminished at the same rate; 
and thus, if they balance each other at the surface of the earth, they would do 
the same at any weight whatever. It might, however, bo measured by the 
flexure of a spring. 

From this diminution, which takes place in the action of gravitation as tbo 
distance becomes greater, it is quite “lident that, in large masses of matter, such 
as the eartb/tbe sun, and the moon the gravitation towards each other will at 


* The book which orn* is reading affords a very simple illustration of this. Let it be Opened 
ns much or as little as nu< pleases, I he ‘.iges of the leaves are ev< ry where at the same distance; 
while the ends are more and more distant the farther they are from the joining. 

+ Professor Leslie, in the Notes to his Treatise on Heat , gives an inginious difuution of the 
word* Tide. » “From motion seem derived onr ide -s of time tmd space, which are ofteu inter- 
changeable terms. The German word seit , denoting time,' was at first expressive only of motiyt t 
but in Swedish it has passed into itdi the same with the English tide. The primitive sense of 
tide may be gathered from its compound, noontide, betide tidings, $c.* 
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the points where they ere nearest, be greater then the average, or that at their 
centres. As for instance, a quantity of water placed on that point of the earth's 
surface, to which the moon is directly over head, will gravitate more toward 
the moon than an equal quantity placed 90 degrees from the former, or at a 
point where the moon i9 in the horizon. But water is retained upon the surface 
of tiie earth by its weight or gravitation towards the mass of the earth, and the 
perfect freedom with which water moves, allows it always to form itself in 
perfect accordance with the law of gravitation. Now, the gravitation toward 
the moon, or (he sun, acts in the opposite direction to the weight; and, tnere- 
fore, by whatever portion that gravitation is increased above the average, the 
weight must be diminished and th* water must rise up there till the excess of 
height balance the loss of weight, and an equilibrium he every where esta- 
blished, in those parts that are covered with water, and have a free communi- 
cation with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in kind ; but the 
sun, inconsequence of its great mass of matter, and the moon, in .consequence 
of its nearness to the earth, are the only ones of which the effects are perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward the sun is much greater than that toward the 
nfoon; but thb mean distance of the sun is about 2 ,(X)0 timos the half dia- 
meter of the earth, while t lint of the moon is only 60 times; and is thedistuth. 
ing forces are to the whole gravitations inversely as (he cuhes of those num- 
bers, (they entering the proportion tlnee times ns factors,) the disturbing force 
of the moon, that is, the force by which the water becomes lighter when the 
moon is over head, is about times that of the sun. 

It would be out of place here to insert the calculations, which are long, 
though simple. But the result, stated in round nurnbeis, is, that it the earth 
were all covered »*y the same depth ot water, a tide of two feet would be 
raised at the point where the sun is directly over head, and a tide ot five feet 
where the moon is so,— that is the water nt each of those points would »>e 
higher by two (eet in the case of the sun, and five feet in the case of the moon, 
than at the circumstance of the hemispheres, of which those points were res- 
pectively the centres. 

The tide that happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that luminary is above the horizon is called ihe upper tide, and the op- 
posite one ms called the, underside. Ihe under tide is produced in the same 
mannei as the upper, expect thnt is the diminution, and not the increase of 
the moon’s action which causes it, • 

If the earth were wholly covered with water, if the sun and moon were 
always at the .same distances from it, and if the three bodies remained in the 
same places without motion, the two high waters of each luminary would »©- 
niain »»t ihe same points, and the low water of each would be the circumference 
dividing the two hemispheres, of which the print nearest the luminary and the 
point most remote from it were the centres; and as the gravitation towards the 
eanh would be the same at every poult, there would be no means of discovering 
the difference of elevation. Not one of these circumstances holds, however ; 
and therefore the want of each of them gives a different modification to the tides. 

1. The real motion of the earth frfrra Vest to east every 24 hours causes

•evident (bat ^bey must happen at every new moon, by tbe coincidence of both 
uper and under tides ; at every full moon, by (be coincidence of tbe upper, 
aide «t each lui.umary with tbe under tide of tbe other* and that they can happen 
at bo other times. 

Hie same cause which makes tbe high water of each luminary take plaoa 
later than ithe time iliat luminary is vertical, makes tbe highest spring tide to 
happen a little after (be new or full moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by the apparent motion of tbe sun, the solar high 
water always happens at the same hour at the same place, but as tbe lunar high, 
water, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens about 
4H£ minutes Inter every day, it must separate eastward from the solar high 
water at that rate, and gradually become lower and lower till at the end of the first 
and 'bird quarters of the moon, it fall ou the same place with the low water of 
(he solar (ide. Then the elevation of (he high water, and the depression of 
(he low, will be both, only the difference of the solar and lunar tides and th«r 
tides will be neap. 

During the first and third (Quarters of the moon, tbe tides will fall off from, 
tbfe spring to tbe neap, and during tbe second and fourth quarters they will 
grow from the neap to the spring, 

5. Tbe obliquity of tbe earth’s annual path round the sun causes the sun, 
in summer, to appear over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther north than 
in winter: and the obliquity of the moon's monthly path may make the new* 
moon about 5 degrees more either north or south of the sun ; and also vary the 
full moon to the same number of degrees from tbe poiut opposite to the sun. 
Those changes produce w hat may be called' the seasonal variations of the tides. 
They take place thus: — 

a . About tbe equinoxes, ia March and September, tbe sun is near the 
Equator, and the moon, at the time of the spring tides, cannot be many degrees 
from it: therefore, the tides are then highest and most uniform in both hemis- 
pheres; highest, of course, at the Equator, where tbe points of high water of 
both luminaries are, and gradually diminishing toward the poles, where, if tb'a 
earth were uniformly covered with water, there would be continual low water 
at those seasons. 

b . About midsummer, in the northern hemisphere, the sun is vertical 
about 28 degrees north of the Equator; and the new moon is. oo tbe average, 
the same; but the full moon is on the average, as far on tbe south side of (life 
Equator. Therefore about mid summer, the spriug tides at new moon, will bo 
highest in the northern hemisphere ; and those at full moon in the southern. 

c. About mid' winter, the ciroumstances mentioned in the last article will 
be reversed. 

6. Tbe paths, or orbits, of tbe eartb aud moon arp not circles, but eclipses • 
or ovals: and, therefor, e, the son and moon must be both nearer to tbe eartb at 
some times than at others. The point where the eartb is nearest to tbe sun is 
called its perihelion and the point where tbe moon is nearest to tbe earth is 
called irs perigee. The earth being in its peribilion, reuses an increase of the 
solar tide and tbe moon being in its perigee, causes an increase of the lunar; 
because .the distutbing force increases inversely as the cube of tbe distance. 

The perihelion takes place in a revolution of days, end the perigee 
in one of 29$ days ; therefore, they sometimes coincide, and sometimes not; 
and whep they do coincide it may be at any time of tbe moon’s age. The cal- 
culation, from the enequaliti^s of motion and distance, especially of the moon 
ia intricate; but the result is, that when they coincide at a spring tide, they 
may augment it about one-seventh; while, when the iuminanes are at their 
greatest distance at a spring tide, tt may be diminished about one-seventh. 

7. It is only on wide oceans that tbe regular motion of tbe tides from east 
to west can take piaoe; for the shores of tbe land throw them into so many ir- 
regularities. that at some places there are no tides at others they rise to a great 
height : sometimes there are double tides ; and sometimes only one in twenty 
iour bqurs. S p that the time of high-water spring tide# at any place must be 
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found by'observation ; and in rivers and narrow seas, floods and storms may 
very much alter both the time and height of the tide. The average from high 
water to high water, or low water to low water, is bout twelve hours, twenty- 
four minutes; and that from high to low, or low to high, six hours, twelve 
minutes ; but when a current either of tbe sea or a river, sets one way with the 
tide, the way that it sets is always of the longest duration. 

It must be borne in mind that, leaving the obstructions of the lend out of 
the account, tbe high waters, both of tbe sun and tbe inoon, are points, and that 
tbe low water of each is a circumference of the earth. From this it is evident 
that, if both luminaries are over tbe Equator, tbe bigb waters of both will be ou 
tbe Equatof, whatever may be there distance eastward or westward (as arising 
from the moon's age, or distance from the sun ), and that the low waters ot both 
will pass through the poles, at which there will, of course be no tides. At those 
limes there will be an extreme, or top of high water only at the Equator ; and 
thus the two luminaries, acting directly together at spring tides, and directly 
opposite at neap tides, will cause the former to be higher and tbe latter lower 
than at times when one or both of the luminaries have declination from tbe Equa- 
tor. When either of the luminaries has declination either north or south of the 
Equator, the upper bigb water of that luminary must decline as many degrees to 
the same side of tbe Equator, and tbe under bigb water the same number of 
degrees to the other side. In these cases there will be two latitudes ou oppo- 
site aides of the Equator each distant from that by the declination and distant 
fro'a each other by twice the declination round which the top of high water 
will revolve. At those times too, the low water of each luminary will fall as 
many degrees as the declination beyond the pole toward uhicb the luminary 
declines, and fall the same number of degrees short of the other pole. By these 
means the whole tide will be lower when the luminaries have different declina- 
tions, because each will diminish the high water of the other in the direction of 
north and south ; and the upper tides will be highest at new moon, and the 
tinder tides at full. These differences will increase, both with the declination 
end the latitude. At mid-summer and mid-winter they will have arrived at 
their maximum, and at the distance from the poles equal to tbe mean declination 
of the sun and moon, there will be only one high water in a lunar day, that is, 
the high waters will be about 24 hours 49£ minutes as under. 

T he motion of the tide is not acconopained by an actual transfer of the whole 
water ; for that would produce, at tbe Equator, a current of about one thousand 
miles an hour. The wave of tide is sometimes moved in one direction, while 
the great mass of the water is moved in tbe other by an under current : just as 
one may often see the ripple whioh the wind causes, blown against the current 
of a river. 

S. COMMON RULES FOR FINDING THE TIME OF HIGH-WATER. 

To determine this time, these elements are necessary 

1. Tbe time of high-water at full or change, is found by observation : end 
to be accurate, it must be the mean of many observation made at different times 
pf the year, and in different states of the weather. 

f. The moon's age on tbe proposed day. 

5. The time after noon when the moon shall arrive at tbe south* 

The moon's age is found, by adding the epact for the year, (the moon's age 
on the 1st of January,) to the epoct for the month (the agp of tbe moon on ibe 
first of the month if it bad been new moon on the 1st of January,) and the day 
of the momb. Jf the sun be less than a lunar month it ia tbe moon's age ; but 
if greater, take a lunar month from it, and the remainder is tbe moon's age. 

The epact for tbe months are these ; January 0, Feb. 2, March 1, April 2, 
JMay 3, June 4, July Aug, 6, Sept, 7, Oct. 8, Nov. 9, Dec, 10. ' u ' 

Thus to find tbe moon’s age for June 10, 1828. 

Epact of the year ....14 
Epact of the month.... 4

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The moon, when new, is south at the same time with the aun, and eight- 
tenths of an our nearly latter for every day of her age. Therefore* multiply the 
moon’s age by 8, take away the units figures and multiply it by 6, for minutes ; 
the other figures are hours after noon. If they exceed twelve, the excess is the . 
hour of southing on the folio, wing morning. 

As, if the moon’s age were *6 days, $8 X 8 as 22. 4, or 22 hours, 24 mi« 
nutes; that is, 24 minutes after ten the following morning. 

The high water is found, by adding the time of the moon's southing to the 
time of spring tide in the table. As, to find the high water at Bristol for 10th 
June, 1828.

From the variations already mentioned, £s well as from local causes, these 
rales are not perfectly accurate ; but they may serve to explain and exemplify 
the principles. 


TERRESTRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 

The following preliminary definitions will be found useful by those who 
have not studied the principles of mathematical phrenology. 

1. The earth is very nearly a glove, having its mean diameter, or measure 
through the centre, 7,912 miles, very nearly; and its mean circumference , or 
the measure round ir, 24,9.79 miles or in round numbers 25,000 miles. A de* 
gree is the 360th part of a circumference ; thus, a degree of the earth’s circum~ 
fere nee is 69£ miles very nearly. A degree is understood to be divided into 
60 minutes which in the earth’s circumference are called nautical or geographic 
cal miles ; and the minute is divided into 60 seconds. For common purposes, 
a degree may be called 70 English miles, and then a minute will he 2.053J yards 
and a second 34* yards. Half a circumference or a semicircle , is, of course, ISO 
degrees, and a quarter, or quadrant. 90. All circles, whether large or small, 
are divided into the same number of degrees, minutes, and seconds. 

2. The earth turns round the same diameter, at a uniform rate of motion 
every 2 ? hours, 56 minutes, nearly. The extremities of this diameter, (which 
though a mere imaginary line, is called the axis of rotation,) are called the 
poles, from a Greek word signifying to turn. The daily rotation of the earth, 
troin west to east causes an apparent motion of the heavenly bodies from east to 
west and they all appear to revolve round the poles of the heavens ; that is, the 
points to which the axis of the earth is directed. 

3. At whatever part of the sea or the land one may be a heavy weight so' 
suspended by a string as that it touohes nothing stretches the string so, that 
the weight end points very nearly to the centre of the earth, and the other, oc 
upper end to the middle of the sky over us. 

4. The horison is the circle which if we be upon perfectly level ground, 
divides the upper half (or hemisphere) of the sky which we see. from the uo« 
der half, which we do not see. The Zenith to which the upper end of the 
atriag points, is in the centre of the first ; and the Nadir , to which the weight 
end of the string points, is in the centre of the second. 

5. From the zenith to the horizon is 90 degrees; the measure across tb» 
zenith from horizon to horizon is 80 degrees; and the measure from any point 
in rhe horizon to the opposite ; point is the same. 

6. If one stand upon one pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will 
be in the zenith and the other one in the nadir. If we stand at any number o£ 
degrees distance from a pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will be aw 
inanv degrees from the zenith. 

If one stand midway between the poles of the earth, the north pole of the 
heavens will be in the north#poiot of the horizon, and the south pole of the. 
heavens in the south point— A circumference of the earth passing through all 
the points that are eqally distant from both poles is called, the Equator of the 
•Arth.j wad the circumference of the bf if eng directly ever it is called the cjtesM 
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Equator. The first of these divides the earth into two equal hemispheres. (A north 
and e south i) and the last devides the heavens in the same way. The correspond* 
ing pole is in tbe centre of the hemisphere, whether of the earth or the heavens 

7. If qne stands at any number of degrees distance from the Equator, the 
nearest pole will be that number of degrees above the horizon, and the other 
pole the same number below. Hence every charge of place, northward or 
poutbward, will cause an alteration in the elevation of the pole, with regard to 
ihe horfcon ; but no alteration will be made by a change eastward or westward 
tf me same distance from the pole (or Equator) be preserved. 

8. A line drawn directly north and south is called a meridian line, because 
at points to tbe place of the sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a line werei 
supposed to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it would be a 
Jbalf circumference of tbe earth ; the Equator would divide it in the middle, and 
nil the points through which it passed would be directly north and south of each 
other. If a line were supposed to be drawn, in the heavens, directly over all 
the points of a meridian, that would be the corresponding celestial meridian , and 
wrould pass through tbe poles of the heavens. If the meridian on earth and 
the celestial raendian were both continued completely round, they would be 
circles; and the former would divide the earth, and the latter the heavens, into 
5*o eastern and a western hemisphere. 

9. As tbe meridians of all places pass through the poles, and as the poles 
are points, all meridians most meet oue another m these. Lines ?nd circles 
that meet one another are said to form an angle . That angle is the measure of 
fbe inclination of the one to the Qiher. Thus, the nngle which any two meridians 
make wirh each other is measured by that part of the equator that lies between 
them, and counted in degrees, minutes, See. 

10. As tbe whole heavens appear to revolve round tbe poles in 24 hours 
pearly, a twenty-fourth part must pass any point, as for instance, the south 
point, in one hour. But <be tweoily-fourtb part of 360 is lfi ; therefore, lo de- 
grees of the heavens must apparent y pass the south, or meridian every hour 
newly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure tbe distance be 
tween them by a rod or line, we can determine them by knowing the positions of 
both on tbe earth’s surface. As, for instance, a man living in London wishes to 
know how far it is to Jerusalem or Mexico, and in what direciions those places he 
from London ; or a sailor, in the middle of the Atlantic, wishes to know bow be 
oan find his way to the Land’s End in Cornwall, or to Kingston m the Island of 
Jamaico. In either case, he can neither see the direction nor measure the dis- 
tance directly ; and tbqs, it he had not some means of ascertaining them, tra- 
velling and sailing would be at au end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure tbe 
distance directly, we find how far the one place is north or south of the other, 
qnd also bow far it is east or west; and when we have once found these, we can 
calculate the others. The distance north or south is found, first finding how 
far each place ia north or south of the Equator, and then taking the sum, if they 
are onoppoaite sides, or tbe difference, if they are on tbe same side ; and the 
(distance east or west is found, by first finding tbe angle that is made at the pole 
by t,he meridians of two places, or, which is the same thing, by finding what 
portion of the Equator lies between tbeir meridians. 

ThelaiiTuDB of any place is its distance from the Equator; and is north 
when it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is nearest tbe south pole. 
No place can have more than 90 degrees of latitude ; neither can two places lie 
more than 180 degrees asunder* 

The latitude is easily found by oberving tbe height of the sun, tbe moon or 
any other celestial body, wheu it is on the meridian. 

The height o£ the pole above the horizon is equal to the latitude of tbe 
plice. 'I bis may be ascertained by observing the greatest and least elevations 
above tbe horizon of tbe pole star, at any other star which never sets. Half tfiq 
gum of these elevations is equal to the height of tbe pole, or tbe latitude. 

When we take our measurement of tbe latitude oF any celestial body; 
(which is effected by means of an instrument which measures angles,) we must 
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previously know how far that celestial body is from the eelestisl Equator. The 
distance of any celestial body from the celestial F.quator, is called .its declina- 
tion aud is fiorth or south , according to the situation of the body. If the deoli- 
nation bf of the same kind with the latitude, we must substract it from the 
height of the body when on the meridian ; and if it be of the opposite kind, 
we must add it; the difference between the result aud 90 degrees, is the lati- 
tude. In every method, when pur observation requires to be accurate, we 
must make Qt her corrections ; as. we mqst allow for the dip or height we are 
above the mean surface ot the earth; lor the half diameter of the body, if w» 
take t|je outride or limb of it instead of the centre ; (or the refraction, or bend* 
ni? of the light ou passing through the atmosphere; and tor the parallax , or 
difference of position in the body as seen irons the surtaca of the earth, and 
from the centre. All these matters are, however, incerted and explained in 
the tables that are used by seamen and otbqrs, who have occasion accurately to 
find the latitude. 

For common purposes, all degrees of latitude mav be considered as of the 
same length ; but »s in reality, the earth is a little flattened toward the poles, it 
takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make the same angular distance. 

The longitude of a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, 
because here we have no point fixed by nature from which to begin We are, 
tberetore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as a first meri- 
dian ; find the longitudes of other places by observation, aud count (;hera from 
that. It is indifferent what place we take, and, therefore, British geographers 
and sailors take the ineufiin of the Royal Observatory, at Greenwich. Most 
other nations reckon from their chief city ; but it would be much more conveni- 
ent if the first meridian were the same with all ; at least it would save the trou- 
ble of adding or suhstracting the difference. Thus, in reducing French longi- 
tudes. which are reckoned from Pari9, to English, 2* 20 «4” must be added, 
if they are east, aud the same must be suhstracted if they are west. 

'1 he general method of finding the difference of longitude is, to find the dif- 
ference of time between the two places. I be sun, by the motion of which time 
is usually measured, apparently comes from the east. Consequently, it must 
be noon, or anv other hour at the easternmost place, tyefore it is at the western- 
most. The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for an hour, four mi. 
routes of lime lor a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a minute of time, or, 
under th% Equator, about 510 yards for a second of time. These numbers are 
near enough for purposes of explanation, but for all purposes of computation, 
they require to correspond with the accurate period of the revolution of tbs 
earth upon its axis. 

XV hen the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact 
time at the plaoe of observation, whether that place be on land or at se*; and. 
therefore, if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridian over 
the world, the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly iiniforoq 
rate, may so far answer the purpose, but there is no absolute ch»ck upon it. 
If there be two or three, the average of them is a little more to be depended 
on, but evcu that gives no absolute certainty. 

There ere several other methods : — the eclipses of the suo, the eclipses of 
the satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon and the distance of 
the moon from certain known stars. These can all be computed beforehand; 
and they are inserted in the nautical almanacs, for the benefit of seamen. Bat 
eclipses of the sun happen very seldom ; the eclipses of the satellites of Jupi- 
ter cannot be observed at sea, in consequence of the motion of the ship; the 
method mostly resorted to is derived from observing the distance of the moon 
from a star. Those distances are marked in the nautical almanac, with the 
times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making the proper corrections 
for refraction, parallax, and the other circumstances mentioned the longfcud# 
may tie found by the difference between the time at which they are observed, 
jand that stated at the first meridian. Thus if any position of the moon and a 
Star be stated in the nautical almanac to take place at Greenwich at IS at night % 
and if, after all corrections, the same be found to take place at 4 in the morning, 
the place of observation will be in 60 degrees, east longitude nearly* Such art 
the principles, but the details are too minute foe being noticed here, 
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The degrees of longitude are not nil of the same length. The meridians 
meet at the pole, and are at the greatest distanoe, ae under, at the Equator • 
therefore, as the latitude increases the longitude, becomes less and less, and 
consequently., an error in the longitude becomes a smaller number of miles. 
At latitude ,60 the degree of longitude is half of what it is at the Equator, — 
where upon the supposition that the earth is a perfect globe, it is equal to a 
degree of latitude. The decrease is most rapid toward the poles, and at the 
pole itself the degree of longitude has np length whatever. 

The principles of mathematical geography, are more fully detailed in the 
treatise on that subject published by the Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge; and to that treatise we refer our readers for the explanation of 
many points that could here only he slightly noticed, 

The following is a Table of the Longitudes and Latitudes of remarkable 
places

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VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 


We are a'l thoroughly aware of the necessity of breathing; and the agreeable 
freshness and reviving influence of the pure morning air must con* ince ns, that 
the breathing a puie atmosphere is conducive to health : jet we have carefully 
exclude the air from onr houses as it its approach were noxious. Intending 
to shut out the inclemencies of tne weather only, in onr care to guard our- 
selves from the external .air, we hinder that renewal of the atmosphere winch 
is necessary to prerent its becoming stngnnnt nnd unfit to support animal life. 

Few pei sons are aware how very necessary n ih'MOuah ventilation is to the 
preservation of h-aith. We preserve life without food for a considerable time, 
hut keep ns wiihont air for a very few minutes and we cease to exi«t. ft is nut 
enough that we have air, we must ha ve fresh air ; fnr the principle by which life 
is supported is tnkpn fr m the air during the act of breathing. One-fomtli only of 
the atmosphere is capable of supporting life ; the remainder set ves to dilute ‘tlm 
pure vital air, and render it tnoie fit to he respired. A fn II grown man lake* 
into his lungs nearly a pint of air each time he breaths; and when at res*, he 
makes about twenty inspirations in a minute. In the lungs, by an appropriate 
apparatus the air is exposed to the action of the blond which changes its purer 
part, the vital air (oxygen gas,) into fixed air. (carbonic and gas.) which is not 
only unfit to support animal life, hut is absolutely destructive of it. An admira- 
ble provision of the Cheat Author of nature is here visible, to prevent this 
exhausted and now poisonous air from being breathed a second time; -while in 
the lungs the air receives so much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the 
pure atmospheie ; it consequently rises above our heads during fh> nhmt pause 
het ween throwing out the breath nnd drawing it in ngain and thus sermes to 
us a pure dia"ght. By the care we take to shut out the external air from onr 
houses. «e prevent the escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves 
to hreathe again and again the same contaminated iinrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects ol the morning air ran wonder 
at the lassitude and disease that follow thp continued breathing of the pesti- 
ferous atmosphere of crowded or illventilated apartment? It is only necessary 
to nhseive the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and houses, the 
squalid hue of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid movements, to 
be sensible of the bad effects of shutting out the external nir. 

Besides the contamination of the air from being breathed, there are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purity; these are the effluvia constantly 
passing off from the surface of animal bodies, and the combustion of candle* 
nnd other binning substances On going into a bed room in a morning, soon 
after the occupant has lef his bed. though lie he in perfect health, and habitually 
cleanly in His person, the sense of smelling never fails to be offended with the 
odour of animal effluvia with which the ntinosphere is charged. There is another 
cause, perhaps, still more stiiking when a person, fresh from the morning ai-r 
inters a coa* h, in which several persons have been close-stowed dming a long 
n ght. He who lias once made the experiment Will never voluntni ily repeat it. 
The simp'e expedient of keeping down both window bnf a single half-inch 
would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this injurious mode, 
of travelling often produces. Outside passengers, though they may suffer a 
little more from cold and wet, geneially escape these every-day complaints of 
those who pay double their fare. It under where the windows are immoveable 
and the door is never opened but while some one is passing through it! On enters 
ing such a den of filth, the nose in sainted by a stench so horrible, as to make 
any person, unused to it, recoil and pause befoie he venture iri ; but the wretched 
inhabitant has his spnse of smelling so blunted, that lie does not perceive that 
which every breath he takes, he inhales a poison, which is sapping the vigour of 
his body and destroying the energies of his mind. 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute npglect, all the diseases of person# 
so situated should be. of a dangerous character ? nr that the mind shooiri b* 
dispirited, and that the man should fly to drams for relief from (he burthen which 
lie finds to be weighing him down ? 

It may betaken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces n 
disagreeable impression on the sense of smelling, is nnfavorahle to health. 
That sense was doubtless intended to guard ns against the dangers to which we 
are liable from vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same moans, n 
high sense of gratification from other subjects, it ought to excite our admiration 
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of the beneficence of the Deity, in thus making our senses serve the douhlo 
purpose of affording ns pleasure and security; for the tatter end might just as 
effectually have been answered by our being only susceptible of painful im- 
p ressions. 

To keep the atmosphere of our houses fiee from contamination, it is not 
sufficient that we secure a frequent renewal of the air— all matters which can 
injure its purity must he carefully removed. The linen of beds should not be 
allowed to remain unchanged till it has lost all appeal once of ever having been 
white, or of ever having bad any acquaintance with the washing tub. The 
contents of chamber vessels should not he left in the house an instant, if it he 
possible, a»»d certainly not in the room of sick person every moment they 
remain they fill the air with a filthy odour, which is little less than poisonous lo all 
who breathe it. 

Those who have hut one apartment in which they must, of necessity, per- 
form all the domestic duties, should be careful to remove all matters that are 
offensive in smell ; as cabbage water, dirty soapsuds, they should indeed, 

if possible, avoid washing in the room they live in. For the same reason, dicing 
clothes indoors should he avoided. 

Flowers, in water, and living plants, in pots, greatly injure the purity of 
the air during the night, by giving out large quantities of an air, (carbonate acid,) 
flimilur to (hat which is separated from the lums by breathing, which, as before 
stated, is highly noxious. On this account they should never be kept in bed 
foams ; there are instances of persons, who have incautiously gone to sleep in 
a close room, in which there has been a Inrge growing plant, having been found 
dead io the morning; as effectually suffocated as if there had been a charcoal stove 
in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary to its purify' for in all 
situations it is suffering, either by its vital part beinsr absorbed, or by impure va- 
pours being disengaged and dispersed through it. Ventilation , therefore t r evolves t 
itself into the securiny a constant supply of fresh air. 

In the const) notion of houses especially in those built for the poor, this great 
object has been too generally overlooked, when, by a little contrivance, in the 
arrangement of windows and doois, a curient of air might, at any time be made 
to pervade every room of a house of any dimensions. Rooms cannot he well 
ventilated that have no outlets for the sir; for this reason theie should be a 
chimney to every apartment The windows should be capable of being opened, 
and they should, if possible, he situated on the side of the room opposite to, and 
furthest from the fire place, that the air may ti averse the whole space of the apart- 
ment in its way to the chimney. 

Fire places in bedrooms should not he stopped np with chimney boards. 
The windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to carry off the 
nnima 1 effluvia which are necessarily separating from the bedclothes, and which 
fthonld be assisted in their escape by the bed being shaken -up, and the clothes 
spread abroad, in which state they should remain as long as possible ; this iq 
the reverse of the usual practice of making the hed, as it is called, in the morning 
and tucking in op close, as if with the determination of preventing any purifica- 
tion from taking place. At'entionto this direction, with regard to airing the bed 
clothes and bed after being slept in, is of the greatest importance to persons of 
weak health. Instances have been known in which restlessness and an inability 
to find refreshment from sleep would come on in such individuals when the 
linen nf their beds had been unchanged for eight or ten days. In one case of 
a gentleman, of a very irritable habit, who suffered from excessive perspiration 
during the night and who had taken much medicine without relief, he observed 
that, far two or three nights after he hud fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no 
sweating; and that, atter that time he never awoke, but that he was literally 
swimming, and that the sweats seemed to increase with the length of tune lie 
slept in the same sheets. By not permitting him to sleep in the same sheets or 
nightclothes more than twice without their being Washed, he instautly lost this 
debilitating affection. 

Various means are had recourse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
disagreeable smells, and of purifying the air of sick rooms. Diffusing the 
vapour of vinegar through the air, by plunging a hot poker into a vessel con- 
taining it; burning aromatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding gun- 
powder, are the means usually employed. All these are useless. The explosion 
(tf gunpowder may, indeed, do something, by displacing the air within the reach 
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of its influence ; hnt then, unfortunately, an air is produced by its combustion, 
that is as offensive, and equally unfit to support life as any air it can be used to 
remove. These expedients only serve to disguise *he really offensive condition 
of the atmosphere. The only certain means of purifying the air of a ohamber 
which is actually occupied by a sick person, is by changing it in snoh a manner 
that the patient shall not be directly exposed to the draughts or eorrents. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers in 
which persons have been confined with contagions diseases, ao a§ to destroy the 
noxious power of the effluvia generated in such situations, and thus of prevent- 
ing the disease front extending, This will be accomplished by attending care- 
felly to the following ditections; — 

Close on the windows and doors of the room intended to be purified, except 
the one by which yon propose to retreat, and make op the aperture of the chim- 
ney or fire-place, except for about an inch or two at the bottom. Having pnt 
tluee tnhle spoonsful of common salt, ( muriate of soda ,) rubbed fine, into a 
shallow dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment, — if such a few hot cin- 
ders beneath it, the better; and than nonr, at once, upon the salt, a quarter of 
a pint of strong oil of vitiiol ( sulphuric acid); retire, and close the room for 
foity-eight hours. Immediately the acid is poured upon the salt a pungent va- 
pour, ( chlorine ,) is given out fieely, which is extremely unpleasant to breathe, 
and very destructive to moat metallic surfaces. It is on this account that the 
operator should leave the apartment quickly, and that all the iron and brass 
furniture should be previously removed. This vapour continues forming for 
many hours, and diffusing itself completely through all parts of the rocm. effec- 
tually destroys the matter on which infection depends at the expiration of about 
forty-eight hours, the room may he entered, the doors and windows thrown open, 
and a fire made in the chimney, in order that the apartment may be perfectly 
ventilated It may then he safety occupied. The above quantity of salt, &c. is 
quite sufficient for a chamber of the usual size; for a much larger room, doable 
the quantity, divided into two vessels, sliotrid he nsed. The merely offensive odonr 
ofsick rooms, or of any other apartment*, may he readily corrected, hy placing 
in them plates containing the chlorosodiac solution of Labaraque, which is now 
well known in this country. 

But no fumigation will he of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air that 

has heen breathed till it has been deprived of its vital part; su- h air must he 

driven ont, when its place should he immediately supplied hy the fiesh, pure 
atmosphere. The readiest means of changing the air of an apartment is hy light- 
ing a fiie in it, and then throwing open the door and windows; this will set 
the air in motion, by establishing a current up the chimney. The air which has 
heen altered hy being breathed is essential to vegetable life ; and plants, aided 
by the rays of the sun, have the power to absorb it, while, they themselves, at 
the same time give ont pure vital air. The process, going on by day, the re- 
verse of that described before, as taking place during the night, is continually in 

operation , so that the purification of the atmosphere can only be prevented by its 
being preserved in d. stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which reqnire to be attended 
to besides cleaniiuess in the house, and the free admission of the air into it at 
ail times. Care ought to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near 
the house that can injure the purity of, or produce humidity in, the atmosphere ; 
heaps of pntrifying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant water, 
privies and open drains, furnish a constant supply of the exhalations which 
produce fever. In hot seasons, especially, every breeze in snch neighbour- 
hoods must carry poison with it These things are much too common before 
the doors of cottages, and even of large houses. Those who build houses for the 
poor would do well to choose situations sufficiently elevated to allow the waters 
to he drained off with facility: without this, they must stagnate and putnfy to 
the danger of the health of the inhabitants. 

NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronology is made np of two Oreek words, Cftrones, “time,” 
and Logos , literally w word,* or u description so that the simplest definition 
of its meaning is, the 8 Tory of time, — or the narrative of the saccession of 
recorded events, ia their proper order, noticing the porticos of time that elapse 
bvreteeo them. 
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As the past is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful key 
to the future the story ot time, or the consideration ot events, in the order in 
which they happen, becomes a matter of the utmost importance. Lven to our 
merely historical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, 
and without aoy reference to the comparison of them together, chronology is 
important; because, without that, our knowledge is not correct. Hut when 
we wish to turn our historical knowledge to a practical use, hy reflecting upon 
the causes and results of human actions, chronology becomes indispensable. 
The great practical use of past events is the effects that the antecedent event has 
upon the consequent ; and if we mistake the order ot succession, (and where 
we have no information we are more likely to be wrong than right,) we are in a 
worse condition than if we had no information whatever,— we are in a similar 
condition to a man travelling along the road from London to Dover, in order to 
arrive at Liverpool, farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than it we 
had not moved at all. 

Now. men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they are 
goaded on by necessity ; and as the use of chronology is philosophical, and 
thus does not appear till men b^gin to compare the former .events with the latter, 
and draw conclusions, it cannot he known among very illiterate nations, and 
could not be known in the early ages of the world. The memories of inhahi- 
tants of the South Sea Islands do not extend backwards above an aga or two ; 
and even then they are vague, not agieed about the events themselves or in- 
formed as to the intervals between them. Of the recorded events of the eailv 
ages, of the world, the information is so very uncertain, that the most acute and 
laborious inquirers into the subject are at variance. 

Before the story of time can be known, we must know something of rime 
itself ; we roust know bow to compare two poitrons or periods of it. so us to he 
able to say either, that they are of equal length, or that the one is longer than 
the other, and how much longei it is. In order to do this, we must fix upon 
some standard of which the length is known ; and as we cannot keep a portion 
of time by us to apply to other portious as we do a standard pound for weight, 
Or a standard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event 
which we have reason for believing does not take up a longer pencil at one 
time th»B at another,- such as the rotation of the earth upon its axis, the revo- 
lution of the moon round the earth, 01 that ofThe earth round the sun. Of the 
absolute equality of any two portions of time, whatever may he the event by 
which (bey are measured, we never can be certain; because vre cannot be in 
possession of two of them at once so as to compare them together. If we can 
find no other difference between the events, we have no reason to believe that 
the times in which they happen are of different lengths ; and this negative proof 
is all that we can get. In using (he measures of time we observe the same me. 
thod as with other measures. If the period be less than a day, we mention the 
number of hours, or parts of an hou»* # that are in it ; if ir he of moderate length, 
such as the life of a man, we count it iu years; aud if it be long, we count ii m 
centuries, or hundreds of years. 

Though to all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising from the 
rotation of the earth ; of the momb, a 9 arising from the revolution of the moon ; 
and of the year, as arising from the revolution of the earth, he each dependent 
upon the same cause; and though, as the other circumstances pf those causes— 
the spaces over wli cu those bodies pass, do not very much the same day, or 
month, or year, still they must be of the sHme length to the people of all nations, 
and there cannot be ifiuch difference between one and anorber , yet different 
nations have had different modes of ieckoning them. Some of these differences 
are pointed out in Art I. “ On the Calendar.” 

When a nation came to such a degree of information and importance, 
that it felt a desire of recording the events of its own history, it generally began 
with some great event, as a fixed point or epoch, for which it counted the vita 
or succession of portions ot tune, all presumed to be equal, and each equal to 
that which the nation happened to take for standard. The day being the por- 
tion with which people are most familiar, and also the one of which ihe appear- 
ance is the most striking- light and darkness being the greatest of all contrast 
—most nations made the day the absolute measure; but as the day is rather 
short for measuring long intervals, they generally had periods of so many days, 
and of so m«nv times these again, corresponding with, or rather haying some 
'e* ''•ir weeks, months and years. 
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A 9 an exact number of times of the rotation of tbe earth is not contained in 
the revolution of the moon, and as an exact number of times of either this rota- 
tion or this revo ution is not contained in tbe revolution of the earth ; eras 
which are reckoned in terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree wit h* 
each other. In other words, as days, Junar months, and year, are not even par's 
or multiplies of each other, two eras wbioh are counted, one in so many times 
of one of these, and the other in so many times of another, cannot be made to 
agree, so as to point out tbe time at which any event happens, without making 
correction for the fractional differences. The period of time in which those 
fractional differences amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is called a cycle. 
— Art. 11. 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been disseminated, 
have, ever since its introdm tion, abandoned all eras, save that which began at 
tlm birth of our Saviour. This is called the 'Christian Era , and when tbe 
date or number of the year is spoken of in a solemn or formal manner, the words 
Anno Domini, or the contraction A, D., meaning “ the year of tbe Lord” are 
prefixed to the number, to distinguish it from other eras. When we count from 
the hinh of our Saviour backwards, we either put B. C., “before Christ,” or 
Anno ante Christum, A. A.C., which is the same. Events are sometimes dated 
from tbe creation of the world ; and the term Anno Mundi , A. M., that is, 11 year 
of the world,” prefixed to the date ; but as opinion is divided as to the precise 
date of the creation, in terms of tbe Christian era, the commencement of that 
era is considered as tbe preferable epoch. 1 

To find the distance of any event— if it be before the birth of our Saviour, 
add me date of it to the date of the year; if after, substract ; the sum ia the 
first case, as the difference in the second, is tbe time from the present date, or 
he distance of the event. 

As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the 
principal evrntsin then histories have been reduced to the respective years of 
the Christian era. either before or after the birth of our Saviour, those eras are 
needed only by those who read the writings of. antiquity ; and, therefor*, it is 
not necessary, in tbe present case, to derail them. There is, however, one era 
which is used by a very large portion of tbe moderns, the Htjiui , or era com- 
mences at tbe epoch of tbe flight of Mahomet from the city of Mecca to that 
of Median, which took place in the622d year of the Chtistian era. The Maho- 
metan year is regulated by this event. 

PRINCIPAL ERAS. 

Creation of world.—' There have been as many as one hundred anff forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and the birth of our Saviour.* 
Some make it as small as 3616 years, and some as great as 64-24. The chro- 
nology which is usuttllv given with the authorized version of tbe Bible, 
places the event io the 4004th year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era. 

The Olympiads.— Tbe first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of 
tbe 776th year before the common era; the first year of the second Olym- 
piad, in the summer of tbe772d year, and so on. 

The foundation of Home,— The 763d year before tbe commencement of the com- 
mon era according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Hirthof Christ.— This is probably to be dated in tbe 4th year before the 
commencement of the common era. 

The Hejira —Commencing on the 16th of July, in the 9f2d year after the com- 
mon era.

THE TIDES AT MADRAS. 

On the 31st of May 1821, a tide gauge was fixed to the northeast 
angle of Fort St. George, and the tides were observed. Until the 20th 
of July the observations were frequently interrupted ; but after that 
date, they were made daily, at every tide in every twenty-four hours, 
\mtil the 10th of October, and the result of all these observations is 
shown in the following tables

THE TIDES AT JAVA, IN 1815. 

The east monsoon is the dry season, and the west monsoon is the 
wet season. July and August are the driest months, and in January and 
February the heaviest rains fall. The barometer ranges only from 29-5 
to 29-9. 

At full and new moon the tide flows and ebbs but once in the 
t wenty-four hours, but a> the first quarter and last quarter of the moon, 
the tide flows and ebbs twice in the twenty four hours. The highest 
tides occur in the dry reason, and the lowest in the rainy season. 

At Batavia, at full and change, in the month of December, it is high 
water at noon, and low water at midnight; in the month of March it is 
high water at about half-past six o’clock in the morning, and low water 
at six o’clock in the evening ; in the month of June it is high water at 
midnight, and low water at noon ; in September high water at nine in 
i he evening, and low water at nine in the forenoon. The sea rises and 
falls about three feet at most, and in the neaps only half as much as in 
spring tides. 

At Sarnaran, at full and change, in December it is high water at 
about half-pasf two o’clock in the morning, and low water in the after- 
noon ; in March it is high at about half-past five in the morning, and 
low at six o’clock in the evening; in June, high in the forenoon, and 
low in the afternoon. Sometimes the flood lasts the whole day. From 
July to the end of September it is high water in the afternoon, and low 
water in the forenoon. The difference of the rise and fall is seldom 
more than from two feet to two feet and-a-half. The tides being very 
irregular, but little dependence can be placed on these observations.

Afghanistan. 

Dost Mahommbd Khan, one of the Brothers of Futtrh Khan, the celebrated Vizier of 
Mahmood, and chief of the Barickzye Clan, the most powerful in Afghanistan bad for some 
years ruled this country previous to (he Restoration of Shah Soojar ool Moolx in 1838. On 
the death of this Prince, Dost Mahomed again assumed the reina of Government which be still 
holds. 

On jgie base and cruel murder of Futteh Khan by Mahmood at the instigation of 
Prince Kamran, his brothers revolted from their allegiance uuder the guidance of Azeem 
Khun, the Governor of Cashmere, and drove Mahmood and his son from Cabul. Azeem 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant throne to Shah Soo/ab, (considered the legitimate 
King by the British Government,) but offended by some personal slight, withdrew his support, 
and placed in his room, Eyoob, a Brnthe ’of Shooja, who was content to take the trappings with* 
out the power of royalty. Ou Azeem Khan's death, his Brothers dissatisfied with their position 
conspired against his son, Hcbeeb Ooi.lah Khan, and seizing his person, by threats of blowing 
him from a Gun, induced bis mother to deliver up the residue of Azeem Khan's immense wealth* 
Eyoob’srol was killed in these disputes and he himself alarmed by these scenes of violence fled 
to Lahore. Dost Mahommed the most talented of the Brothers, then took possession of the throne, 
and became de facto King of Cabot,. Srere dil Khan accompanied by four Brothers carried off 
about half a million sterling of Azeem Khan’s money, and seated himself in Candahar, as an 
independent Chieftain. He and one of his Brothers ere dead ; and Candahaii was until lately 
ruled by Cohun Dil Khan, assisted by his two surviving Brothers, Ruheem Dil and Weer Die. 

At the period of the flight of Eyoob from Cabul, Peshawar was governed by a Brother of 
Dost Mahomtned who with another Brother were both killed in battle and were succeeded by 
Mahommed Khan, who is a tiihutary of the Kiug of the Seiks. He is on bad terms with his 
brother Dost Mahommed ; but out of the revenues of Peshawer supports his younger Bro- 
thers Peer ml Sacra Mahommed and the families of his two predecessors. 

KINGDOM OF THE SEIKHS. 

His Highness, Maha Raja Dulleep Singh, is declated King of the Seikhs. 

His dominions comprise the Punjab, Cashmere, Peshawur, Moultan, part of Shade, &c.. 
he is an adopted son of Runjeet Singh and is about 12 years of age. 

The Government of the Seikbs had been formerly divided among a number of petty indepen. 
dent chieftains under the Khdlsd or commonwealth, * to the established rules and laws of 
which, as fixed by Guru Govind, it was their moral and religious duty to conform. 5 * The an- 
ceators of RUNUET Singh had been in possession of but a few villages, until his father, by feuda* 
tory depredations, and the conquest of Lahore, laid the foundation of the present considerable 
power which has subdued almost all the petty Seikh chiefs. 

KINGDOM OF OUDE. 

The family of the princes of Oude are descended from Mef,r Mahommed Amben, of a noble, 
fhmily in Persia, who came to India in the reign of Bbhadour Shah, and was received into the 
Imperial service, under the name of Saadut Khan. He was appointed to the Government of 
Oudo in 1719 on the accession of M*Bambd shah to the throne of Delhi. He had no son, 1 and 
was, therefore, succeeded, by his nephew and son-in-law. Munsoor Ally Khan, who took the 
title of Sufdjr* JfiNOrt He was succeeded by Sum-ool dowla, who was again succeeded by 
t AsovH-UD-Dowti; On the death of Asoph.ud-dowla without any male issue, his spurious son, 
Viziwi Ally, assumed the reins of government, but his illegitimacy being discovered, he was. 
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a reign of four months deposed, and Saadut Alt.yKban, the brother of AsoPH-cddowla 
ascended the musnud on the 2ist of January, 17*98. He died in 111! and was succeeded by bis 
Son Ohazi-od dien Hydkb, who relinquished the title of Newab, in 1819 and assumed that of 
King; he died in 1827 and was succeeded by bis son ShJih Zuman, who assumed the titles of* His 
Majesty Aaoo Nusshii, Kootab-ood-Deen Souman Jah, Sultaun, AhdUl NocsmmwAN Zeman^ 
Nussber-ooi.-Debn, HyOek Sharjah an BaOshA, Ghazb*, Khoold-ool* Moolur-a-hoo Sultvcv 
nut a-hoO.” This prince died in 1837 and Was succeeded by his uticle, NussberooO-oowla, 
who assumed the title of “ His Majesty Aboufuttey Moien-oo-Dern Sultana Zbman Mohamed 
Ally Shah Badsba-a-Oudb” atod is the present reigning Sovereign of Oude* 


KINGDOM OF AVA OR BURMAH- 

The family name of the present King of Burmah, or that given to him by his Grand- 
father, is Maung Kh&ung, but it is not considered respectful to mention this name. Having 
obtained as an appanage, and held until he assumed the throne, the rich District of Tharawadi, 
which contains the principal teak forests in the country, be was always styled Tharawadi, 
Meng tba, or Prince of Tharawadi. He was born on Wednesday the 6th of September 1786, 
and he is therefore now (1st January 1844) in his 58th year. His father was the Heir apparent 
to the throne when Colonel Symes visited Amarapara, and whom that officer calls Engy 
Teekien, more properly, Ain-ye-tbakhen, or Ain-ye-Meng, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House. His Grand father was Colonel Symes's Minderagee, more properly, Meng-dara-gyee, 
the Great King of Righteousness, one of the titles borne by the Kings of Burmah ; but hia 
subjects now refer to him as Pho-dau-gyee, the great royal Grand father, or Badoun Tbakhetij, 
the Lord of Badono, the town which be bad held before he came to the throne. He died on 
the 6th June 1919 and was succeeded by the present King’s Elder Brother once known as 
Tsa gaiu-meng-tha. Prince of Tsagain, with the family name of Maung Tsen, the same who en- 
gaged in war with the British Government, and who was dethroned by the present monarch in 
the month of April 1837. 

In June 1837 the present King deserted his Brother's Capital of Ava. which has now becom* 
a ruin, and proceeded sixty miles to (he northward, with the ostensible object of building a 
new city there, but in reality for the purpose of escaping from the British resident, for on the 
withdrawal of that officer, the King returned, and established himself in his Grand-father’s dty 
of Amarapura, which is now again the Capital of the country. 

By bis principal Queen he has a grown up sou and daughter, the former now styled Taung- 
dweng-gyaung Mengtha, Prince of TaUng-dweng-gyaung, and the latter highly skilled la 
Burmese science, particularly astrology. By his numerous inferior Queens he has several 
other children, the principal of whom is a bold, spirited character, formerly named Xait-teng- 
gyee, bat since his father's accession to the throne styled, from the town the revenues of which 
he enjoys, Pye Meng tha or Prince of Prome. Besides him, and the King’s Uncle, the Philo 
sopher Prince of Mekkbara, the Lhwottau or grand council of the kingdom now consists of four 
Woongyees, two of whom are, Mating Shwe-za, who was Governor of Rangoon during 
Major Canning’s mission in 1811-12 aud Maung Dauk-kyee, who held the Same office whba 
Colonel Benson Was deputed to the Court of Ava in 1838* 

Shortly after the present king seized the throne, he put to death the late Monarch*s only son, 
the Taakya Meng, his principal Queen, her Brother Meng-tha-gyee, or the great Prince, and 
moAt of the ministers and Chief officers of the late Government. The life of the late Monarch, 
however, has been spared and he is not ill-treated excepting in being kept as a state prisoner. 
The country is stated to be in a very unsettled state and there is now no Burmese officer of 
superior raok and authority to the southward of the Capital. Every town and almost village had 
ts own petty governor independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Com- 
mercial speculations also are hazardous, particularly as the present King has endeavoured to 
destroy Me principal Sfca-port town Rangoon, where British subjects are now not sura' of pro- 
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tection and freedom from official «rtncti<taa and molestation ; and it is very important that It 
should be generally known, that the Government of India declined to interfere when a com. 
plaint was submitted to it by a British Commander of ill-usage at Rangoon. Although the 
relations of the British Government with the preseut King continue iu an unsatisfactory state, 
and no British Officer resides in I’urraab, there is no ground for supposing that he entertains the 
smallest idea of risking a war with ns. On the contrary, strong hopes may now be entertained, 
as two of the most violent of the war party, the King’s Son Tait*teug-bbyu, and the Mya-wado 
Woongyee, have been recently carried off by Cholera, that the convenience and advantage of 
re-establishing amicable relations with the British Government will be acknowledged by the 
King of Burmah. 

The following may be considered as a fair translation of the state and title of the King’s 
of Burmah His most glorious and excellent Majesty the Lord of the Tshaddan, -King of 
Elephants, Master of many White Elephants, And Proprietor of Mines of Gold, Silver, 
Kubies, Amber and the Noble Serpentine, Sovereign of the Empires of Thunaparanta mid 
Tampndipa and other great Empires and Countries, and of all the Umbrella wearing Chiefs, 
the Supporter of Religion, the Sun descended Monarch, Arbiter of Life, and great King of 
Righteousness, who bears the honorary name (in Pali) of the Illustrious iu the three worlds, 
the King of Kings, possessor of boundless domiaiou and supreme wisdom, aud great King 
of Righteousness. 9 

His dominions consist of Burmah Proper, the old kingdoms of Toung-ngu and Pegu, and 
the Shan States and Districts of Kale, TUanugtbut, Khauti, Mogautig, Bamo, Monhyen, Momait, 
Main Louu, Taung bain, Tbainni, Kaingmab, Main Main, Main Lenggyih, Kyain Ynun-gyih, 
Kyaintoun, Kyain Khyaing, Tlubo, Tbouu-zay, Moneli, Kyain -tuung, Kyaiu-khain, Nyaung-yue, 
JLSgya, Mauk-rae, Mobye, Mam Pyin, Main Pun. Main Pan, Main Kaing. Naung-mun, Tlngit, 
Tabet, Youk-zouk, Main Tsait, Enle, &c., allof which States aud districts however are dider- 
cnily named, more or less, by tbe Slians themselves. 

KINGDOM OF SIAM. 

The King’s usual titles are, * The God Buddh who dwells over every head, the Lord 
of life aud master of the .Palace 9 . His dominions consist of Siam Pioper, of the Shan States 
of Ch’biung Mai, Lamp.hun, Lak.hon, Meuang Nan, Meuang Fang, Lan-cb’hang, Luang P,bu- 
bang, Ch’hiuug Sen, Cb’hiung Rai, and others, of part of the old kingdom of Cambodia, and 
of the Malayan States of Queda and Patani. 

Tbe present King is the same person whom Mr. Crawfurd saw as Prince Krom Cliiat at 
Bangkok in the year 1822. He was tbe eldest son by an inferior wife of tbe late King, whom he 
succeeded on the 21st July 1824, with the general consent of tbe Country, and lie is now about 50 
years of age. His successor, it is supposed will be bis brother Chao Fa, * Lord of Heaven, 9 the el. 
desk son of the late King by his principal Queen. The other Members of tbe Royal family of Siam 
are said to amount to nearly three thousand. 

KINGDOM OF NEPAUL. 

Maharaja Raj Rajendra Vikram Sah, iting of Nepal, succeeded bis father at tbe early age 
of two years; he is the son of Girivan Jeddha Vikram Sah, the son ofPsiTUwi Pal Sah, the 
successor of Run Bahadur tbe son of Sino Pertauf, he son of Purthi Nakkain, the 
Goorkbali conqueror of Nepau), who subdued it in |768. 

The death of the present Rajah’s father is one of those, which Princes whose caprico 
is the law, have met with. Girivan Juddha Vikram Sah having caused a pagoda, like that of 
Juggernatb, to be erected, ordered similiar obedience to be paid to it. This excited dissatis* 
faction amongst his people ; and one of his brothers took advantage of this opportunity of 
revenging the death of another brother, who had been put to death by the eradication of his 
eyes, by order of the Rajah. He accordingly went to the Court, aod pretending to remonstrate 
vtth him on the injustice of bis lute order, struck bim with bis sabre. Ho was, however, imme 
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rfiafely killed by (be Cttusy Bhimsen, who was present, and the infant prince was placed on 
he Musnud. On the night of the same day, three hundred persons, on whom any snspicion- 
ell, were, it is supposed, put to death by the Causy’s order. Nepaul is tributary to Qbina 
from the year 1792. 

NIZAM OF HYDRABAD, 

His Highness Nawab Asoph Jah Moozuffieb-pl-moomamk Meer Ftjrkondeh Ali Khan 
Bahadoor Futeh Jung, Nizsin of Hydrabad, ascended the Musnud on the 24th of May, 1829; 
is the son and successor of Secundeh Jah the eldest of the eight sons of Nizam Ali Khan, the 
younger brother of Salarut Jung, the uncle and successor of Mozijffier Jung, the nephew 
aod successor of Naziii Jung, the second son of Nizam-ul-moolk, who obtained the Soubadary 
of the Deccan in 1717, in the reign of Ruffee-ul Dirjet. 

Before the formation of a treaty of perpetual alliance with the English, on the 12th 
October, 1800, the subadary of the Dercan had suffered continual disturbance. When Asoph 
Jah Nizam ul-moolk returned from Delhi, in 1740, he fought m 1741, his son Nazir Juincs. 
who had rebelled against him. Nizam-ul-moolMied in 1748, from which time, to the year 
1763, n period of lb years, three princes bad ascended the Musnud, and were successively 
assassinated. Muzuffer Jung was grandson to Nizara-ul-nioolk by his younger daughter’s side 
Nizam-ul Moolk removed his capital from Aurungabad to Hydrabad. 

RAJAH OF GWALIOR. 

His Highness, Maharajah Ali Jah Jyajee Rao Scindia, the adopted son of, Janko Rao- 
Scindia, succeeded to the Government on the 4th February 1843. on the death of his predeces- 
sor, Janko Rao who was elected by Baiza Bai, the widow of Dowi.et Rao Scindia ; the nephew 
of Madhajee Scindia, the son of Ranojee Scindia. 

The family of Scindia are Sudias, of the tribe of Kumhhee. or cultivators. Ranojee wds 
employed by Peisliwa Bajerow, as the bearer of bis slippers, from winch situation lie rose to 
eminence ; and when Bajerow having succeeded his father, Biswanath llow, in the ofQce of’ 
JVishwa, in May, 1720, caine into Malwa in 1731, Ranojee was a Marhatta chieftain of high 
rank; so that the Sovereign authority of the Sciudia family cannot have existed much more 
than one hundred yeat s. 


RAJAH OF BHURTPORE. 

His Highness, Maharajah Balwont Singh, Rajah of Bhnripore, succeeded his father in-* 
August, 1824; was displaced by one of his cousins, Durjun Sal, in March, 1825, but reinstated 
by the British Goverment, on the 19th of January, 1326; is yet a minor iu age; the sou 
of Buldeb Singh, the second tfrother of Uanadhar Singh, the eldest of the four sons of Runjeet 
Singh, the son of Kairt Singh, the brother of Ruttun Sinoh, the brother of Jowahuh Singh, the 
son of Soorai^Mull, the founder of the principality, killed in 1763. 

The settlement of the Jauts, (of which tribe the Reyab of Bhurtpore is,) in the Dooab of the 
Gauges and Jumna, is dated in 1700, wbeu they migrated from the banks of the Indus. During 
Aurengzebe’s last march towards the Deccan, Churamun, the Jaut, pillaged the baggage of the 
Army, and with part of the spoil, erected the fortress of Bhurtpore. The present prince, like 
many of his predecessors, is not legitimately descended being the son of a female slave of the 
name of Sabeb Rotnar. When a Rajah has no son, he purchases females, and the boy begotten 
on any of them, is adopted by the Rajah and the* Paut Ranee. 

RAJAH OF KOTAHJ 

His Highness, Maharaja Bishen Singh; Rajah of Kotoh.The sen ef Kishwil Rao, the son of' 
Maha Rao Omib &ingh. 
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RAJAH OF INDOOR. 

His Highness, Maharaja Hubby Rao Holkar (he cousin and successor of Mqulhar Rao thp 
filial the adopted son and successor of Jeswont Rao Holkar, the brother of Casi Rao, the 
oldest of tbe four sons of Tukajee Holkar, a chief who was elected to the Qovernroent oftUe 
flJlkar state by Ahillia Bai, on the death of her son Malles Row. 

The Hollkar family are of the Dhoongur or shepherd tribe. Tbe derivation of the name 
Holkar, or, more properly. Hulkur, is from Hull a village, and Kur, an inhabitant, 
Moolhar Rao, I. was tbe first prince of the Holkar family ; and the time when he obtained 
any local authority was in 1728 ; the district of Indore was assigned to him in 1783. He had only 
one son, Kundi Row, who died in 1754, many years previous to his father's death, and left an 
only son Mallee Row. He also died after a reign of nine months after tbe death of Moulhar 
R ow. The original family being thus extinct, Ahillya Bai elected Tukajbe Holkar to tbe 
principality. He had four sons, Casi Row and Moulhak Row by bis wife, and Jeswont Row 

and Etojee by his mistress. »- 

RAJAH of joynagar or jyepoor. 

His Highness, tbe infant son of MaUbinja Sewai Singh, Rajah of Joynagar, or J,yepopr, who 
is Die son of Jagat Singh, the son of Pkatap Singh, the son of Madhq Singh, the son of Ram 
Singh, the son pf Sewai Jysinh, who lived in tbe time of Mehamed Shah. Tbe young prince is 
of fender age aud Rawul BaJKI Saul is the regent during hi& minority, appointed by tjie British 

government. 

RAJAH OF JOUDHPOOR OR MARWAR. 

His Highness, Maharaja Maun Singh, is Rajab of Joudbpoor or Olarwar. He is. of tbe 
libe of Rhattore Rajpoots. 

Tbe earliest Rajah of this country oq record was Afabaraja Jeswont Singh, who having died 
near Cabul, in 1581, Aurungzebe, one of whose best generals the Maharaja was, gave orders 
forcibly to convert his children. The family were thus compelled to take refuge in the hills and 
woods, and on the death of Aurungzebe, regained their former possession. Ajit Singh, the grand 
son of Jeswont Singh, haying rebelled. 

RAJAH OF BOGHELKUND.. 

His Highnes* Maharaja Biswanath Singh, Rajah of Boghelkund which is perhaps the 
most ancient Hindu dynasty now existing in India. 

RAJAH OF BHOONDEE. 

His Highness Rao Rajah Ram Singh, Rajah of Bhuonde, is. of the Hara tribe. «Duripg 
tbe retreal of Colonel Mouson, in 1804, the Bhoondee Rajah greatly assisted him in bis distres*; 
aud Iris conduct has been uniformly friendly to the English ; ye^, at the peace ofl8o5, he w* 8 
abandoned by the Government to the vengeance of the Mahrattas.* Hamilton, page 173. 

RAJAH OF OUDEYPORE. 

His Highness, Raj Rana Jawan Singh, the son of Rana Bhim Sinn, Rajah of Oudeypore. 

The family of the prince* of Oudeypore, belong to the Sesodya tribe of Rajpoots, which f 8 
considered the most noble of all tbe tribes. Tbe family is also regarded highly by tbe 
Mohamedans, in consequence of a tradition, that he is descended* in the female line, from the 
celebrated Noushirvan, wbo was King of Persia at the birth of Mohamad, and thus to have in 
hat line a common origin with the descendants of Hosseio, the son of Ali. 

RAJAH OF BIKANERE. 

His Highness, Maharaj Ratten Singh, Rajab of Bikanere, the son of Surat Singh.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS. — Accounts are kept here in Rupees, with their subdi- 
visions, Annas and Pie; 12 Pie make 1 Anua; 16 Annas 1 Rupee. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great bulk of the currency is silver. 

There are various kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal, 
whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominate 
ons are the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base inetal, 
and heir wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coming 
from (he mint, th*e currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-changers^ whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroff s, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight; he 
then allows for the different legnl battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas andSonauts; and this done, the values in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth; so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in the 
aforegoing examples. 
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Cowries, small, white, glossy shells, are made use of for smalL 
payments in the Bazar, and are generally thus reckoned. 1

FORT WILLIAM, FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT. 

11 th November 1840. Proclamation ,— The Governor General in 
Council is pleased to notify, that Irom ami after the lltli day ol Novem- 
ber 1810, in respect to the Mint of Calcutta, and from and after the l*t 
day of April 1841, in respect to the Mints of Fort Saint George and 
Bombay, those parts of Act No. XVII. of 1835, which were suspended 
by Act No. XXXI, of 1837, directing that certain Silver Coins issued 
from the Mints within the Tenitories of the East India Company shall 
bear on the Obverse the Head of the Reigning Sovereign of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will he again in force ; and that 
the Device of the Silver Coin9 which shall he coined from aud after the 
said date9 respectively in thp Mints ol India, in conformity with Act9 
XVII. of 1835 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No. XVII, of 1835 re- 
quires, viz. 

On the Obverse— the Head of Her Majesty Victoria, with the words 

VICTORIA QUEEN. 

. On the Reverse — The denomination of the Coin in English and 
Persian in the Centre, encircled by a Wreath, and around the margin 
the words. 


EAST INDIA COMPANY, 

1840. 

The Coin will he milled on the edge, with a serrated or upright 
mining like the Rupee now Current brearing the Head of His late 
Majesty William IV. 

• The Weight, Standard, Fineness and Value of the Company’s Ru- 
pees, as defined in the Act, are here repeated. 

Weight . — 180 grains Tr< y, or one Tolali. 

Standard Quality . — Eleven-twelfths Silver, one twelfth alloy. 

Value.— The same as the Company’s Rupee of 1835, the Madras, 
Bombay, Furrukabad, and Sonat Rupee, and equal to filteen«iixteentli9 
oi thfl^ate Sicca Rupee, 
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The other Silver Coins authorized to he issued from the Govern- 
ifent Mints by Act No. XVI. of 1835 end Act No. XXII. of 1838, 
viz. double, half, and quarter rupees, and two anna pieces, will bear in 
ail respects a due proportion to this Rupee. 

The Governor General in Connrit hereby directs that all Magis- 
trates, ^Collectors, and other Public Officers, will promulgate this Pro- 
clamation throughout their respective Distiii!t9 ,* and that a translation 
of it be affixed in a conspicuous placp, at every Public Treasury. 

Money Changers, Shroffs, Podars and others, should be required 
to take notice of the Provision in Act No. XVII. of 1835, against clip- 
ping, 'filing, punching, or otherwise defacing the legal Coin. The Sil- 
ver Coins issued from the Mints of Government, under Act XVII, of 
1835, if notcut, clipped, marked, or otherwise wilfully impaired, are 
legal tender for their full value, until by gradual wear, they have lost 
two per cent, of their original weight. 1

For the conversion of tl*e r»iv*“o into the equivalent currency of 
other nation*, it is necessary to takp into consideration the fluctuating 1 
relative value ol the precious metals inter se , lff>m the circumstance of 
gold being in some, and silver in others, the legal medium of circu- 
lation. 

It is also necessary to take aeeount of the mint charge for coining 
at each place, which adds a fictitious value to the local coin. The jpar 
of exchange is, for these reasons, a somewhat ambiguous term, requiring 
to be distinguished under two more definite denominations. l*t ? the 
intrinsic par, \\ hit h represents that case in which the pure metal pnn- 
tainpd in the parallel denominations of coins is equal. ‘2nd, the com- 
mercial par, or that case in which the current value ol the coin at each 
place (after deducting the seignorage levil'l* 1 for coinage) is equal 4 : or 
in other word-*, ‘ two sums of money of different countries a^e commer- 
cially at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity ot‘ the same 
Kind of pure rmtnl.’f 

Tiius it silver be tnkpn from India to England, it wu*t be sold to 
a bullion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay- 
ment hi gold (or notes convertible into it ) The London mint is closed 
against the importer of silver ; which metal has not therefore a mini- 
mum value in the English market fixed by the mint price: although 
it has so in Cilcutta, wlieie it may always be converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent. On the other hand, if a remittance in gold be 
made from this country to England, its out-turn there is known and 
fixed: each new Calcutta gold mohur being convertible into 1.66 or 
]§ sovereign nearly ; but the price of the gold niohur fluctuates a* 
considerably iri India as that of silver does i«i England,- the natural 
tendency of commerce being to bring to nil equilibrium the operations 
of exchange in the two mends. 

The exchange between England and India, has therefore a two- 
fold expression j lor silver, the price ol the sicca rupee in shillings and 
pence : — for gold, the price of the sovereign in rupees. To calculate 
the out-turn of a bullion remittance iu either metal, recourse may be 
bad to the following.

As the Chinese have no gold or silver coins but make paymenlsin 
those metals by weight, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kind?, excepting tha*, in money reckoning®, nothing 
higher than the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the le or cash. It i* marie of a very base alloy of cop- 
per, is round, about the size of an English farthing, and has a square 
hole in the middle, by which a hundred or more are usually strung to- 
gether; o.n one side are Chinese characters, denoting the reign under 
which the cash was cast; and on the other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Manthchou characters, designating tho 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasties, two, five, and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well as other coins of various descriptions ; 
but the single ca«h is the only coin now current throughout the Em- 
pire. It is cast also in Japan. Corea, and Cochin-Chirm ; and is clan- 
destinely imported from the last named place, to a large amount.

But no such 
difference is recognized by the Chinpse. This is noticed to account 
for what will otherwise appear erroneous in some of the following 
tables.

It also, like the European geo- 
graphical mile, forms an integral part of a degree, whether of latitude 
or longitude. But the scientific division of the degree, derived from 
the European Missionaries, is into GO lun, or miuutes, the fun being 
divided into 60 meaou or seconds.

The l\hm (or that weight to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent in the new scale) lias been hi- 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Bazar 
Mawuh but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Government, it should be deno- 
minated the British Maund, (in Hindee, Ungrczee Mun,) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Pitsserce is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it lias been introduced for the convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to the 
common unitin native mercantile dealings, as, “the seer of so ma- 
ny tolas,* (or «6icca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being al wa} s 80 tolas. 

The Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kacha ;J thus marking the line beka een the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi- 


* In the same way the Madraf, Bombay, and Furukhabari, rupee (when the 
sicca rup e is abolished, and an English aevtce adorned,) n»»y be called “ the 
British Rupee,” and m the native languages Unsiezee. Rupya. 
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nation, and the tables of bullion produce (as seen in the. foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolas, it h» also usual at ttfe mints 
to make the subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteeijttfs) and pie> 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, rnltees, and dhans, are used ohiefly by native gold- 
smiths and jtweUers. They are also employed in the native eva- 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sig- 
ii«iHes 10-!2ths pure, and corresponds to <fc 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a tol^ 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan , the quarter grain.

the Custom hou«e, the Mint, the' Treasury, the Bank, and the Police. 

The difference however ’between the new and the old system is 
extremely small ; viz. the unit or tolah was the old Moorshedahnd 
rupee, and weighed 179.6(30 Troy grains By the said R-gulation the 
tolah wot 180 grain? Troy, and then fore exceeds the old one hy one- 
third of a grain, which diff rence makes the new bazar or Indian 
maund heavier than the old one by about one chittak and a quarter, or 
2.2*3 ounces Troy. 

The following tables have been calculated on the old elements of 
Indian weight®, as being still ot a more general use. If it was necessary

ARSENIC. 

Arsenicous Acid or White Arsenic (surf aid sambul) Sulphurifs : 

ment or Yellow Arsenic (Hartal),- --Realgar or Red Arsenic (Lai 
Sambul.) King's Yellow or Scheelt’s Green . or Arsenite o/‘ t opper. 
Symptoms. -• - Metallic taste, fetid breath, contraction of the wind- 
pipe and passage leading to the stomach vomiting ol bloody matter, stools 
black and offensive, pulse small and irngular, great thirst and burning 
beat, breathing difficult, urine scanty, red and bloody, delerium, con- 
vulsions and death. 

Treatment.— -Excite vomiting by giving 20 grnins of Sulphate o 
Zinc, and repeat it if necessary. Inflammatory sy uiptoms fGastritus) wil 
be relieved by bleeding Irom ihe arm, and leeches over tlia stomach 
fomentations and emollient clysters. ♦ 

If death does not ensue, the diet must he fluid, farinaceous and de- 
mulcent for & considerable time afterwards. 

The liyd oxyd of iron may be given with great, advantage, and the 
Stomach pump may be used, but only by a Professional man. 

Tests.— Precipitated yellow by sulphuretted hydrogen gas by 
hydro-sulphureis of ammonia, nnd by amtnoniacal netrate of silver. 
Precipitated green by Hmmoniacal su'phate of c»j per, reduced to the 
metallic state by Marsh's process : but in order that arsenic may not be 
confounded with the aniimonial preparation®, the reader had better con- 
sult Professor OShaugtanessy's pamphlet on the Pi isons ol India. 

An tim on y— (Surma.) 

Tartarized Antimony or Emetic Tartar— Muriate of Antimony or 
Butter of Antimony . — Vitrified Antimony or Glass of Antimony . 
Symptoms. — Painful and obstinate vomitings ; copious stools ; con- 
striction of the throat ; cramps ; symptoms of intoxication ; prostration 
of strength, often terminating in death. 

Treatment. — miting to be excited by tickling the throat with a 
feather, or allayed by opium. The best antidotes are decoctions ot as- 
tringent vegetables, such as cinchona, willow bark, galUnu»«, strong tea, 
which may I e given freely to excite vomiting, and at life same time to 
decompose the poison. 

Tests. — Tartarized antimony is precipitated ornngp yelb w, by sulphu- 
retted hydrogen gas, and the hydro-sulphurets, — the precioitate being 
reduced to ti e metdlic state, by exposure to a stream of hydrogen gas, 
while heated in a glass tube. Infusion of galls give a yellowish white 
precipitate; sulphuric ne.id, lime and bary ta give wli te precipitates, re- 
duced to metallic atutd by Marsh’s apparatus (vide Arsenical prepara- 
tions.) 


Bismuth. 

Nitrate . Oxyd. — Tartrate or Pearl Powder. 

Symptoms .— Similar to those produced by arsenic, with a violent pain 
in the chest, and very difficult breathing. 

Treatment. — No specific antidote known. Milk and mild mucilagenous 
drinks to be givtn freely, to facilitate vomiting, and purgatives "ought 
\o he given. 

•7Jeste . —Precipitated black hy-hydro-sulphurets when in the state of 
upftrjbitr&te chroma ti of potash gives a yellow precipitate. 
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"■ Copper— (Tamba.) 

Sulphate or Blue Copperas (Tutiya).— Blue Verditer.— Mineral 
Green — Sub Acetate or Verdigris.— Food cooked in foul copper vessels, 
and Pickles made Green by Copper . * 

Symptoms — T*ta»e acrid and m> tnllic ; tongue dry and parched ; con- 
strictions ot the throat, and coppery eructations severe vomiting, or 
fruitless attempt to vomit dragging at the stomaek ; dreadful colic ; 
black bloody stools, abdomen distended ; pulse small, hard and quick; 
syncope ; great thirst, arxiety, cold sweats; scanty urine ; cramps, con- 
vulsions and death. 

Treatment. — Lfge draughts of milk and water to encourage vomit- 
rng ; whites of eggs stirred up with water, and taken freely ; inflamma- 
wiry symptoms to he reduced mr general principles, and tlio nervous 
symptoms by anodynes and anti spasmodics ; sugar is not a specific 
antidote asOrfiht, once promulgtited ; hut it may he given with advan- 
tage, dbg »lved in copper. The ferro-cyanate of potash is an antidote 
next to albumen in efficacy. 

Tests — Liquor amtnoiinia produces a green precipitate, which is 
re-dtsso ved by excess of ammonia producing a heauti'ul deep blue-co- 
loured is lution. Ferro-n a-mte of potash gives a brown precipitate. 
Oxyd o arsenic a grass green precipitate. P di-hed steel redtices it to

Nittrnte , or Lunar Caustic. 

Symptoms — S milar to ill occasioned by corrosive poisons. 
Treatment. — A table-spoonful of common salt,, disso'vcd in a pint oF 
water, and a wine-glassful to he taken every three minutes, to decompose, 
t tie poison ; after which mucilagem us drinks my be given, or purgatives 

administers d. 

Tests. — Nitrate of silver is precipitated white by common salt, which 
turns bl.ick o n exposure to the studs rays. Phosphate »»ml chromate of 
s- (la ;ive yel ow precipitate-, reduced to the metallic state by calcining 
in a powerful furnace, with charcoal and potash. 

Lead - (Sisa 'f 

Super- Acetate or sugar of Lead - (Sisa Ka Chinee ). — Litharge ( Tfvr- 
dar Sang). — Red Oxide, ar R> d Ltad ( Sindur . — CiuOonateor White 
Lead (Snfida ) Wines sweetened by Lead . 

Symptoms . — When taken tn large quantities, it produces a sugary” 
astringent metallic taste ; constriction of the throat ; pain in the region of 
the stomach ; painful, and often bloody vomuing*; hiccup, convulsions, 
an death. When taken in small, long-continued dos*», it produces, 
wd t is called, paintei’s colic and purely t«c symptoms. 

\\sreatmevt —The same a- that recommended for the salts of barytes 
(> 7’ ie A ka ine Earth*), in addition to which, bleeding must be used, if 
«>iinptonis require it. Castor oil, either with or without opium, to clear 
the b we s, a-sisted by frequent crnolient clysters. Tlte warm bath 
shonlrl not he omitted. 

Tests.— All the preparations of lead are easily reduced to the metallic 
state by calcination with charcoal. The super-acetate, dissolved in 
water, is precipitated white by sulphuric acid, of a canary yellow 
by-chroinnte of potash and chromic acid, these preci pates being easily 
reduced by calcination. The alkaline sulphurets precipitate the super- 
atebate of lead of a blackish colour, and so does sulphuretted hy drogeu 
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g«9, A piece of zinc, suspended in n solution of lea *, abstracts the lead 
fmm the solvent, and it then becomes deposited on the zinc in tbe form 
of a metallic tree of crystallization. 

Mercuhy— ( Para .) 

Oxy- Muriate or Sublimate ( Nasharpur).—* Calomel. — Nitric Oxid, or 
Red Precipitate. — Bi- Sulphur? t or Vermillion (Durdar). 

Symptoms — Acid metallic- taste ; immediate constriction and burning 
in the throat with anxiety, and tearing pain-* in the stomach and bowels ; 
nausea and vomiting ot various coloured fluid*, sometimes bloody ; 
prnlti'.e diarrhea*, and sometimes a great difficulty in passing urine 
(Dysuria); pulse qtth k, small and hard; taintu g, difficult breathing, 
era oi pk, and cold sweat-* ; great debility and death. 

Treatment.— Whites ot eggs to be mixed wlili water, anti one given 
every two or three minutes, to promote vomiting, and by decomposing, 
to lessen the virulence of the poison. Milk in large quantities, gum 
water or linseed t< a, «ngar and water, or water at about 80 ° 

Fahrenheit. Glut! n as it exist- to wheat fl-mr decomposes sublimate, 
ami should he given mixed with water. Inflammatory consequence* 
should he anticipated and subdued by ihe usual remedies. 

Tests. — Mercurial preparations heated tor driess in a glass tube with 
pota*h, are decomposed, the quick-*«il ver being volatilized and condensed 
in stii/tii metallic globules in the upper part ot the tube, it keut cold. 
The oxy-muriate is precipitated wlme by ammonia, yellow by t olash, 
ami ot an otange colour by lime water; brown by nitrate ol tin, and 
white by all umeri mixed with col I water. A few drops of solution of 
suhiimatr, placed on a hit ot gold, form a silvery amalgam on i», if 
touched with an iron pin. The hydriodate ot potash produces a heauti- 
lul verunllion precipitate with corrosive sublimate. 

Tin -(Qalai) 

JMuriate used by Dyers. — Oxydor Putty Powder. 

Symptom* * — Tattle Hiiptcie, mciallic; consti icttou of the throat; vomit- 
ings, \uu» pain over the whole abdomen ; copious stools; pulse small, 
hard and friquent convulsive movements of the extremities and fate; 
sometime* pnr»Iy»i-», and mostly death. 

Treatment. — Milk to he given first, in larop quantities, to distend the 
stomach, and produce vomiting, and afterwards to decompose any 
remaining poj-iork Inflammatory or nervous sy ruptoilis to be subdued 
by bleeding, warm baths, opiates, &.<*. &<\ 

Tests. — The muriate precipitates go*ld of a purple colour, and it is 
itselt precipitated ut a bright yellow colour by strong tea, or an 
alcoholic infusion of galls. Albumen or gelatin occasions a copious 
fl 'ecubmf precipitate. The nxyd is volatalized by heat, is soluble lit 
untie acid, and is easily reduced bv calcination. 

Zinc— ( Dusta ) 

Sulphate or White Vitriol - Us. yd (Su/ aid Tutiya), 

Symptoms — An acid t»s'e ; a sensation of clmamg nausea and vomit- 
ing ; pain in the stomach ; In-quant stools; difficult brealhing ; quick 
puNe; paleface; cold eitrt mides, but seldom death (unless taken in 
\ ery Urge quantities) owing to the emetic properties ot the poison 

Treatment. — Vomiting, which is the usual consequence ot doses of 
sul piiate ot zinc, to he rendered easy by copious draughts ot warm 
*\ater. and particular symptoms to be met with appropnate remedies. 
Milk and albumen tuay be given as in poisoning with copper. 
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Tests — The sulphate it precipitated white liy ammonia, the precipitate 
bf, "lf re-dissolve, I hy excess ot ammonia. Precipitated white |,r 
ea italic potash, yellowish white hy the alkaline l.y-dro-sulphnreis and 
Ot an orange colour hy clirointee of lead ; easily icdnced l>y calcination 
with charcoal and nitre, presents a phosphorescent appearance before 
the blow-pipe. r

Alkalies. 

Caustic , or Carbonated Potash — Soda — Ammonia ( Phar ha Neemuk 
Saji . ) 

Symptoms —Taste acrid, urinous, and caustic ; great heat in the 
throat ; nausea ami vomiting ot ldoody matter, which changes syrup of 
violft to green, and effervesces with acid ; it ilie carbonated form ot the 
alkali lias been token, copious stool*, acute pain in the stomach, colic, 
C( in uUn»n«, derangement, and death. 

Treatment. — Vinegar ami other vegetable acids to bp given largely, to 
neutralize > he poison there ; dilate treelv with demulcents, and treat 
inffeiniinatorv symptom* with the usual remedies, Almond or olive oil 
may be given largely, f«>r it not only makes vomiting easy, but Con- 
verts the alkali into a soap, 

' Tests . — Alkalies have many properties In common, their solutions feel 
soapy to the touch, change the vegetable reds and b'ne* to green, and 
yellows to brown, remain transparent, when carbonic acid is adde I to 
them, which distinguishes them troin the alkalin earth*, barytes, stran- 
lian anil lime. Nitrate of silver is piecipitated by them, in form of a 
dark-coloured oxy d, soluble in nitric acid. Potash and soda may be 
distinguished tiom each other hy evaporating their solutions to dryness; 
potash will become moist by exposure to the air, while soda will remain 
ory. Ammonia i> known by its pungent smell, and precipitates the 
Sbit9 of copper blue. 


Alkaltnr Earths. 

Lime ( Chunam )— Baryta (.'arlwnate Muriate. 

Symptom*.— Violent vomitings; convulsion- ; palsy ot the limbs; 
rlistree-iiig pains hi the abdomen ; h'ccup ; alteration ot the countenance, 
and very early death, w hen baryta, nr any of its combinations, which 
me very energetic poisons have b*en taken, lime sometimes produces 
death. 

Treatment — If lime w ater lias hren taken, vinegar and other vegeta- 
ble acids are the best antidote*. 

If baryta has been taktn,a week solution of Epsom salts should 
be drank plenteously, to produce * vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison, which it renders inert by forming the insoluble 
sulphate. 

It Epsorn salt be not at hand, large draughts of water, acidulated 
Wy sulphuric acid should be given. 

Tests . — Solution of lime change vegetables bines to green, and is 
precipitated w bite, by carbonic and oxalic acid, while no change is 
produced on it by sulphuric acid ; its salts are decomposed by the 
fixed alkalies, which precipitate the lime, but not the ammonia. Pure 
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baryta undergoes changes similar to limp, when wafer is added to it, 
and acts like it pn vegetable colours ; it does not eff< rvesre with acids, 
Carbonate of baryta is insoluble in water, but dissolves in nitric or 
muriatic acid. Muriate of t arj tn in solution is not changed by sul- 
phuretted hydrogen, or pure ammonia, but its carbonate throws down 
a white precipitate, which is carbonate of baryta. 

Nitre or Saltpetre , or Sal Prunella - (Skora or Kalmi.) 

Symptoms. —\? am in t he* stomachs; nausea; painlul vomitings; 
purging, convulsions, faintings; pulse teeble ; cold extremities, with tear- 
ing pains in the *t»niach and bowels ; difficult respiration ; and death. 

Treatment - Similar to that of atsenic. 

Text*. — It nitre be thrown on a li e, it deflagrates ; if powdered 
anti sulphuric, acid be poured on it, it gives out nitrous ta tries ; it is 
decomposed «t a high temperature, giving out oxygen gas. 

Muriate of Ammonia or Sal Ammoniac —( Nauxhada ) 

Symptoms. — Vi * cessive vomi ing*, w i H 1 convulsions and general 
stifliwitfs oi the muscles ; great pain in the bowels; early alteration of 
leatore®, and death. 

Treatment. — Ltrge draughts of warm sugared water, to excite 
vomiting, an 4 the throat tickled with a feather. 

T< st* — Muriate of ammonia is soon volatilized if ydaced on hot 
coals; it rubbed up with quick 1 me, it gives out the fumes of ammonia, 
a 9 oi u tiou of it in water is precipitated white bv nitrate of silver. * 
Iodine , I/ydriodate of Potash and Soda , 

Symptoms . — Burning sensation and constriction of the throat; 
bilious vomiting, heartburn, salivation, pain in the eyeballs, obscured 
vision, palpitation, tremor, paralysis and death, 

Treatments. — Mucilaginous drinks to begiven plentifully, and large 
emollient clysters to be thrown up the rectum. 

Tests. — Iodine ex i't* in sc*I j sof a greyish hlmk colour, and be* 
comes a violet colored gas at 120J it is sparingly di-solved in water, 
which tinges raw starch of a tine purple, it stains the skin brown, 
which sco'i vanishes; it destroys vegetable colours, and has the odour 
of chlorine. H j driodate ol potash precipitates corrosive sublimate of 
a carmine colour. 

Ph Sb ho r us. 

Symptoms,— Similar effects to the mineral acids, with a hot taste 
of garlic. 

Treatment. — No specific antidote known; but vomiting should 
be excited by large draught* of wate*, mixed with magnesia, and all 
oily d fatty substances avoided. 

Tests . — !•' phosphorus, or the rejected contents of t h 3 stomach, after 
it has been taken, be boiled in a retort, (with irs beak under water,) 
with a solution ol caustic potash, phosphorated hydrogen gas is burned , 
which explode*, with a gieen ti tine, as soon as it reaches the surface 
ol the wutt r, 


Alc h l.- -(Shi ah Mohuter .) 

Brandy, JFi/irs, and a’l Spirituous Liquors, 

Symptoms. - Intoxication, anil when taken very treelv, completely 
insensibility. Apoplexy , paralysis on one side, countenance swollen, 
and dark red colour ; breathing difficult, often stertorous w iih a pecu- 
liar puffing out of the lips, ending very fr qiently iu deliiium tremens, 
and sometimes death, 
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By smelling the breadth, y nu may readily distinguish the ftythp- 
toros from those of spontaneous apnplexv, 

Tieatment . — Twenty grains ot sulphate of zine should he got into 
the stomach ns soon as p* sdble, and it the person ha* lost the power of 
swarowing, a flexible tube should be the means of ronve\ing it there, 
vomiting should he induced, hy till possible menus, such as la g* 
draught* ot warm water, clysteisot salt and water, should he thrown 
up the rectum. The patient should tie placed erect, and it the couut*- 
nance does not improve, the jugtdar vein should he opened, cold wet 
cloths applied to the head, paitirulnrly if t ie body is hotter than natu- 
ral. It the extremities become col', warmth and friction should be 
persevermgly used. 

If vomiting cannot be excited, the stomach pump may be had 
recoutse to.

vegetable poisons. 

Narcotic Poisons. 

Cocruhts Indicus (Cackmaree ) — Datura Strammonium (Datura ), — 
Hemp ( Gurtja ). Hemlock ( ton ter. ) - Hemlock (common) — Hemlock 
{/Jrapwart). — Hi/oscynmas or Henbane . — Nnx Vomica bark and its 
preparations ( Kite balee). — Opium, (Afi in). — Tobacco ( Tamhackoo ). 

Symptoms. —The narcotic vegetable poison®, it taken into the 
stoma* h, or applied to a wound occasion the following effects. Stupor ; 
numhnes*; heaviness in the tiead ; desire to vomit, slight at first, but 
afterwards insupportable; a sort of intoxication; stupid air; pupil 
ot the eye dilate*! ; furious or lively delirium; sometimes pain, con- 
vulsions a! different pirts of the hod\ , nr palsy ol the limb's; pulse va- 
riable; breath ng ii *k ; great anxiety and dejection, and it not 
speedily removed, terminates in death. 

When mix vomica is the poison taken, its symptoms are very 
similar to tetanus in its worst form ; the slightest thing throwing the 
patient into horrible ronviilsions, 

Datura airimmiium produces blindness, and a (ociliar creeping 
Of the muscles belonging to the extremities. 

Treatment . — An active emetic should he given and pppeated every 
quarter ot an hour, until it has effect ; but in case ot bad symptoms 
presenting themselves, it would be advisable to have recourse to the 
stomach pump. Large and strong clysters of salt and water should be 
ihrown up, to assist in ge'tiog rid of the poison, and after vomiting ceases, 
strung purgatives may he given, 1 1 the diowamp-*®, which is sometimes 
in the extreme, and the insensibility bordering on apoplexy be not 
remedied by the*e mean*, lose no iini a in applying blisters over the 
neck, chest, and legs. In absence ot blisters mustard poultices may be 
applied. Tue warm bath should he had recourse t«’, ami it all tad. 
open the jugular vt in. If the natural temperature ol b *dy sink, friction 
should be perspveringly used. A ter the poison has been completely 
evacuated, a tumbler of vinegar may be given as a drink ; but on no 
account mast (be vegetable atids be given, until you feel satisfied that 
the poison is got rid of, House (he patient by every meuiis in your 
power. 

Tests . — Acetate of lead precipitates an impure ineconate of lend, 
fOftJ 9 watery solution ot opium, which precipllaies should be su.-juaU* 
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ed in 10 or T2 parts of wafer, nn I subjected to * stream of sulphtireted 
hydrogen gh<, filter and evaporate at l lie tf mperuture of 1801. Fahren- 
heit and beautiful crystals of mecanic acid are procured, which if 
dissolved in Water, form a deep red solution with pi rmtmate of iron. 

Morphia and iis^ahs form a deep greenish blue solution with per- 
mit riate ot iron, and turn brown on adding a drop or two of iodic 
acid. 

Nareotine, if pure, is not affected by permnriale of iron; hut if 
nitric acid be poured on the crystallized narcotiue, it turns it ot a beau- 
tiful yellow. 

4 mixture of ammonia and alcohol will produce a crystalline pre- 
cipitate of morphia from laudanum in « few hour*, which it twice dis- 
solved in acetic acid, and twice precipitated by aiuni mia, yield colour- 
less crystals. 

N ;ix vomica is of a dirty, grey colour ; inflames on charcoal ; an 
intensely bitter taste; and an colour like liquorice powder. Acquires a 
red orang j colour, when treated with nitric acid, which is destroyed by 
the addition of chloride of tin. it precipitates greyish with tincture of 
galls 


Irritating Poisons. 

Aconite - Croton Oil or Seeds (./ anvil got a.) — Euphorbium, (31 on- 
tali,) — Elaterium - Hellebore, black f (Kuthe ) — Hellebore white, 
( Koike sufeid ) — Plumbago , (Lall chitra). 

Symptoms. — The geueiai ethcsoi this class of poisonsare an acrid 
pungent taste, with more or lets of bitterness; excessive heat; great 
dryness of the mouth and throat; violent vomiting*, the effect being 
continued after the stomach is emptied; purging, with great pain in the 
stomach and bowels ; pulse strong, frequent, arid irregular; breathing 
difficult; appearances of intoxication ; pupil of the eye dilated; irneti- 
•ibility resembling death ; pulse gradually dies away, and death closes 
the scene. 

If applied externally, many of them produce violent inflammation, 
with eruptions of pestules. 

Plants, whose flower* have fine stamens, one pistil, one petal, and 
whose fruit is of the berry kind, may at once be pronounced poisonous. 
The linbelliferouB plants which grow in water are mostly poisonous. 

N. B. — For explanation of the above terms, see Bengal Dispen- 
satory, page 98. 

Treatment,— If the poison causes vomiting, it msy be rendered 
ea«y by la< ge draughts ot warm water; but it insensibility comes on, 
without vomiting, 20 grains ot sulphate of zinc should be given, and 
repeated every quarter of an hour, until it has *ff j ct; and when the 
fitomach is well emptied, a brisk purgative should be given. After the 
poison is got rid ot, a strung inlusion of coffee, or vinegar diluted with 
wate* tnay be given. Camphor, mixed with either, may be given, and 
if insensibility be considerable, apply blisters and friction, as recom- 
mended in the treatment of narcotic poisons. Inflammation to be 
treated on general principles. 

Teste.— It Lall Chitra be the suspected poison, the matter should 
be treated with sulphuric ether, and shaken well in a long tube, sealed 
at one end, the etherial solution decanted, and any alkali thrown in as 
a teat, when, if L til Chitra be present, the solution will turn to a deep 
red rosy colour. 

The other vegetable poisons cannot be detected by chemical analysis. 
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Animal Puis >ns. 

Poisonous Fish . 

Symptoms — Tn an hour or two, or often in a much shorter time 
after «*ime h.»« been eaten, a weight at the stomach is lelr, v\uh 
slight giddiness and pain in the head, ami a sense of heat about the 
head ami *y e* 5 considerable thirst; often an eruption of the skin 
(urticaria), him! in many cases death ha* followed. 

Treatment — An ein< tit* should be gv« j n immediately, nnd repeated 
until vomiting t'k^s place freely ; alter .vhit h active purgatives should 
he given. Vinegar and water may be drank after the above remedies 
have operated, and the holy may be sponged with the same. I; spasms 
ensue after purging, 100 drops of laudanum inay be given to an adult 
patient) end it ii.Haiinuutinn shs in, reduce it on general principles. 

Venomous Insects. 

Scorpion— Hornet — Wasp ( Bolt a) - Bee ( Muwmachee) — Musquito 
( AJoo ha ). 

Symptoms —In general the sting of these insects causes only a 
flight degree of selling; hut the sting from the scorpion invariably 
produces violent ihllamma ion, f dlowed by sickness and fever, with ex- 
cruciating pain in the part ^ IT te tl . 

Treatment . — Hartshorn and oil inay be rubbed on the affected 
pait; 01 a little sugar placed over the wound ; or a rag mois ened with 
•alt and water may be applied till the pain 19 removed ; five or six 
drops of ammonia may be given internally, mixed with half a wine 
glassful ot water, or a little wine may be given. The pain may in 
general be removed by strong pressure over the part uff;cted with the 
barrel of a small watch key. 

Cantharides or the Blistering fly, ( Talanrpohr , ). 

Symptoms.— Nauseous odour ot the tireaili ; a«rul ttste; burning 
heat in the throat, stomach and belly; Inquent vomitings, often Id iod>, 
with copious bloody stools; excruciating |»ai « in the stomach; 
pain and heat in the bladder ; strangury »-r retention of urine ; fright- 

Jul convulsion*, and death. 

Treatments. — Vomiting to be excited by drinking warm wat^r in 
which 1 5 il Ipecacuanha Powder has been mixed. fimollitOt clysters 
ghouM be ad rniuwtored, an I if symptoms of inflammation of l he sto- 
mach kidney or bladder auperven° f they must be subdued by appro- 
priate treatment. Camphor dissolved in oil tnny be rubbed over the 
abdomen, and on tbe thighs, and the warm bath may be had recourse to. 

Poisonous Skupbnts. 

Symptom «. — A severe pain in the wounded part, which soon ex- 
tends over the limb or body ; great swelling, at first tiHid and pale, 
^ then reddish, livid and grungrenous in appearance, fainting*, vomit- 
ing 9 , convulsions, and sometimes jaundice ; pulse small, frequent and 
irregular; breathing difficult 5 cold sweats ; the sight fail*, and intel- 
lectual faculties become deranged. Inflammation, and often extensive 
suppuration and gangrene (mortification) followed by death. 

1 Treatment.— Apply a ligature above the wound ; enlarge the 
wound, and apply a cupping glass. Give the patient 50 drops ot lau- 
dauum if an adult, and repeat it every half hour lor 3 dose®, taking care 
that the patient is kept walking about, and d ;es not lie down to sleep. 
If cold and clammy, give ten grains of tbe csrbonate of ammonia in a 
wine-gla»^ful of camphor arid repeat every hall hour; or some warm 
brandy and water. 
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Observations .— Poisonous snakes bate conical tabular fangs, but only 
one row of teeth on each aide of the upper jaw, While the innocent tribe 
have two . lu the former the scales decrease in size as they approach 
the head, while the reverse is the case in the latter. 


Saliva op the Rabid Dog. 

Symptoms.— hi an uncertain interval after the bite, generally, 
however, between the twentieth dsy, and three months, pain or uueasi- 
ness occurs in the bitten part, though the wound may have been long 
healed. Anxiety, uneasiness, langour, spasms, horror, disturbed sleep, 
difficult respiration succeed, and are soon very much increased. Violent 
convulsions affect the whole body, hideously distorting the muscles of 
the face ; theeyes are red and protruding ; the tongue swells, and often 
hangs out, and viscid saliva flows from the mouth. There is pain in tha 
stomach, with bilious vomitings ; a horror of fluids, and an impossibility 
of swallowing them ; all these symptoms are aggravated till the sufferer 
is relieved by death. 

Treatments — Hydrophobia is more easily prevented than cured ; 
indeed it is extremely doubtful if it ever has been cured. Mercury, 
arsenic, opium, musk, hemp, camphor, acids, wine, vegetable and 
mineral alkali, various herbs, and many other remedies have been 
tried, but none can be relied on. Large blood-lettings, the warm 
and cold bath, and almost all other remedial agents have been 
tried without success. The bitten part should he completely cut 
out, even though it has healed— -if the symptoms have not yet 
come on, (he part should then be immersed in warm water, or washed 
with it as long as it will bleed ; the cupping glasses may he applied, and 
after the most persevering ablution, caustic should be applied to every 
part of the surface, and then the wound covered will) a poultice, and 
suffered to heal by granulation. No milder discipline can eusure 
safety. 


Aspryxia or Suspended Animation. 

Treatment of Drowned Persons* 

Remove the body on a plank or hurdle, with the head elevated , to 
the nearest dwelling house; or if it be very far, to some other place ; 
first strip it of the wet clothes, rub it dry, and put on the spare clothes 
of bye-standers. This is to prevent evaporation, and consequent reduc- 
tion of heat. Place it between warm blankets, and keep up the tem- 
perature by application of dry heat in every possible way. Watet 
extinguishes life, as it does fire by keeping off the air — therefore restor- 
ing air to the lungs by iufiatiou, is the means most to be relied upor. ; 
and should he commenced without a moment’s delay, and continued 
perseveringly during several hours. This is best accomplished by 
pressing the tongue downwards and forwards, and passing a small 
curved tube into the gullet (larynx), and attaching a pair of bellows to 
it, fthe Bengallee goldsmith or tinsmith's bellows will do), or in the 
absence of bellows an assistant must blow into it — to distend the lungs, 
which must be emptied by pressure with the head on the chest or 
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belly — these expedients should be done alternately so as to imitate 
natural breathing. If oxygen gas could be used instead of atmos- 
pheric air, it would be preferable. 

Friction with warm flannels should be going on all the while, and 
ammonia applied to the nose. Warm clysters, with salt and mustard, 
or of brandy and water, may be thrown up, and warm spiced wine got 
into the stomach, by means of a flexible catheter end syringe — not to he 
attempted withopt such instruments, till the patient can' swallow. 
Bleeding must not be had recourse to, unless the face be very dark, 
and the limbs warm and flexil le, Tobacco in any form iVuseless, and 
very dangerous. Opening of the windpipe, (Laryngotomy) may be 
had recourse to, if all other means fail to distend the lungs. Electricity, 
or glavanic electricity may be used, passing the shocks through the 
heart. 

The body should be insulated from the earth, by placing it on a plank 
of wood, supported* by quart bottles perfectly dry, on the outside. If 
recovery happens, small quantities of light nutritious food may be given, 
and perspiration kept up by warmths, and tepid driuks* 

Treatment of Persons Hanged . 

Remove the ligature as soon as possible, and act as for drowned, with 
the exception of opening the jugular vein, and removing, if possible, six 
or eight ounces of blood. Death is caused rather by suffocation than 
apoplexy, therefore the lungs should be supplied with air without 
delay. 

Treatment of persons supposed to he dead by Carbonic Acid Gas t and 
other poisonous exhalations. 

If the body retains its heat, expose it to the nir, and dash cold water 
over the head, neck and breast. The lungs should be inflated, the nos- 
trils stimulated, and if the veins of the neck appear full, some blood may 
be removed from them. If the temperature of the body he below the 
natural standard, heat must be applied instead of cold, and friction may 
le useful. 

Treatment of still born Children . 

The lungs must be persevningly inflated, by means of a quill, or 
small female catheter, the heat kept up by warm flannels, or imn e sion 
in warm water. Stimulants may be applied to the nose, and pit of the 
stomach, and gentle friction should be used. 

Treatment of Persons Struck by Lightning . 

Inflate the Jungs as early as possible; apply stimulants, more 
particularly gentle electrical shocks, parsed through the chest, and 
along the spine. Keep up the temperature by external heat, and get 
warm cordials into the stomach, by means of the flexible tube aud 
syringe. 

Treatment of Persons who have been exposed to Intense Cold. 

First use gentle friction wiih iced water, but in case this is not at 
hand, u§f the cold bath, and whilst the person remains in it, small 
quantities ot warm water must be added at intervals, so as to raise the 
temperature gradually, the friction being continued. The lungs to be 
inflated ; warm wine, or any other warm fluid to be given, very cau- 
tiously at first, and solid food to be withheld, for some hours alter 
recovery.

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,\ 7\7 An East India Company formed at Oatend, and several ships dispatched 
for India. 

1718 An Act of Parliament obtained to punish British merchants trading tQ 
India under foreign commissions. 

1720 Company authorized to borrow money to tbe extent of the sums lent by 
them to the Government, if not exceeding 5,000,000/. 

Dividend reduced from 5 to 4 per cent. 

1723 August; a Charter granted by tbe Emperor of Germany to tbe Oatend 
Company, under which a very successful trade was earned on, untij 
political reasons induced tbe Emperor to destroy it. 

1726 A Charter granted enabling the Company to establish a Mayors Court 
at each ot tbe three presidencies, Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay and 
to bold Courts of Quarter Session to determine all penal causes but 
those of High Treason. 

1730 Charter renewed, and privileges extended to Lady-day, 1769. Company 

agreed to accept an interest of 4 instead of 5 per cent, on loan to Go- 
vernment of 3.200,000/., and paid a premium of 20l),000/. Restricted 
from holding lands and tenements in Britain above the value o{ 10,000/. 
per annum. (3 Cnso. II. c. 14.) 

1731 Swedish India Company formed. 

-Dividend due Christmas 1732, reduced from 8 to 7 per cent. 

1739 Invasion of India and massacre of Delhi by Nadir Shah of Persia, 

The Mogul Power declines rapidly, and many of the subabdars or vice- 
roys become independent. The Mah ratios obtain great power, and the 
Robillas form a separate state. 

1744 . Exclusive privileges continued to Lady day, 1783, in consideration of a 
loan to Government of 1,000,000/. (13 Geo. II c. 17.) 

1746 War being declared between England and Prance, a French fleet was dis- 

patched to attack Madras. 

September 14: Fleet anchored about twelve miles south of Madras, and 
landfed 600 men, commanded by Labourdonnais. Madras capitulated 
after a bombardment of live days ; treaty signed by Labourdonnais, who 
covenanted to restore the town on payment of a moderate ransom, Du- 
pteix, tbe Governor of Pondicherry * violated the capitulation. 

1747 December )9: Dupleix failed in an attack upon Fort 3t. David. 

1748 English besiege Pondicherry without access. 

1749 August; Madras restored to the English, in pursuance of tbe peace of 

Aixla-Chapelle, (1748) 

A deposed Kajah of Tanjore obtains the aid of the English by a promise 
of the territory of Devicottah. The English take Tanjore, but aban- 
don the cause of the deposed [N. B. This was the beginning of the 
English military power in India.] 

War in the Carnatict for the succession to the Nabobahip of the pro- 
vince. occasioned by the death of the Subahdar of the Deccan. French 
and English engaged on different aides. 

Ociob e r ; French received the sovereignly of eighty-one villages in the 
neighbourhood of Pondicherry. 

1751 French party triumphant. The protege of tbe English, Muhammad Aii, 
takes refuge in Tricbmopoly, where he is besieged by the French and 
defended by the English. 

Captain Clive (afterwards Lord Clive) besieges Arcot, the capital of the 
Carnatic, reduces it, and defends it with success against very superior 
forces, 

1752-3 Hostilities continue, the advantage being generally on tbe English side. 

1754 August 2 : Commissioners arrive from France and England to put an end 
to tbe war. Dupleix superseded. 

October 11: Truce for three months agreed to. 

December 26; treaty of peace signed at Pondicherry. Both nations to 
withdraw from interference in the affairs of the native Princes.

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1755 Severndroog and Bancoote * taken by Commodore James from Angria, 

a Mabratta pirate, who bad successfully rebelled against bis country,, 
and disturbed lor many years ibe commerce of the coast. 

1756 February 11 ; Angria taken prisoner, and bis piratical state destroyed, by 

the combined forces of the Mabrattas and English under Admiral Wat- 
son and Colonel Clive. 

June 18: Calcutta attacked by Suraja Dowla, the Subnbdar of Bengal, 
who was displeased at the erection of fortifications by tbe English. 
The Governor and other principal persons escape from the fort, take 
with them all means of defence, and leave their countrymen to their 
fate, without an effort to save them. Calcutta taken by tbe Subabdar 
and 146 persons put for security into tbe English prison (tbe Black 
Hole), where 123 perished trom suffocation. 

Treaty between the Presidency of Bombay and Bajee Row, tbe Peisbwaf 
of tbe Mabrattas, excluding the Dutch from the Mahrattah dominions, 
and giving to tbe English Fort Vittoria, Bancoote, and Hematgur, in 
exchange for Gheriah. 

December 11 : Admiral Watson and Colonel Cliye arrive with a fleet in 
the Ganges. ,t 

1757 January 2: Calcutta retaken. 

January 11 : Hoogly retaken. 

February 3: the Subabdar surrounds Calcutta ; but on the 9th concludes 
a peace witb the English, and permits them to fortify the place. 

March 14 : English take possession of Cbandernagore, a Frenc h settlement. 

The English determine to depose the Subabdar, and to put Meer Jaffier, 
au officer of high rank, in his place. 

June 23: Battle of Plassy , in which Colonel Clive, with about 3000 men, 
vanquished ihe Subabdar at the head of nearly 70,000, and laid the 
foundation of the British power in India. 

War renewed in the Carnatic with various success. French take Vizaga- 
patain, Cbittapet, and tfther forts. English take Madura Influence of 
Bussy vbry great in the Peninsula ; he obtains from the Subabdar a 
grant of the Northern Circars ^ 

1758 April 28: French fleet arrives at Fort St. David ftom Europe under the 

command of Count de I ally. 

April 29: English fleet arrives. Undecisive combat between the two 
fleets. 

June 1 : Eally takes Fort St. David, and razes the fortifications. 

October 4: Dally takes Arcot, capital of the Carnatic. Bussy recalled 
from the Deccan by Dally, who. 

December 11, commences the siege of Madras. 

December 14: Black Town captured. Siege continued until tbe arrirrl 
of a British fleet under Admiral Pococke (February 19, 17o9), wheu 
Dally retires. 

June 11: a Commission arrives at Bengal from tbe Court of Directors, 
remodelling the whole government ; a Council of Ten appointed, and 
four Governors nominated, to preside each three months. Clive was 
not included in the nomination. The whole body unanimously invite 
Clive to take the government upon himself. 

September: an Expedition dispatched from Bengal by Clive to drive the 
French out of the Circars. 

1759 March 4: Offensive treaty with the Nabob of Surat against one of the 

chiefs, called the Siddees who bad possessed himself of the castle and 
fleet belonging to Surat : both given up on the same day. 

April 6: English take Masulipatara, and conclude a treaty with the Su- 
babdar of the Deccan, by which that Prince ceded much territory and 
engaged to suffer no French settlement in his dominions. The French 
forts fall successively into the power of the English: — November 29; 
Wandewash ; December 10, Carangoly ; February 9, 1760. Arcot falls, 
January 14, i761, Pondicherry surrender; and by the middle of April, 
not a vestige of the power of the French remains in tbe Peninsula.

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A confederacy between the Nabobs of Oude and Allahabad to seize on 
Bengal; they invide tbe eldest son of the Empeior Alum Gir to join 
their enterprise. Patna attacked, but the confederacy dissolved by the 
treachery of the Nabob of Oude, who seizes on Allahabad. Attack on 
Patna consequently withdrawn. The Mogul Prince, left powerless, 
receives a gratuity in money from Clive, and retires. 

1760 February ; Colonel Clive sails for England. The Mogul Prince again 

invades Bahar, and on hts march receives intelligence of his father’s 
death. Me assumes the title of Shah Alum 11. 

February it ; Sbab Alum defeated by Colliuud, and the Bengal troops 
under Meeran, son of Mir Jaflier. 

March: the Emperor avoids the enemy, and boldly enters Bengal leaving 
them behind him. After mnny vicissitudes the Emperor is finally de- 
feated (January 1761) by Major Carnac, and concludes a treaty with the 
English by which he confirms their Subahdar in his dignity, and agrees 
to receive 24 lacks per annum as revenue (about 240,000/.) 

July : Mr. Vansittart succeeds Clive as Governor of Bengal. Mir Casim, 
son in law of Mir Jaflier, receives tbe power of the Subabdarsbip, 
Jaflier Still retaining tb« title. 

September 27 : Treaty with Mir Casim, by which the revenues of Bur T 
dwan, Midnapore, and Chittagong are assigned to the Company. 

Mir Jaflier resigns the Suhalulnrship. 

Almost all Hindustan at this time in possession of the Mahrattas, joined 
by the other Hindu stHtes or of the Mahometans headed by Ahmed 
Ahdalli, the Afghan Prince of Eastern Persia. The supremacy of the 
Abdalli Afghans decided, and the Mahratta rower broken by the great 
battle cf Paniput (January 1761), in which the latter were routed with 
horrible slaughter.

1763 February 10: Treary of Paris, by which the French recover Pondicherry 
and the other forts which they possessed in 1749. 

Company's servants determine on war with the Subahdar to support a 
claim made by them to exemption from internal duties on their own 
private trade, the Subahdar h aving abolished ell internal duties in or- 
der to protect the native merchants from ruin, in consequence of tbi? 
claim, which had been oppressively enforced. 

June 25; Mr. Ellis surprised and took Patna; but while his soldiers 
were engaged in plunder, they were attacked by the Subahdar’s troops, 
and made prisoners. Subahdar takes Cossimbazar. 

July: English treat with Mir J aflier, agreeing to restore him on condi- 
tion of his exempting them alone from internal duties. 

August 2; Mir Casim defeated flies to Patna. 

September 5: Pass of Ootlwa forced. 

October ; Mongir taken. Casim murders his English prisoners. 

November 6: Patna taken. Mir Casim seeks protection of the Nabob 
of Oude. 

February 11 : a serious mutiny broke out in tbe English army ; quelled 
by the severity of Major Munro, who arrived from Bombay in May. 

176^ October 23: Battle of Buxar, in which the Allies were defeated, the 
power of the Nabob of Oude was broken, apd ifre Emperor thrown oq 
the protection of the English Emperor established in the dominions 
for rhe Subahdor of Oude English receive Gbazeepore. 

1765 January ; Death of Mir Jaflier at Calcutta, his son. Nujeem ad Dowla, 
made Subahdar : tbe military affairs of tbe country taken by the Eng- 
lish into their own hands. 

May 3: Eord Clive arrives at Calcutta, with the titles of Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief;— Orders from Court of Directors that no ser- 
vant of the Company should receive presents above tbe amount of 1000 
rupees, without the consent of Council, and that all presents exceed- 
ing in amount 4000 rupees should be paid over to the Company. 

May 19; Nabob of Oude (Suja Dowla) throws himself on the generosity 
of the English, who restore him to his dominions, except Corah autjl 
Allahabad, and which are reserved to the Emperor*

quence; subdued by the firmness of Clive; many officers cashiered. 

May 8 : Death ot Nujeem ad llowla, nominal Subahd&r of Bengal; sue- 
ceeded by bis brother, SyefTad Dowla. 

November 12: Treaty with Nizam AH. the Subahdnr of the Deccsn f by 
whicti the Nonhero Circnrs were granted to the English for an annual 
payment ot Slacks; the Et glish to assist the Subnhdar with troops. 
The Subahdnr procures the aid of the English against Hyder Ali. who, 
from a subordinate rank in the servic e ot the Rajah of Mysore, bad 
raised himself to the throne about i7(il. 

1767 January: Lord Clive sails for England ; Mr. Verelst succeeds as Presi- 
dent. May 6 ; General Court of Proprietors vote a dividend of 12^ 
per cent, which is rescinded (.lime 24) by an Act of Parliament, 
directing that tu ure dividends should be fixed by a ballot, m a court 
called toi the purpose. 

September: the English troops, who supposed themselves in alliance 
with th" Nizam, suddenly attacked by bun and Hyder Ali; a treaty 
having been surreptitiously concluded between them against the English. 

December: Allies beaten bv the English near Vellore. 

17C8 February; the Nizam concludes a treaty with the English, giving up 
Carnatic B .higfuut. nnd reducing thn annul tribute for the Circars, 
English attack ll'der All, and take some important places. 

Setember : Hyde? All, offers peace, refused by the English, Hyder re- 
trieves all his losses, mid. 

J.769 January- enters the Carnatic, lays waste Madura and Tinnevelly, and 
plunder- the w hole country. 

April4; H y?fer marches to Madras nnd forces the English to conclude a 
treaty of alliance with him, stipulating a restitution of conquests. 

April: Act r>ns«*pd (9 Geo. I S 1 c “4) , allowing the Company to hold 
the tertiional revenues ol India for five ynni s, and to pay 400,0(0/. per 
annum into the Exchequer ; appointing Mr. Vansittart, Mr. Scrafton, 
and Cd. Ford, to proceed to Indians Supervisors, with the power of 
Government. Supervisors sail for India. Ship lost, and never heard 
of after. 

December 24: Mr. Verelst resigns the Presidentship. Succeeded by 
Mr. Cartier. 

J770 A terrible (amine in Bengal ; one. third of the inhabitants supposed to have 
polished. 

Match 10: Death of Suhabdar of Bengal, Syeff ad Dowla, Succeeded 
by his brother, Mubarek ad Dowla, a minor.

Sir John favours 
the pretensions of the Nabob of Arcot against the Company.

July ; Mahrattas make peace with Hvder All Company’s Funds deranged. 

July 8: A deficiency of above I ,(>00,000/ declared. 

July 15: A Loan from the Bauk ot 400,000/. 

July 29. anaddi ional Loan ot 200,000/ 

August 10; Suite of the Companv’s affairs laid before Government, repre-

I3> the oilier Act the Constitution of the Company was entirely changed, 
and fixed mainly as at present. By the Conner Constitution every pro- 
prietor of Stock had the right of voting in General Courts; this Act 
disqualified all persons whose Stock whs below 500/ ; made no change 
in the right of holders of Stock from 500/ to luO >/. ; gave an additional 
vote to proprietors of from 1000/. to 3(00/.; two additional from 3000/. 
to 6001 '/., and three from 60001. to 10,000/. instead of re-electing (he 
whole number of Directors every year, six only went out by rotation, 
in lieu of whom others were elected* 

A Governor General wns appointed to reside in Bencal, and the other 
Presidencies were made subordinate to Bengal. The first Governor- 
Genet ul ( Mr. Hastings) was nominated by the Act to preside for five 
years. The nomination was to be subsequently tn tbe Directors, sub- 
ject to the approbation of the Government. A Supreme Court of Judi- 
cature was instituted at Calcutta, with Judges appointed by the Crown. 
All tarri'orial correspondence to he laid before tbe Ministry. 

1774 April 23 ; the English, in execution of the bargain with the Nabob of 

Oude, attack and defeat the Rohilla army. The Nabob, who had kept 
out of the battle, plundered their camp, and butchered all who could be 
found ; tbo country laid waste, villages burned, and people massacred, 
for three duys without effectual opposition from the English. 

December 12 ; A force left Bombay, with the intention of taking posses- 
sion of SaDette aud Bassein, which was effected on the 28ih. 

1775 March 6: Treaty between the Presidency of Bombay and Ragoba, a de- 

posed Peishwa of the Mahrattas, by which Ragoba agreed to cede 
Salaetto and Bassein, and the Mahratta share in ibe Revenues of Broach 
end other places ; the English agreed to aid Ragoba in the recovery of 
his authority, 

May : An army sent to aid Ragoba, which gains considerable advantages. 
Supreme Government (at Bengal) disapprove the negotiation with 
Ragoba, aud order the treaty to be cancelled. Ragoba, abandoned, 
retreats almost alone to Surat. The Supreme Government endeavour 
to make the same stipulation at Poouah (the Mahratta capital), which 
they had condemned at Bombay, but after a long interval (3d June, 
1776), succeed in obtaining Salsette only. At the same time letters 
were received trom the Court, commanding the Supreme Government 
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to co-operate with the Government of Bombay, and applauding the 
treaty with Ragoba.- 

May 21 : Treaty with the new Subabdar of Oude. As of ad Dowla (son 
of Sujah Dowla, who died in January). gua> anieeiug to him the pos- 
session of Corah and Allahabad ; the Subahdar gives up the territory of 
Benares to the Company. 

May 30: Warren Hastings accused of receiving large bribes; among 
others, one from Munny Begum, a concubine of the late Mir Juflier, 
who bad been appointed guardian to Mubarvkud Dowla, in preference 
to others whose claims were more forcible. The guardianship taken 
from the Begum. 

December 11: Lord Pigot talers the office of Governor of Madras. 

1776 March li; Warren Hastings accused by Rajah Nundcomar the Foujdar 

of Hoogly, of receiving bribes to a vast amount. Nundoomar pro- 
secuted by Hastings and Mr. Vansittart lor a conspiracy to force a 
native to write a petition against them ; the conspiracy was not proved. 
A few days after, Nundcomar was accused of forgery, condemned, and 
(August 5) banged, amidst the tears and shrieks of his countrymen; 
forgery not being a capital offence by the laws of India. 

April 11 : Restoration of the Rajah of Ttmjore proclaimed at Madras. 

August 22: Lord Pigot suspends two Members of Council, in conse- 
quence of violent disputes as to the person to whom the charge of 
restoring the Rajah should be entrusted. 

August 23: The suspended Members, with some others, declare them- 
selves the Government, and protest against the Acts of Lord Pigot. 
Lord Pigot suspends all those who signed lie protest. 

August 24: The suspended Members arrest Lord Pigot, and commit him 
to prison, where he died (April 17th, 1777). 

1777 Mr Hastings, by an authorized acent. tenders his resignation of the Go- 

vernment. The Court of Directors accept his resignation, and choose 
Mr. Whelfrio succeed him. 

June 19; Intelligence of Hastings’s resignation readies Cal catt a, where 
great confusion arises fiom Hastings’s disavowal of his resignation. 
Supreme Court support Hastings in his resolution to retain the Go- 
vernment. 

November: In consequence of great complaints from Bengal, of the en- 
croachments of the Supreme Court, wl>o endeavoured lo extend their 
jurisdiction over all classes of natives, though legally restricted to the 
servants of the Company, the Directors appeal to the Ministers for 
relief. 

1778 Hastings procures the re-appointment of Munny Begum to the guardian- 

ship of Muharek ud Dowla, which was. however, again rescended by 
order of Corn t, the following February : 

July: In consequence of intelligence reaching Tndia of the war between 
France and England, Chandernagore, Masulipatam, and Carical were 
taken from the France. 

August 8: Preparations made to attack Pondioberry by land and sea. 
August 10. Combat between French and I'nglish fleets, in which the 
former were defeated, and compelled (August 21) to leave to coast. 

October: Pondicherry surrendered, and the tonifications demolished. 

anuary 4; A body of English march towards Poon-.ih in pursuance of a 
treaty (November 1771) with Kagoba, with the intention of supporting 
Ragoba. The expedition put uicler the command of a civil committee, 
who were soon circumvented by the Mahrnttns. and forced to sign a 
tieaty, by which they agreed to deliver up Ragoba, and to relinquish all 
tbe acquisitions made since 1756. 

anuary 30: An English detachment from Bengal, under General God- 
dard, arrives at Burhumpoor, after n journey of nearly ten months 
leaves Burhampoor, on the 6th February, and arrives at Surat on the 
thirtieth. Goddard in vain endeavours to negotiate with the Mahratta 
Government. 

The Government of Bengal notify to tbe Zemindars, &c. that they are not 
subject the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court ; and forbid the Provin- 
cial Chiefs to aid most with military force. 

1780 January?: Goddard crosses the Tnpti and takes Dobhoy (January 20), 

and Ahmedabad (Februaiy id), tbe copual of Guzerat, 
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AprilS: Goddard defeats Scindiab, the Mabratta Chief, and takes pos- 
session of a great part of the country. 

June: Intelligence received at Madras, of the warlike preparations of 
Hyder Ali, who exasperated at the demolition of Mahe (a post in pos- 
session of the French, within his dominions, taken March 39, 1779), 
had made an alliance with the Mahrattaq, and assembled a large army, 
officered by Fienchmen, and provided with arms from Europe. 

August : Knglish army, under Sir Hector Munro, march from Madras 
to oppose flyder All. 

1781 September 10 : A detatchment, under the command of Colonel Baillie, at- 
tacked and taken prisoners by llyder. 

September 11 : i he English retreat, and arrive at Madras on the thir- 
teenth. 

October 31 : Hyder Ali takes * root. 

.November 5 : Sir Eyre Cooty, with a detatchment of infantry and artil. 
lery, arrives at Madras. 

January 17: Army march under Sir Eyre Coote. After several months' 
inactivity he defeats llyder All near Porto Novo (July 1), -and returns 
to Madras m November. 

February 20 : Esmblisbment of tbe I3onrd of Revenue. 

June 22: Eord Macartney arrives as Governor at Madras. Sadras, Puli- 
cat and Negapatnam taken from the Dutch. 

July 7 : Warren 1 stings sets out on a tour to the Northern Provinces 

August 14 : Hastings nrriv s at tenures, where he puts the Rajah Cueyte 
Sing under arrest, for allege! delay in the payment of large and irregu- 
lar demands made upon him by bastings. The llajah is delended by 
Ins subjects ; a skirmish ensues and the Rajah escapes. 

Cheyte Sing formally deposed, his nephew, a minor, placed on the m»s- 
nud, and the administration of the country taken into tbe hands of the 
English. 

September 19 ; Treaty of Chunar signed between the Subahdar of Oude 
and Governor Hastings, by which tbe Nabob was releaved of all bis 
debts to the Company, on condition of bis seizing the properly of thfc 
Begums, his mother and grandmother, Hnd delivering it up to the Eng- 
lish ; this treaty enabled the Subadar take possession of the lands of 
Ivzoolla Khan a Rohilla chief, who had escaped the massacre, and who 
had settled at Rumpoor, uuder guarantee of the English. On this occa- 
sion the Nabob made present to Mr. Hastings of lOOOOOi. 

October 21: Office of Judge of Sudder Dewaunee Adawlut (Court of ap- 
peal) offered by Hastings to tbo Chief Judge of the Supreme Court (Sir 
Elizah lmpey), with a salary ol 60,00i> rupees per annum. After this, 
we hear of no more disputes between the Supreme Court and (he Com- 
pany’s Government. The House of Commons recall Sir E. Impey, iu 
May following : 

November 9; Bid gegur, where the family of 'he Rajah of Benares resi- 
ded, taken by capitulation; tbe capitulation violated by the English and 
the Princesses of the Rajnh’s family ill treated, 

December 2 : The Revenue’s of the Nabob of the Carnatic assigned to 
the Company for five years with the reserve of a sixth for his private 
expenses. The Company to recognise his independence as Nabob, and 
to aid him in recovering a portion of his territories in the possession 
of Hyder Ali, 

'The Charter was renewed this year by Act 31, Geo. III. o. 65, to con- 
tinue until March, 1794. The Company to pay down 400,000/ , and te 
be allowed a dividend of 8 per cent. ; three-font tbs of any surplus to be 
paid to the Government. All political dispatches to be first communi- 
cated to Ministers; who are to decide iu all questions relative to peace 
and war. 

1782 January 7 : Major Abington, besieged at Tellich$rry by a very superior 
number of Hydet’s army, makes a sally and drives away the besiegers. 

January 12: Nabob of Oude, after much reluctance, with the aid of 
English troops, takes possession of the Begums’ place. Two old do- 
mestics of the Begums tortured, to induce the Begums to part with their 
money. Above 50 , 000/. paid, but the ill treatment continued, with 
the hope of elioiting more money, uDtil December, when it beta; found 
unavailing, the servants were set at liberty. 
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February 11: An English fleet, under the command of .Admiral Hughes, 
arrives at Madras, alter taking Trmcomalee; is followed by a French 
fleet under Admiral Suffrem, with whom be Las a short conflict on 
tbe 17th. 

February 12; Calicut taken. 

February 16 and 18: Colonel Braithwaite, with an army of less than 2000 
men, of whom lOdonly were English, atiacktd on the Coleroon, by 
Tippoo, at the head ot 20,000 men, aided by La ly with 4000 Europeans. 
Braithwaite defeated Tippoo treats his prisoners with great humanity. 

February 19: French fleet lands *000 men for the assistance ot Tippoo, 
who tnk* s Cuddalore, 3d April. 

April 12 : A severe but indecisive combat between the two fleet*. 

t May 17 : Treaty between t lie Supreme Governmei t and the Mahraltas, 
by which Uassein, Ahmedabad, and (he other acquisitior s were ceded 
to the Mabratta?, w ho agreed (o allu w no nation but the English to have 
intercourse with them. 

1782 May 23: A lteport received form the Select Committee of tbe House of 

Commons, to whom the Petitions from Bengal aga-nst the pretensions 
of the Supreme Couit,* had been referred; in pursuance of whw h a 
Bill passed the House, exempting the Governor and Council, as well 
as the Zemindars, and all revenue matters, from its jurisdiction. 

August 3l : Trmcomalee taken by the French fleet. 

September 8 : Conflict between the fleets ; the English have the advantage. 

September 28 : Sir Eyre Coote lakes ofl\ nee at the conduct of the Madras 
Government, and leaves the army. 

October t5: Admiral Hughes, notwithstanding necessity for his ad 
leaves the coast, abandoning Madias to famine. Twelve hundred per* 
sons weekly die at Madras, for sevmal weeks. 

December: Death of llyder All. Tippoo S<ub establishes himself on 
the throne of Mi sore evacuates A cot, and lettres from the Carnatic, to 
settle the affairs of lus kingdom, and to re»ut an invasion of the Mala- 
bar coast by General Matthew’.-*. 

1783 General Matthews takes Bednore, Ananpore, Onore, and Mangalore, 

with a vast treasure, which he refusi d to deride, not withstanding (ho 
distress of the aimy from w.-nt of pay. Bombay Government supersede 
General M^tth. ws. and appo nt Colonel Muclerd commander. 

January 13: Su pi tine Government, who had approved of the assignment 
of Carnatic levenues made by the Nabob to the Madias government in 
December 1781 now’ order the assignment to he returned ; previous to 
the receival of the older at Madras, letteis arrive from the Court of Di- 
rectors, approving of t Bo assignment and commanding the Supreme 
Government to aid the Madras government. Hast ngs disobeys the or- 
ders ot Court, and repeats Ins commands to restore tbe assignment to 
the Nabob, Lord Macartney refuses to obey the order. 

February 14: Letter from Coin t ot Directors received , directing an in- 
q- lry into the conduct of the Begums, and commanding that their es- 
tates he restm ed, in the event of nothing beiug pioved against them. 

• Hastings opposes the inquuy. 

March Hussy, at the head ot a Fiench detachment lands, at Cuddalore 
(on tbe Corromnndel coast) General Stuart, who eucc<edadSir Eyre 
Coote as commander, being oideretl to inarch to Cuddalore (200 miles ), 
refuses to obey until the 21st of April, when he sets out at the rate of 
two miles and a half per day. He anives nt Cuddalore about tbe begin- 
ning of June, attacks the place on the 13tb, and is repulsed by the 
French with very great loss. The Madras government soon after ar- 
rest General Stuart for repeated acts of disobedience, and send bun to 
England 

April 9: Tippoo finds tbe English army under Macleod in a state of great 
disorder; all parties disputing on the division of spoil taken. 

April 30: Tippoo takes Bednore by capitulation, which be violates, and 
imprisons the gatrison like felons.

Mr. Fox’s Bill for abolishing the Courts of Directors and Proprietors, 
»nd for giving to the Government the power of choosing Seven Commis- 
sioners, who should be invented with full powers to govern India, and 
to appoint to all offices, whether in India or England, with power of 
removal, passed the Commons with a great majority, but was rejected 
by the Lords.

August 3: Mr, Pitt's Bills * passed : by winch was established a Boa>d 
of Control, composed of Six Privy Councillors, to be selected by the

1788 February 13: 'Trial of Hastings commenced. IDs trial lasted above 
seven years ; the defence began 2d June, 1791 ; and Hastings was ac- 
quitted 23d Aoril, 1795, The Court of Directors granted liim an annuity 
of 40i>UL for twenty-eight years and a half, to date from the 24th June, 
1785. 

September: 1 he Nizam of the Deccan cedes Guntoor to the English. 
Engagements entered into with the Nizam to aid him with troops, by a 
liberal construction of tbe treaty of February, 1768. 

English send troops to the assistance of their ally, the Rajah of Travan- 
core, who is threatened by 1 ippoo.

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1789 The decennial settlement of the lands, commenced towards the end of the 
year in Bengal; in the following, the same regulation was begun in 
Bfehar ; tbe whole was completed in 1793, when, in pursuance of in- 
structions from England, the settlement was declared perpetual. 

By this settlement, which produced such an important change in that large 
pttrtion of India, the Zemindars, who were in fact the revenue agents 
of the IVJogul Government usually hereditary and possessed of much 
power and influence, but not owners of the land, which they could 
neither sell nor alienate, were declared the actual landowners, and from 
them the principal revenue of India was to be derived, in the shape of 
landtaz. The ryots, or peasantry, who, though often grievously op- 
pressed, were, after the Sovereign, the real owners of the soil, of which 
they could not be dispossessed, while they paid the assessments levied 
upon it, were declared the tenants of the Zemindars. The effects of 
this financial measure were disastrous. The Zemindars, obliged to go 
through the legal formalities to collect their rents from the ryots were una- 
ble to pay their taxes to the Government, whose proceedings were summa- 
ry. Their lands were gradually sold for arrears of taxes,nn<i passed into 
the hands of absentee landlords ; in a few years almost all tbe Zemin- 
dars disappeared. No improvement took place among the ryots, who 
were perhaps more oppressed by the middlemen immediately above 
them, than they bad been by the Zemindars.

Great alterations in judicial affairs in Mental. Zillah (or district) Courts 
for civil causes instituted.

A Court of Sudder Dewan- 
nee Anawlut(or last Appeal) set up at Calcutta. Judges fees abolished. 

Criminal couits erected and circuits appointed. Assises to be held at 
the Four Provincial Courts monthly, and at tbe Ziilabs twice a year.

July 8; Subsidiary treaty of Mysore, setting the arrangements between 
the new state of Mysore and the British Government. 

October 25 ; treaty with the Rajah of Tanjore, who yields all bis power 
to the English, receiving a pension of one lack of pagodas (about 
40,000/.), one- fifth of the net revenues. 

December 29: Sir John Malcolm leaves Bombay ns ambassador to Persia, 
makes a treaty of alliance with the Shah, and induces him to attack 
Zeman, the Shah of the Afghans, in order to withdraw Zeman from Ins 
hostile designs against India. The Persians also agree to allow no 
Frenchmen to remain in Persia. 

1800 May 13 : the Nabob of Surat compelled to sign a treaty, by which he re- 

signs his government to the English, and receives a lack of rupee* 
(I0.0CC/.) per annum. 

October 12: Subsidiary treaty with the Nizam, who cedes all his Myso- 
rean territories to the English, and receives their aid and protection in 
every case. 

4801 July 15: on the death of the Nabob of Arcot, the English resolve to tafcp 
the functions of government into their own bauds.

[2 8th August, 1833. 

** Whereas the exclusive tight of trading with the dominions of 
the empcroi ot China, and of tiading in tea, now enjtned by the 
united company of meichants of England, trading to the East In- 
dies, will cease fiom and alter the twenty second day of Apnl, one 
thoiwmd eighj hunched and thirty- four, and whereas it is expedi- 
ent that the hade with China, and the trade in tea, should he open 
to all his majesty’s subjects, ami that the restrictions imposed on 
thetiadeof his majesty’s subject within places beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Streiphts of M( gcllnn, for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the exclusive rights of trade he» etofore enjoyed by the .said 
company, should be lemovcd;” be it therefore enacted by the 
King’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the lords spiiitual, ami temporal, and commons, in this pre- 
sent parliuncnt as embled, and by the authoiity of the same, that 
fiom and after the said t\vcnty-s,econd day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-fom, an act passed in the four’ll year of

And be it further enacted, that the departure from 
India of any governor-geneial, governor, member of council, or 
commander-in-chief, with intent to return to Europe, shall be 
deemed in law, a resignation and avoidance of his office employ- 
ment; and that the ariival in any part of Europe of any such

Whereas, by an act passed in the thirteenth year of the reign 
of his majesty King George the Third, intituled an act for establish- 
ing certain regulations for the better management of the affairs of 
the East India com 'any as well in India as in Europe, it is, among 
other things, enacted, tli.it all offences and misdemeanors which shall 
he laid, Tied, and inquiicd of in the Supreme Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal, shall be tried by a ju y of Biitish subjects, 
resident in the town of Calcutta, and not otherwise; and whereas it 
is expedient, that the right and duty of serving on jiuies within the 
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limits of the local jurisdiction of the severol supreme urts at Cal- 
cutta, Madras and Bombay, should be further extended, be it enact- 
ed, by the King’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the s mie, 
that ail good and sufficient persons resident within the limits of the 
several towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and not being the 
subject, of any foicign state, shall, according to such tules, and sub- 
ject to such qualifications as shall be fixed in manner hereinafter 
mentioned, be deemed capable of seiving asjmois on giand and 
petit juries, and upon all other inquests, and shall be liable to be 
summoned accordingly ; any thing in the said ad, or in any other 
act, char ter , or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 

II. And be it further enacted, that the respective courts of ju- 
dicature at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, shall have power, from 
time to time, to make and establish such 1 ules, with respect to the 
qualification, appointment, Torm of summoning, challenging and 
service of such jurors, and such other regulations relating thereto, 
as they respectively deem expedient and propel ; provided always, 
that copies of all such rules and regulations, as shall be so made and 
established, by such courts of judicature, shall be certified under the 
hands and seals of the judges of such courts to the president of the 
board of commissioners for the affairs of India, to belaid before 
his majesty for his royal approbation, concction, or refusal ; and 
such rules and regulations shall be observed until the same shall 
be repealed or varied, and in the last case with such variation as 
shall be made therein. 

II T. Ptovided also, and be it further enacted, that the grand ju- 
ries, in all cases, and all juries for the trial of peisons piofessing the 
Christian religion, shall consist wholly of persons professing the 
duistian religion.

An act to amend the law relating to the appointment 
of Justices ot the Peace, anti of Juries, m the East 
Indies. 

[16f/i August, 1832. 

WHEREAS it is expedient, that other persons besides the 
covenanted servants of the united company of merchants of Eng- 
Oovernors In land trading to the East Indies, or other British inhabitants of tile 
^Ho^uthorlye Kastlndie*, should be capable of being appointed to the office of 
nnv persons to w t justice of the peace within and for the towns of Calcutta, Madras, 
as [ustices of the , |nd B om bay ; be it therefv>re enacted, by the King’s most excellent 
majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual 
and temporal, and commons, in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same, that in the manner prescribed 
by law for the nomination and appointment of persons now eligible, 
to the office of justice of the peace, in the territories in the posses- 
sion and under the go\ eminent of the said company, and subject 
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except as to the taking of any oaths, to the other provisions of the 
law which relate to the said office, it shall and may he lawful for t he 
governor-general in council of Fort William in Bengal, the go- 
vernor in council of Fort Saint George, and the governor in coun- 
cil of Bombay, respectively, for the timqjbei'ig, to nominate and 
appoint, in the name of the King’s majesty his heirs and successors 
any persons resident within the territories aforesaid, and not being 
the subjects of any foreign state, whom the said governor-general 
in council and governors in council respectively, shall think pro- 
perly qualified, and who will bind themselves by such oaths or 
solemn allirmations, as may from time to time be prescribed in 
that behalf by the said governor-general in council and governor 
in council respectively, to act within and for the towns of Calcutta, 

Madras, and Bombay respectively, as justices of the peace ; and the 
persons to be nominated and appoints:! to act as justices of the 
peace, within and for the towns aforesaid, shall have full power and 
authority, to act as such justices of the peace, but according only 
to the tenor of the respective commissions wherein such persons 
shall be so nominated and appointed. 

II. And whereas, by Act passed in the seventh year of the 7 0. 4 r. 37 s. 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled An act ju° 

to regulate the appointment of juries in the East Indies, it is rors toClinsliauv 
amongst other things provided and enacted, that the grand juries in 
all cases, and al l juries for the ti ial of persons professing the Christian 
religion, shall consist wholly of person professing the Christian 
religion ; and whereas it is expedient to repeal such enactment, be 
it therefore enacted, that from and after the first day of July one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, and said recited provision 
and enactment shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 


REAL ES TATES, AS ASSETS IN THE HANDS 
OF EXECUTORS. 

9 George IV. Cap. XXXIII. a. d. 1828. 

An act to dictate and settle the law respecting the 
liability of the real Estates of Biitisli subjects and 
others, situate within the jurisdiction of his Majes- 
ty’s Supreme Courts in India, as assets in the hands 
of Executor* and Administrators, to the parent 
of the debts of their deceased owners. 

[27th June, 18*21. 

Whereas some doubt has arisen whether, and to what ex- 
tent, the real estates of British subjects and others, (not being 
Mahoinmedans or Gentoos) situate within, or being under the 
jmisdiclion of his majesty’s Supreme Courts of Judicature in 
Judin, are liable, as assets in the hands of executors and admi- 
nistrators, to the payment of the debts of their deceased owners, 
and whereas it is expedient that such doubts should be removed, 
be it therefore, and it is heieby, declared and enacted, by the 
King’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice ami con- 
sent of the Lords spiiitual and temporal, and commons, in 
the present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
that whenever any British subject shall die seized of or entitled 
to any real estate, in houses, lauds, or hereditaments, situate 
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within, or being under the general civil jurisdiction of his ma- 
jesty’s Supreme Courts of J udicature at Fort William in Bengal, 
Fort Saint George ami Bombay, respectively, or whenever any 
person (not being a Mahommedan or Gentoo) shall die seized of or 
entitled to any such leuj^states situate within the local limits of the 
civil jurisdiction of the same courts, respectively, such real estate 
of such British subjects, or other persons, as aforesaid, (not being 
a Mahommedan 01 Gentoo,) is and shall be deemed assets, in the 
hands of his or her E>ccutor or Administi ator, for the payment 
of his or her debts, whether by speciality or simple conti act, in the 
oidinary course of administi ation. 

II. And it is further declared and enacted, that it is and shall 
be lawful for such Executor or Administiator ofsuth Biitish sub- 
ject or oihei per, on, as aforesaid, (not being a Mahommedan or 
Gentoo,) to sell and dispose of such real estate, for the payment of 
such debts as afoiesaid, and to convey and a.vsine the same estate 
to a pm chaser, in as full and effect lal a manner in law as the tes- 
tator or intestate of such executor or administiator could or 
might have done in his life time. 

III. And it is further declared and enacted, that in any suit or 
action to he commenced and prosecuted in any of the said coui ts, 
respectively, ng inst such executor or administrator, as aforesaid, 
for the recovery of any debt or demand due and owing bt such 
testator or intestate, in his life-time, and at the time of his death, 
such executor or administrator shall and may be charged with the 
full amount in value of such real estate, as afoiesaid, imt exceeding 
the actual net proceeds of such estate, when sold by the sheiiff, as 
assets in the hands of such executor 01 administi atoi to be admi- 
nistered. 

IV. And it is further declared and enacted, that in any such suit 
or action against such executor or administiator, as afoiesaid, it is

The principal officers of his majesty’s customs in the Island of 
Guernsey or Jersey, together with the governor, lieutenant go- 
vernor, or commander in-chief of those Islands respectively, in

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The collector and controller of liis majesty’s customs of any port in 
the Bnti.sh possession;* in Asia, A Inca and Ameiica, or the col- 
lectoi of any sucli jxntat which no appointment of a controller 
lias been made, in respect of ship or vessels to be there tegis- 
teied. 

The collector of duties at any port in the territories under the go- 
vernment of the East India company, within the limits of U e 
charter of the said company, or any other person of the rank in 
the sard compatn’s so vice of senior merchant, or of six years 
standing in the said service, being respectively appointed to act 
in the execution of this act by any of the governments of the said 
company, in lespect of ships or vessels to he there registered. 

The collector of duties at any Biitish possession within the said 
Jimit«, and not under the government of the .said company and 
at v liich a Custom House is not established, togcthei with the 
governor, lieutenant governor, or eommandei -m-chief of such 
possession, in respect of ships or vesseL to he there registered: 
The governor, lieuienant governor, 01 commander-in-chief of 
Malta, Gibialtar, Heligoland, and Cape of Good Hope,* respec- 
tively, in respect of ships or vessels to be there registered.' 

Provided always, that no ship or vessel be registered at Heli- 
goland, expect such as is wholly of Lite build ofth.it place, and that 
ships 01 vessils, after having been regi-tend at Malta, Gibialtar, or 
Heligoland, shall uot be icgistercd elsew liei e ; and that ships or 
vessels registeied at Malta, Gibraltar, or Heligoland, shall not he 
entitled to the piivilcges and advantages oi BiUish ships in any 
Made between the said United Kingdom and any of the B itish 
possessions in Ameiica; provided also that whuever in and by this 
act it is dnected or piovided, that an act, mattci, or thing shall 
and may be done or pei formed by, to, or with any collector and 
contt oiler of lrs majesty's customs, the su ne shall or may he done 
or pei formed by, to, or with the seicial person respectively hcie- 
in hefoie authonzed and i equiied to make registry, and to giant 
ctitificates of registrv as aforesaid, and according as the same act, 
matter, or thing is to he done or performed at the said sevcinl ai.d 
respective places, and within the jmisdiction of the said teveial per- 
sons respectively: pr vided, also that wherever in and by this act 
it is directed or provided, that any act, matter, or thing shall or 
may be done or performed by, to, or with the commissioners of his 
majesty’s customs, the same shall or may be done or pei formed by, 
to, or with the governor, lieutenant-govei nor or communder-i.i- 
chief of any place wheie any ship or vessel may be registered un- 
do the authority of this act, so far as such act, matter, or thing 
can be applicable to the legisteiing of any ship or vessel at such 
place. 

IV. And be it further enacted, that in case any ship or vessel 
not being duly registered, and not having obtained such eeitificate 
of registry, as aforesaid, shall exercise any of the piivilcges of a 
British ship, the same shall he subjected to forfeiture, and also all 
the guns, furnitu||, ammunition, tackle, and appaiel to the same 
ship or vessel belonging, and shall and may he seized by any officer 
oi officers of his majesty’s customs ; provided always that nothing 
in this act shall extend or be construed to extend effect the privi- 
leges of any ship or vessel which shall, piior to the commencement 
of this act, have been registered by virtue of an act passed in the 
sixth year of the reign of his late majesty King Geotge the Fourth, 
intituled an act for the registering of Biitish vessels.

nage and Burthen of the Merchant Shipping of the 
United Kingdom. 

\iMk September , 1835. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the third and fourth years of the 3&I-W «. 5fc 
Jiegin of his present Majesty, for the registering of .British vessels, 
certain rules are established for ascertaining the tonnage of ships 
as well on shore as afloat, and of vessels propelled by steam ; and 
be account of such tonnage, whenever the same shall have been 
ascertained according^o the rules therein prescribed (except in the 
case of ships admeasured afloat,) it is thereby euacted shall be 
deemed the tonnage of such ships, and shall be repeated at every 
subsequent registry of such ships, unless any alteration shall have 
been inade in their form and burthen, or uiiless it be discovered 
that the tonnage had been erroneously computed. And whereas 
it is considered that the capacity of a ship is the fairest standard 
by which to regulate its tonnage, that internal measurements wiil' 
afford the most securate, and convenient method of ascertaining 
tli at capacity, and that the adoption of such mode of admeasure- 
ment' will tend to the interest of the ship builder and the owner, 
as well as to the proper collectiooof the dues which by law are 
payable on tonnage ; and it is expedient to alter and amend the 
law in this respect; be it therefore enacted, by the King’s most 
excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent , of the Rales estahKdi 
JLord Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- r ®cited A«t 
iament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that from tonn^reBesSy 
and after the commencement .of this Act,, so such of the said 
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cited Act a9 establishes rules for ascertaining the tonnage of ships 
ahall be, and the same is herehy repealed, so far as respects the 
merchant shipping of the United Kingdom to be thereafter regis- 
tered.

Whereas it is expedient to extetid the power vested in Her 
Majesty’s Postmaster Geneial of reducing certain rates of postage 
by an Act passed in the piesent Session of Pa liament, be it the e-

dace the salary drawn to 500 rupees per mensem. After the first- 
year, a deduction of one-righth shall be made from the salary of 
the officers referred to in this rule. 

;2. After the close of the second year, when the sal<ry of 
office ceases, civil servants who may obtain an extension of 
leave, will draw the subsistence allowance of their »ank only, 
hut no such servant, absent on leave, on account of sickness, 
shall draw a less allowance as a civil servant out of employ,tban 
that of a junior merchant, viz. Sa.Hs. 224 per men'sen. 

3. The maximum period of which any civil servant shall be 
allowed to draw the salary of office, or any part thereof, is two 
years from the date of embarkation, and the offices of servants 
who may not return withiu that period, will be vacant and liable 
to be tilled by fresh appointment. Civil servants who may so 
overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an ex- 
tension of leave, and account to the sat is fact ions of the Govern- 
ment to which they are attached, tor the ritday of their return, 
shall, as above provided, receive (he subsistence allowance or* a 
servant of their rank, subject to the exception a hove -specified in 
favor of junior servants ; but if they continue absent in disobe- 
dience of an order to return, or without sufficient cause shown, 
that allowance also will be forfeited. 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave, on account of sickness 
duly certified, if they proceed to England without returning to 
their presidency, may, as heretofore, apply to be admitted to 
/nrlough by the Honorable the Court of Directors, and the fur- 
hough will, in such cases, take effect from the date of leaving 
thvir presidency, consequently the allowances of office that may 
have been drawn by themselves or their agents, after their de- 
parture, must, iu that cases, be re-adjusted, and the difference 
jre-iuoded. 

5. Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit 
>of the act above referred to, and to draw thair allowances while 
absent on account of sickness under the above rules, will be 
required to give security in such amount as may be required by 
♦be Government for the re-fund of any excess that may be drawn, 
either by agents at the presidency or by themselves, in oase of 
their proceeding to Europe on Furlough, or otherwise coming 
•under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant ,who 
&as been absent beyond sea for two years, until rnree years after 
the date of return from sea ; but if a Civil 9ervant is compelled

W ii ere as by enact paseed in the fifth year of the reign 
of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled an act t to 
make further regulations for the registry of ships built in r,s g. s. c.

An Act for the regulation of the duties of postage* 

[10 th Avgust 1840. 

Whereas by an act passed in the 1a<»t session of parliament 
intituled an act for thefwther regulation of the duties an post* 
age until the fifth day of October one thousand eight hundred 
and forty, power was given to the commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
treasury, or any three of them, by warrant under their hands, or 
alter, fix, reduce, or remit any of the rates of British or inland 
or other postage payable by law on the transmi®ion of post 
letters, and to subject such letters to rates of postage according 
to the weight thereof, and a scale of weights t > be contained in 
such warrunt (without reference to the distance or number of 
miles the «ame might be conveyed), and to fix and limit the 
weight of letters to be sent by the post, and to suspend, wholly 
or in part, any parliamentary or official privilege of sending and 
receiving letters by the post free of postage, or any olher frank- 
ing privilege, and also to direct that letters written on stamped 
covers, or having a stamp affixed thereto, should (if within the i 
limitation of weight to be fixed under the provisions of the said 
act, and if the stamp should not have been used before) pass by 
the post free of postage, and also to require, in ease the stamp on 
which any letter should be written, or the stamp on the cover in 
which it should be enclosed, or to which it should be affixed, 
should be of less value or amount than in such warrant should be 
expressed, or should have been used before, such letter should be 
charged and ihargeable with such rate of postage as such warrant 
should direct, and to order and direct the commissioners of stamps 
*nd taxes from time to time to provide proper and sufficient die^ 
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or other implements for expressing and denoting the rates of 
duties which should be directed by any such warrant a9 aforesiM, 
and to {five any other orders and make any other regulations 
relative thereto they might deem expedient: and whereas the 
commissioners of Her Majesty’s treasury of theUnited Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland have, by several warrants under tlndr 
hands, in pursuance of the power or authority given to them by 
the said Act, fixed and limited a scale of weight of letters to be 
transmitted by the post, and directed the rates of postage to be 
charged und taken on such letters, and have made regulations for 
the sending ofletters stamped free of postage, and made other 
regulations relative to the sending of letters by the post: and 
whereas it is expedient that such rates and regulations should be 
made permanent by law : be it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
MostExcellentMajesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in this present par* 
liament assembled, snd by the authority of the same, that all 
letters and newspapers and other printed papers, which shall be 
posted in any town or place within the United Kingdom, or shall 
be brought from parts beyond the seu9 to any port or place 
wiiliin the United Kingdom, or shall be sent by the pogt bt tween 
the United Kingdom and places beyond the s<‘us, or between any 
of the oilier places herein a ter mentioned, or shall puss through 
the United Kingdom, shall be subject to the several regulations 
and rates herein-nfter contained. 

II. And be it enacted, that letters transmitted by the post 
shall be charged by weight according to the foliowi >g scale, and 
that the several numbers of rates of postage herein-after set forth 
shall be charged by and be paid to Her Majesty's post-muster 
general for the use of Her Majesty, on letters transmitted by the 
post ; (that is to suy,) 

On every letter not exceeding half an ounce in weignt, one 
rate of postage : 

On every letter exceeding half an onnee and not exceeding one 
ounce in weight, two rates of postage : 

On every letter exceeding one ounce and not exceeding two 
ounces in weight, four rates of p t stage : 

On every letter exceeding two ounces and not exceeding three 
ounces in weight, six rates of postage i 

And on every letter exceeding three ounces and not exceeding 
four ounces in weight, eight rates of postage : 

And for every ounce in weight above the weight of four ounces 
there shall be charged and taken two additional rates of 
postage, and every fraction of an ounce above the weight uf 
four ounces shall be charged as one additional ounce. 

III. And be it enacted, that no letter exceeding sixteen ounces 
In weight shall be forwarded by the post between places within 
the United Kingdom, except petitions and addresses to Her Majesty 

> and petitions to either house of parliament, and except in such 
. other cases and subject to such regulations and restrictions as the 
commissioners of Her Majesty’s treasury, by warrant under their 
hands shall from time to time direct. 

IV. And be it enacted, that the following rates of postage 
shall be charged b * and be paid to Her Majesty’s post master ge- 
neral for the use of Her Majesty, on letters transmitted by the

On all letters not exceeding half an ounce in weight, trans-

An Ant for securing cert tin immunities and privileges to His Highness 
the Jjfabob of the Carnatic , His Family and Retinue. 

Whereas questions have lately been raised as to the liability of persons of the 
Family, Household and Retinue of Mis Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic to the 
process and jurisdiction of Courts of Justice, and it is deemed expedient that pro- 
vision should be made for protecting by legislative enactment, under the qualifica- 
tions hereinafter mentioned, certain individuals of the Family, Household and 
Retinue of his said Highness from any such liability, and from claims and litiga- 
tion to establish any such liability; 

1. It is hereby enacte I, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of 
Fort Saint George to publish, from time to time, in the Gazette at Madras, lists 
containing the names of persons belonging to the Family, Household or Retinue of 
Ilia Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the. Nabob Regent for the time be- 
ing, who are to he entitled under this Act to privilege from Civil and Criminal pro- 
cess and also from time to time revise and alter such lists and publish in the 
Gazette as aforesaid new lists of the persons entitled for the time being to such 
privilege, and the list which shall have been last so published shall be in list 
which for the tune being shall be in force and effect for tbe'purpose of this Act. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that, no Writ or Process shall at any time be 
sued forth or prosecuted against the person, goods or property of His Highness the 
Nubob of the Carnatic, or of the Nabob Regent for the time being, or of any per- 
son whose name shall be included in any list so published in the Gazette as afore- 
said, and which for the timp being shall be in force and effect lor t lie purpose of this 
Act, unless such Writ or Process shall be so sued forth or prosecuted with the con- 
sent of the Governor in Council of Fort St. George first had and obtained, such 
consent to be testified by the signature of the Secretary, or one of the Secretaries of 
Government, and that any Writ or Process which shall at any time be sued forth 
or prosecuted against the person or goods or property of His said Highness, or of 
the IN a hob Regent, or of any such person as aforesaid, without such consent as 
aforesaid, so testified as aforesaid, shall be utterly null and void, 

ill. And it. is he-eby enacted and directed, that the said Governor in Council 
of Fort t?t. Georue shall from time to time cause fo be furnished to the Governor 
Geneial of India in Council copies of any and every list, which shall be so published 
as aforesaid, and shall confirm to and follow any directions which he may from time 
to time receive from the Governor General of India in Council respecting the per- 
sons to be included in any such list from time to time, and otherwise with respect 
to the matters which are the subject, of this Act. And also that the said Governor 
in Council of Fort St. George shall from time to time cause every list, which shall 
be published in the Gazette as aforesaid, to be also otherwise published in luch 
manner as shall he deemed proper and sufficient for the purpose of making the same 
Generally known. 

IV, And it is hereby enacted and provided, that Ibis Act shall not be con- 
strued or be held to be in any way declaratory or explanatory of Hie meaning or 
effect of am Treaty made or enlered into with His Highness the Nabob of the Car- 
natic, and shall not be construed either to enlarge or restrict the operation of any 
such reaty, and that independently of this Act His Highness the Nubob of ilia 
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Carnatic and the Nabob Regent for the lime being, and their respective families, 
dependants, and retinue shall be entitled to claim, maintain and enjoy any privilege 
which by virtue of any such Treaty or otherwise they may be rightfully entitled to. 


Act No. II. Dated February 17,1844. 

An Act respecting the expense of preparing Copies of Proceedings in Appeals . 

Whereas it is ju9t and necessary that the expense of preparing copies in the 
English Language, of the proceedings in Cases appealed to the Queen in Council, 
as now required by Section 5, Regulation XVI. 171)7, and Section 34, Regulation 
V. 1803, of the Bengal Code, Section, 5, Regulation VIII of 1818, of the Madras 
Code, and Clause 6, Section 0, of Regulation IV. of 1827, of Bombay Code, 
should be borne by the parties prosecuting those Appeals : 

I. It is hereby enacted, that wi all case9 of Appeals to the Queen in Council 
from judgments delivered by the Court* of Sudder Devvanny Adowlut at Fort 
William, Fort St. George, Bombay and at Allahabad, the expense of preparing 
two copies of all the proceedings held, and judgments or orders given in the case 
appealed, including the whole of the evidence and documents, and of translating 
into the English Language such of the aforesaid proceedius, as may have been 
originally drawn out in the country languages, shall be defrayed by the parties 
prosecuting the Appeal. 

II. And it is hereby further enacted, that the Courts of Sudder Dpwanny 
Adawlut are empowered and required to cause the deposit by the appellant within 
the time allowed for furnishing Security for Costs of Appeal of such a sum as 
shall be sufficient, to cover ihe expense of making the two aforesaid copies, and 
when t>uch deposit shall have been mude, and not till then, to declare the Appeal 
admitted, and to give notice thereof to the Appellant and Respondent respectively • 


Act No. III. Dated March 2, 1844. 

An Act for legalizing the infliction of Corporal Punishment in cases of Pelly 

Larceny generally , and xohen committed by offenders of tender age. 

I. Whereas it is expedient until adequate improvements in Prison Dis- 
cipline can be effected, to substitute corporal punishment for imprisonment in 
the case of certain offences : 

It is hereby enacted, in modification of C. I, S. 2, Regulation II. of 1834, 
that it shall be competent to a Magistrate, on conviction in cases of thefis of 
property not exceeding in value the sum of Fifty Ruppes,to sentence the person 
convicted to corporal punishment not exceeding thirty stripes of a retail. 

II. And whereas it is also expedieut, that offenders of tenders age should 
be punished rather in the way of School discipline than of ordinary criminal 
justice : 

It is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to a Magistrate, and he is 
hereby required, on conviction in cases of theft of property not exceeding in 
value the sum of Fifty Rupees, if the person convicted shall appear to him by 
inspection or other evidence to be of such tender years U9 to requite punishment 
rather in the way of School discipline than of ordinary criminal justice, to sentence 
such person to corporal punishment with a light, ratan, not exceeding ten stripes. 

III. And it is hereby further provided and enacted, that no female shall be 
subject to corporal punishment, > nd that in cases of infliction of corporal punish- 
ment, no other punishment shall be superadded, ami vh.it the punishment shall be 
inflicted on all occasion in the presence of the Magistrate. 


Act No IV. Dated March 2, 1844. 

An Act for repealing Regulation IX. 0/I8O8 of the Bengal Code . 
Whereas the Provisions of Regulation IX. of 1808 of the Bengal Code “ for 
Ihe apprehension of persons concerned in the offence of Gange Robbery, and 
especially the Sirdats or Leaders of Gangs of Dacoits, ” have, by reason of their 
extreme severity, become nearly obsolete : 

It is hereby enacted, that the said Regulation be repealed. 
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Act No. V, Dated March 2, 1844. 

An Act for the suppression of all Lotteries not authorized by Government, 

Whereas great mischief has been found to tesult from the existence of 
Lotteries. — 

I it is hereby enacted, that in the Territories subject to the Government 
of the Bast India Company, all Lotteries not authorized by Government, shall 
from and alter the 31st day of Murch 1844, be deemed, and are hereby declared 
common and public nuisances and against Law. 

II And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid, no 
person shall, in the said Territories, publicly or privately, keep any office or 
place for the purpose of di awing any Lottery not authorized by Government, or 
shall have any such Lottery drawn, or shall knowingly sutler any such Lottery 
to be drawn in his or her house; and any person so offending shall for every 
such offence, upon conviction before a Justic^>f the Peace, or Magistrate, be 
punished by fine not exceeding 5,000 Rupees. 9 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid no 
person shall under any pretence, device or description whatsoever agree to pay 
any sum. or to deliver any goods, or to do or for bear doing any thing for the 
benefit of any person, whether with or without consideration, on any event or 
contingency relative or applicable to the drawing of any ticket, lot, number, or 
figure In any such Lottery, or shall publish any proposal for any of the purposes 
afore aid, and any person offending in any of the matters mentioned in this- 
Section shall for every such offence upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace 
or Magistrate, be punished by fine not exceeding 1,00!) Rupees. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that every fine which shall be incurred 
under the provisions of this Act shall be applied one-half to the use of Government 
and the other half to the use of the Iniormer or Informers- 


Act No. VI. Dated March 16, 1844. 

An Act fir abolishing the levy of Transit or Inland Customs Duties, for Re- 
vising the duties on Imports and Exports by Sea , and for determining the 
price at which Salt shall be sold for Home consumption within the territo - 
ries subject to the Government of Fort St. George. 

It is hereby enacted, that from the First day of April 1844, such .Rescinding all 
parts of Regulation X. of 1803, Regulation I. of 1812, Regulation Regulations of the 
III. of 1812, Regulation VI. of 1812, and Regulation III. of 1821, SosinK* C °ifSand^ 
of the Madras Code, and all such parts of any Regulations of the Transit and Town 
said Code, as prescribe the levy of Transit or Inland Customs Du- Duties, 
ties at any Town or place within the limits of the Presidency of 
Fort St. George, shall be repealed.

And if the collector of customs shdl s^e reason to bouht whether the goods* 
liable to a different rate of duty according to the pluce of their production coma 
from the country from which they are declared to come by the Importer, it shall 
be lawful for the collector of customs to cull on the importer to furnish evidence 
as to the place of manufacture or production, and if such evidence 
*Ml not satisfy the said collector of the truth of the declaration, the goods shall 
be charged with the highest rate of duly, subject always to an Appeal to the 
governor in council $J Fort Sr. George. 

And upon the re export hy sea of goods imported, excepted, opium and Salt, 
and all goods of the growth, production, or manufacture of the continent of 
India, provided the re-export he made within two years ol the date of import as' 
per custom house register, and the goods be identified to the satisfaction of the 
collector of customs there shall he retained one-eighth of the araouut of duty 
levied, and the remainder shall be repaid as Drawback. 

But no exporter of imported goods shall he entitled to drawback, unless the 
drawback he churned at the time of re-export, nor shall any payment be made of 
drawback unless the amount claimed he demanded within one j ear from the date" 
of entry of the goods for re-export in the custom house register.

that sentence should In 1 picn oiiuced immediaiely alter I lie conviction of eveiy mur- 
derer unless 1 lie court <lumld see reasonable cuu-e hr postponing the same, and 
Sunli sentence should expifss not only the umal judgim-nt of death hm also the 
time thereby appointed tor the execution theieoi ; and if was by the SHid act pro- 
vided that after such sen'ence should have been pronomned it should lawful for 
the court or judge to stay tlm execufidh thereof if mj< Ii eouit or jujjgp should so 
think fit : ami whereas tor the ends ol justice, and especially more effectually to 
preserve from an irrevocable punishment, any persons who may hereafter be con- 
victed pen erroneous or peijured evidence, it is expedient to alter and amend the 
said recited act in these respects ; 

I It. is therefore licrchv enacted, that from and alter the passing of this act 
so tinich of the said act ns is hereinbefore recited shall era*** to have effect within 
the territories subject to the government of the East India Company.

criminal business of llie said court, at the same time when the other 'judges or 
judge, us the cascfmay be, of the said court shall lie sitting tor the dtspaltli of 
business in the said supreme court, and that, all proceeding** whatever so had by 
and before such judge so sitting apart lor the purpose afmesaid, shall be. good, 
valid and effectual in the low tp all intents and purposes as fully as if the said pro- 
ceedings where had lit fore all the judges of flip saitl court sitting as a court of oyer 
and tenuiner and gaol delivery under the diameter of the said comt. 

It. And it is hereby further enacted, that all bnsine*-* of what nature or kind 
soever which thlrsuid supieiu? court of judicature at Foit William in Bengal may 
or shall have power to transact in term, it slutll in like manner have power to 
transact out of term, and that all proceedings whatever, In-fore the said court out 
of term, shall be as good, valid and effectual in the law to all int- nts and purposes 
as fully as if the said proceedings wefjL had ip term, aniTthat ail mbs ai d ordeis 
of the said court as to all judgements Executions or oilier proceed ngs in term, 
shall be applicable and shall be applied to all judgments, executions or other pro- 
ceedings given, issued or ha# out of term, os near as tbe smite con be mode appli- 
cable thereto/ and the said court shall issiup such new rubs and orders as may bp 
necessary for the purpose of given full effect to the* provisions in this act con- 
tained. 
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Act no. XII. Dated May 25, 1844. 

An Act for better securing the observance of an Exact Eicipline in the 
In Jinn Navy. 

I. Whereas by an Act of the British Parliament passed in the Session hehl 
in t,be 3rd and 4rh 3 ears of His late Majesty Km# William the 4th, intituled 
“ An Act [or effecting an arrangement with the East India Company, and lor the 
better government of His MnjestyV Indian Territories till the flOtli day of April 
i* among other things enacted, that the governor general of India in 
council shall have power to make laws and regulations for repealing, amending or 
altering any laws or regulation** whatever then in force, or theieafter to be in 
torce in the said territories, or any part thereof, and do make laws and regulations 
tor ail persons whether Uiihslror native, foreigners or others, and for all courts of 
justice whether established by His Majesty’s charters or otherwise, and the juris* 
diction thereof, and for all places and things whaisonier within and throughout the 
whole or any part of the said territories, and f >r all servants of the said company 
within the dominions of princes and states in alliance with the said company, save 
Hiui except that the said governor general in council shall not have the power of 
making any laws 01 ; regulations which shall in any way repeal, vary, suspend or 
affect any of the provisions of the now reciting act, or ain of the provisions of the 
acts for punishing mutiny and desertion of officers and soldiers, whether in the 
service of IDs Majesty or the said company, or any provisions of any act thereafter 
to he passed in anywise affecting the said company, or the said territories or t he 
inhabitants thereof, or any laws and regulations which shall in any way affect any 
prerogative of the crown or the authority of parliament, or the constitution or 
right of the (rftld company, or any part of the unwritten I/aws or Constitution of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, whereon may depend in any degree 
the allegiance of any peison to l he Grown of the United Kingdom, or the Sovereign** 
ty or Dominion of the said Crown over any part of tne said Territories. 

And it is hereby provided ami enacted, that in case the court of directors of 
the said company, under such control as by the now reciting act is provided, shall 
signify to the said governor generul in council thpir disallowance of any laws or 
regulations by the said governor general in council made, then and in every such 
case upon receipt by the said governor general in council of notice of such disal- 
lowance, the said governor general in council shall forthwith repeal all laws anil 
regulations so disallowed. And tt is also rovided and enacted, 1 hat all laws and 
regulations made as aforesaid so long us they shall remain unrepealed shall be of 
the same force and effect within and throughout, the said Territories as any act of 
parliament would or ought to be within the same territories, and shall betaken 
notice of by all courts of justice whatsoever within the same Territories, In the 
same manner as any \ ublic act of parliament would ami ought to be taken notice 
of, and it shall not be necessary to register or publish in aijy Court of Justice 
any Laws or Hegulations made by the said Governor General iu CounciU^nd 
it Is thereby also provided and enacted, that it shall not be lawful ftm tpp&id 
(Governor General in council without the previous sanction of the said Court of 
Directors, to make any Law or Regulation wheietty power shall be given to any 
Conrts of Justice other than the Courts of Justice established hv His Majesty's 
Charters, to sentence to the punishment, of death, any of His Majesty's natural 
born subjects born in Europe, or the children of such subjects, or which ahull 
abolish uny of the Courts of Justice established by His Majesty's Charters, 

And whereas by another Act passed in the session Jield iu the3dand4tn years 
of the reign of her present Majesty, intituled 44 an act to consolidate and amend 
the Laws for punishing mutiny and desertion of office sand soldiers in the service 
of|lie East India company, and for providing for the, observance of discipline in the 
Indian Navy, and to amend the Laws for regulating the payment of regimental 
debts and the distribution of the effects of officers and soldiers dying in service," 
reciting that the said company lor t lie safety and protection of the territories 
under their government in addition to their Land Forces maintain a Marine estab- 
lishment theretofore called “The Bombay Marine." hut then the called “ The 
Indian Navy and tMftt by an Act passed in t he Dili year of the reign of King 
George the 4th, intituled *• An Act to extifad the provisions of the East India Mu- 
tiny Act to the Bombay Marine,” reciting an Act of t lie 4th year of King George 
the 4 th, and that it was expedient that discipline should be enforced in the said 
Marine Establishment, in t he manner provided by the said Act of the 4th year of 
King George the Fourth in respect to the other Forces of the said Company, it is 
acted, that the provisions of the said Act of the 4tU year of King George tbs 
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4th, and the rules and articles of war made and to he made by virtue thereof 
should extend and he applied to the service ot “the Bombay Marine/’ and that 
all persona in the service of the said company belonging to the said Bomhuy Ma* 
rine who should he commissioned or irT pay as officers, or enlisted or in pay aa 
non-commissioned officer* or soldiers, respectively , in the said company’s army, 
should he to all Intents and purposes liable to the provisions of the said act 
of the 4th year of His Majesty King George the Fourth* and to the same 
rules and articles of war, and the same penalties as the officers and soldiers of the 
said company's other forces, and reciting that, it is expedient to provide other 
means for enforcing discipline in the said Marine establishment called “ the India 
Navy,” it was amongst other things enacted that for the retaining the forces of the 
said establishment in their duty the governor general of India in council should 
have power to make laws mid regulations for securing the observance of an exact 
discipline in the said service called *• the Indian Navy/' and for bringing to a more 
exemplary and speedv punishment, than the usual forms of the law will allow, all 
officers, engineers, soldiers, minings. seamen and all others belonging to the said 
Marine establishment who should mutiny, or stir up sedition, or should desert the 
suid service, or should coiAmit hiiv other offence which in its nature would he 
cognizable by cunt martial under the now reciting act. or which might be 
against good discipline in naval service, in the same and as full and ample manner 
to all intents and purposes as by virtue of the said act passed in the session held 
in the fid ami 4t,li years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
the said governor general in council then had power to make Any laws and regu- 
lations whatsoever, any thing in the said last mentioned act, or any other act. or 
acts to the contrary notwithstanding And it was thereby provided and enacted, 
that, in case the court of directors of thp East India company, under the control 
of the board of commissioners for the affairs of India, should signify to the bhiiI 
governor general in council their disallowance of unv laws or regulations by, the 
vahl governor general in council made by virtue of the now reciting act, then 
and in every such case upon receipt b> the said governor general in council of 
notice of such disallowance, the said governor general in council should forth* 
with repeal all laws and regulations so disallowed. And it was also provided 
and enacted that all laws and regulations inude as aforesaid so long as they 
should remain iinrepegled should he of the same force And effect within ami 
throughout the said territories as anv act of parliament would or ought to he 
within the same territories, and shfeuld he takpn notice of by all courts of justice 
Whatsoever within the same territories in the same manner os any public act of 
parliament would and ought to betaken mftice of, mid it should not he necessurv 
to register or publish in any court of justice any Jaws or regulations inude by the 
said governor general in council. 

And it wa9 also provided ami enacted, that it should not be lawful for the 
said governor general in council without the previous sanction of the said court, 
ot directors, to make any law or regulation Wlierehv power should he given to 
unv court other than the courts of justice established by the charters ot the 
crown, to sentence to the punishment of death any of tier Majesty's natural born 
subjects bom in Europe nr the children of such subjects.

rine establishment Called the 4< I *dian Navy,” and that nil persons in the set vice of 
the said company belonging tfr the said Indian Nuvv who should be commissioned 
or in pay as officers. <or enlisted or in pay as non-commissioned officers or soldiers 
respectively in the said, company’s artny. should be to all intents and purposes 
liable to the provisions of flie’no'w reciting act, and to the same rules and arti- 
cles of war, and the saiue penalties as the officers and soldiers of the said com- 
pany.' s other forces. 

And whereas it is deemed expedient to place the Indian navy under 6 ’•tides 
and orders as. nearly similar as mav be to those in force in Her Majesty's NttVy, 
and the court . of directors of theJEnst India company |iavc given their prevjbtK 
. sanction to the several enactments hereinafter contained,, and to all and singular 
, the .laws, anti regulations hereby ipade. Now it js therefore herebv enact fed, that 
irom and after the first day of October 1844r, the articles and ordefs hereinafter 
following as well in lime of peace as in time of war shall be duly observed 'and ’put 
In execution in manner ftereiuutier mentioned.

navy being called upon to give evidence at any court martial shall retiiBe to give 
Ins evidence upon oath, or shall prevaricate in his evidence or behave with con- 
tempt to the court, it shall and may he Jawlul tor such court martial to punish 
every such offender by imprisonment at the discretion of the court ; such impri- 
sonment not to continue longer than three months incase of such refusal or prevari- 
cation, nor longer thuii one month in the case of such contempt, and diat. all and 
every person and persons who shall commit Hny wilful perjury in any evidence or 
examination upon oath at any such court martial, or who shall corruptly procure 
or suborn any person to commit such wilful perjury shall and may be prosecuted 
in Her Majesty’s courts by indictment or information, and every issue joined in 
any such indictment or information ahull be tried according to the luws in force 
in such cub i 8 

XII. And it is further enacted, that in every information or indictment to he 
prosecuted by virtue of this act lor any such offence, it shall be sufficient to set 
f 01 111 the offence charged upon the defendant without setting forth dip commission 
or authority for holding the court martial, and without setting forth the. particular 
mutter tried or to be tried, or directed or intended to be tried before such court 

XI I I . And it is hereby enacted, that no sentence of death given by any 
court martial shall he put in execution till after the report of the proceedings of 
the said court shulljiave beenjnuile to the said governor general in council and Ins 
directions shall have been given therein. 

XIV. And it is further enacted, that the judge advocate for the time being, 
or his deputy, shall have full power and authority, and is lieteby lequired to ad- 
minister an oath to any witness at any trial by court martial, and in the absence 
ot thejuuge advocate and his deputy t lie court martial shall have full power and 
authority to appoint any person to execute the office ofjudge advocate. 

XV. And it is further enacted, that all the powers given by the several arti- 
cles uud orders established by this act sliull remain and be in full force with res- 
pect to t he crews of such of the ships or vessels of the Indian navy as shall be 
wrecked, or be otherwise lost or destroyed, and all the command, power and au- 
thority «.f the officers of the said ships or vessels shall remain and be in full force 
effectually as it such ships or vessels to which they did belong were not so wreck* 
ed, lost or destroyed untiltbey shall he regularly discharged from the East India 
company’s further service or removed into some other of the ships or vessels of the 
India navy, or until a court martial shall be held to enquire into the causes of the 
loss of the said ships or vessels ; and if upon such enquiry it shall appear by the 
sentence of the court martial that all or any of the officers or seamen of the* said 
ships or vessels did their utmost to preserve, get off or recover the same, and since 
the loss thereof have behaved themselves obediently to their superior officers ac- 
cording to thediscipline of the lndiun navy, and the said articles and orders herein- 
before established, then all the pay and wages of the said officers and seamen, or 
of such of them as shall have done their duty as aforesaid, shall continue and go 
on and be paid to the time of their discharge or death, or if they shall he 1 lien alive 
to the time of the holding of such court martial, or removal into some other of the 
ships or vessels of the Indian navy, and every such officer and seaman ot the ships 
or vessels of the Indian navy who after the wreck or loss of his sh p or vessel shall 
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act contrary to the discipline of the Indian navy, and the several articles and or- 
ders hereinbefore established, or any of them, shall be sentenced* by the said court 
martial and punished as it the shipor vessel to which he did belong was not so 
wrecked, lost or destroyed 

XVI. And it is further enacted, that all the pay and wages of such officers 
and seamen of any of the ships or vessels of the Indian Navy us are taken by 
the enemy, who upon enquiry at a court martial shall appear by the sentence of 
tlie said court to have done the utmost 10 defend the said ships or vessels, and 
since the taking thereof have believed themselves obediently to their officers 
according to the discipline of the Indian Navy, and the said articles and orders 
hereinbefore established, shall i ontinue and go on and be paid from the time of 
their being so taken to the time of the holding of such court martiul, or until they 
shall be regularly discharged from the East India company’s service, or removed 
into some other of the ships or vessels of the Indian Navy, or if they shall die in 
captivity or not live to the time of the holding of such court martial to the time 
of their death in such manner and not otherwise, as if the said ships or vessels to 
which they did belong respectively were not so taken. 

XVII. Provided always, and it is further enucted, that no person or persons 
not fixing from Justice shalfbe tried or punished by uny court mariial tor ai*r 
offence to be committed against this Act, unless the complaint of such offence be 
made ill writing to the governor general in council or governor in council, or some 
officer empowered to order a court martial, or unless a com t martial to try such 
offender shall be ordeied by the said gnvemoi general or governor in council, or 
such officer either within three years after such offence shall be committed, or 
within one aear after the return of the ship or \essel or of the squadron to winch 
such offender shall belong into any of t lie ports in the East Indies, or within one 
\ear afier the return of such offender into the East Indies. 

J XVIII- Provided always, that nothing in this Act contained shall extend 
or be construed to extend to take away from the lord high admiral ol Great 
Britain or the commissioners for excuting the office of lord high admiral of Great 
Britain’ or any vice admiral, or any judge or judges of the admiralty, or his or 
their deputy or deputies, 01 any ol tier officers or ministers of the admiralty, or any 
others having or claiming any admiralty power, juiisuiction or authority within 

any of the Queen’s dominions, or from any person or court whatsoever, any 
power right, jurisdiction, pre-eminence or authority which he or they, or any of 
them lawfully hath, have or had, or ought to have or enjoy before the making of 
this Act, so as the same person shall not be punished twice for the same offence. 

XIX.! And it is further enacted, that the proceedings of any court murtial 
shall not be delayed by the absence of any of its members, provided a sufficient 
number doth remain to compose such court, which shall and is hereby required to 
sit from day to day, (Sundays always excepted,) until the sentence be given, any 
thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary thereof in any wise notwith- 
standing * and no member of the said court martial shall absent himself from 
the said court during the wholp course of the trial upon pain of being cashiered 
from the East India company’s service, except in case of sickness, or other exira- 
01 dinary and indispensable occasion to be judged of by the said court. 

Act No. XIII. Dated June 15, 1844. 

An Act for malting Trisoolee Pyce no longer a legal tender within the Pro - 
vince of Benares, and for their loithdrawal from circulation . 

It is hereby enacted, that from and after the first day of August 1844, the 
Trisoo'p" P\ee struck f »r the province of Benares, under the provisions of regu- 
lations X. of 1809 and VII. of 1814, at the Saugor Mint, shall cease to be a legal 
tender within the province of Benares. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that until the said first day of August 1844, 
such Trisoolee Pjce shall be received on account of government ami shall be 
exchanged by taie (that is to say, every Trisoolee Pyce paid in shall be received 
as one Company's Pyce, and one Company’s Pyce shall be given for every Tri- 
soolee Pyce presented for exchange) at such treasuries or other places within 
the province of Benares as shall be pointed out for that purpose in any proclama- 
tion of the lieutenant. go\ernor of the north western provinces. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that immediately afier the passing of this 
act, the said lieutenant governor shall issue a proclamation pointing out the 
ire euriea or other places withiu the province of Benares at which such Trisoolee 
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pyce shall be so received a hd exchanged as aforesaid, and notifying any regular 
tions respecti g such receipt or exchange as the said lieutenant governor may 
deem it expedient to establish for the carrying into effeet of the same, for the pre- 
vention of fraud therein, and especially for the rejection of such Trisoolee Pyca 
as may appear to the officer appointed to receive or exchange the same under 
this act to he undoubtedly surplus. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said lieutenant 
governor if he shall see fit, to order that in any case one company’s rupee shall 
be given for every 61 Trisoolee pyce so presented for exchnage, anil that in every 
such case one company’s rupee shall be given for every 01 Trisoolee pyce ac- 
cordingly. 


Act No. XIV, Dated July 6, 1814. 

An Act for reg dating the Proceedings of the Sudder Courts of Port 'Willi - 
am, Port St. George , Bombay and Agra t in regard to sentences of trans- 
portation for life . 

I. It is hereby enacted, that within the territories subject to the govern- 
ment of the East iiidia company, whenever any of the sudder courts shall sen- 
tence any offender to imprisonment for life, it shall at the same time sentence 
such offender to trnnsportion he\ond the sea for life, unless there should be special 
reasons, inducing the court to think such prisoner not a proper subject for trans- 
portation, which special reasons the court is hereby directed to record. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that within the said territories whenever any 
offender shall have been sentenced in the first instance by a commissioner of cir- 
cuit or sessions judge to imprisonment lor life, or whenever a commissioner of 
circuit or sessions judge shall have recommended that sentence of . imprisonment 
for life be passed upon any offender, it shall be competent to a single judge of 
the sudder court to sentence such offender, at the same lime, to transportation be- 
yond the sea for life, and sneb single judge is hereby directed to sentence such of- 
femtarat the same time to tranportaiion beyond the sea for life unless there should 
be special reasons Inducing him to think such offender not a proper subject for 
transportation which special reasons he is hereby lurther directed to record. 

Act No. XV, Dated July fi, 184*, 

An Act for amending the Schedules of Import Duties annexed to Apt XIV 
of 1830, to Act I of 1838, and to A ct VI of l -44. 

r 'W hereas by article 17 ofshedule A annexed to act No. XIV, of 1830, by ar- 
ticle 18 of schedule A annexed to act No. I. of 1833, and by article 19 of Sche- 
dule A annexed to Act No. VI, of 1844, certain rates of duty are to he charged on 
the importation into the ports of Bengal and Orissa, and the ports subject to the 
presidencies of Bombay and i\lndra9,ot cotton und silk piece goods, the produce 
of any place other than the United Kingdom or nny British possession ; and 
whereas it is expedient that the sume rates of duties should be charged on other 
foreign goods of a like description— 

It is hereby enacted, that from and after the first day of January 1815, the 
rates ofduty prescribed for the said articles by the said schedules, shall be charg- 
ed on the importation into the poits of Bengal and Orissa, and the port8 subject 
to the presidencies ofMadras and Bombay, of all manufactures of silk or cotton, 
aid of silk and cotton mixed with any other material, which are the produceof any 
place other than the United Kingdom or any British possession, and of all fo- 
j ! gn made up articles of the said manufactures, or of which any part of the ma- 
terials is of the said manufactures. 

Act No. XVI, Dated July 27, 1844. 

An Act for the increasing the excise and import duties heretofore payable 
to the Government on Salt manufactured within . or imported into the 
territories subject to the Government of the Presidency of Bombay. 

Whereas by Act VI, of 1844, all inland, transit and town duties levied oif 
behalf of the government of the East India company, within the limits of tha 
territories subordinate to the presidency of Fort St. George were abolished, anil 
the impost on salt manufactured and sold within the said territories was raised 
to a rate more in accordance with the tax on the same article borne by others 
divieons of the British possession*; and whereas, alth ough enquiries which hart 
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been instituted as to the origin and extent of certain town duties and local cesses, 
within the presidency of Bombay with a view to their abolition have not yet 
been completed, it is nevertheless expedient in order to equalise the average 
prices of suit within the presidencies of Fort St. George and Bombay to increase 
as well tiie customs duty on imported salt ns the excise duty heretofore and at 
present payable on salt that may be delivered from any salt woik within the 
territories subject to tiie government ot the presidency of Bombay. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the first duy of September 1844, Sect, I 
of Act XXVI I, of 1837, shall be repealed. 

1J. And it is hereby enacted, that from the first day of September 1844, 
there shall be paid to the government on every maund of 3,200 toia9 weight of 
salt that may be delivered from any salt woik within the territories subject to 
the government of the presidency of Bombay a dutv of one company’s rupee. 

III. And it Is hereby enacted, that Sec, XL11I, Act. I, of 1838, shall 
be repealed. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, tli t on application by the exporter from 
any port of the presidency of Bombay of any salt that has paid the excise duty 
fixed by Sec. II of this Act, a certificate shall be granted by the collector of 
customs at the place of export, under authority of which certificate the quant ty 
of salt specified therein shall be landed any other port of the said presidency of 
-Bombay, and shall be passed from such port into tiie interior under cover of the 
passes applicable to the free passage of salt without the ’evy of any further duty 
either of excise or customs. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that so much of Schedule A appended to Act 
I ot 1838 as* provides that on salt imported by sea into any port of the presi- 
dency of Bombay and not covered by a pass, there shall be levied a duty of 
eight annas per maund of 80 tolas per seer, and so much of Schedule B appended 
to Act l ot 1838, as provides that salt having paid the excise duty of eight 
annas a intaund shall be permitted to be exported free of duty from any port or 
place in the presidency of Bombay, shall be repealed. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that on salt imported by sea into any port 
of the presidency of Bombay, and not covered by a pass, there shall be levied 
a duty of one company's rupee per maund of 3,21 0 tolas weight, end that salt 
Laving paid the excise duty of one company’s rupee per maund shall be permitted 
to be exported free from further duty from any port of the presidency of Bombay. 

Act No. XVII. dated August. 10, 1844. 

An Act for the A dminis' ration of Justice and collection of the Revenue in 
the territory w >ich formed the state of Colaba, and which has lapsed to the 
British government , 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the first day of October 184 4 
administration of civil and criminal Justice, the superintendence of the police, and 
the collection and superintendence of the revenues of every description within 
that pprtion of the lapsed territory of Colaba, which is bounded on the East by 
the Nugotna river, and the Talookas of Sunkse and Rnjpooree, on the South by 
the Rewodunda river, on the West by tiie sea, including the islands of Colaba, 
Oonderee and Khandeiee, (Henery and Kenerj) and on the North by the harbour 
of Bombay, shall vest in such agent to the governor of the presidency of Bombay 
as shall be appointed by the governor in council, an 1 shall be exercised by the 
said agent with the aid of such assistants as may be appointed by the said 

governor in council. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the governor in 
council of Bombay, by an order in council, to j rescribe such rules as he may 
deem proper for the guidance of the agent aforesaid, and of all the officers 
subordinate to his control and authority, and to determine to what extent the 
decision of the agent in civil suite shall be final, and in what suits an appeal shall 
lie to the Sadder Udalut, and to define tiie authority to be exercised by ' the agent 
in criminal trials, and wbat cases be shall submit to the decision of the 
Poujdaree Udalut 

HI. And it is hereby enacted, that upon the rempt of sny criminal trials 
referred by the agent under the rules which may be hereafter proscribed by tho 
governor in council, the Foujdaree Udalut shall proceed to pass a final judgment 
or such other order as may, after mature .consideration, seem to the court 
requisite and proper, in the same manner, as if the trial had been sent up in 
Ordinary course from a sessions judge. 
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IV. And it is hereby enacted, that upon the receipt of any appeal from a 

decree of the agent duly preferred under the titles to be prescribed as »fore««ld‘ 
the court of Sudder Udalut shall proceed to try and determine it in the same 
manner as appeals from the Zillah Courts. 1,1 lue 8ttme 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that eajh of he portions of the lapsed terrU 

tory of Colaba not included within tli * boundaries specified in section I of this 
act, shall be subject to the same laws and regulations and shall be governed in 
all respects in the same manner us i lie portions of the territories subject to the 
government of Bombay, by which portions of the said lapsed territory raav be 
respectively surrounded, or to which such portious of the said lapsed territory 
may be respectively contiguous. t * 


Act No. XVIII. Dated Sept, 7, 1844. 

An Act for the better control and management of Jails icithin the Benoal 

Piesidency . J * 

I. It is hereby enacted, that so much of the provisions of any regulation 
of the Bengal code, or of any act of the goierninent of India, as \esfs the 
judges of circuit, the commissioners of circuit, the superintendents of Police 
and the Sudder Nizainut Adawlut. with control and superintendence over the 
several jails of the presidency of Fort William in Bengal, the prisoners con- 
fined in them, the establishments thereunto belonging, and the places of banish- 
ment or transportation of prisoners, is repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that the whole of the said control and 

superintendence shall be vested in the magistrates and j >int magistrates acting 
under the instructions of the zillah and city judges, and that the magistrates 
joint magistrates and zillah and city judges, shall be guided in regard to all 
matters relating to the jails under tlirir charge, the prisoners confined In them 
the establishments thereunto belonging, and the places of banishment or trans- 
portation of prisoners, by such orders as they may receive from tlieir respective 
local government. 1 

Act No. XIX. Dated Sept. 14, 1844. 

An Act for abolishing Town Duties and Moohauts, and all Taxes upon 
Trades and Proftssions within the Pre iden y of Bombay. 1 

It is hereby enacted, that, from the 1st day of October 1844, all town duties 
Kusub Veeras, Molitu' fas, Ballootee !nx<s and cesses of every kind on trades 
or professions under whatsoever name levied within I lie presidency of Bombay 
and not forming a part of the laud Revenue, shall be abolished. * * 


Act. No. XX. Daiid Oct. 26,1844. 

An Act to amend the law relating to ndoarues bond tide made to agents intrus^ 
ted with goods , by ex'en, big to the territoiies of the Bast India company in 
cases governed by English law , the proiisions of the statute b and 0 Victo* 
ria C. 30, as altered by this act. 

Whereas by act XI 11 of 1840, the provisions of the statute 4, Geo. IV, C. jB3, 
as altered and amended by the stnlun G Geo. 1 V, C. 94, were exten4ed to the ter- 
li'ories of the East India company, in casfs governed by English law ; and where- 
as bv thesfaiute 5 and 6, V ctoiia,(\ ?9 the said statute 6, Geo. IV. C, 94, is altered 
and amended, and the piovisions iht-ieof aie extended : 

It is hereby enacted, that i he siaiute 5 and 6 Victoria C. 39, asalteied by this 
act, shall from and after the passing of this act, be extended to the territories of the 
East India company ; provided alv\ ays, that this act shall not be consltued to af- 
fect any case which would not have been govered by the law of England before the 
passing of the last mentioned statute, if this act had not passed, or to extend or al- 
ter the juiisdiction of Her Majesty's courts of justice. 

The statute hereby extended to the tenitories of the East India company and 
as altered by this act, is as follows ;

An Act to amend t' e law relating to advances bond fide made to agents in - 
trusted with goods. 

Whereas by an act passed in the (5th year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George 1 lie fourth, itmtuled an act to alter and amend an 
<5 G. 4, C. 94- act lor the better prolect'ou of the property of merchants and 
piheis who may hereafter euter into the contracts pr agreements 
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in relation to goods, wares and merchandise intrusted to factors or agents, vali- 
dity is given, under certain circumstances, tocontiacis or agreements made with per- 
sons intrusted with, and in pos-'ep&ion of the documentor title to goods and mer- 
t handize, and consignees, making advances to petsons abroad who are intrusted 
'viih any goods and merchandize, aie entitled, under certain circumstances, to a 
Jien fheieon, but under the said act, and the present state of the law, advances can- 
notsattty be made upon goods or documents to peisonsknowu to luve possession 
theieof as agents only : and whereas l y the said act it is amongst other things further 
enacted, “ that it shall be lawful to and for any peison to contiact with any agent 
intrusted with any goods, or to whom the sane may be consigned for the purchase 
ot any such goods, and to receive the same of and to pay fm the same to such agenr, 
and such contiact and payment shall be binding upon and good against t lie owner 
ot such goods, notwithstanding such person shall have notice that the peison making 
such contract, or on whose behalf such contract is made, is an agent , provided such 
contract or payment be made in the usual or the ordinaiy course of business, and 
that such peivon shall not when such contiact is entered into or payment made, 
iiave notice that siuh agent is not authorized to sell the same, ot to teceive the said 
purchase money and wheieis advances on the security of goods and merchandize 
have become an usual and oidiriary coui-e of business, and it is hereby expedient 
and necessary that leasonable and safe faciliiits should be afforded thrielo, and 
that the same protection ami validity should be extended to bona fide advaucts up- 
on goods and merchandize as by the said recited act is given to sales, and tli^t 
owners intrusting agents with the possession of gcods and merchandize, or of do- 
cuments of title thereto, should in all casts wheie such owners by the said recited 
act or otherwise would be bound by a contractor agreement of pledge or lien for 
any advances bona fide made on the security then of, And wherea9 much litigation 
has arisen on the construction of the said recited act, and the same does not extend 
to protect exchanges of securities bond fide made, and so much uncertainty exists in 
respect thereof, that it is expedient to alter ami amend the same and to extend the 
provisions thereof and to put the law on a clear ami certain basis lie it iheufore 
enacted by the Queen's most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the lords spiritual and lemporal anti commons in ibis present pailia-

Act No. XXI, Dathd Novrmbp.ii 1$, 1841. 

An Act for regulating the Emigration of the Native Inhabitants of the 
Territories under the (y'oret time at of the E ist India Company to Jamaica , 
British Guiana and Trinidad. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that act No. XIV. of 1839, and ail acts repealed 
thereby so far as the same are applicable to the emigration of natives from the 
ports of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay respectively, to Jamaica, British Guiana, 
and Trillion 1 respectively, are repealed. Provided always that the aforesaid 
act No. XIV of 1839, shall remain in full force in ail the par 3 of I udia, except 
the ports aforesaid, mid In r^uuid to emigrants from India proceeding to other 
places than J uikikm 11i itish tjunina, Tiinidad and Mauritius. 

II. And it, is hereby elected, that alter the passing of this act, emigrant 
laborers, being nmive inhabitants of the territories under the government of the 
East India Company , shall he allowed to pa-'S and to be conveyed to Jamaica, 
British Guiana, and Trinidad respectively, from the ports of Calcutta, Mudms 
and Bombay respectively, but. not otherwise. 

III. Amt it is hereby enacted, llut at each of the three ports aforesaid, it 
shall be luwful for the government of the presidency within which the pori jg 
pituated, to uuthopze such persons as may be nominated by the governments ot 
Jamaica, British Guiana or Tiinidad, »o act us emigration agents at the aforesaid 
ports respectively, and to exercise the powers conferred on emigration agents 
by this act, and ever v such emigration agent shall make monthly reports to the 
government to which he is subordinate of all matters transacted by him in 
pursuance of this act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that at each of the three port9 aforesaid it 
shall be lawful for the government of the presidency within which the port is sitti 7 
ated to nominate a proper person to act as protector of emigrants at the aforesaid 
ports respectively. 

V. And it is lierebv enacted, that it shall not be lawful to convey anv emi- 
grant, being a Native of India who iaa> embark for the purpose of laboring lor 
hire in any of the colonies of Jamaica, British Guiana or Ti inidad from any of the 
ports aforesaid in any ship or vessel unlpss a license be obtained for carrying emi- 
grants in such ship or vessel from the government of the presidency in which the 
port is situated. A fee not exceeding one rupee per emigiunt 09 may be regulated 
from time to time by the local government, shall be demandahle in respect of 
every such license, which fee shall be carried to the credit of the said government, 
and the granting or withholding any such license shall he entirely discretionary 
with the government, and in considerufon of such license the master of every 
ship conveying or destined to convey emigrants from India hall execute a bond 
binding himself and Ins owners in a penal sum of 10,000 rupees to conform to the 
several conditions herein provided, and the said bond shall be executed in dupli- 
cate that it may be put in suit either at the place of execution or in the colony to 
which the emigrants are to be conveyed, ami one copy shall be forwarded to ‘the 
government of such colony to be dealt with as the case may require. And every 
ship or vessel in which any such emigrant shall be conveyed without a license be- 
ing obtained as aforesaid shall be liable to he forfeited, and the master thereof 
shall be liable as for u misdemeanor in a fine of 1000 rupees lor every such emi- 
grant so illegally conveyed. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the master of 
any vessel licensed as above to receive on board any emigrant laborer, ns above 
provided, uuless such laborer shall have in his possession and show a certificate or 
pass to begtven to him by the emigration agent of the port, countersigned by the 
protector, stating his name and the name of his father and his age, and certifying 
that having appeared before such agent he has declared his willingness to proceed 
to work for hire in the colony to which such vessel is hound and has been engaged 
by him as an emigrant to such colony on the part of the governmentthereof, 7 
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VI r. And it is hereby enacted, that before any ship or vessel so licensed to 
carry emigiaut laborers as abo^e provided, shall be cleared out from any of the 
atmesaid ports lor any one of the three colonies aforesaid, it shall be necessary 
lor the master of such ship or vessel, provided any emigrant ol the description 
aforesaid shall embark therein, to obtain from the emigrant agent so nominated 
and authorized at such port usuforesaid, a certificate under the hand of such agent 
to the effect following, that is to sa} — 

1st. That such agent has by personal communication done what is required 
on the part of such agent by the 3d article of the schedule hereunto annexed, pro- 
vided ulwa\s that every such agent shall make the inquiries specified in sucli 
schedule in an open court or public office to which all persons shall have admission. 

ally. That all the directions contained in the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th articles 
of the said schedule for ensuring the health and safety of passengers have been 
duly complied with. 

3d I y . That (in addition to the directions contained in tbe said schedule) such 
rules have been complied w th as the governor ueuerul in council shall from time 
to time frame touching the medical attendance and medical stores and the proper 
clothing to be piovided. tnut species of provisions suited to native habits, the 
number of women that should accompany the emigrants, or other matters. 

VIII And it is hereby, enacted, that the probable lengths of the voyages to 
Jamaica, British Guiana and Trinidad from the porta atoresaid respectively shall 
for the purposes of this act be deemed to l-e 
For the port of Calcutta twenty weeks ; 

For the port of Madras nineteen weeks; 

For the port of Bombay nineteen weeks ; 

and that no ship or vessel currying emigrant laborers to Jamaica, British Guiana 
or Trinidad shall sail from Calcuttta, Madras or Bohinay, at any other time than 
between the 30th day of any September and the 1st ot March next thereafter 
ensuing. 

IX. And it, is hereby enacted, that before anv ship or vessel shall be cleared 
out from any of the aforesud ports for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, it 
shall be necessary for the master thereof to deliver to the einication agent, so 
nominated and authorized to such port as aforesaid, the list specified article 10 of 
the said schedule, und to obtain such duplicate thereof as is required by the said 
article. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that if the master of any ship or vessel 9hail at 
any of the ports aforesaid take on hoard such ship or vessel any emigiant 
laborer ol the description aforesaid, and shall clear such ship or vessel for Jamai- 
ca, British Guiana orTtinidad without having fully complied wiih every particu- 
lar hereinbefore required previous to clearance he shall be liable on conviction 
before any magistrate or justice of the peace in a penalty of *JU0 rupees for every 
emigrant laborer so taken on board liis ship or vessel, 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that if the master of any ship or vessel shall 
after having cleared such ship or vessel ut any such port as aforesaid for Ja- 
maica, British Guiana or Trinidad take on board any such emigrant laborer as 
aforesaid without having entered such emigrant laborer in such list as aforesaid 
or without having obtained such duplicate as aforesaid containing the entry of 
such emigrant prior to clearance, he shall be liable on conviction before any 
magistrate or justice of the peace in a penalty not exceeding 500 rupees for every 
emigrant so taken on board his ship or vessel. 

XII. And it is hereby nacted, that if any master of any ship or vessel 
cleared for Jamaica British Guiana or Trinidad as aforesaid shall, after having 
obtained such certificate as aforesaid fraudulently do or suffer to be done any 
act or thing whereby such certificate shall become inapplicable to the altered 
state of the ship or vessel, its passengers or other mutters to which such certifi- 
cate relates, such master shall be liable on conviction in any penalty not exceed- 
ing 5000 rupees, beside incurring a forfeiture of any bond executed in considera- 
tion of any license obtained for the vessel as originally described. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, for the greater security against emigrant 
laborers being embarked for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, contrary to 
the provisions of this act that all the powers vested by law in the officers of 
customs in regard to the searching and detention of ships or vessels, or other- 
wise for the prevention of smuggling on board thereof, may be exercised by such 
officers for the prevention of the illegal embarkation of such emigrants as afore- 
said on board ships or vessels bound for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, 
pad of other ounces against this act j and it is further enacted, that all yilou 
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in Hie service of the East Jndia Company shall be invested with the same powers 
and be charged with the same duties as preventive officers of customs in this 
behalf. 

XIV. And it is herehy enacted, that every person who shall attempt by 
means ot intoxication or by false imprisonment, or other means of crimping to 
export any native on board any ship or vessel contrary to the provisions of this 
act shall be liable to be punished on conviction before a magistrate in a tine not 
exceeding 50 > rupees, or imprisonment not exceeding six months, provided that 
nothing in this act contained shall prevent the offender from being proceeded 
against by indict ment, but the offender shall only be liable to ope 0 / these 
courses of proceeding. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that wheneyer a vessel shall clear from Cal- 
cutta for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad with emigrant laborers duly 
embarked thereon, the customs officer on board such vessel shall countersign 
the pass or certificate brought on board such vessel, by every such emigrant 
laborer, and shall .keep R register of e ery such emigrant laborer as may come 
on board. And spell cystoma officer shall remain 011 board such vessel until she* 
shall arrive in Saugor roads and shall not come away until a muster of the crew 
and passengers and emigrant laborers has been made in his presence and in that 
of the pilot in charge of the vessel \ and after the customs officer has taken mus- 
ter and quitted the vessel the pilot shall continue to exercise the duties indicated 
in section XI 1 1. of this act, and it shall be laiyful for him if he shall deem it ne- 
cessary to require the master or commander to take a general muster of the crew 
and passengers and emigrant laborers on board and to sign a muster roll so taken, 
mid every such custom house officer and pilot shall make a complete report of the 
emigrant laborers on board of any ship at the time of his quitting the some, and 
such report shall contain a declaration that to the best of the declarant’s belief, no 
additional emigrant laborers have been received on board since obtaining the cer- 
tificate, and that nothing else bus been done or omitted to be done in the shi or 
vessel contrary to the provisions of this act, and every such report or muster, if 
any, shall be transmitted without delay to the emigration agent of the port. And 
any custom house officer or pilot who shall wilfully make a false, erroneous or in- 
complete report of the emigrant laborers on board of any ship, or who shall con- 
nive at the unauthorized embarkation of any such emigrant laborers, shall be lia- 
ble, besides dismissal, to a fine of 500 rupees, coinuiutable, if 110 L paid, to impri- 
sonment in the Calcutta jail for six months, and the penalty shall be adjudged 
in like manner as similar penalties are adjudged for offences committed in respect 
to the customs revenue. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall forge or shall use, 
knowing it to be forged, any document required by this act such person shall be 
liable to be imprisoned for any period not exceeding seven years. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, flint all the several penalties to which the 
masters of ships or vessels are liable by this act, shall be enforced by information 
laid before any justice of the peace at tiie instance of tiie emigration agent or of 
any officer appointed for the purpose by the government of the place • r presiden- 
cy, or may be enforced by puffing in suit the bond given by the master, if sucl) 
bond has been giveu in consideration of the license grauted to the ship.

t. The governors of Jamaica, British Guiana and Trinidad may from time

S, Every so'ch emigration agent shall ascertain by personal communication 
with every emigrant previously to his or her embarkation from the port or place 
for which sucli agent shall have been appointed, that sucli emigrant has not been 
induced to emigrate by any fraud, false or unreasonable expectation, and is aware 
of the distance of the colony to which he or she is about to emigiate fipm flip 
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place where he or she is about to etnbaik ; and such agent shall explain the real 
adv ant ages likely to hedenved by such emigrant from a removal to such colony, 
at the same time cautioning such emigrant uguinst unreasonable and unwarranta- 
ble expect ions ; and such agentjshall also ascertain that every such emigrant is in 
good health, and not incapacitated from lubour by old age, bodily infirmity, or 
disease. 

4. It shall not be lawful to ship on board of any ship or vessel carrying 
emigrants from India to any of the colonies aforesaid, any number of passengers 
exceeding the proportion of one person for every two tons of the registered burthen 
of such ship or vessel, and no such ship or vessel carrying emigrants and having 
more than one deck, shall have less than the height of six feet at the least between 
decks, and in case such ship or vessel shall have only one deck, a platform shall 
be laid beneath such deck and in sucli maimer ns to afford a space of the height of 
six feet at the least, and that such platform shall not be so laid as the lower beams 
shall project above he same, and that no such ship or vessel shall have more than 
two tiers of berths, and that no such ship or vessel shall carry passengers on any 

4 such voy age to an ( > of the colonies aforesaid unless there shall be an inteival of six 
inches at least between the deck or platform and the floor of the lower tier 
tmoiighnut the whole extent thereof ; and whatever may be the tonnage of the 
ship or vessel, no greater number of passengei s shall be taken on board of such 
ship or \essel tlmn shall be after the lute of one such person for every twelve 
supeificial feet of the lower deck or platform unoccupied by goods or stores not being 
the personal luggage of such person. 

5. In the compulation of the number of pessengers witiliin the meaning of 
tlie*e Regulations, two children unde the age often years shall be considered as 
t^ual to, and shall be reckoned as, one person only. 

6 There shall be actually laden on board of every ship or vessel, conveying 
emigrants into any of the colonies aforesaid at the time of departure of such ship 
or vessel from the port or place at which such laborers shall be rttihaikrd, good 
and w'holesorne provisions for the use and cnn*uiuption ol the said passengers over 
and ahqve the victualling of the crew, to the amount or hi the proportion follow- 
ing, that is to say, a supply of water to the amount ot five gallons for every week 
of the computed voyage for every passenger on board such ship or vessel, such 
water being carried'in tanks or s w et casks, and a supply of rice, bread, biscuit, 
flour, oatmeal, or bread stuffs to the amount of seven pounds weight to every 
week of the computed voyage for every such passenger; provided always that 
when any such ship or vessed shall be destined to call at a port or place in the 
course of her voyage, for the purpose ol filling up her Water casks, a supply of 
water at the rate beforementioned for every week of an average voyage to such 
port or place of calling, shall be dtemed to be a compliance with this regulation, 
and provided that the preceding regulation regarding food shall be deemed to 
La\e been complied wit li in any case when it shall be made to appear, that by the 
special authority of the governor general of India in council any oilier articles of 
food were substituted for the articles above enumerated as being in bis judgineut 
equivalent thereto. 

7. Before any such ship or vessel shall be cleared out on any such voyage, 
fhe agent appointed for thp port or place from winch such ship or vessel si all be 
/cleared out, shall survey or cause to be surveyed by some competent person, the 
piovisions ami water hereinbefore required to be on board for the consumption of 
passengers, Slid shall ascertain that the same are in good and sweet condition, and 
also that over and above the same there is on buaid an ample supply of water and 
stores for the victualling of the crew of the ship or vessel, and shall also ascertain 
that such ship or vessel is generally reputed sea-worthy and that the diiections 
hereinbefore contained for ensuring the health and safety ot the passengers have 
been complied with, and shall giant a certificate thereof under his hand to the 
master of such -hip or vessel.

The parent, guardian or near relation, must then add his certificate as to 
the t^uth of the declaration which must be similar to that ordered to be annex- 
ed to the extract from the Parish register. 

Theabovemontioned certificate, (and declaration In cases where a declara- 
tion shall be required,) are to be annexed to the petition to be written by the 
candidate, and they are to sign a declaration thereon, that they have read these 
printed instruction. The declaration is to be signed by the parent, guardian 
or near relation of the candidates respectively. 

Candidates will be interrogated in an open Committee as to their charac- 
ter, connexions, and qualifications, couformably to the General Court's resolution 
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of the 6th July, 1809. The nature of this interrogation may he known on ap- 
plication to the clerk of ihe college department. And thp following Rules and 
Regulations are to be observed with respect to the examination of candidates : 

Each candidate shall produce testimonials of good moral conduct, under 
the band of the principal or superior authority of the college or public 
institution in which he may have been educated, or under the hand of the 
private instructor to whose care he nay have been confided ; and the said 
testimonials shall have referrence to his conduct dm mg the two years imme- 
diately proceeding his presentation for admission. 

Each candidate shall be examined in the four Gospels of the Greek Testa- 
ment and shall not be deemed duly qualified for admission to Haileybnry 
college unless he he found to possess a competent knowledge thereof; not on- ' 
Jess he be able to render into English some portion of the work* of one of the 
following Greek authors Homer, Herodotus, Xenophon. Thucydides, 9u- 
plvocles. and Euripides ; nor unless he can render into English some portion of 
the works of one of the following Latin authors ; — Livy, Terence, Cicero, Taci- 
tus, Virgil, and Horace ; and this part of the examination will include ques- 
tions in ancient history, geography, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in modern hi-tory and geography, 
and in the elements of mathematical science, including the common rules of 
arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, and the tir*t four books of Euclid. 
He shall also be examined in moral philosophy, and in the evidences of the 
Christian religion ns set forth in the work of Palev. 

It is however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the 
depart moots of literature or science, comprised in the foregoing plan of 
examination, shall, at the discretion of the ex ttniners, be considered to com- 
pensate for comparative dc th’icncy in other qualifications ; and also that, the 
examination shuli be so conducted as to give to each candidate reasonable 
time to prepare himself for the said examination. 

A student publicly expelled the college will not be admitted into the com- 
pany's civil or military service of India or into the company's M ilitnrySemliiary. 

No person can be appointed a writer in the company’s service whose age 
is less than eighteen or more than tweiitv-threo years, nor until he shall have 
Teaided two terms at least, In the college, an l nliall have obtained a certificate 
signed by the principal of his having conformed himself to the statutes and 
^regulations of the college. 

On a Student’s appointment to he a writer after he has left the coliege, a 
legal instrument is to be entered into by some one person (to be approved by 
the court of Director* binding himself to pay the sum of £3,000 as liquidated 
damages, to the company, for breach of a co\enant to be entered into by 
the student’s nomination hath not been in any way bought, or sold, or ex- 
changed for any thing convertible into a peenniaty benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate 
of the principal, which is granted with reference to the industry, proficiency, 
and general good behaviour of the students. 

8uch rank to take rfFect only in the event of the students proceeding to 
India within six months afui they are so ranked. 

TERMS OF ADMISSION FOR SUDENTS, 

One hundred guineas per annum, for each student : a inoiety whereof to 
be paid at commencement of each term, there being two in the year, besides 
the expense of books and stationery. 

Students to pro* id* themselves with a table-spoon, tea-spoon, knife amt 
fork, half a dozen towels, tea equipnge and a looking-glass; also, with not less 
tbaatwo pairs of sheets, two pillow esses, aud two breakfast cloths. 

Ten guineas to be paid on leaving college by each student, for the uee of 
the philosophical appuratus library.

RECKONING OF TIME PASSED IN COLLEGE. 

The East India Company having established a college in England, for thjs 
appropriate education Of yjffng men dtsimed for their civil service in Indio, it 
will therefore be expedient that, under certain circumstances, the timeapeot by 
such young men in the said college after they shall have attained the age pf 17 
yea’s, entitles them to filename privileges as they would have been entitled to, 
if they had been resident sucii time in India, and it has been enacted that all 
time not exceeding two years, as shall be bona fide spent in the college, in the 
regular course of such education, by any person, after they shall respectively 
have attained the age of 17 years, provided they shall bona fide spend, either 
before or aftpr 17 years of age, two years at least, in the said college regular 
course nfsheh education, and shall afterwards ga to India, iu the civil service of 
the said company, shall he appointed a9 to tiie offices, places, and appointments, 
which such persons are entitled to be appointed to, and tp hold, as so much 
time actually spent in India. 

Extract from a t ublic General Lett r from the Hon. the Court of Di* 
rectors stated the 12 h June , 1 816. 

Para. 20, We perceive by the abstract of the Act of the 53d of the pre- 
sent majesty, chap. 1 05, annexed to your list of civil servants, dated 31st May, 
1844, that according to your construction of that act, a civil servant may now, 
upon his arrival in India, receive £500 a year, but this is most assuredly p 
mistake, the act ahovementioned lias shortened the period two years, which 
it was required previously to the passing of that act, for a servant to have re- 
sided in India to enable him to receive more than 1,500, 3,000 or 4,000 poundsa 
year; but it has not shortented the period which it was required previously 
thereto, for a servant, to have resided as above-mentioned, to enable him to 
receive more than £500 a year ; consequently that remains the same as it was 
before the act of the 53d was passed, namely three years. Allowing, with res- 
pect to the servants educated at Hertford college, the time not exceeding two 
years, passed in that institution after they were seventeen, to be considered a# 
time passed in India, and this will be your guide in future. 

And whereas, by virtue of an act passed in the forty-seventh year of the 
reign of h : e said late Majesty, all such time as shall be bona fide spent in the 
college established in England by the East India Company, for the education of 
their oivil servants by any person after they shall respectively have attained the 
age of seventeen years, is accounted ns to certain offices, place and employ- 
ments, which such persons are entitled to hold in India, as so pinch time ac- 
tually spent in India, provided that such persons shall, either before or after 
seventeen years of age, spend two years at least in the said college ; and whereas 
it is expedient, that the privilege so granted, should, under certain circumstances, 
be extended to young men, who may have sfient less time then two years in 
regular course of education at the said college ; be it therefore enacted, that 
all such time uot exceeding two years, as shall have beeu or will be bona fide 
spent in the said college in the regular course of such ednealion as aforeeajj}, 
by any person after they shall respectively have attained the age of seventeen 
years, who shall have proceeded or shall hereafter proceed to India in the civjl 
service of the said company, shall be accounted as to all offices, places ami 
employments to which such persons are entitled to be appointed, and to hold 
the salary, perquisites and emoluments whereof shall not exceed the gum of ope 
thoueapl live hundred pounds. 

In adjusting the original rank of the writers of 1808-9, and subsequent 
years, 1 have made it to commence from the 30th A pi il, of the years they 
Severally stand appointed to, boding it very difficult to adjust it, according to 
the old established rule, or form, the date *f the arrival to this country of the 
j$rst writers of each season, several g> ntlemen of one season having of late years 
arrived at this presidency before any of the writers nominated to a preceding 
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season, which according to the old rule, would make the arrival of a writer of a 
subsequent season establish the original rank of all the writers of a preceding 
season. These difficulties will be obviated by the present arrangement, without 
creating any inconvenience. • — — 

PURCHASE OR SALE OF APPOINTMENTS FORBIDDEN. 

Any person who shall be nominated to a situation in the service ofthe East 
Iadia company, and who shall have obtained such nomination in consequence of 
purchase or any corrupt practise whatever, either wrect or indirect, by himself 
or by any oth< r person, with or without his privity, shall be rejected from the 
service of the company, and ordered bac < to England, if he shall have proceed- 
ed to India before a discovery of such corrupt practice be made; and if such 
situation shall have been so corruptly procured by hinnelf, or with his privity, 
lie shall be rendered incapable of holding that or any other situation whatever 
in the company's service, provided always, that if u fair disclosure of any cor- 
rupt transaction or practice of the nuture before described, wherein any director 
lias been concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the party or parties engaged 
in the same with such director, the appointment hereby procured shall be cou*

VACANCIES HOW TO BE FILLED UP. 

A strict adherence to the prohibitions contained in an act made in the 
thirty-third year ol the late reign, in respect to the filling up and supp’ying 
vacancies in the civil service of the E. 1. company, liasbeen fiftind impracticable, 
without detriment to the public service, or injury to the just claims and meri- 
torious exertions of individuals, and a modification <>• the said Act having been 
in part adopted in the Act of the forty-seventh of the same reign, lelntive to 
the Scholar’s education at Htrtford College; it lias been enacted that any of- 
fice, place or employment, the salary and perquisites whereof shall exceed the 
sums of fifteen hundred pounds, may be grunted to and conferred upon any 
civil servant who shall have been actually resident in India in the company's 
service, for the space of four years antecedent to such vacancies ; and if the 
salary, perquisites, and emoluments, shall exceed the sum of three thoisand 
pounds per annum, such office may be conferred upon any ol the said servants 
who have been actually resident in India seven years, at, least, in the whole ;

The f blowing rules for the grant ol leave of abaenee and for regulating de- 
ductions from ^alarms and deputation allowances having been approved mid 
passed by the hon’hle court of directors are published for general information* 
and will take effect, in all the presidencies, settlements and stations under the 
government of India from the date oflhe arrival of the gazette containing 
them inrespect to all leave of absence granted after that date. The notes in 
italics show the interpretation put by the council of India upon the rules in 
their application to cases not sp ciftcally mention' d.

G (h) An officer of the Civil Service at Madras obtained leave fot six months to visit Egypt on 
rivate affairs, with permission to embark at Bombay. The home authorities observed from the

No. 20 of 1840. 

OUR GOVERNOR OP THE PRESIDENCY OP PORT WILLIAM IN BENGAL. 

Para. — I. We have to acquaint you that we have adopted the following 
regulations with respect to the grant of extensions of leave to members of the 
India civil establishments repairing to this country under the absentee regula- 
tions or on special leave of absence, viz: 

That civil servants coming to England under the absentee regulations or on 
special leave, shall immediately on their arrival, report themselves with their 
address, hy letter to our secretary forwarding at the same time the certificates 
which they received iu India. 

That in all cases of leave, civil servants be required to join the establish- 
ment to which they belong at the expiration of the term, for which leave may 
have been granted, unless they shall have obtained an extension of it from us, 
six months before the expiration of the said leave. 

That extension of leave will not in future be granted by us except In cases 
of sickness certified to our satisfaction or incases in which it shall be proved 
that a further residence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

That when under any such circumstances a civil servant shall have obtain- 
ed an extension of leave to a given period j he must at the expiratiou thereof 
apply for, and obtain, our permission either to return to his duty or to reside 
a further time in Europe, failing iu which he shall be liable to be struck off 
the list of civil servants. 

That, the act of the 33d Geo. 3d. cap. 52. Sec. 71, as it respects civil ser- 
vants applies only to cases of sickness, infirmity, or inevitable accident, and 
that no civil servant be hereafter considered eligible to rerurn to the service 
after five years absence under that enactment who has failed to obtain from us 
agreeably to the foregoing regulations, an extension of leave under the circum- 
stances referred to in the act. 

2. We desire that the foregoing regulations be published for general infor- 
mation and that each civil servant returning to this country under the absentee 
regulaations or on special leave be furnished with a copy of liis guidance.

(22) A Civil Servant of the N. W. Provinces, having returned from furlough on, his arrival 
at Calcutta stated to the Government of Bengal in the General Department that he had applied 
to his own Government for employment there and desired to Officiate temporarily in any of tho 
Civil or Criminal Courts at the Presidency pending the receipt of instructions from Agra. He wax 
informed in reply that the rule of practice iu the service was tnat Civil servants attached to (ho 
N. W. P at the time of their departure for furlough shonld be re-attached to that same division pf 
the Bengal Presidency immediately on their return from the same: unless for special and satis- 
factory reasons the Civil servant desired a change and the head of the respective Government 
saw no objection. It was added that the applicant was at liberty directly to proceed to Allahabad ; 
there to await the further orders of the local Government; and further that all applications for 
acting or at other appointments should be addressed to the private Secretaries of the Heads of 
Governments— and that the one Government under such circumstances as those under review 
would not take the services of an officer belonging to the other Government without previous 
onsultation and arrangement, 
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SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCE.

* joinior merchant,* * factor or writer,’ reckoned by the 12th, 9rh, 6ih, and 3d 
years from the first dating of their actual residence. That allowance is granted 
to civil servants * out of employ’ or not holding a permanent office so long as they 
may not be suspended or dismissed from the service. It has only apparently 
been maintained by a bye-law of the hott’ble compuny but. its rights appear to be 
held on nearly the same principle as the principal pay proper of military rank. 

The rates of subsistence are as follow :

Tnese Allowances have usually been denominated a s the ‘ reduced subsis- 
tence to civil servants out of employ/ that term (' reduced’) apparently hear- 
ing allusion to certain compensations, the company allowed'at the earlier 
period of their commerce, as may be gleaned from the old records about the 
year 1786 91. They were then regulated at the same rate of exchange, as was 
assigned for the salary ot' the governor general, which exchange, had reference 
to the specific value in silver of the current rupee expressed in English money— 
Hence one current rupee was valued at one shilling, nine pence and parts of 
a farthing, and the sterling amount of all legalized income was converted at the 
same rate into the current and sicca rupees. Since the new coinage an addition 
of a rupees 8 annas per cent, is made on sicca value for the company’s rupee, 

Subsistence allowance is chargeable only so long as the officer may remain 
within India limits by express or implied perrnissionof the governor of his own 
presidency, and without any official employment. It ceases whenever those 
limits are passed; nor is it regained or resumed until return to India iu the 
actual service of the E. I. company. — - 

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE?,* 

By an order of government, general department, dated 2nd October 1878, 
travelling allowance was restricted to cases of joining a first appointment and the 
same rule was extended to chaplains, medical and other officers. That rule has 
exceptions however in special cases under authority from an order of government. 

Junior officers having once drawn the allowance for a near station on the 
first trip, have been considered entitled to a further allowance on removal, when 
not at their own wish, but by express order of uovernment, thenee to a remoter 
station. But if Mr. A. B. draws travelling allowance ior Midnapore and not 
liking that station after reaching it requests to be sent on the Cuttackffie will not 
receive any travelling allowance for the distance between Midnapore and Cuttack. 

By a resolution dated 1st June 1830, the civil Auditor was directed to fix the 
Tates of travelling allowance with reference to the rates In use at the post office. 
They were signified at 8 annas per mile with exception to the D.lhi and Oude dis- 
tricts where the charge was 12 annus, and in the Juan pore division one rupee. 

These rates genet ally governed the grant of travelling allowance, and were 
. calculated by a table ot distances printed by the post master general which also 
gave the additional charges made for certain routes direct from Calcutta, the 
cross distances also were ussertained by special application to the same authori- 
ty. Since the publication of captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distance, 
exhibited therein, have been adopted. 

The time for travelling from one to another station had also been regulated 
by alio waii^r one day for every ten miles of such distances, and a week (or 7 
days) over and abote such computed time. A delay beyond which involved 
forfeiture of salary. 

By the more recent rules of 29th January last, other periods are assigned of 
one, two and three months for 300, 600, Sec. miles on exceeding which the lose of 
salary and by a month more that of office takes place. 

By these rules 8 annas per mile by Tailor’s polymetrical distances is the 
general allowance made when due under their specific provisions. This advan.

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taorehas been extender! to civil'servants out of employ, when deputed to act at. a 
distance, and they are allowed a charge at the same rate as that sanctioned, 
in the c *seof a first appointment.

Covenanted officers and others employed in the Interior of their own dis- 
tricts on settlement and police duties draw a travelling allowance at the rate of 
Rs. 5 per diem upon the countersign of commissioners o( < ivisions and the su- 
perintendent of the police, provided their other allowance do not exceed 23,000 
It* per annum. Rule V 

Commissioners and Officiating commissioners of Division atvd superinten- 
dent of Police — draw a specific allowance of 250 Rs. on the same account for 
the circuit of their own jurisdictions whilst they hold rcsptctive charge.

FURLOUGHS AFTER TEN YEARS’ SERVICE. 

Are granted under Paras. 21-23-24-25-20, of the despatch of the Borible 
Court, dated 8th December , 1824. 

That after an actual residence in luuia, in the civil service, of the ten years 
or upwards, a covenanted civil servant of the company, upon either of the 
establishments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, (24) shall be entitled, whether oil 
account of ill health, or from any other cause, and without reference to his 
private fortune to come once to Europe on leave for three years, and t * receive 
for that period, from the company’s cash, an allowance of £'00 per annum, 
provided that in no case shall a greater number of servants come liQtne under 
this regulation annually, than seventeen from Bengal, nine from Madras, and 
six fiom Bombay; nor shall a larger numher of servants who may have come 
borne under this regulation, be absent in the whole at one time, than fifty, out 
from Bengal, twenty-seven, from Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that 
the preference shall be given, first to servants producing medical certificates 
upon oath, that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoration 
of health, and then to servant* ir^ their order of seniority according to the rank 
assigned to them by the court of directors in the gradation list of the service. 

23. The servants coming, in the first instance to the Cape of Good Hope 
for the benefit of their health, and being compelled from the same cause to come 
from thence to Europe, without previously returning to India, shall be consi- 
dered as entitled to tlie benefit of the foregoing regulations. 

24. That, in all cases, as well in those of servants coming in the first in- 
stance to the Capo, a* well as of those coming direct from India, the said al- 
lowances be considered as commencing from the date pf leaving India and ter- 
minating at the expiration of three years from that date, or at £he time of 
arrival in India, whirl* ever m»v fi»«t hnpnen.

(33) Sir W Nona, Recorder of Prince of Wales Island, proceeded to the place of his destina- 
tion not irom any part of the United Kingdom hut from the Island of Ceylon. Though it was 
ruled that he ootild not claim uny thing as aright under the Act 53d Geo Hi Cap 155, Sec 80, 
still lu consideration of the avoidable expense attending liis removal, he mbs allowed the sum 
of 3,000 Ks for passage money. . . 

(24) Mr A B a China Servant having withdrawn his acceptance of the retiring pension

, LE PRECLUDING RETURN TO DUTY AFTER ABSENCE OF FIVE YEARS. 

(95) No person, who shall have held any station whatever m India of the service of the East 
a Company being uud6r the rank ot degree of a Member in Council, and who having departed 
iru in India by leave of the Governor General in Council shall not return to India, within the 
space of five years next after such departure, shah be entitled to any rank or restoration of office 
or be capable of again (serving in India in tho civil line of the Company’s service, unless it shall be 
proved to the satisfaction of the Court of Directors that such absence was occasioned by sickness 
or inrormity, or unlesssuch person be permitted to return with his rank to India by a vote or re- 
solution passed by way of ballot, by three parts in four of the proprietors assemblecf in a General 
Court especially convened forthat purpose, when eight day’s previous notice of the time and 
purpose of such meeting shall be given m the London Gazette,, 33, Geo HI Cap 52 Sec 78. 

/MI T FURLOUGH IN INDIA. 

(2fi) On a reference as to whether a civil servant could draw his furlough allowance in India, 
and take lug fnrlough without proceeding to Europe it was ruled that a civil servant could not 
take furlough and remain in India so as to save his residence : because firstly the Hon’ble Court 
of Directors granted the furlough indulgence for reasons which wmfld not hold if the servants 
remained in India; secondly because au officer by taking furlough and remaining would deprive 
another,of the privilege ; and lastty, because a civil servant remaining in India out of employ 
has thp special subsistence allowance of his rank and therefore cannot neeJ the special separate 
allowance assigned the servants absent on Furlough. The Hon’ble Court have however, allowed 
ttaetr servants to take their furlough at the Cape of Good Hope, when for special reasons they 
have desired to remain there instead of going on to England, and doubtless this precedent wUi , 
vppty to all places within the limits laid down in the present leave of absence Rules. '* 
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Fourth . If the Applications received by Government before the 1st No- 
vember, of any year, should not equal in nnmber, the available furloughs cal- 
culated as above, the same may be taken by servants either on sick certificate 
or otherwise at any time of the year following, until the number shall be com- 
plete.. Wh£n it may be so, further certificates on aceount of lapsing furlough* 
shall not be granted, except on the applications being accompanied by sick cer- 
tificates; the lepses in the course of the year being reserved to meet the de- 
mands of the service according to the principle laid down by the Honorable 
Court of Directors that is with the due preference to caseB of sickness, and seniority. 

Adverting (27) to the inconvenience likely to arise both to the Government 
and to the Members of the civil service, from the withdrawing of applications 
for furlough after they have been granted, the Governor General in Council has 
been pleased to determine, that, henceforward, any civil servant who shall with- 
draw bis application for furlough after the same has been granted, shall be con- 
sidered to have employed one year of the term allowed for that indulgence : 
unless the Government, on any case submitted to it, shall be satisfied that 
strong and sufficient reasons, which could not be foreseen when the application 
for furlough was mad ', have prevented its being carried into effect. 

Individuals desirous of proceeding on furlough are hereby apprised, that 
applications for furlough only are in the first instance to be addressed to the 
Secretary to Government in the General Department ; and then an affirmative 
answer having been received, the usual forms with regard to relief from the 
change of office, and (28) certificates from the offices of account, which aro 


EXCEPTION TO RULE. ^ 

(27) This rule though always liable to he enforce*!, is uot always enforced. But each case is 
^decided on its own mcrils. Another case which may arise with regard to the rule under review 
is illustrated iu the following correspondence. 

To the Secretary of the Governor General NWP Simla • Sir, with reference to the “ Rules'* 
for regulating the grant of furlough, copy of which whs transmitted to me with your letter of 
, the 3lst October last No 2802, 1 shall be much obliged if you will inform me as to the following 
point, viz. whether iuy application lor furlough submitted last year ceases to have effect with 
the expiration of the present season or otherwise; and in the hitter case, whether I am at liberty 
still to withdraw it, without incurring the forfeiting specified m the rules for non acceptance 
of furlough when granted 

2d, Because m the event of ipybein^ considered an applicant for the ensuing season, but 
with the option of withdrawing rny application without prejudice to my furlough at a future 
tune, I beg leave lo withdraw inv application for furlough accordingly, but I would not wish to 
do so at the eventual sacrifice of one year of the usual term. 

id. My reasoii lor soliciting the above favor at the present time is, that I have heard it said 
that my former application fer furlough will be considered in force for the ensuing season, and 
that 1 am uot at liberty to withdraw the same, hut with the loss of one year to my terma&furlongh 
hereafter. Such construction of the rules 1 had never heard of before, and I cannot helpthinking 
it a mistaken one , but as the subiect is of some importance to me, I trust I shall be excused in 
soliciting to be put right iu regard lo it.

OFFICERS WHO IIAVE’SEAVED IN AGRA AND BENGAL. 


(28) In cases where officers have served both in the N W Provinces and in Bengal Prtiper 
they must get certificates of no detn itids from the Accountant General, tho Revenue Accountant 
at Calcutta, and from the Civil Auditor at Calcutta, also from the Revenue Accountant Agra 
and the Civil Auditor Agra. Where there are uo outstanding balances trie applicant lor 
furlough can immediately take his departure Where there are, ho must either wait for their 
adjustment before, or tender security for their due adjustment after, his departure. In one case 
an officer got certificates of no demands from all the offices ot Account and Audit, except (bat of 
the Civil Auditor of the N W Provinces in whose account there was an item in inefficient balance 
of a contingent bill amounting to about 20 Rupees, and which would be susceptible of adjustment 
on the 15th of the month, on the 5th of which the Officer was about to sail. The Government 
under the circumstances of the case refrained from detaining liim from proceeding to Europe 
by adhering to the usual practice of calling for a guarantee from his agents, and .gave the usual 
papers to allow the embarkation for furlough. In another case, on the breaking iff) of (lie Dacca 
Provincial Court, its accouuts and records w ere sent by the Judge in charge of the Provincial 
Court under orders direct from the Sudder Dewauny and Nizamut Adawlut to that Authority. 
In these accounts tnere were unadjusted sums detected agaimt the Judge in charge of the Court. 
For 5 or 6 years by a complication of deticulties, these accounts, remained unadjusted* It may 
be as well to mention tlmt the principle cause of difficulty in adjusting the debit against the Judge 
arose front the accouuts ot the Dacca Court having been sent to tbe Sudder Dcwanny and 
Nizamut Adawlut contrary to the form of distribution required at the time of the dissolution of 
the Provincial Court The Government decided that the Judge could not be blamed for the non 
adjustment of the accounts and the debit against himself as he was warranted a concluding from 
the directed orders of the Sudder Dewanny and Nizamut Adawlut that they intended by it* 
suing the orders they did, to relieve huu from the duty of adjustment, &c. 
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prescribed in the case of civil servants returning to Europe, are to be observed 
in the department in which the party is officially employed. 

The rules above referred to having been fulfilled, application is to be made 
to the Secretary to the Government in the General Department for the certifi- 
cate (29) (30) of permission to proceed on furlough prescribed in the flri*t part 
of the 32d paragraph of the printed despatch from the honorable the court 
of directors, dated the 8th of December 1824, and for the usual (31) licence 
to be received on boardthe ship in which the applicant may Intend to pro. eed, 
specifying the name of the ship and tne time fixed for her departure from Ben- 
aral. Civil servants f ruceeriing on certificate of ill health will ahn furnish 
themselves with the (32) certificate from the managers of the civil fund, re- 
quired by the despatt h above quoted, and will transmit a duplicate of such 
certificate to the seen tary to the Government in the general department. 

Civil servants intending to retire from the service or $o leave the country 
upon furlough, shall give notice thereof to the accountant of the department 
to which they belong at least three months before the date on which they pro- 
pose to leave the country in order to allow that officer to ascertain and bring 
to adjustment, as far as possible, any items of accost standiug to their debit in 
the public books.

JUNIOR FURLOUGHS. 

* The interpretation put upon the Resolution relating to the claim of servants who had been 
compelled by ill health to go to Europe before completing HI years set- vice in India, to a furlough, 
after they should have served tlmt period, had been considered doubtful. It has lately been 
ruled by the Home Government that in the event ot such parties preterrmg an application for 
leave ot aiisenie on private attuirs after completing the picscnbcd term of service, it will be 
within the discretion of the local Government to comply therewith, always having reference 
however to the wants of tiie public service. Rut it is only in cases mi which parties may be coin 
polled by ill health alter 10 years service to go to England a second time, that they are entitled to 
any pecuniary allowance lor such second uoseucr, aud then only to the difference between £300 
per annum lor three years, anil the amount draw n during their first absence. 

LIMITATION OF PRIVATE AFFAIRS LEAVE 

(33) The Home authorities with reference to that part ot this resolution which allowed of- 
ficers to go home on private affairs leave in anticipation, have ordered the strict observance of 
the pimcipals laid down in the subjoined. 

Extract Despatch to Fort St George in the Public Department , dated 2 0th April , 1826.

(36) Messrs. Money, Edinonstoue, Uoiun and Trench, memorialized the Court of Director 
praying that as the confident expectation under which they left India of being granted furloughq’ 
in the season 1839-40 had not been realized, and as their was a great probability of some of them 
being again disappointed in the ensuing season furloughs might be advanced to them in excess 
of the usual number for the season in which they left India, viz. 1838 30, the same to be deducted 
from the authorized number of furloughs in the year or 3 ears in which a furlough might fall to 
tiny of the memorialists. By this arrangement the memor ilists observed tli it tha claims of other 
parties would not he interfered with, their own Service would be available at a much ealier 
period than they other w-ise could, as the proposed plan would have the effect of completing their 
three y ars of furlough towards ti e end of 1841 , when they would return to their duty in Bengal, 
and not any additional charge would be thrown upon India. To meet however the possible case 
of the furlough allowance being advanced to an individuals who, when his time came, might not 
be alive to claim it, the memorialists suggested that to guard against such contingency, security 
might be required for the repayment of the amount received 

In consideration of the peculiur circumstances in which the memorialists where placed, the 
Court of Diiectors determined as a special case, to comply with their prayer and to treat them 
as on furlough from the date of their quitting India. The Court offered the same boon to the othe»* 
g( nllemeii who left India under similar circumstances, but it was made a condition with each 
of them that, if he availed himself, of the indulgence, he should return to India at the expiration 
of his three years absence. 

This is not to be quoted as a president : and the Court positively ordered that permission to 
gentlemen to return to Europe in anticipation of their procuring futloughs, should be never in 
future granted, it being their firm determined not to permit any servant hereafter to receive 
the absentee, allowance, who should not have been admitted by the local government lo the beue-> 
fit of tho regulations previously to leaving India, excepting only such servants, as, having pro* 
ceeded on account of ill health to some place within the limits off he Company’s charter 01 to 
the Cape of Good HOpo, might be compelled by the same cause to go from thence to Europe- 
' ' yuidiY 

(37) Suppose a Civilian who has returned from his regular furlough to Europe after 10 year’s 
actual residence in India, is obliged to proceed on medical certificate, either to tne Cape or Hills 
v ithin a few mouths after his return ; in such a case is he to proceed merely upon the subsistence 
allowance granted to Civilians, oris he entitled to the allowances of his appointment (should he 
have oue) subject merely to the usual deductions ? The query in fadt is, —is the regular fuflough 
to Europe to be considered the same ns sick leave? for, it so, a Civilian must serve 3 years before 
)ie can go on sick certificate, although a Military man may have leave as often as necessary.

(39) In esses of extreme mental imbecility a friend may submit the application in behalf of 
the invalid, may be perm tted to receive the usual passage Money, and sign the Salary bills.

7th. Since that date Mr. Cracroft’s resignation has been received; the 
Gentleman’s salary was 41,800 being that of a 2d judge of circuit under the 
old system, considering of this amount the excess above 36,000 as personal, 
his honor in council deems 6,000 to be available for augmentation of the 
inferior grade of salaries of civil session judge. Thus the total amount at pre- 
sent available is 24,000, but in addition to the nine gentlemen named as filling 
the office of civil and session judge, a tenth. M. Revanshaw, draws the same 
allowances of 28,000 as an additional civil and Thuggee session judge, and the 
crimiual duties to be performed in the trial of these offenders, are at last of equal 
responsibility and grade with those of ordinary sessions ; his honor in council is 
therefore disposed to admit the claim of this gentleman to be placed on the same 
footing in point of salary. 

8th. Thus there are ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,000 
rupees from the 20th February, but irorn that date till the departure of Mr.

0th. In the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate magistrates. Of these the chiet magistrate of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24 pergunnahs are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hon’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, have 
been appointed under an arrangement not before the court at the time of issuing 
their orders. Thggppointinents having been substituted for those of joint 
magistrate and deputy collector. 

10th. The despatch of the hon’ble court contains no orders specifically .’re- 
ferring to these officers, but his honor in council is of opiuiou that the priueiple 
of the orders will apply, and therefore that the office ol magistrate must be es- 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 

11th. Of the twelve magistrates appointed in Bengal three are drawing 

18.000 Rs per annum and the remainder 12,000. The right honorable ihe go- 
vernor general has proposed to fix the equal salary of 15 JMU per annum for this 
class of officers, in which case Messrs. Ouslow, Gilmor^nid Klliott would lose 

3.000 per annum, and the remaining nine would obtain a corresponding 
increase. This would involve a net charge of 18,000 per annum, to meet which 
their is no deduction available from the salaries ot officers of the same class, and 
as these officers were not embraced in the previous orders of the honorable 
court, and there has been no special salary assigned to thia class of officers which 
was intentionally distributed unequally upon the principle ot keeping the total 
the same, it cannot he assumed that there are vacancies of the higher grade..

According to the strict principal of the hon’ble 
court's despatch, there is no fund from which to provide for these officers the 
increases allotted to them, and as expediency of dividing the magistrate’s 
office from that of collection’s, appears now to be very generally admitted in 
Bengal, it may not be considered of so much importance to seek prospecthelv 
for the means of raising the salaries of the magistrate-collect r9 in the mannor 
proposed by the court. 

24th. It is observed however, that the cause of there being no collector- 
magistrates on the higher salary of 28,000 is the same, as remarked in the case 
of the collectors only, viz. the suspension of promotions to the higher rade 
The entire half therefore of the number of these officers may, on the same 

principle, be deemed entitled to the augmentation though they have not re- 
ceived it, in which case the fund, though in abeyance, exists for raisins thl 
whole to 26,000 from the 20th February last. ® 

25th. In the business of administration there are evidently three distinct 
duties to be performed. The collection of revenue, the administration of ci- 
vil justice, and the preservation of the police and peace of the country. 

20th. The natural provision for the performance of these duties is through 
separate officers for each, and if heretofore the police and peace have been 
united first with the administration of civil justice, and subsequently with the 
collection of revenue, the doubling-np of distinct duties has been a necessarv 
imperfection arising from thedesiie to diminish the number of public offioers 
as well for the sake of economy as from the want of servants in sufficient num- 
ber of provide separate officers for all three duties. 

27th, The latter want is not at present felt because of the extraordinary 
supply of civil servants furnished by the hon’ble court in the years 1826 1827 
and 1828. 1 9 

28th. Of the fifty servants nominated in each of these yeare, forty have 
now passed there tenth year, which is a period of service at which full compe- 
tence for the most responsible duties is of necessity reached. It is this conditi- 
on of the service which enables the government and seems to require of it to 
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provide separate officers for each of the three classes of ministerial duties, 
which have of utcessity to be performed in every district. 

29«h. The only class of officers remaining vo be noticed is that of in.ie* 
pendent joint magistrates and collectors,, who have always been appointed at 
out stations. Of these there are at present nine, of whom five receive 18,000 
per annum, aud four 12,OUO. If in order to follow out the principle laid down 
by the hon ble c< urt it be deemed necessary to equalize these allowances and 
consequently it should be dettnnineu to place them all on the scale of 15,000, 
there will be an excess of 3,000 beyond the amount required to raise the small- 
er salaries which may be added to the allowances of the magistrate colletois, 
making a further addition to than of 30 rupees each per annum; but his 
honor, in Couucil is inclined to respect the rights of incumbents of the olass> 
under review, and wool 1 not therefore order a present reduction, more speci- 
ally as they are hot inc uded amongst the ilas-cs revised by the hon’ble court, 
SO that the salary assigned is not in contravention of any orders of the hon’bie 
court. Moreover iu several instances the separate print office at the out sta- 
tion bad existed at the same salary for a long time, aud though of necessity 
known to the hou’ble court, they have not been ordertd to be reduced— his 
honor in council therefore, instead of equalizing the allowances of these out 
station officers, prefers establishing 18,000 rupees as the ordinary salary of 
them, and seeking to reduce their number by a new distribution of ziilabs so 
as so abolish the lower grade on 1,000 per mensem. 

30th. There is an in'eiior class of officers not entered in the list called 
joint magistrate' and deputy collectors of the 2d grade ou the salary of head 
assistant under the old system, \iz. 8,400 pt r annum. 

8Lst. These officers were until lately divided into two classes, the higher 
of which received 1,000 per mensem. These have now however been entirely 
absoibed. The abolition of the gradution Bystem will therefore have no appli- 
cation to the remaining single grade of these officers, which, as au useful aid in 
troublesome districts may require to be maintained. 

5 2d. it only remains to uotice the individual cases '.—these are the case 
of M. W. Young, secretary to the board of customs, salt and opium, to whom 
the hon’ble court confirm his previous allowances of 30, 00 but direct the sa- 
lary of- the secretary to board ol customs, salt and opium, to be reduced to 19, 

28.000 on a vacancy. This reduction will of com se take effect. 

33d. The cases of Mes>rs. Harvey and Mills require no orders, as both 
these officers are now commissioners, — The case of the salt agent of Hidgeiiee 
and Tumlook is again referred to by the hou’ble courl The salaries of these 
officers were, in the previous despatch, ordered to be reduced from 50,000 to 

42.000 Mr. Barlow, the suit agent ot Ilidgellee, as an incumbent, is entitled to 
Continue upon his present allowance! of 50,000 but Mr. Martin appointed in 
August 1835 upon u salary of 30,000 

34 h. It is not clear to the president in council whether this latter salary 
shall be laised. 

35th. Having thus disposed of the questions arising out of this despatch, 
bo far as they apply to Bengal, — ordered, that copy of the above resolutiou be 
sent to the right hon’ble the governor generul for his lordship’s information. 


CONSTRUCTION GF ACT REGARDING LIMIT SALARIES. 


Extract from a public general letter from the hon'ble the court of dir cc- 
tors, dated the 12th June 1816 

Para . 20 We perceive by the abstract of the act of the 53rd of ids pre- 
sent majesty, chapter Lo5, annexed to your list of civil servants dated 3l‘st May 
1814, that accordingly to your construction of that act, a civil servaut may 
now upon his arrival in India receive £.6,500 a year, but this is most assured- 
ly a mistake, to act above mentioned has shortened the period two years 
which was required previously to the passing of that act for a servant to have 
resided in India to enable him to receive more than 1,500 3 000 or 4 ; 000 
pouqds a year; but it has not shortened the period which it was required pro- 
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viou«1y thereto for a servant to have resided as above mentioned to enable him 
to receive more than £.000 a year, consequently the remains the same as it was 
before the act of ti e 53rd was passed, namely, three years allowing with res- 
pect 4n the servant, education at Herfort college, the time not exceeding two 
years passed in that institution after they were seventeen, to be considered as 
time parsed in India, and this will be j-our guide Id future. 


NO ONE OFFICE SALARY TO BE PAID TO TWO OFFICERS AT THE SAKE TIME. 

Th* -court of directors have laid it down as a positive rnle that they 1 can 
4 on no account consent to the salary of an office being issued to two .persons 
4 for the same period of time.* 

ORDFlt FOR TAYMENT OF SALARIES. 

No oalnrariea can be paid by the sub-trr a surer, at the presidency till after 
the publication in the official gazette of auhority for their being paid on a 
specific 1 date. j 

NO SALARIES TO BE DRAWN IN ANTICIPATION OF AUDIT. 

No civil s< rvants or civil employees (except under very peculiar circum- 
stances, such for instance ns those in which an envov and his suite in central 
A*in ate pieced,) can hr excused for drawing their salaries or those of others in 
the i r abstract, in anticipation of the audit. 

RETRENCHMENT ON AUDITED BILLS. 

On n question of whether the Government in the case of its having a claim 
jagainst the drawer of an audited salary hill would recognize the bona fide 
transfer by endorsement to a third party, — it was' noticed that it was the 
praotice of the Government to order retrenchment to be made through the 
civil auditor p-* spectively upon the hills that might be subsequently for audit, 
and that government could scarcely imagine the case in which it would 
interfere between the audit and poyment of a bill passed to an officer to whom 
the sum passed was absolutely due at the time of audit. 

SALARIES UNDER 10 YEARS SERYICE. 

Mr. A. B. Collector and magistrate at Uajeshuye applied for full salary of 
hi« nppninment for the peiiod when in conquence of his standing being less 
4hn» 10 years he received n lower allowance than that of the office* This ap- 
plication was not complied with. 

SALARIES OF MEMBERS OF COUNCIL NOT LIABLE DEDUCTION. 

On an application from Bombay as to the allowances of Mr. A. B. second 
member of council at the Presidency whole absent at the Neelgliery Hills the 
reference was answered by an intimation that the rules deductions in cases 
of absence could not apply to salaries fixed by Act of Patliament; but that 
tlie forfeiture of salary during absence, unless the office should rejoin would 
apply to member of Government. 

SALARIES OF SPECIAL RRSUMFTION OFFICERS. 

The rule for the promotion of spicial Deputy-Collectors, as laid down by 
the supreme Government, this — ‘ that no resumption officer shall be raised to a 
‘ higher grade of salary, in consequence of the promotion of a junior in another 
4 line of the service, unless the Deputy Governor of Bengal determines that his 

* meritsare such, that he would ha\e been promoted instead of that junior, but 

* for his employ ment in the resumption line.* 

POWERS TO RECEIVE SALARY. 

Messrs. A. B. and On. applied to Government to receive under full power 
from Mr. E F. a Civil servant, certain arrears of salary due to him. The Go- 
vernment sanctioned the Sub Treasurer paying the arrears in question to Messrs. 
A. B. and Co. on duly audited salary bills. The application to "Government 
was necessary, for without its sanction in such case the Offices of Pay and au- 
dit cannot pay or audit Buch bills. This is a circumstance not sufficiently 
adverted to by agents g> ne< ally . 

TANJORE COMMISSIONERS. 

On the Taujore commission being placed ii*abeyance by or ?ers of July 
3838, tire salaries of the Commissioners were placed upon the same footing as 
those of Commercial Officers, whose situation were abolished consequently up- 
Dii (he withdrawal of the Company from tbeir E. I. Trade ; this gave them 1 
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of their previous full salaries, whilst nut of employ, and remaining } upon 
their nomination to any other office of inferior salary. 

CARNATIC COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. A. D. holding the above appointment submitted in expectation of 
being able finally to close the commission on the 1st of September 1839, instead 
of the 30th of April 1840, the latter being the date that had been fixed for is 
extinction by orders of August 1st 1833, hi9 title to the fail allowance of 3,000 
Rs. per month for 20 months, to which the appointment had been raised*— and 
asked that even if he should leave India before April 30rh,184 0,an equivalent 
shonld be paid over to him ; and laid stress also upon the fact of his not hav- 
ing taken the annual month’s leave or his Furlough, as giving him a claim to 
draw additional salary. It was ruled that all such claims and pleas were in ad- 
missible, that the month‘s leave was an indulgence, n >t a right ; and that the 
zealous servant who worked assiduously and brought his duties to n close, soon- 
er then anticipated, had his reward in a reputation for zeal and superior adility, 
hut could not be allowed the salary of the additional time, that a less diligent 
person would have taken to do the same work. Further the continuance of salary 
lor a period after a servant bad left India for Europe is prohibited by act of 
Parliament. 

SPECIAL COMMISSIONS ON CIVIL S E R V ANTS. 

In some cases receive a Deputation allowance 0,600 Rs. a month. In some 
a substantive salary, and in some instances no deputation allowance at all — a 
Government prosecutor has in one or two instances receive a deputation allow- 
ance oi 300 Re. 

LAW COMMISSIONS' 8. 

The Law commissioners having claimed und* r 3 and 4 Wm. IV. Chap 80, 
Sec. 65, a salary 66,000 Rs. per annum instead of 50,000 us at present fixed, 
were informed that the sum of 59,000 Rs. having been settled, by rule passed 
several years before the appointment of the Law commissions, as the highest 
for any person not a Member of Council, they must be regarded as coming with- 
in its operation. 

A GENERAL RULE FOR THE PAYMENT OF TIIR ALLOWANCE OF CIVIL 
SERVANTS WHEN EMPLOYED TEMPORARILY IN OTHER STATIONS OF 
THE SAME PRESIDENCY, OR DEPUTED TO ANOTHER PRESIDENCY 

Whenever a servant aituched to one presidency shall obtained temporary 
employment under another presidency, and shall desire to draw the ullowuoces 
of his substantive office at the place or in the presidency to which lie li s been 
deputed, he shall apply to the Gove n merit of his presidency for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to grant him a certificate of the amount salary less deductions, 
to which he is entitled, and the Civil Auditor of the Presidency in which he is 
doing duty shall, on the strength of that certificate pass to him a monthly sum 
ou account, as the Civil pay of the other presidency ; ttie amount so passed to 
be made payable at the treasury of the place where t he officer is employed un- 
on duplicate or triplicate receipts, and to be adjusted in account by the Account 
or Accountant General of the presidency, as n remittance to tiie debt of the 
presidency on account of which it is paid. With respect to divisions of the 
Bame presided cv, as the Collectors of one division are in the habit of granting 
bills on those of the other, which are adjusted through the two offices of ac- 
count, the Governor General in Council, adopting the suggestion of the Accoun- 
tant General, determines that when an officer of the N. W. Provinces, may be 
deputed to officiate withiu those of the Government of Bengal, or vice versa, 
the salary by t of his substantive office being transmitted for audit to the Audi- 
tor of the proper division, shall by him be forward to the Collector of the dis- 
trict where it is ordinarily payable, and that office shall, if it be duly receipted, 
issue and transmit t<f the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, pa j able to 
the individual at the Treasury of the place where he may be employed on duty. 
Such bills to be granted at par without any charge of hoondeean. 

This complex process is wimetimes superceded by taking the certificate of 
the Officer himself (upon honor) and by passing a biii with the charge of one 
per cent., if coming within the other rates, and that of 9th June 1834. 

The last named runs thu$ : * The Uou’bie the Vice President in Council if 
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pipped to direct that Collectors or other Officers in charge of public Treasuries 
shall, on the application of covenanted Civil Officers of Govern meat on leave 
of absence within the limits of the Presidency authorized to draw their pay from 
any such public treasuries, great Remittance bills f r the amount of the allow- 
ances of such absent officers upon the Revenue Treasuries nearest the place of 
which they may reside on leave, the bill so grant being however restricted to 
the net amount of day due, i. e. minus the several deduction which maybe 
made by the Civil Auditor in favor of Government or on account of funds, Sc c. 
which are to be credited in the accounts in which the allowaness may be charge- 
able to Government, viz. those of (he divisions or Zillahs to which the Officers 
on leave stand appointed.’ 

The bills granted under this rule to Officers who may be on leave on account 
of private afftirs will be subjected to a premium of one per cent. Bills grant- 
ed to Officers who may be absent on medical certificate will be exempted from 
fiuoh premium. 

BANK AULRS. 

The appointment of writers appears to have been originally established by 
an Act passed in the 24th year of his late Majesty, Geo. III. Cap. 25, Sec. 43 
prescribing admissions between the ages of 15 and 22 years. 

The Act 47th of the Qeo. III. Cap. 08, prescribed the passing oftwoyears 
or four terms in the College established in England for the education of such 
persons as were intended for the Civil service in India, 1 and so much of the 
time spent therein after the age of 17 years shall be accounted as time actually 
spent to India.’ This is to qualify them to draw certain salaries under the 
limitations assigned in previous Acts. 

Original rank was computed under an order 

General Department, 3 d of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors dated 3d 
July, 1795. of July, 1795, assigned to writers appointed in 

any season who at the time of appointment were 
residing in India, the commencement of their periods of actual service of India, 
from the time of their arrival at the Presidency to which they were nominated, 
of the First Writer appointed in Europe of the same season. And to Writer* 
appo nted in Europe their periods of actual service in India as commencing from 
the time of their arrival at the Presidency at which they were to serve. 

It may be remarked however that In process of time the former of these 
Rules appears to have absorbed the latter, and to have been observed as the* 
general rule of dating Original Rank. 

It is also to be remarked that the periods of seniority were in practise' 
computed from such duties of original rank reduced by one year below the 
terms specified in the Act : as follows, viz. 

For a Senior Merchant , 11 years or on entering the 12th year from the 
date of original rank. 

Junior Merchant , 8 years or on entering the 9th year. 

Factor, 5 years or on entering theCth year, and income tenable by law, 
was likewise regulated or rated by the same periods: although strictly the 
completion , of 0 years, 9 years, and 12 years, was denoted by the Acts. 

In July, 1827, it appears the Hon’ble Court entered into a further definition 
in reference to certain questions proposed by the Madras Government; and in 
these words : 4 Previously to the enaotment of 53d Geo. III. Cap. 155, it was our 
practise to forward to your Lists of the relative rank of writers appointed 
from time to time to your Establishment: under the authority of that enact- 
ment, regulation were framed for the Government of the College of Hailey- 
bury, one of which provided that the relative Rank of Writers should by 
fixed by the College Council, and specified in the College certificate subject 
however to loss of Rank, in the event of the Writer failing to proceed td 
India within a specified time. The term of service as Writer, Factor, Juniov 
and Senior Merchants, has reference to the periods of service specified in 
Paragraph 17 to 19 of the Appendix No. 63, to # the second report from the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on the company*! affairs in 
1810, viz. 
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* After five years Writers became Factors, after the 

A. S. years Junior Merchants, and after three years further 

5+=8 years . Senior Merchants, the first of which periods includes 

8-f“3=ll years . time spent at our College at Haileybury.’ 

Upon another occasion inconsequences of a referrence from this presidency, 
the Hon’ble Court’s decision wai given as follows thro’ an order of Government, 
dated 15th November 1831 • * That in computing the term of service requisite 
to qualify civil servants when out oi employ to draw the substance Senior Mer- 
chants, Junior Merchant, and Factor, the same principle shall be observed as 
Parliament baa prescribed in fixing the qualifications for holding Offices of 
certain emolumc nts, viz. Actual residence in India in the company’s service 
allowing however, time passed in the Haileybury College as provided for in the 
Act 47, c. Geo. 111. cap. 68.’ 

PRECEDENCE IN OPPrCB. 

The last Act on this subject makes, it lawfol for the Government of India to 
appoint any meritorious civiljservant under the rank of member of council to 
courts, Boards, and other official establishment in whcih several servants bold 
office collectively, and ordains ‘ that such servant shall take precedence at or 
in such courts, boards, &c. according to the seniority of his appointment as a 
member thereof although he may hereby not take precedence therein according 
to the seniority of his appointment in the service.’ (39) 

HAILEYBURY RANK. 

The Act passed in the lOrh years of Geo. IV. cap. 16 extended the pri- 
vileges (granted, by the Act 47th of Geo. III. cap. 68 in favor of young men who 
may have spent a less time than two years in the college establishment in Eng- 
land, and enacted * that all such time not exceeding two years bona fide Bpend 
in that college after the age of 17 years years, on proceeding to India, shall 
be accounted as time spent in India, in regard to offices, places, and employ- 
ments, which such persons are entitled to be appointed to hold, the salaries 
perquisites, and emoluments whereof ahull not exceed the sun of one thousand 
flve hundred pounds per annum,’ 

BANK OF CIVIL SERVANTS RETURNING TO INDIA AFTER FIVE YEARS, 
ABSENCE IN EUROPE. 

When and as often as many person having held any civil situation in India 
in the service of the said company, and having departed from India by leave of 
the Governor iu Council, or Governor in Council, shall be resorted to the said 
company’s service after an absence of five years from the time of such depar- 
ture ; such person from and after such restorations shall take rank and pre- 
cedency only according to the time he shall have passed in the service of the 
•aid company at the period of his departure from India, and on his return to 
.India. If any other civil servant or servants at the settlement to which he shall 
belong, shall then have passed a greater or the like length of time in the ser- 
vice of the sahl company as the person so restored had passed when he left 
India, the person so restored shall be placed and take rank immediately 
below suoh other civil servant or servants ; any matter or thing to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

SENIORITY. 

The more recent provisions of the Act 3 and 4 Will. IV c. 85, S. 187. 

* So may of the said students in reference to those at the college at Hniley- 
bury &9 shall have a certificate from the said college of good conduct during the 
time of their residence therein, shall be subjected to an examination in the

N. B. The order of Rt#k is now settled by the hon'ble court and the 
Governments of India are informed by periodical communications specifying 
the names of Writers, the period passed after the age of seventeen, the date of 
the conn’s order and that of sailing for India, with a reference for llank to the 
certificates held by the individuals respectively. The date however do not 
appear to indicate any change in the mode previously adopted of computing 
seniority by actual service with an allowance of time passed in college in 
England. 

Temporary absence under the furlong rules, does not interfere with the com- 
putation of original rank or seniority in the service, unless such absence be pro- 
longed beyond five years ; in which case restoration become necessary. Hence 
alt the period of non-residence incidental to those rules or uot exceeding five 
years at any one time is included in that of seniorty. 

Temporary absence from the presidency to whi ‘h the officer belongs, with 
the express leave of the Government of India, limited by rule to two years is 
likewise included in the period of seniority, or so long as he may continue withiu 
the geographical limits of such leave. But any absence without such leave 
must be held pr< judici il to rank as also evr ry refusal to renew the term thereof. 

Withdrawl from the service by a Civil Servant joining any mercantile 
concern or firm has been held a relinquishment, or surrender of the original as 
well as the local appointment, and all rank in the service ceases thence-forward. 
Such surrender involvtsa necessity of formal Restoration by the authorities at 
Home. Upon such restoration the loss of llank would follow uuless it be made 
express ‘ without prejudice 1 to it. 

Suspension or removal from the service affects rank under the provisions 
of Act 53.1 of Geo. III. sec. 83, which enacted, that ‘ no restoration by the 
hon’ble court of any servant so suspended or removed by the authority ofthe 
presidencies and Governments in the east Indies, shall be valid or effectual 
without the approbation and consent of the Board commissioner for the affairs 
of India.' Upon restoration, seniority would equalty in this as in the preced- 
ing case be governed by the express terms of the order granting if. 

The recal of a eivil servaut from India by awarrant under the sign Manual 
being only revocable by another warrant of 

Hon'ble courts 9 Order , No. the sovereign ; permission, (after such re-

restoration to its general privilege. 

Here it may be noted that by the Act 3rd and 4th of William IV. Cap. 85, 
a power has been vested in the hon'ble court to remove or dismiss any ofthe 
officers of Servants of the East India Company, that their will and pleasure, 
with a special reservation in favor of any officers appointed by Her Majesty’s 
Government who are not to be dismissed or removed without Her Majesty’s 
approbation. 

The transfer of a civil servant from one sister Presidency to another (which 
haB sometimes taken place under the old 

See Rule 3rd July % "1795, rules) bus given rank from the day of the first 
Gen. Dept. 1st Feb . 1807. arrival, of the season of his own appointment, 

and the same governs the case of a Military 
Officer who is appointed by a civil covenant. 

The Transfer of the civil servants ofthe late China and St. Helena establish- 
ments of the company has provided for by the Act 3rd and 4th of the last 
Reign, c. 85 Sec. 113, which enacted that a civil servant of the company 
employed in the Factory of Canton, or in the Island of St. Helena shall be capa* 
ble of taking and holding any office in any Presidency or Establishment on the 
Iuian territories which he would hare been capable of taking aud holding, It 
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he bud been a civil servant of such Presidency or on such Establishment during 
the B&me time as lie shali have been in tbe service of the said company. 

The preliminary order of the hnn'ble court bearing date the 27th Decem- 
ber 1833, assigned to the China civil servants th^r rank on the Bengal Esta- 
blishment, from the date of their respective first appointments, with certain 
specific allowances o f time, to from th«dr election upon the offer of transfer to 
the India service, the same being varied in some respects, aooording to the situa- 
tion of the officers at the rime, but not exceeding six months to all servants in 
China, from the date of thl9 Government receiving the hor/ble court’s de*pitch 
and the same periods, as respected servants in China, were to be considered 
part of the time of resident necessiry to qualify them for ‘ annuities in the event 
of their accepting the transfer/ The present position of those servants who have 
done so, is that of the last of the season of their own appointments. The same 
principle was formerly applied to certain civil servants of the then Fort 
Marlbro’ establishment, who were transferred to that of Madras, and by an 
express act of Parliament were directed to be considered the youngest of theft 
respective ranks. 

SPECIAL CASKS CONNECTED WITH TIIB IUJLES ON RANK.

Mr. A. B. presented to Government that the Secretary to the C. 9. A. F. 
had made an error in regard to his standing in the service, and urged a claim to 
priority of option of taking the annuity over certain other civil servants in 
consequence, fie was told that the rules of the Annuity Fund prescribed defi- 
nitely that annuities should be tendered to members of the civil service in the 
order of rank as fixed in the lists received from the Hon'ble Court of Directors 
and combined in the civil Auditor’s books. 

The rules of determining the method of computing the period of service is 
distinct from that which refers to rank, and though the period of service may 
have been completed under that rule before that of others standing higher in tho 
gradation lists of rank, the letter would be entitled to take precedence, when 
both are alike qualified by standing and residence for the annuity. 


Similar Case. 

Mr. A. B. brought to notice a supposed mistake in regard to the position of 
hi 9 name iu the gradatio i lists of the officers of civil service published in tho 
Piectories, and submitted a sertifioate granted by the Board of Examiners in 
Europe shewing his standing in the service and solicited that he might be res- 
tored to his rank. He was told that the circumstance represented by him would 
be brought to the notice of the Court of Directors as it was from the Honorable 
court that the lists of relative rank of civil servants were received, and that the 
Governor of Bengal did not feel that he would be warranted in makiog any al- 
teration in them without a special sanction. 


Similar Case . 

Mr. A. B. left Haileybury College in Dec. 1842, and signed his covenant at 
the E, 1. House on the 24th March 1813, and arrived at Calcutta in November 
of that year. In the E. 1. II. register of 1812, Mr. A, B. was entered as nomi- 
nated for Bengal 12th Jan. 1810 and as transferred from the Madras nominations 
on 30th Mareh, 1810. The rules in force fix the period of 25 years’ service to 
commence from the date of intimation of appointment, or from the date of cove- 
nant, which ever may be antecedent. By the Honorable Court's letter to th« 
Government of Bengal, dated 1st April, 1814, rank was assigned to Mr. A. B. as 
a writer of the seasou 1808-1? 09, whereas by the Honorable court’s despatch of 
loth March 1816 rank was assigned to Messrs. C. D. and E. F. who retired on 
annuities of the season 1837-38, and who entered the college at the same time 
with Mr. A. B. but who in consequence of being implicated in a disturbance 
were sent oat to India before the completion of their fourth term, as writers of 
1811-12. 

By Para. 3 of the H. Court’s letters dated 25th January 1813 intimation o* 
the appointment of Mr, G. H. (who proceeded to India in this same ship with 
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Mr. A. D.) and of 20 other wri'ers was conveyed to the Bengal Government and 
Mr. G H. who signed his covenant subsequent to Mr. A. U retired on an an- 
nuity of 1837-38, the period of his service being calculate 1 from the date of the 
Honorable Court's letter above mentioned. 

Mr. A. B. never having proceeded to England on Furlough completed his 
period of 22 years' residence in India in Nov. 1836. At the end of 1837 he 
applied for one of the annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable tenns of 
value and was told in reply that the date of intimation of his appointment as a 
writer * not being traceable on the records of Government, the period of his 
twenty-five years service must be held to commeuce from the date of his cove- 
nant, viz. 24th March 1813.' 

In consequence of his construction of the managers, which was subse- 
quently upheld by the Government of Bengal, Mr. A. B. was debarred from 
taking an annuity before the 24th March 1843, by which the period available 
annuities of the season had been taken up (one of them by Mr. F. G. who com* 
pleted his 22 years' actual residence on the 24th March 1838 only) and Mr. A. 
B. was consequently derived of an advantage to which he conceived he was 
justly entitled. 

Mr. A. B. urged that the circumstance of the intimation of his appoint* 
ment * not being traceable in the records of the Bengul government ,* was a 
matter which was entirely beyond his own control, and further that it was 
obvious he must have been appointed to the H. Co-'s service at a period coin* 
tided with, if not antecedent to Messrs. C. D. and E F. and those other ser* 
vants to whom rank was assigned by the court of directors of a date one or two 
years subsequent to that assigned by the honorable c turt to him, Mr. A* B. 

Mr. A B. compelled by ill health and other circumstances to embark for 
England on furlough, and had no chance of obtaining an annuity of the season 
of 1838-9, the then supposed last year of the annuity on the favorable terms of 
quarter premium sanctioned by the honorable court, by reason of the large 
numbers of civil servants at the head of the list who it was understand had 
resolved to avail themselves of the ei* annuities of that season. Mr. A. B. 
therefore prayed that the court would ascertain from their records the actual 
date of his appointment to their service ; and (not permitting him to suffer *so 
serious a loss was would be entailed by his being compelled to pay rs. 50,000 to 
secure the same advantages, which but for a contingency entirely beyond his 
own control, which have been his for a payment of 25,000 rs.) would be pleased, 
to assigned him an annuity out of the surplus funds, or out of the one-third 
annually carried to the credit of the court, of the favorable terms of quarter 
premium. 

The home authorities fund that Mr. A. B.'s appointment took place on 
the 29th January 1821 and that the fact ought to have been duly brought to the 
notice of the local government within a reasonable period of its occurrences, and 
in that case it should have been so, on a much earlier date than that borne by 
Mr. A. B.'s covenant. 

Further, that Mr. A. B. ought to have been admitted to an annuity from 
the 29th January 1838, and should undoubtedly have been so admitted but from 
his being unfortunately deprived of the requisite means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, the court of directors desided that Mr. 
A. B. might be permitted to purchase an annuity at a quarter value commenc- 
ing from 1st May 1838, and he was admitted to an extra annuity. 

The point relative to the possible conflicting claims of rank and service; 
did not appear to the hpn’ble government to call for interposition, because it 
was expressly stated in the rules of the fund that the annuities should be 
tendered to be subscribers according to their seniority. 

Further, the court of directors ruled that it was not necessary to disturb 
the rule by which the commencement of service is at present computed. If of 
the two documents, (the covenant and court’s letter of notification,) upon which 
the decision rest, one only can be fund; the question is to be decided by that 
one, unless as in the case of Mr. A. B.'s evidence exists which supplies the 
place of tlio document which is wanting. In such cases the servant is to be 
feptpred to the advantages of which accidental circumstances have deprived biin,

MISCELLANEOUS. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR DELAY OF AUDIT. 

From a delay audit of a case, loss was occasioned to the Government ; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a rule of the government and distinctly explained 
to the officers of account nnd nudit that the home authorities would hold each 
office upon whom the duty of causing audit devolved, responsible for e\ery 
h>‘8 incurred in consequence of his neglect in 'needlessly delaying to have re- 
course to the means which were available to present such loss. 

Officers in charge of treasuries are to foi ward along with the half yearly 
reports on inefficient balances, a sufficient proof that the non adjustment of such 
items has been occasioned by circumstances beyond their conti ol. ‘ huuld any 
one item appear in two successive statements without proof being furnished that 
an adjustment had been applied for, it will be deemed a culpable remissucss oil 
the part of such officer ; and the amount of the item will be deducted from 
his salary without reference to his having b»en the disbursing officer or not.

Sir,— I ain directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 
3rd of June, and its enclosure, from the civil auditor 
General Department. at Agra, relative to Mr. A. B. and the rule, regarding 
the transfer of civil servants from one division of the 
Bengal presidency to the other. 

2. 1 am directed on the subject to refer the hon'ble the Lieut. Governor 
to the resolution of the president in council, dated 8th May 1819, of which a 
copy is annexed to the present letter, from which D will appear, that the trans- 
fer having been previously arranged between t he two local governments, and 
allowed by the government of India ; it takes place at the same time with the 
appointment of the servant to a situation in the division to which he is moved. 

3. The civil auditors reckons the period allowed to join the new station, 
and passes the bill for such servants salary accordingly. If the salary is of 
higher amount, than the salary of the situation whi h lie was left, he draws in 
the time allowed for travelling, out of the salary of his new appointment, a sutji 
equal to that of his previous situation. 

4. Servants of one division are not eligible for deputation duty in another 
except under special circumstances. 

5. If in contemplation of permanent transfer the service of an officer 
from one division ore obtained loi cm |>’o\ ment in another before the vacancy 
of the appointment has taken place, as for inslm o*, by the departure of tiie 
incumbent to Europe, the sanction of the government of India having been 
^previously obtained foi his being eo placed at the disposal of the local govein- 
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ment to which he is not yet permanently attached, he will be considered 
thereto, but for a definite time, which may oe extended if necessary, until by 
the vacancy of the appointment Tor which he is intended, he can be perma- 
neatly transferred, when his perfect transfer and appointment will be simul- 
taneously gazetted. 

6. Pending this announcement, he will draw the salary of his appoint- 
ment iu the other division, and such deputation allowance in his new division 
as he is entitled to by the rules of the service, and his appointment would not 
be filled up till the permuuent tr ausfer was made aucT a new appointment 
assigned to him. 

7. There is no reason why this rule should not be observed in all cases of 
transfer with a view to eventual appointment in a fixed situation of another 
division, such for instance as the case o' Mr. C. 0. last year, who was permit- 
ted on sick certificate to proceed to the North Western Provinces, and obtained 
employment there, first is an acting situation, and eventually in a fixed situa- 
tion. In that case the appointment that Mr. G. D. held in the lower provinces 
having been filled up without reference to his exact position, it became neces- 
sary as a measure of just compensation, to permit him to draw an allowance 
equal to what he lost by the perma'ure appointment of a'.sucoesaor to his late 
situation during the short period which intervened before he was appointed to 
another fixed situation in the North Western Provinces. 

8. In the ease of iVir. A. B. also on ac count of sick certificate, retained fett 
employ in the lower provinces after his return from the Cape of Good Hope, 
the circumstances were special as provided in the rule above explained, but his 
appointment in Bun tlecund has not been disposed of Mr. A. B. having been 
recently appointed to a fixed situation iu the lower provinces, will, from the 
date of that appointment (2nd of June; cease to have any connection with the 
North Western Provinces, or to drive any part of his salary thence. 

9. The word * returns' made use of in (lie order of the government or In- 
dia of the 20 h November last as quoted iu the refereuce from Mr. Morland the 
civil auditor at Agra, meant only to denote that Mr. A. B. when the separation 
of the jurisdiction took place being the incumbent of an office in the N. W. P. 
was annexed to that division of the Bengal presidency, and was by the order 
of the 20th November re annexed to the lower provinces. 

10 Mr. A. B.'s Salary bills a deputy collector of Bundelcund are to be 
audited at Agra up to the date of his recent appointment to a fixed situation iti 
Bengal, when his transfer to Bengal and separation from Agra were ernpleted. 

11. The necessary directions will be giveu thro* the government of Ben- 
gal to the civil auditor of Calcutta to conform to the suggestion contained in 
the 5th paragraph of Mr. civil uuditor Morlund's letter to you dated the 20th 
May, viz. to furnish the audit office at Agra with a monthly return of all bills 
passed in the audit office at Calcutta for the salary of civil servants attached 
to the N. W. P.’s absent at the Cape or elsewhere, or which, from any other 
cause, may have obtained audit below with the deductions on account of leave, 
subscriptions to Funds, See. 

12. With regard to para. 2d of Mr. Morland’s letter it would not appear 
that the words placed at the disposal of the governor of B nga>, have any dif- 
ferent sence from the words ‘ transferred to the Bengal presidency.' In pub- 
lic coirespondenceand notifications tluy have it is believed, always been used 
Indiscriminately. The guzette would always, iu due time, inform the auditor 
when a transfer was completed by permanent appointment* 

13. Assistants drawing every where equal allowance if transferred from 
ene division to another should be considered as transferred altogether and be 
ch rged to the division in which tlvey are employed from the date of transfer. 

14. If servants are allowed to exchange appointments for their own con- 

venience they ought to forego salary between the time of quitting the old ap- 
pointment and joining the new one, and be considered for that interval as ser- 
vants out of employ. 1 am, See.

Read a letter from the secretary to the government of Bengal, general 
department, No. 3G7, dated the 24th ultimo, forwarding the following letter 
on the subject of transfers of public officers from one division of the presideu- 
ey to the other. 

Letter from Off*, secretary to the governor general North Western pro- 
vinces, dated the 7th February last. 

Ditto to ditto, dated the *20ih ultimo. 

Ditto from ditto, dated the 5th ultimo. 

Resolution. The president in conncii observing the difference of practice 
stated to prevail In the different divisions of the Bengal presidency, thinks 
that it will be expedient to provide by definite rule for cases of transfer of pub- 
lic officers from one division to the other. 

His honor in council is of opinion that the servants of one division ought 
not to be considered eligible to fill situations on deputation in the other divisi- 
on except under special circumstances, which beiug stated to the government 
of Tndia, the loan of the servants for the particular duty would, of course, be 
aanctioned. 

His honor in council is further of opinion that the same rale ought to be 
established for all classes of servants, and that if the transfer of a servant he 
asked with a view to his being appointed to any particular office in another 
division, the transfer being made and notified in the gazette, the appointment 
to the office vacant should be ordinarily be made to take effect from the date 
of transfer, from which date the civil auditor and officers of account will reck- 
on the period allowed to join the new station and pass the bills accordingly. 

Ifan officer of one division be asked for, to fill a situation temporarily, 
preparMbry to permanent appointment to be made when the incumbent shall 
after the usual period have embarked for Europe, or retired from the service, 
the circumstances being stated, the case may be brought under the first rule* 
and in lieu of a final transfer the officer will in such case be gazetted as au- 
thorized to proceed on duly for a definite time to the other division, prepara- 
tory to obtaining permanent employment there. At the end of the period 
mentioned, the salary of office in the division from which the officer has pro- 
ceeded will cease, unless an extension be similarly granted under orders from 
the government of India. A fresh order of final transfer will be necessary either 
at the close of the period or from any earlier date at which effect can be given to 
the appointment, which the officer is inteuded to find in the new division.

Sir,— I am under the necessity ot troubling you with a reference relating 
to the existing doubt 9 as to the intentions of government, retrantf erring Mr. 
A. B. to the Bengal presidency under the ordersof the 18th November 1839. 

2. The practice hither to observed in the office has been to receive the or- 
ders of removal of civil servants from these provinces to the Bengal presidency 
in the following lights. 

1st. When the orders state * placed at the disposal of the governor of 
Bengal the removal is considered temporary.’ 

2nd. If the orders expressly state * transferred to the Bengal presidency, 
it is louked upon as a permanent removal. 
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3rd. Mr. A. B.*s ease would in my opinion appear to be a ipecial one. He 
is said to be * retransferred to the Berural presidency’ never having to mj know- 
ledge been employed before in that division, and now he merely bold an offici- 
ating appointment there, and has submitted to me bills for Audit for his salary 
as deputy collector of Government customs at Bundlecund up to the end of the 
past month, from which it is evident that he still considers himself attuched to 
these Provinces. 

4th. Under the above circumstances I have the honor to solicit that I msv 
be favored with specific instructions how to act in the present instance, and in 
all future cases. I may perhaps be allowed to suggest that the word « tempora- 
ry employments, or placed temporarily at the disposal of, be used when the in- 
dividuals d< es not vacate bis permanent appointment in the division in which ha 
may have been previously employed. 

5th. Under the impression that a reference to the government of India 
will be deemed expedient in the above matter, 1 have the honor to solicit that 
his honor the lieutenant governor will at the same time request instructions to 
be issued to the civil auditor at Calcutta, to furnish this office with a monthly 
return of all bills passed in his office for the salary of civil servants attached to 
the Northwestern province, absent at the Cape o elsewhere, or which from 
any other cause may have obtained audit bel w, wi h the deductions on account 
of leave, subscription to Funds, &c. This information is essentially necessary 
to allow of the Registers in my office being kept up complete for the wh le 
period during absence at the Cape, whereas at present lam quite ignorant of 
what is passed or retrenched from the salary of such officers, as have their billa 
audited in Bengal.

MISCELLANEOUS CONNECTED WITH LEAVE, &C. REJOINING, &e. 

Any civil officer who may be absent from his station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited the whole allowance of the office to which he stands 
appointed for the period of his unauthorised absence, unless the penalty be ex- 
pressly remitted by government ; and any officer exceeding his leave shall tm 
held by the Civil Auditor to be abs nt without permission for the time of such 
excess. 

An officer leaving the limits of his jurisdiction, whether with or without 
the orders of government, shall be bound to report the circumstance to the Ci- 
vil Auditor. 

Any officer who may be removed from one station to another, shall in like 
manner report to the civil auditor the date on which he may make over ami 
receive charge ; and the civil auditor is restricted from passing the bill of any 
officer appointed to a new office for the allowances belonging to such office 
(without the special orders of government) until he shall have received report 
of b.B having taken charge thereof. , 

Leave of absence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting anyplace on 
the continent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than 6 months 
but which will of course be extended at the discretion of government on due and 
sufficient cause being shewn. 

Any officer desiring to visit the presidency with the intention of making r 
voyage to sea for the benefit of his health or otherwise, shall be required dis- 
tinctly to specify in his application the period of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at the expirations of which, renewed leave shall be given for periods 
not exceeding one month, until he finally avails himself of the further permit- 
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•ton to qnit the presidency, ou which occasion the vessel in which he embarks 
must be dnly reported. 

Any officer arriving at the presidency whether from the interior of the conn- 
fry or from aboard, shall report his arrival to the secretary to government in the 
department to whieb he belongs, as well as to the authority to which he may be 
immediately subject, if holding any office subordinate to any other. 

Any officer returning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for 
the recovery of his health or otherwise, shall unleas the contrary is specially 
aanctioned by government, required to rejoin his station wi*hin the time that 
may be prescribed for travelling to the action to which he stands appointed.

COUNTANT'S OFFICE, AND ABOLITI N OF THE SUPBKINTBN DBNC Y, Sc C. 
DATED DECEMBER 17, 1834. 


The right honorable the governor general of India in council is pleased to 
order the following resolutions to be published for general Information. 

Resolved, — That, for the conduct of the departments of accountant un- 
der the government of Agra, there be established an accountant's office at Al- 
lahabad, * with which shall be combined the duties of the present Superinten- 
dent or superintendent of resources in the North Western proving s, and all the 
details at present conducted for those provinces by the accountant in the reve- 
nue and judicial departments, and in the department of customs at the 
presidency. 

That the officer placed at the head of this office be denominated the ac- 
countant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of 3,000 Rupees per men- 
Hin ; that there be attached to the office a Deputy Du a salary of 1,500 liupees 
per mensen ; the nomination and appointment to both offices to be in the go- 
vernor t ot Agra. 

That the office of Superintendent of Resources in the North Western pro- 
vinces be abolished, and the records and accounts, with the establishment now 
entertained therein, be transfer, ed to the account’s office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountants be also civil auditor for the Agra presidency 
and that all charges in the revenue, judical and custom’s departments, and the 
charges of all other officers subject to the orders and authority of the governor 
of Agra, be submitted to the audit of the deputy accountant and auditor at Alla- 
habad : the disbursements of political officers. Chaplains and others not yet 
transferred to the control of the governor of Agra, will be audited, as thertoefore 
at the Bengal Presidency. ’ 

That the accounts of all officers of the presidency of Agra be adjusted and 
made up in the office of the accountant at Allahabad, in like manner as the 
accounts of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjusted at those presi- 
dencies respectively. The transactions of Agra with the Bengal presidency will 
all pass through the offices of the respective accountants at the seats of govern- 
ment. 

That there be transferred to the offices of account and audit forlbe Agra 
presidency such part of tbe establishments of the offices of account and audit 


♦ Now both the Accountant and Civil Auditor are located at Agra, 
+ Now Lieutenant .Governor, 
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at the Presidency as may be possible under the relief afforded by the remoral of 
these branches of the existing business. It is expected that the,Establlshment 
so transferred, added to that of the Office of Superintendent of Resources, will 
suffice for the new Offices at Allahabad without incurring much further charge 
on this account. 

That the following arrangement of duties and modification in other respects 
be made of tire Offices oi Account at the Presidency of Fort William so as to 
admit of the abolition of one substantial appoiutmeut in diminution of the 
expense attending the above arrangements. 

That the Accountant General conduct in person the duties of Military Ac- 
countant, and the Deputy Accountant General be Accountant in the Secret, 
Political, Legislative, Judicial, Revenue, General, Financial, Commercial, Fo- 
reign Customs, Salt, Opium, and Marine Departments. 

That the Civil Auditor. Office at tho Presidency continue on its present 
footing; and that it will be the duty of this Officer to audit the civil charges of 
all Departments, and of all < fficers subject to the Government of Bengal.

RESOLUTIONS RELATINO TO CHINA S BRYANTS. 

OUR GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 

Para. 1. In reference to our Despatch dated the 2.7th of December, 
1631, No. 75, regarding the < liina Servants who may accept the offer of Trans- 
fer to the ciwl Establishment of India, we think it right to state that it is not 
our intention to require from these Servants as the condition of their remaining 
In the civil service, that they should pass the Examination in Native Langfcageea 
which is nquired from Writers. 

2. We have no doubt that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will use tbeir 
exertions, and in many cast s those specially of the Juuiors, successfully, to 
•equaVify themselves to hold any Office under your Government, but there are soma 
Offices of importance in which a knowledge of the Languages is not indispensable. 

London, I st May , 1834. 

Resolved, that having taken into consideration the situation in which the 
Members of the China Factory will be placed by the discontinuance of the 
company ’s Trade, the following arrangement be adopted, subject to the con- 
firmation of the Board of Commissioners for the Affaire of India, via. 

That in virtue of the authority given by Section J 13th of the Act of the3£ 
and 4th William IV. chapter 85, an offer of Transfer to the civil Establishment 
of India be made to each of the ciiil servants on the China Establishment, 
that such of those servants as shall accept that offer shall be entitled to 
unnnitfes from the company of the amount allowed by the civil service Annuity 
Fund, viz. £1,000, provided that the aggregate residence abroad in the service 
as Members of the China Factory, and as Indian servants, shall not in any 
case be less than twenty-two years, and tuat in consideration of the present 
and prospective lo«s sustained by the China servants through the change of the 
scene of their service, the amount of Fine and Subscription which if they 
were Members of the civil servant’s Annuity Fund, they would be called upon 
to pay on becoming annuitants be not required of them*

sufficient indication of such intent; aud that no act or declaration of any

continuance in the presidency whreof he was governor general, governor, 
councillor, or commander in chief, except by some deed or inst undent in 
writing under his hand and seal, delivered to the secretary in the public de- 
partment of the same presidency,in order to its being recorded, shall be deemed 
or held as a resignation, or surrender of bis said office ; and that the salary and 
other allowances of any such governor general, or other officer respectively, 
•hall cease from the day of such his departure, resignation or surrender, and 
that if any such governor general, or any other officer whatever, in the service 
of the said company, shall quit or leave the presidency or settlements to which 
he shall belong, other than in the known actual service of the s<id company, 
tire salary and allowances appertaining to his office shall not be paid or payable 
during his absence to any agent or other person for his use, and in the event of 
his not returning back to his station at such presidency or settlement, or of Ilia 
coming to Europe, bis salary and allowance shall he deemed to have ceased from 
the day of his quitting such presidency or settlement, any law or usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


FILLING UP VACANCIES IN THE CIVIL LINE. 

LVIf. And be it further enacted, that nil vacancies happening in any of 
the offices, places or employments in the civil line of the oompany's service in 
India, (being under the degree of councillor,) shall he from time to time filled 
up and supplied from amongst ihe civil servants of the ?a d company, belonging 
to the presidency wherein such vacancies shall respedively happen, §u>ject 
only to the restrictions in this act contained, and not otherwise (that is to 
jay,) that in the fl.ling up 8nd supplying such vacancies, no office, place, or 
employment, the salary, perquisites, and employments whereof shall exceed one 
thousand five hundred of pounds per annum, shall be conferred upon or grant- 
ed to any of the said servants who shall have not been actually resident 
In Iudia as a covenanted servant of the said company for tin* pp re of three 
years at the least in the whole, antecedent to such vacancy, ami is ihe salary, 
perquisites and emoluments of any office, pl.*cp, or employments, shall exce d 
three thousand pounds per annum, the «arne shall not be granted to or conferred 
upon auy of the said servants who shall not have been actually resident in India 
in the said sertLe for the apace of nine years at the least in the whole, antecedent 
to such vacancy ; and if the sulury, perquisites, and emoluments of any office, 
place, or employment, shall exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the 
same shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of the said servants who 
•hall not have been actually resident in India in the said company's service ft r 
the space of nine years at the least in the whole; and if the salary, perquisites, 
and emoluments of any office, place,] or employment shall exceed four thousand 
pounds per annum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred upon ony of 
the said servants, who shall not have been actually resident in India in the com- 
pany's service for the space of twelve yers at the least in the whole, antecedent 
to such vacancy; and that all appointments, advancements and promotions 
which shall be made for supplying any such vacancies, other than as aforesaid, 
shall be null and void.

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PRIVATE TRADING. 

Member* of the Civil and Military services may become shareholders In 
the Uulversal Assurance Company, but it is not allowed that occupations of 
s private institution should interfere with the claims of the publie service to 
the undivided attention of the company's servants, and they are ‘ positively 
interdicted' from taking any part in the management of U. A. Co.’s, or any 
other similar company . 


EXCEPTIONS. 

The above int erdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the Agricultural, or 
other such Societies , which cannot be in any way looked upon as trading esta- 
blishment*. 


SALE OF PROPERTY TO NATIVES. 

19 th September , 1837. 

Civil Servants are allowed to sell private property to native reporting the 
actual cost of the property to be sold to them, the name of the purchaser, his 
situation, and the price of the purchase money.

31 st October , 1821. 

RESOLUTION. 

Circumstances having recently come to the knowledge of (government 
which suggest the expediency of preventing sales of valuable property, from 
being made by the civil and Military Officers of the honorable compan*s ser- 
vice to foreign princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing 
under the protection of the British Government, wiihout due intimation to 
Government through the principal local authorities, of the purposed sale and 
transfer of such property and the consideration to be received for it, His Ex. 
cellency the Governor General in Council is pleased to prohibit in future all 
salee, purchases, and transfers, between the Civil and Military servants of Go- 
vernment on the one hand, and natives of the description above noticed on the 
other, of grounds, house*, boats, equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furni- 
ture, and geuerally’every description of private property exceeding the value 
of five thousand (5,000) Rupees, without the sanction of Government being 
previously obtained, under such penalties as the circumstances of each parti- 
cular ease of disobedience to these orders may demand. 

The Governor General in Council takes this opportunity of adverting to 
the Resolution passed in the Political Department under date the 17th Sep- 
tember 1831, and published in General Orders of the 18th of the same month, 
cautioning ail Civil and Military Officers of Government against carrying on 
any communications with native princes and chiefs, or their vakeels, except 
through the channel of the Political Authorities. 

CHARGES OF CORRUPTION. 

Charges of corruption against civil servants are usually iovestigated in the 
presence of the accuser and accused, by Special Commissioners under the 
subjoined Regulation Vlll. of 1817, and a copy of the resolution ordering thd 
investigation has been generally furnished to the accused. 

Whereas by Section 7. Regulation XVII, 1813, the general

SORROWING, LENDING. 

By Regulation XXXVI II. of 1793, covenanted servants of the company 
employed in the administration ofjitstice, or the collection of the Revenue, are 
prohibited lending money to proprietors of farmers of land, dependent talook- 
dars, under-farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. 

By Revenue C. O. of June 4, 1822, it is ruled that their is nothing more to 
be deprecated, than that the officers charged with the civil administration of the 
country should be under peculiarly obligations to zemindars, or other holders, 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received from the Guardians of Wards, or the 
managers of their estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much 
piore hurtful to the public service, and injurious to the good names of the officers 
of Government, than that of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVIII 173 is directed. 

The Revenue C. 0. of May 23, 1823, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or apppjnt, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re- 
lative or dependant, he is, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without in- 
curring, whenever the circumstances may be made known to his superiors, the 
mo9t serious responsibility. 

9 ALES TO NATIVES, 

The Court of Directors having declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly culpable in being havitually concerned in Sales of * horses, cattle, fee. with 
zemindars who might be sailors in their Court*,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expressed Regulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 

ABSOLUTION REGARDING NUZZIJRS AND SUPPLEMENTAL ORDERS TO OF- 
FICBK8.0F THE SEVERAL DRFARTJfBNT. 

Fort William t the 2d June 9 1839. 

The right hon'ble the governor general in council. having resolved to abolish 
the custom which prevails generally throughout the province subject to this 
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presid* ncy, of iiAtiies presenting Nuzzurstn mpney, and trays of fruit, and other 
articles, on the occasion of their paying official or complementary visits to pub- 
lic Functionaries in the service of the honorable company, it is hereby notified 
for the general information of ail public officers under this presidency, that the 
custom in question is strictly prohibited from the date of the publication of this 
notice, and that it is the ex eolation of government that all public Functionaries 
will adopt every measure within their power to make this prohibition generally 
known, and obeyed, by all unlives of whatever rank of degree with whom they 
hare official or paivate intercourse. 

In direction the abolition of the custom above referred to the governor ge- 
neral in council deems it due to the servants of the hon’ble company generally, 
to declare that the measure has not been adopted by government on the ground 
that it has been perverts! to improper purpose* hy any public officer under 
government, but from the conviction that it subjects natives to unless, and 
frequently vexations expense, and to extortion on the part of menial servants 
and departments. His Lordship in council is indeed fully presented that the 
abolition of a practice open to such serious objections will be viewed with satis- 
faction by every officer in the hon'blf^nmpnny’s service. 

In circulating this resolution to political officers it was stated that thepro- 
hibition relative to the acceptance of nuzzers and presents of fruit, &c. was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are subjects or dependents of 
tiie British government, and consequently under their controul, mid not to na- 
tive princes and others to whom we have no right to issue a prohibition order^ 
for with regard to complementary presents of fruit from native princes, and 
others not subject to our authority the refusal might be offensive to their feel- 
ings, a<* contrary established^nge, but in as much as the practice ean be 
discouraged without giving uMrage, the political officer were not to fail to act 
in the spirit of the resolution above quoted. 

The resolution was circulated to all revenue and Judicial officers and to 
the Army with a mere intimation, that jt was for their information and guidance, 

BORROWING ARTICLES PROM NATIVE8 OR OTHER PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS, 

PROHIBITED. 

Extract of a General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directort 9 
dated the 13 th Nov. and 23d December , 1833. 

Para. 55. It w*s found that Mr. A. II. officiating commissioner of circuit 
had applied ton Zemindar for the gratuitous use of his budgerow which was 
to save him an expense of some hundred rupees. We entirely concur in the 
censure with you passed upon his conduct. Mr. A. B. we observe, made the 
following assertion : ‘ Borrowing boats, and elephants is a circumstance of daily 
occurrence, and 1 may with safety assert I believe that there is not an officer 
in the service who has not done so.’ If this representation be in any degree 
well founded, we desire that a practice which is not creditable to persona in 
public authority, and is in violation of the rules of our service, may be effectu* 
ally put down. 

On this it was ordered that the above should be circulated to the several 
commissioners for their information and for that of the officers subordinate to 
them.

before that court collectively, must beadopted. 

It shall he the duty of Uu several commissions of circuit to report, in 
Aheir Hall'-yearU Police Returns, their opinions on the general efficiency of the 
Police of eicl* P shjet under their Superintendence, and on the manner in which 
the various business this Department lias been performed by each of the 
Gffirers among Whom it is distributed. It will a so be the duty of each commis- 
sioner, to notice prominently in these Reports the «*tent to which the servictg 
of the Assistants to the Magistrates and joint Magistrates in his Division 
have been employed, and Die consequences of such employment, in order that 
the application and abilities of the several Officers in the Junior grades of the 
Service may be brought distinctly under the view of the Governments.

Until the completion of ail Resumption and Settlement business, the annual 
Division Reports required from the Sudder Board of Revenue, shewing the 
busiuess that has been done in those Departments during the past years, and 
the plan of operations for the approaching cold season, will necessarily be con<- 
tinned. In these Reports, as far as those particular duties are concerned, the 
cudder Board of Revenue are hereby required to represent every case in which 
the conduct of the officers employen has been distinguished by zeal, and 
discretion, or by the contrary faults; and to call upon the commissioners and 
collectors under them, to furnish them with all Statements of the allotment of 
work to their assistants, and with all the other materials that may be necessary 
to enable them satisfactorily to perform t he duty above required of them. 

It is hereby declared that it is duty of the Sudder Courts and Board, of 
the commissioners, of the Collectors arid Deputy Collectors, and of the Ma- 
gistrate* and Joint Magistrates, to report to tlujr immediate superior every 
cases in which they may he of opinion that a covenanted Officer, subordinate to 
them decidedly disqualified t • discharge efficiently the duties entrusted to 
him ; and it is hereby notified to all such Functionaries that it is considered an 
£gpeutial partojf their duty to make themsehes acquainted with the inu#ner In 
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which their subordinate officers perform their duties; and that they themselves 
will be held responsible for mi v mischievous consciences (hat may result from 
any Inefficiency, bad habits, or serious errors ot conduct of those under them, 
that ought to have been # kuown to them, unless they report the same for the 
information of their snpe*riors. 

In framing the rules which have been above prescribed, the right honora- 
ble the governor of Bengal has discharged the duty committed to him of im- 
proving, as far as possible, the established system for the control of the civil 
administration ; ior ensuring to efficiency is just reward ; and protecting the 
public interests from the consequences of incapacity or neglect. But he can- 
not allow the opportunity o( promulgating the rules to pass, without making 
known to the civil service in these provinces the high satisfaction with which 
since his arrival in India, he has observed the zeal, the justice, and the success 
with which, with rare exceptions, they have applied themselves to the perform- 
ance of their various and arduous functions. To their character and public 
spirit more than to the operation of any formal system of supervision and con- 
trol, he locks for a perseverance in the same meritorious exertions, and for a 
maintenance of the same careful regard, in their important and often delicate 
trusts, alike to public aud to individual rights,

All government servants are called upon to take charge of the effects of de» 
ceased public officers, and all public property generally when without custody.

All matters effecting military officers employed civilly are always communi- 
cated from the civil to the military department and where gazetting is necessary, 
the same appears in the orders of both idepartment*. 

" EXCHANGES. 

Exchanges between servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may be 
sanctioned when the arrangements made for the exchange preliminarily by the 
parties concerned is unobjectionable in Its nature ; but application for transfer 
is not usually complied with except under special circumstances of which the 
government judges, taking into consideration the merits of each particular 
case. 

LAW OFFICERS OF GOVERNMENT, HOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the law officers direct, or otherwise than 
through the government secretariat of the departmeut under which they serve. 

ASSAY MASTER'S RETIRING PENSION, 

Assay masters and deputy assay masters are permitted to retire after 29 
years service including three years for the one furlough, the former upon £300 a 
year the pension of a superintending surgeon (but not subject like his to increase 
for longer service) \ aud the latter upon £191 1*2,6, the pension of a surgeon ; 
and if compelled by ill health, duly certified, to quit India at an earlier period, 
the retiring allowance after ten years' service to be £200 a year lor an assay 
masters and £15 > f«»r the deputy. 

RETENTION OF POLITICAL PRESENTS BY MILITARY OFFICERS. 

On a claim to retain the presents received from the Lahore Durbar by the 
party who accompauled Ruujeet Bing's ashes to Hurd war, it was observed that 
it was contrary to military usage aud the established rules for officers aud 
soldiers in the service of government to receive presents of such a nature. 

KHBLUT TO POLITICO-MEDICAL OFFICERS. - 

A Medical officer employed under orders of the political department for 
som« weeks in attendance on the late Maharajah Runjeet Bing, was presented 
on his departure from Lahore by that court with a Khelut and a cash 
Zeafet, 
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The question having arisen as to whether under the general prohibition 
against the retention of such public officers they could be kept in this instance, 
the governor-general decided that both the Khdiit and the amount balance of 
rash that had been tendered as a Zeafut might be refined by the medical of- 
ficer in question, not a political present, hut as a free for medical attendance ; 
as the chances were that had he been at his own station he would have been 
gaining fees to the same amount for family medical attendance. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at the political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundary claims of Hoikar, Scindia, and the 
Power estates. 

This bill was returned by the civil auditor on the ground that the claim was 
not founded on the requisite authority of government for the charge. 

The bill was passed, bnt the government remarked that officers on depu- 
tation were entitled to extra allowance, only when such deputation had the 
sanction of government. 

2d ASSISTANT, INDORE. 

The 21 assistant to the resident at Indore having clal » ed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his civil appointment, such claim 
was declared inadmissible, in consequence of the rule established under the or- 
ders of the iion'ble court prohibiting the same, and it was ruled that he could 
draw only the salary of 2d assistant, viz. a consolidated one of its. lo-15-6, fth 
chargeable to the opium; and j to the political department, after deduction of 
military allowances. 

TENTAGE ON POLITICAL DEPUTATION. 

On a claim of capt. A. B. to compensation for loss in tents sustained by him 
when deputed with the ashes of Maharaja Runjeet Sing to Hurdwar, it was ob- 
served that as capt. A. B. enjojed an allowance for tentage under the regula- 
tion of government, his application for re-imbursemeut on account of wear and 
tear of tents could not be admitted. 

His extra carriage expenses were however passed to Captain A B. 

OFFICE HE NT, 

TheO. P. A. at having solicited the sanction of government to a 

charge of 80 Rs. as office rent for conducting the dmies of the agency at A. B. 
during the nuhealthy season at C. D. it was observed in reply that government 

allowed Captain' to take up his residence at a distance from the 

Court to whcih he was accredited for reasons of a personal nature, viz. the great 
personal risk of a residence at the unhealthy station of C. D. during certain parts 
oftheyear without his being subjected to any diminution of allowances; and 
that the government must not be charged with extra expenses on account of office 
arrangement under such circumstance*.

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STUDENTS AT THE SENIOR DEPARTMENT OF THE ROYAL 
MILITARY COLLEGE. 

I. A candidate for admission to the senior department of the college 
must be a commissioned oftiepr in the army, and must have completed the 
twenty first vear nf the nje ; he must have actually screed as a commissioned 
ojficcr with his regiment for three years abroad , or four years nt homey unless 
he should have been reduced to halt- pay belure the eoiuptelu.il of such period, 
when his claim will be considered. 

•2 His application is to he addressed to the Governor of the college, and 
bo supported by sat isfuctoi y t< stimouials as to character and euiduct; as like- 
wise ol his being well grounded iu the duties of tike particular brunch of Service 
to which he belongs. 

3 Those testim oniols mu«t he fioin the officer commanding the regiment 
hi which lie is serving, oi, it on half-pay f««nu an officer of ruuk in the service. 

4. It is recommended that every officer previously to his admission 
should make him*. It master of the elements of plain geoiiietn ; his thorough 
acquittance with common arithmetic, is, of course, piesumed and expected. 

All the students will have the free use, under such regulations ns the Go- 
vernor may deem necessary, of the books, maps and plans in tii * college liorury. 

5. The time allowed for the course of education at the senior department 
i« two years from the date of too admission of each oili er. Unhss he hat 
been educated at the junior department, in which case the period ullowed is 
one year and a half. 

6. At the close of every hilf year of residence the student’* requited to 
andergo an examination in progre-sLe portions of the course of instruction;

8. The number of students in the senior department is at present limited 
to fifteen. 

9. Each student pays into the funds of the college such sum annually ai 
has been privinusly rietci mined hy the Hoard ot Commissioner. 

10. The annual subscription at present is thirty guineas. 

II. Every officer, on becoming a student, is required to subscribe two 
guineas to die College Libra* y Fund, 

12. Quarters are provided for as the officers of the senior department, at 
the college. And forage money for one horse (under the authority at the col- 
legiate Board) is allowed to such us have made sufficient progress in their stu- 
dies to qualify them for sketching in the field. 

13. Every officer studying at the senior department is required to wear 
bis uniform with the same st ictmss as if ou duty with his regiment.

our secretary a» War.

REGULATION. 

Ipt. — If an officer shall receive a wound in action, which shall occasion the 
loss ofun ey e or a limb, or the total use of a limb, or 1 imb*,or shall receive bodi- 
ly injury fully equal to I he hiss of a limb, he may he eligili'cjto r< reive a uratui'y 
in money of one yeur’s ful| pay of the regimental rank, or slut! appointment, 
held by him at the lime he was wounded. 

2nd. — If an officer shall he wounded in action, and it shall appear upon an 
inspection made of him by a Hoard of army incdicil officers, assemble! by or- 
der of the secr< tary at war, that such officer ha*, in consequence of his wound, 
lost a limb or an eye, or Ims totally lost the use of file limb, or that he has sus- 
tained a severe injury in action, fully eqtia in every icspect to the loss of the 
limb, he may be recommended to iiis majesty lor a pension at the rate fixed

10 h. — As a general rule, the pension shall be granted ncoording to regi- 
mental rank* ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been 
employed at the lime they were wou i led, in discharge of duties superior to 
those attached to thmr regimental commissions, the pension shall be given ac- 
cording to the Brevet rank. 

11th. — 'I’liese pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
disability sustained by wounds received in action, in ly be held together w th 
any other pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any 
deduction on acoouut thereof.

General Orde*'f Horse* Guards , I 8//1 June, 1835, No, 520. 

Pome cases having lately occurred, in wliicli soldieis have drawn ihelr 
bayonets upon each other, ami ahnhpnn other persons who happened to come 
In contact with tin m, whilst quarrelling in I lte s'reitg and in public houses. 
The Gem rHl-cornniflndiug-in-chipf dosin s, that the soldiers of the aimy may 
be reminded, tiiat they are aimed for the protection of their King and country, 
awl for the support and ex edition of the laws, when lawfully called out for 
thflpe 1 11 eposes ; that they were their wide n rms as an honninahle distinction 
of the profession to which tbiy belong ; that they are not to use them in private 
broils, or even for their own persi-mvl defence upon such occasions • and that 
it N ittediity i f t Ik* soldiers to nv'dd resorting to places in whicli secli broils, 
Bre likely to lake place, more paiticularly wluti dieaaed as soldiers with th( ir, 
side arms. 

The General •commandioir-ir-chief is determined to put an rffctnal stop 
to *n dangerous and disgritct foi an offence, bv the punishment and degradation 
v ol every soldier who shall, hcrea ter, be convicted of it. 

To this end Loud II ill desires, that commanding oftrrra of regiment 
dejots, will bring to summon trial, for unsoldier-hke and diagiaecful cniidm t 
every man w li 1 shall be Reported an have drawn, or attempted to draw, Ins 
bavonet for dtp purpose of using it against another person in any case of dispute, 
affray, or iuk-iference. 

His Lordship fnrthir desire**, that every goldier^eonvicted before a court- 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side ^rms, in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in addition to the pit nMirnent awarded by llm court, 
he degraded on I ho public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which he 
belongs, by being there stripped of his bovonef, and bayonet belt, and proclaim* 
fd by the somnuijutling ofiict r as a man unworthy to he entrusted with the 
careof his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view and command of his 
officer. * 

In all such cases, the offender shall he stripped of his side arms by the 
pionrers, in order to enhance his degradation, lie who is thus degraded, 
shall not be si ffi red to*wrarhis bayonet or bayonet be It, except upon duty, for 
one 3 rar from thiit date of hi-* degradation ; during which time he thuil bo 
deni* d e\er) indulgence to which the good soldier i9 entitled, and shull inarch 
to church, in the mu k**, without *ddc arms.

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Section II.— Applications and Recommendations for Appoint- 
ments. 

The Commander-in -Chief feels it necessary to apprise the Army at large, 
that there are very few cases, and those of the most urgent nature, in which 
lie can feel himself justified in dispensing with that most salutary Rule of 
Discipline and good Order, which prescribes the forms and channels in and 
through which Applications are to be made to Head- Quarters for Appointments. 

It is quite impossible to hold commanding officers of Regiments responsi- 
ble for the important charge with which they are entrusted, if their legitimate 
authority and controul over the members of the^ir corps is not duly maintained 
and nnheld. 

Tney alone are the fit judges in the first instance of the merit and claims 
which entitle the Officers and Soldiers under their command to indulgence 
and consideration, and it is consequently to their Judgment a.id Recommen- 
dations the Commander-in-Chief mainly looks for the information which may 
enable him justly to determine upon the Applications which are submitted (or 
his decision — G. O. C. C. 21 it January 1823. ^ 

With reference to the concluding paragraph of General Orders, dated 21»t 
January 1823, the Commauder-in-Cbief is pleased tf» direct, that all applications 
to His Lordship for appointments on the Staff, shall be transmitted to the 
Military Secretary, through the Commanding Officer of the corps to which 
the applicant belongs, to through the heads of Departments, when the applicant 
happens to be employed in any Department of the Staff. 

The transmitting Officer will give his opinion on the qualifications of the 
Officer Hpfil)ing for an appinntment ; especially stating whether he has received 
from him that support and assistance, which he ought, in his situation in the 
corps »«r Depmtment, to lone afforded. 

A startin' nt <»t Service should also accompany all applications of the above 
nature .

The C mmnnder-in-rhief takes this occasion to call the attention of the 
commanding Officers of regiments, to the liews which led him to issue the 
order under consideration. His objpct was to be enabled to place in the two 
situations, which, in a native corps he considers to be so important, the Officers 
in each regiment who are realy the best calculated to fill them advantageously, 
are at the same lime the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
^ and from their acquirements. 

v*' In making* disarrangement, he put aside, every idea of patronage and 
personal favar. *'*- ^ 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officers of regiments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have away in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

I f on any occasion he discovers that such has been the ease, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoint- 
ments, the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency r s decided repro- 
bation and discountenance 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not work as well in the artillery, as in the reginvnts of 
the line, owing to * the frequent change of subaltern* from one battalion td 
another/ and the unequal * distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
• rvice require.* 

The order, therefore, as far ns it respects the artillery, is to he modified at 
follows, viz. * The officer commanding a brigade of horse bntialion of loot 
artillery, on a vacancy, will send in the names of three officers of the corps under 
bis command (as at present) to the Brigadier commanding the artillery, and ilmt 
officer may add the names of other officers, of the same bran* h, nod submit 
tife whole for his Excellency’s consideration * — O. O. C C , %lth Map 1836.

Sect. IV.— Command by Civil Staff Officers. 

The Honorable the Vice President in Council is pleased indirect, that the 
following General Order by the Right Honorable the Governor General, be 
published for the information of the Army : 

O, 0 . Qf- 67., Simla , 4 th July 1831. 

A specific reference having beeu made to the Governor General upon the 
subject of the riuht of Military men employed in any civil branch or the army, 
or under the civil Administration of Government, to take Military command 
by virtue of their commissions, when entitled by seniority to claim the same, 
it has been deemed necessary to lay down a general Rule, applicable to the ser- 
vice of the three Prlsidencus. The following Order lias accordingly been pass- 
ed, with the concurrence of his Excellency the Commander-In-Chief of His 
Majesty's and of the Hon'ble company's Forces iu India. 
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Military man, when holding situation? in any civil branch of the Army, or 
under the civil Administration of Government, cannot be allowed to claim, or 
exercise the right of command, as senior ofhcers, by virtue of their commissions, 
without first resigning and relinquishing t h i r civil employ or situations. 

The distinctions and advantages of command are claimable only by those 
who are in iho exercise of their profession, my be called upon for Military du- 
ties, are liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By ac- 
cepting civil employ, a Military man obtains present exemption from these* 
yerer duties of his profess! >n, and geneia'ly superior emoluments, he cannot 
therefore be permitted to unite with the advantages of this line of service, the 
privilege of asserting a claim tdsanpersede those, who, in the routine of duty and 
of promotion become, entitled to a Military charge or command. 

The above Order is not intended to apply to officers placed with Detach- 
ments, or otherwise, in the temporary charge of districts by military authority, 
pending operations, although performing civil duties in consequence of such an 
appointment. Employment of this description may fall to any Officer in the 
course of his professional service, and cannot, therefore, he considered to in- 
volve any forfeiture of Militay privileges — G O. V. P., 20 th July 1831. 

With reference to the General Order by the Bight Hon’ble the Governor 
General, dated Simla, 4th July 1831 , the following list of public officers and 
Departments under the Bengal Presidency, to which the provision contained 
in the 2nd paragraph of that O der is declared applicable, is published under 
Hid Lordship’s instructions for the information of all concerned.

departments. 

• 2pd. Ail appointments to the commissariat shall be made from the Euro- 
pean commissioned ranks of the Honorable company's army, but no officer 
shall be held eligabh* to the appointment, who has not passed an examination 
in the native languages. *1 

3 rrf. Every officer on his Brst appointment to the commissariat shall enter 
the department at the bottom of the junior giade. The only exception to this 
rule will be in the case of the coinmissury generul who may be selected from 
the army at large, and be at once appointed head of the department, due atten- 
tion and consideration being of course given to the service-claims, and fitness 
of the officers already serving, or who may have served in the department. 

4th. No sub-assistant shall be promoted to the grade of the deputy assistant 
who hat not served three years in the former, and no deputy assistant to the 
grade of assistant commissary general who has no served four years as a depu- 
ty assistant, or even years in the department ; nor shall any assistant commis- 
sary general be promoted to deputy commissary general who lias not served 
five years as an assistant, or twelve years in the department. 

5th. If there should be no officer in one grade of sufficient length of eef* 
vice iu the commissariat, qualified under these rules to be promoted to the next, 
an officer will be appointed, when a vacancy occurs, to the lowest grade, and 
the promotion will be made to only when tl\e obstacle here supposed no longer 
exists. But Seniority alone is not the only qualification for promotion from 
one grade to another, as superior claims, founded on services performed and 
supported by the recoinmeniatinn of the commissary General, will have the 
preference, as laid down to General Orders by the Supreme Government, dated 
the 22<1 December 1815, 27th March 1819, and 24th April 1822; provided the 
individual shall have served in the Department the period necessary under 
these rules to qualify him for i»romotion. 

6th. All officers of thecommisearlat are subject to the staff regulations, 
on being promoted from one rank to another in their respective Regiments, 
but any officer in charge of a branch of the Department on actual field service, 
or with a foreign expedition, who may become in eligible by Regimental promo- 
tion may be continued in charge until such time as the Commissary General 
can relieve him without inconvenience to the public service. 

7th . Officers leaving the Department on furlough to Europe, if re-appoin- 
ted after their return, will have to enter at the bottom of the list of sub-assis- 
tants but Officers compelled by sickness to return to Europe on medical certi- 
ficate, and officers removed from the Department by promotion iu their Regi- 
men^ will be held eligible to be re-appointed to any grade which their previ- 
ous Irogth of service in the Department may entitled them to hold under these 
rules, and the general regulations of service : provided that, on appointment 
they are not placed above any who were previously their seniors. 

8£7i. Offioers temporarily appointed to the commissariat by government, 
will receive while so employed, an allowance of 150 Rupees per mensem, but,

seniority as a staff officer, is to be considered to give a claim to the situation —

Section VII.— Proportion op Officers fhom each Regiment. 

The Honorable the court of Directors having determined that not more 
than five Officers shall be simultaneously absent on staff Employment from 
any one corps whether cavalrymr infantry, the l ight houoruble the vice presi- 
dent in council, with the concurrence of the governor general, is pleased at the 
earnest recommendation of the cotnmander-iu-ch ef to establish on this head, 
a further restriction as to theg ades from wh.cli the five individuals are to betaken. 

The efficiency of the army in all its branches, being of the last consequence, 
it Id deemed highly expedient towards t lie attainment of so important an objeot, 
that a proper uumbei of experienced offers should be present with every regu- 
lar Regiment,- to contribute their aid in sustaining its discipline, and ilfdiffua- 
iug that confidence amongst a native officers and men the which conduces so 
essentially to the well-being of an army constituted us is that of Beugal. To en- 
core, therefore, as far as means at disposal will admit, the services with every 
corps of a portion of competent officers, the number of Regimental captuins 
that may be absent at one time from the surne corps of the line, on staff, or 
ether permanent pnblio employment, is restricted to two. 

The measure here indicated, as calculated to conduce to the greater rffi* 
cieney of th$ army, is designed to be wholly prospective, and by no means to 
affect present incumbents of the grade of captain, unless in such cases of emer- 
gency as bis excellency the commaiider-iu-chief may feel coustraiuedlo bring 
to the special notice of government. #$ 

To obviate all occasion for references, and for decisions on particular cases 
hereafter, the vice president in couucll is pleased to announce as a rule for 
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future guidance that, when two captains are absent from a corpA in public situ- 
ations^ and 1 a subaltern of Hie same corps holding a detached staff situation, 
comes In be promoted to the rank of regimental captain, the officer so promo- 
ted tfiMl be the individual to vacate his appointment, under the operation of 
these Arffpjp. — G. 0 V • P*» I7/7t August 1827. 

* The right honorable the governor general in council Is pleased to relax the 
rrperatfdn of tins rule published in general orders of the 1 7th August last limi- 
ting t!hft n timber of officers to give simultaneously absent from any one corps 
on staff employ, in favor of officers unequal for a limited period to the per- 
formance of regimental duty, from wounds received on service, and to declare ' 
all eddv'bflfcer& eHglme to be appointed to staff situations, withoat reference to 
the dumber absent from the corps to which they belong, but this relaxation of 
the rule in, favor of wounded officers is not to be considered as giving any per- 
manent encrease for staff employ from the regiments to such officers, the 
numbed allowed from them being, as from all other corps, limited to five to

The governor in council having understood, that the phrase* permanent

fill the brigade, detachment, or other local and temporary staff appointments, 
may be drawn from the corp-> composing the force, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of the orders in question, regarding the number and rank ot absentees.—*

general order, of the following extracts of general letters from the honorable 
the conrtof direciers, under duties the 2 th November and 3d D« j <*ember 1838, 
and to declare thei r provisions alike apnlieahle to th-* three presidencies:

general order of the 1 7th August 1827, arising out of a valuable suggestion by 
Lord Combermere, that those orders have been made more precise in theft* 
application. We full v approve of ihe new regulation as published by you on 
that occasion; and we desire that it be strictly enforced at our several presi- 
dencies.' 

18. *The nnmher of officers in each regiment, placed at your disposal for

obvious detriment, of its efficiency , and that an officer taken out of order from 
a regiment shall not he eligible for transfer from a personal staff appoint- 
ment to any permanent detached employment, uuless whilst so withdrawn, 
the staff absentees from his corps shall be brought below the prescribed num- 
ber.’— G. Q G. O . \bth May 18*20. 

With reference to the extract of a general letter from the honorable the 
court of directors, dated the 3rd December 18*28, published in general orders of 
, the 15th May 1829, regulating the number officers of allowed to be absent 
from any one regimpnt on staff employ, it is hereby notified to the presiden- 
cies, under instructions from the right honorabl* the governor genera), that 
the honorable court, have determined, in accordance with the views of the su- 
preme government that when it becomes necessary that officers, one or more, 
fthould be resorted to their corps, otherwise than by motion under the pro- 
visions of general orders of the 1 7 th Auaust 1827, such offic- rs shall be those 
withdrawn for staff duty.— 0 O V. P. %0th January 1832. 

The attention of the ge cerumen t having been drawn to classes 2 and 4, of 
general orders of the. 1 7 r h August 1827,— ■the former, restricting to two the 
number of Regimental captains that may be absent at the same time from a 
corps of the line, on stuff or other public permsnent employ,— and the latter, 
providing for the return to his corps of any staff officer on promotion to the 
tank of captain, who would otherwise be an abseutee in that grade In excess 
to two, the governor general of India in council, has had under consideration 
the consequences which have resulted from their combined operation^ and be- 
ing of opinion, that strict adherence to the rules laid dowu in those clauses 
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jipust, occasionally, be productive of injury to the public service, and unneces- 
sary hardship to individuals, is pleased to modify the provisions oi both, to the 
extent herein-after Specified. p 

When two regimental captains are absent from a corps of tfte line, on 
Staff or other permanent emnloy, a third captain shall not be withdrawn for 
snch employment, but a staff officer promoted from the rank of subaltern to 
that of regimental captain: shall not, in consequence of his promotion, be 
required to vacate an appointment which he previously held, and to which he 
is eligible in bis advanced rank, although two captains he already absent from 
his corps in statf or other permanent situations, unless the comm inder-in- 
chief should consider the return of such officer to his regiment essential to ita 
due efficiency, and by application to the government obtain his sanction to that 
measure. 

When at any time, under the operation of this order, the number of cap- 
tains absent from a corps of the Line shall have been encreased beyond two, 
no other captain shall he taken from such corps for the staff , or other de- 
tached employ, till the number of its absentees in that grade be reduced to

By Service and Ban ft,— Agreeably with orders recently received from the 
Hon’ble the Court of Directors, the following regulation is published, for gene- 
ral information. 

No officer will henceforward be appointed to fill any situation on the 
general staff of the Army, who shall not have served four years, three of 
which in the actual performance of regimental of staff duty with a corps.

General orders of the 20th August 1811 and 13th March 1820, are here* 
by cancelled.— G. O. G. G., 31 st January 1823. 

Thp right honorable the governor general in council Is pleased to direct, 
tbat thg, provisions of general orders, under date the 31 January 1823, pres- 
cribing the period of service necessary to £n title an officer to hold any situ- 
ation on the general stuff of the army, be extended to every civil situation to 
wjhich amiiitary officer is eligible.-&Q. O . G G. 12 th August 1825. 

In obedience to instructions, received from the honorable the court of 
directors, the governor general of India in council is pleased to revive and 
republish the rule laid down in paragraph 2\ of general orders, dated the 
13th August 1824, relative to appointments to the general staff, 

f No officer shall be eligible to hold the situations of adjutant general, 
quarter master general, military auditor general, or commissary general, who 
has not previously attained the rank of m»jor in the army, unless he shall have 
actually served twenty years in India.

Knowlege of the Native Language.— The honorable the court of direc- 
tors, haviug in a recent despatch again expressed their anxious desire, that a 
competent knowledge of the native languages should be generally diffused 
among the officers of their army, and hav ng at the same time deemed it ne- 
cessary to prescribe that a certain degree of proficiency in one or more of those 
languages be in future considered an indcspensable qualification for staff em- 
ploy, the. right honorable the governor general of India in council, with the 
view otifelagiifect to the wishes of the honorable court, without prejudice 
to the jStelaiS» of the rn'iny ift other respects highly qualified officers now 
in the serrice, is pleased to publish the following rules for general infor- 
mation 

I. No military officer who is now in the service, or who may enter it 
tereafter, will be deemed qualified for, if eUgible to, the commissariat depart- 
nent, or the appointment of regimental interpreter, anless he shall have passed 
:he examination in the native languages prescribed for candidates for the latter 
litnatioh. 

II No officer who may enter the service hereafter will be deemed eli- 
gible to any staff situation, (except a temporary one during actual service in 
hefield) or civil employ, until he shall have passed aa examina turn in the 
Hindoostapee language. 

III. Notwithstanding that officers now in the service, are expressed 
tom the restrictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it is to be 
Ustiactly understood that a competent knowledge of Hindooatanee, though 
oot in, their case an indispensable qualification for the situations open toothers 
m the condition of passing an examination in that lan guage, will, as hitherto, 
be always considered to confer a strong additional claim to nomination to the 
staff.— Q* O, <7. <?., 9th January 1837 , 
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General Officer's and Brigadiers — General Letter, dated 2dth Decern- 
her 1835.

The following Extiacts from a letter No. 65, from the Honorable the 
Court of Directors to the Governor of the Presidancy of Fort William in 
Bengal, under date the 17th December 1834, are published in General Orders 
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1 We have no hesitation in expressed our opinion that our Officers have no 
^strict right to succeed to the appointments of Brigadier General on the ground 
of mere Senority, these being Staff appointments, involving both confidence 
and responsibility. But we must express our firm reliance on the discretion and 
good feeling of our several Governments, that the claims of Officers to these 
or any other appointments arising out of length of service will never be set 
aside, except on public grounds. 

* With respect to the que.-tion raised as to the disqualification of Colonels 
eligible by Seniority to Divisional Commands to hold certain offices which 
they could not hold under the present Emulation ns General Officers, — We 

* are of opinion that Colonels so situated ought to have tire option of either 
retaining their appointments, or of succeeding" to Divisional Commands as 
Brigadier Generals ; but if they were to prefer the retention of their offices, the 
Divisional Commands should not afterwards be open to them, except in special 
cases to be determined by Government, and reported to us for our approbation 
and sanction.' 

1 The same principle ought to be applied in case of Senior Brigadiers 
Waving their right to succeed to Divisional Commands. If they prefer remain- 
ing as Brigadiers, the superior appointment of Brigadier General ought uot, 
in our opinion, to be open to them, except in special cases. 

* All the Members of your Government concur in recommending that 
General Officers or Colonels at Horne, appointed by us to Divisional Commands, 
should not displace ('ffieers previously in possession of these appointments, but 
wait the occurrence of vacancies after their arrival at the respective Presi- 
dencies. In compliance with yonr recommendation, we direct that henceforth 
a General Officer or Colonel, appointed by us to a Divisional Command, shall 
sot succeed to that Command until the occurrence of a vacancy ; unless we 
a hall have specially directed otherwise. — O. O. O. G ., Isf June 183-5. 

Ordnance (fficers. — His Lordehip in Council, is further pleased to direct, 
that the4th,5th and 6th Paragraphs of the General Order of the 16th May 1813, 
he rescinded, and that, in lieu thereof, the following modified Regulations be 
considered iu force from tills date, and adopted accordingly in place of the 
paragraphs above teferred to. 

Para. 4. No Commissioned Officer ahull be eligible to the Ordnance 
Commissariat, until five complete years from his first joining Hie Artillery. 
After his first appointment, as Deputy Commissary, lie will coutifllie to i ise to the 
head of the List of Commissaries, provided his zeal and conduct be sa isfuctory 
to Government, unless he be promoted, in the mean time, to the rank of Major 
in the Regiment of Artillery, when lie shall vucate his appointment. 

Para . 5.-4*The selectior^pir the Principal and Deputy Principal Com- 
missoryship ot Ordnance, will be made from the actual Deputy Principal Corift- 
missary, full Commissaries, and Officers who huve formerly served as such, 
or from the Field Officers of the Corps of Artillery at laige, at the discretion 
of Government. 

Para . 6. — The situation of Deputy Principal Commissary may be held 
either by a Regimental Field Officer, or Captain, if of the latter rank, he be 
serving in the Department ; but no officers under the degree of a Field Officer 
jn the Army, is to be eligible to the Principal Commissaryship of Ordnance.*— 
G . O . G. Q 9 Wi August 1821. 

Quarter Master GeneraVs Department . — It will be a permanent Regu- 
lation of this department, that the candidate for appointment shall previously 
produce a Certificate either from the Surveyor General in India, the Chief or 
acting Chief Engineer, or the Superintending Engineer of the Province in which 
he is stationed, of his possessing a competent knowledge of the theory and 
practice of survey.— G O G . G. % \2th August 1824. 

Interpreters — His Excellency the Cornmander-in- Chief, considering it 
of primary importance and advantage to the service, that the situation of In- 
terpreter and Quarter Master to Native Corps of t lie Line should beheld by 
Officers fully competent to the performance of the duties ; and also with a view 
of encouraging a more general study of the Native Languages, is pleased to 
so act the following rules for ttie attainment of these desirable objects. 
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Officers applying under the sanction and approbation of the commanding 
Officers of their corps for the situation of Interpreter, shall be required to 
pass an examination in the Hindooatanee Language before a committee of 
competent Officers, to be assembled by order of the commander-in-chief at 
the Head Quarters station of the Division. 

The committee will forward to the Adjutant General of the Army, a de- 
tailed report of t he examination, with a certificate specifying the nature of the 
Officei’s proficiency, and will state their opinion of his competency to conduct 
the duties of an interpreter to a Court Martial. 

The favorable certifi ate and opinion of the committee will be sufficient 
authority in the fi^t instance to render an Officer eligible to hold the situation, 
hut before lie can be finally confirmed in it, he will be required to undergo, with 
the sanction of the Governor General in Council, a further examination by the 
Public Examiners of the College of Fort William, and to obtain from them ft 
fnioruble certificate and opinion of his qualifications. And for this purpose lie 
will (on the occasion of his arrival within the limits of the Presidency Division, 
(it in r in the course of relief or otherwise) be directed to repair to the Presidency. 

Hut Offi-ers within the limits of the Presidency Division, at the time of 
their application for t lie situation of Interpreter will not be requited to pass any 
preliminary examination. 

The foregoing Roles will be applicable to all Officers recommended to officiate 
ns Interpreters; and officers now actually holding the situation of Interpreters, 
will he required to pass the examination above prescribed twelve months after 
the promulgation of this Order to their corps— G. O . C. C., 17 th February 1823. 

The Commander-In-Chief is pleased to noti y to the subultera Officers of 
the Army, the scale of qualifications expected in the candidates for the office 
of I liter pictor in Native corps and the tests by which such qualifications are 
to be ascertained ; viz 

lab A well grounded knowledge of the general principles of Grammar. 

ind. The ability to read and write with facility the modified Persiau 
character of the Oordoo and the Devi JVagree of the Khurree Ilolee. 

3>d A colloqui.il knowledge of the Oordoo and llindooee, sufficient to 
enable him to explain with facility, and at the moment, any orders in those 
dialects, oi to transpose H« ports, Letters, &c. from them into English. 

The Tests by which these qualifications are to be tried — are: 

1st. Ryffifell selected questions not of tiie niceties, but of the general 
leading principles of Grammar. 

2nd. Ry viva voce conversation with the Examiners. 

3rd. By written translations into Ilindoostanee in both characters, of 
select! d Orders or Rules and Rljfrulations. # 

4th. By reading and translating the Eagho-Ruhar in Ilindoostanee; the 
Prem Sagur in Khurree Bolee ; and the Golisten or Unwar-i-8oheily in Persian. 

It wi 1 be the duty of committees of examination to aseertain the attain- 
ments of Candidates by the foregoing rules; and their Reports ore to specify 
the proficiency of the party examined, under each of those head. 

The Commander-in-chief desires it to be further understood that previous 
examination in the College of Fort William, if successlul, will be considered 
as sufficient proof of qualification ; but that the examinations which took 
place of Officers quitinu the Darrasut Institutions, will not exempt Candidates 
from the operation of the foregoing Orders. — G. 0 C. C. %1th May 1823. 

The Commander-in-chief imf ressed with tire ntcessity of obviating the 
ineonveniuenee like ly to arise to t he Public Service, from the appointment of 
Interpreters who are not qualified for the duties of the Office, has determined 
not to appoint any Officer permanently to that situation, who shall not have 
passed an examination, and have been reported qualified for it. 

The recommendation of thp Commanding Officer of I lie Qegiment will be 
so far attended to, that the Officer recommended will be appointed to act as 
Interpreter and Qiihi ter Master, until the Commander-In-Chief shall have 
ascertained from the report of the Committee of Examination, what Officer is 
best qualified for the situation. 
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When it shall happen, which the Commander-in-chief trusla it seldom 
will, that there is no Officer In the Regiment possessed of the requisite qualifi- 
cations, the Commander-in-Chief will consider it bin duty to appoint an Officer 
from another Corps, toad as Interpreter, until the Regiment shall produce one 
qualified for the office. 

Anxious to extend the app’ication of the principle on which this deter- 
mination has been formed, and to givi it practical efficiency, the Commander- 
in-Chief takes this opportunity of signifying to the Army, that in his selection 
for situation, on the Staff* depending on his recommendation, it is his inten- 
tion to gives ample scope to the operation of those causes, of which an Army, 
constituted as this is, is so essentially in need ; encouragement of merit, aud 
remuneration of services . — Q O.C % C., 2 Sth December 1827. 

Under inspections from his Excellency the Right Honorable the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, qualified officers from t lie infantry branch of the seivice wfll 
be appointed to do duty ns Interpreters and Quarter Musters with Cavalry 
Corps, whenever Cavalry Officers who have passed the prescribed examination 
may not he available. 

As Infantry Officers so nominated, will not he required to attend mounted 
and perform other duties peculiar to the Cavalry branch of the service, they 
are, not to draw any other allowance than those strictly belonging to the ap- 
pointment, either in cuntonnunt or when rnarchiug. — G.O.C.b\\4thJuly 1834.

We have no objection to the promotion to the local rank of 
Major General of the Colonels of Her Majesty’s army serving in India, who 
were senior as such to Colonels of our army promoted to the rank of Major 
General by the brevet of the lOili January 1837. 

*8. Under the special circumstances in wl.idi local Major Gnomlsare 
placed, we consent to their b»ing considered as eligible to continue to reside 
in India, and to hold those brigade comm unis which they woum lnvo held 
bad their promotion not taken place, provi led always that no infej fetenre be 
permitted with the commands on the general staff allotted to the Major Gene- 
rals or Brigadier Generals, and Brigadiers of th^Qieen’s and the Company’s 
forces respectively.— G. O. G. G+dth March TO38 

The following military Letter, from the Honorable the Court of Dir clors 9 
to the Governor General of India in Council, No. 3, dated the llih September 
1830, is published to the army. 

Our Gover or General of 
India in Council . — 

We forward to yon the copy of a Letter from Lieut. General Lord Fitz’Oy 
Somerset, dated the loth instant, and of its enclosures, bringing to our notice, 
that the arrangments agreed upon and authorized for the promotion and em- 
ployment of H. IVI.’s Lieutenant Colonels serving in India, who are s nior as 
such to our Officers promoted to be Colonels and Major Generals, have not 
been correctly understood. It wdl be apparent, on referring to onr letters of 
the dates rioted in the margin, that those Officers

£. fn our letter of the 28th January 1835 we fitted that If it shall ba 
found impracticable to make either of the arrangements then suggested for tha 
employment of officers of Her Majesty's services, who might be senior in a 
division to An officer appointed to the command of that division, it would ba 
indispenaibiv necessary that the officers so situated should be called upon to 
consider of the comae they would hare to take; and they must have the 
option of retirh g from the country as they would do if promoted to be Major 
General on a General Brevet, and Appointed to serve on the Staff. VTa 
have now to apprize you, that local Mnjor Generals so situated may contlnua 
to reside In India unemployed, like Major Generals in our service, leceiving the 
pay and battA of their Regimental rank, but with the understanding that the 
brigade commands usually allotted to the Queen’s service, shall be given to tha 
Queen's Officers available for them at each Presidency, according ta 
Seniority. 

London, I \th Sep'em>er, 1839. — With reference to the above letter, tha 
Honorable the President in Council h pleased to declaret 

1. That local M»jor Generals of Her Majesty’s service are eligible under 
the appointment m Government, for employment ns Brigadiers, where Queen’fl 
troops are stationed, provided that such appointment shall not interfere with 
the commands on the General Staff allotted to the Company's Officers. 

2 Tl'ut the senior local Major Generals (of the Regiments at each Pre* 
sideney) arc in prr Terence to be eo employed. 

3. T liot the Brigadiers term of serving shall be limited, as in the case of 
M.vjor General, to five yeurs; and half the number of years which any Offices 
rn»y have served prior to the promulgation of this order, in command of a brl* 
glide, including any temporary command of a division, shall be deducted from 
that term. 

4. That local Major Generals of Her Majesty’s service, who prefer re- 
maining In India, in expectation of succeeding by seniority to brigade commands 
may do so, selecting their residences within the Presidency in which their 
Hecimentfe are serving and receiving the pty and full batta of their Regimental 
rank.

The following paragraphs of a Military Letter, No. 29, from the Honorable

Para 1. Having had nnder our consideration the regulations affecting the 
sppolntmentfof Officers to established brigade commands we have resolved «h»t 
such Brigadiers, of the 1st and 2nd classes, as are regimental Colonels, and who 
brave succeeded to the bent fits of the off- reckoning fund, alkali be required to 
vacate their respective commands after having held the appointment of 
brigadier for five years ; this regulation however to he subject to the same 
modification as the appointment of General Officers to t lie staff; Viz. Hint if, 
on any particular occasion, yon should be of opinion, that the continued 
service of any Brigadier is indispensilde to the public interests, von may con- 
tinue him in the command until our decision on his case shall be made known 
to you. Upon every such occasion you will furnish us with the requisite infor- 
mation with the least practicable delay. 

2. This regulation is not to be applied retrospectively to the period which 
Brigadiers may have served as such, prior to its announcement in General 
Orders ; but we are of opinion, that for pvery two years which they may then 
have served as Brigadiers, they slionld be considered as having served one 
year towards the completion of their four under the new reguhfttion.'~(?( 0.<*.

RECENT DECISIONS BY GOVERNMENT, 

OX IMPORTANT POINTS OP THE 

PAY REGULATIONS, 


ALLOWANCES. 


When serving in other Presidencies . — On occasion of the employment of 
a party from the Surveyor General's Department, within the limits of the Ma- 
dras Presidency, the following arrangements were sanctioned. 1. The Of- 
ficer in charge drew the pay of himself, and all the public establishment from 
that Presidency. 2. After passing the Nurbudda, Sub- assistants of the third 
class received pay ns those of second class; and those of the second as those 
of the first class. 3. The Officer authorized to hire person*, if procurable, for 
the carriage of certain instruments, for which duty no regular establishment 
is maintained, 4. An advance of Rs. 5,^00 granted to the Officer in charge 
tf the party. 

Compensation— A Captain of Madras Horse Artillery having been ap* 
pointed Member of a Board of Artillery Officers in Calcutt»| received full 
regimental allowances as compensation for all the allowances, including com- 
mand allowances ; he lost also house rent at the Presidency rate during his 
absence on the above duty. 

On Leavfi.— An Officer proceeded on leave between musters; he did not 
rejoin at the end of the month, but availed himself of general leave obtained by 
him. His total leave did not exceed six months; his regimental pay and al- 
lowances were passed to him. 
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AUGMENTATION. 


In Native Infantry.— On occasion of one company belnsr added to each 
regiment of iufautry, the commencement of the superior new companies, was 
restricted to the date on which the subsidiary orders on the subject were an- 
nounced to the army. 


BATTA. 

Forced Marche s . — Though troops march from one place to another to 
fewer than the prescribed number of marches, extra batta is admissible Otlly tot 
the number of days they are actually on their march. 

Artillery Drafts .— A cap‘ain of artillery, serving at Dum-Dum, was re- 
moved to a company on full batt ». On being struck off his late company, he 
was ordered to take charge of drafts, and he was detained for some time witty 
them at, Duip- I)utn. Full batta was passed to him from the date of being 
struck off bis late company, because bad be not bpen detained on the above 
special duty, he would have (lravpn full batta from that date. 

Unexpected Detention , — A regiment was ordered to hold itself in readiness 
for a specified duty from a certain date; but its destination was afterwards 
altered, And it did not actually march till long after the date named; but as 
carriage was entertained from the date fit s t ordered, extra butta was sanctioned 
for the corps from that date. 


BOATS AND BOAT ALLOWANCE. 

On the Indus . — Periods of boat allowance established. 

From Ferozepore to Snkhur, 2 m rt nth« t 

" Sukhnr to Hiiawnlpore, or its immediate * vn.ity I month. 

On being first Posted . — An artillery Officer, after eight years service at. 
Dum-Dum, was ordered to receive charge of the artillery at D.icca, Boat al- 
lowance was granted to him as being for the first time posted, and as he had 
never been in receipt of full rpgimental allowances. 

When on Steamers . — A detachment was despatched into Assam on board 
a steamer. The Officers claimed boat allowance for the conveyance of their 
camp equipage, baggage, &c. , which there was not room in the steamer. Aa 
they were in receipt of tentage, and had a passage in the steamer, the claim 
was disallowed. 

On joining from Sick leave . — An Ensign doing duty at Barrackpore, 
proceeded on sick certificate to Van Diemon’s Land,aud was absent nearly two 
years. On his return he claimed boat allowance to join his corps, but as he 
had, before proceeding tojoin, received full allowances for more than eight 
months, his claim was deelared inadmissible. 

When Movement is countermanded.— A native Infantry regiment was 
ordered by water from Barrackpore to Dinopore. On reaching Bhagulpore it 
received an order to return to Barrackpore. B>at allowance for the Officers 
was sanctioned from tiie Presidency of Bhagnlpore and back again, 

To join a staff appointment — An officer belonging to a carps at Chita- 
gong, was appointed major of brigade to the troops on the Eastern Frontier 
during the rains. He claimed boat allowance, but it was refused. 

Skeleton Companies— Certain skeleton companies being ordered by water 
from the Eastern frontier to join a recruit battalion at Jbanpore, boat allow- 
ance was sanctioned for the Officers attached. 

Tojoin Het'd- Quarters . — After boat allowance had been sanctioned for 
a Btaff Officer proceeding tojoin headquarters at the Presidency, he received 
orders to proceed by dawk at the public expense. His boat allowances being 
retrenched, he appealed to be permitted to draw the whole or the actual ex- 
pence incurred in transporting bis baggage by water; his claim declared to be 
inadmissible, as he was in receipt of tentage. 
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COMMAND ALLOWANCE. 


Pioneers . — T*i fly rupees a month granted to the Officer tn charge of the 
pointers entertained for service with the Bengal division of the army of the 
Indus. 

Adjutant . — An Adjutant of a rceiment of the line having no personal 
command of a company, and merely fnlli.ig into such command occasionally, 
is not allowed compensation for the loss of Command allowance when absent 
on special or court martial dutv. 

Compensation . — A Major General commanding a brigade, proceeding on 
service was placed in charge ol a division, end the senior field Officer of the 
force (not belonging to the brigade) without n line command, was placed in 
command of the biigade. On the Major General’s resuming command of his 
brigade, the Officer temporarily in oomriiH* d claimed compensation for loss of 
allowances whilst proceeding to join his corps ; his claim was disallowed. 

Of Detachment of Local Infantry — An Officer of the line permitted to 
command four companies of the Sjlhet light infantry at the frontier post of 
Lurkipore. 

Of Local Corps.— A Mnjor whilst in command of a corps of local cavalry 
was promoted to a regimental Lieutenant Colonelcy ; but in rwisrquence of the 
absence of the 2nd in command with a d< tnehment and the sickness, of the 
Adjutant, there was no one present to receive ch rge of the corps, and the 
Lien'enant Colonel was by station orders, retained in command for some days. 
For these days the 2nd in command who had been appointed to ihe permanent 
command also claimed the consolidated al owtince of Rs. 1,000 but under 
the special circumstances his claim was njic od. 

Compensation . — The same lulrs for drawing ermpensntion for loss of 
permanent command allowance are applicable to ca>es of loss of temporary 
commands 

An Officer appointed to net ns Interpreter to n detachment of Her 
Majesty's troops proceeding by water, received bout allowance He also 
claimed compensation for loss of company command allowance, which was 
granted on the ground that boat allowance uu 0 g rau ted for a specified 
expenditure. 


DAWK TRAVELLING. 

On first appointment — When young Officers proceeding to join their 
own corps for the first time are ordered to do so by dawk, they are permitted 
to draw the difference between the boat allowance which they would under 
ordinary circumstances have received, and the actual amount of expense in- 
curred by the State for their dawks. 

When ordered on Service . — A Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General 
ordered to proceed by da^k to join a force assembling for field service at N us- 
scerabad was allowed to draw the actual expenses of travelling by Dawk. 


HOUSE RENT. 

Deputy Judge Advocate General at the Presidency .— The Dpputy Judge 
Advocate General of the Presidency division, bung in charge of the Judge 
Advocate General’s office, claimed the difference between his tentage, afirt the 
Presidency rate of the house rent. Claim disallowed as a staff Officer of the di- 
vision, and also as in charge of the above office, for which lie receives a special 
lemun oration. 

Aide-de Camp to Deputy' Governor . — An nssi tant Secretary to Mili'ory 
* Board being as such in receipt of house rent was appointed Aide-de-camp to 
the Drputv Governor of Bengal. Me claimed the fu 1 salary, Rs. 334, of ihe 
latter appointment j but as Rs. 9 for house rent are consolidated in fhat 
pmount, he was only allowed to draw the reduced eulnry of Rs, 24 
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LEAVE. 

On Return from Furlough— If an Officer on returning from furlough 
shall obtain leave of absence in general orders, he aim 1 1 not forfeit his allow- 
ances if he join his corps within the time al.oweil by the boat regulations, 
(xclusive of such leave, and provided that boat periods do not exceed the ten- 
or of six months in addition to one month, during which he is allowed to re- 
main at the Presidency, (being a total absence of seven months after arrival. 
This indulgence does not extend to officers returning from absence beyond sea. 

To join Staff Appointment— An Officer whilst on leave was nominated 
to an appointment with he did not join before the expiration of six months 
from his proceeding on leave and his allowances were retrenched. He claimed 
remission of the retrenchment, on the plea that from the date of his appoint- 
ment, his leave on private affairs was commuted to leave to enable him to join 
his appointment. His claim was disallowed. 

To sea y from Arracan.— Officers employed in the province of Arracan, 
permitted passage as on service on board the ship assigned to tht.t province, 
whenever they may embark for a sea voyage under leave granted in station odera. 


MARCHES AND RELIEFS. 

By water at own expence.— In making application for corps to proceed by 
water at their own expense to effect a relief, See. commanding Officers must 
state that the native Officers and men have consented to defray their own ex- 
penses. 

Pay and allowances to the end of the current month granted to a corps 
proceding in corse of relief at their.own expense by water, including extra batta, 
the latter on the perosnal responsibility of the Officer commanding the corps. 


PASSAGE MONEY. 

Commander-in-chief.— The Commander-in-Chief at Madras having been 
appointed Commander-in-Chief in India, Rs. 5,500 was sanctioned as passage 
money from that Presidency to Calcutta. 


PROPERTY. 

Compensation <— Every claim for compensation for losses occasioned by 
property being carried off by the enemy to be submitted to Government, in or- 
der that each may be decided upon according to its particular circumstances. 


STAFF. 

Government Secretaries.— Under no circumstance is a reduction of any 
description to be made from the allowance drawn at the Presidency by Officers 
of the department of the Military Secretary to Government whilst with the 
Governor General in the upper provinces, on the principle that Secretaries of 
other departments suffers no reduction of salary. 

Commandant of Allahabad . — During the absence of the Commandant of 
Allah ibad on leave, the staff allowances paid to the Officer commanding the 
garrison was deducted from the Commandant’s staff allowance. 

General Officers.— The staff allowances of a Genera] Officer appointed to 
the staff commence from date of appointment. The extra salary of an Of- 
ficer commanding a devision between the date of the appointment of a General 
Officer and of his Joining becomes a double charge to the state. 

Deputy Adjuiant General . — The Deputy Adjutant General of the army, 
placed on the same fooling in regard to allowances as the Deduty Quarter 
Master General and Deputy Military Auditor General. 

Special duty.— -A. Major General acting on the staff being withdrawn 
from bU division (or special duty, was allowed to draw his full allowances as 
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6ueb, bis locum, tcnens was also allowed to draw the usual allowances for com- 
manding a division in the absence oi its permanent commanding Officer, which 
caused a double payment. 

Department of pvblic worlis. — In the absence of executive Officers of 
public winks, they will receive only half the remainder of their stuff salary 
after the actual expenses of the office shall be deducted therefrom by the 
acting Officer. 

BuUtur — An infantiy Officer, whilst employed under the garrison En* 
gincer ut Hukhnr, allowed the salary of an Assistant Field Engineer Rs. 112. 

When temperarily with regim cut. — A Captain of ca\alry, second in com- 
mand of a local cavalry coips, joined bis regiment on service for a brief peri- 
od. The consolidated stuff allowance of bis appointment sanctioned during 
that period only in case be did not receive regimental pay and allowances and 
the emoluments of a troop at the same time. 

Civil employ. — A military Officer holding a political situation, was per- 
mitted to remain in Calcutta, he having been nominated Private Secretary to 
the President of the Council. He was declared precluded from drawing .any 
military allowances us holding a substantive civil appointment, while on leave 
from his permanent situation. 

Of temporary commands.— A colonal in receipt of off-reckonings, succeed- 
ing temporarily to the command of the Agia and Aluttra^districts, allowed the 
full staff of Brigadier. 

Proceeding tojoin.— An Officiating Deputy Judge Advocate General, in 
the receipt of staff salary only, was removed to a division in which he offi- 
ciated on the full salaiv . H is claim to the half staff salary, whilst in progress 
to join his new appointment disallowed. 

j Brigade Major of Irregular Cavalry —An infantry Lieutenant 2nd in 
command of a corps of local cavalry, was appointed Brigade Major to a bri- 
gade of local cavalry ; during employment as such, he received Rs. 400, and 
cavalry Brigade Major’s allowances amounting to R 9 . 254, inclusive of one 
horse. His. claim to cavalry pay and horse allowance declared inad- 
missible. 

When with Native Princes on Pilgrimages . — Three Officers appointed to 
accompany three Rajus on pilgrimages on a salary of Rs. 300 per mensem each, 
in addition to their military pay and allowance. 

From what period receivable. — The rule directing that an Officer succeed- 
ing to an appointment shall receive the salary only from tha day succeeding 
that on which he receives charge, is applicable to the case of the Commander- 
in-lhief, and his Military Secretary. 

Military Chest . — A staff salary of Rb. 200, and an establishment at a 
charge of Iis 140, monthly sanctioned for the officer in charge of the treasure 
chi bt attached to a field force proceeding on service in Marwar. 

J ctnclunent t-taff . — To local infantry battalions proceeding together on 
service, the usual ullowauce, (Rs. 60), sanctioned for the Officer performing the 
duties ol detachment bluff. - — —

REGULATIONS. 

FOlt TI1B GUIDANCE OF COM M A N D EllS‘ AND OTHER", BELONGING TO 
SIIIJ’S AND VESSELS RESORTING TO THE PORT OF CALCUTTA* 

Under orJers.of Government in the General Department , 
dated 5th August 1835. 

1st. A 9 the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, the Officers 
of his department are not to be iuterferred with in the execution of such im- 
portant duty. After a ship or vessel is moortd in a clear and safe berth in the 
streum, she is not to be shifred, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honorable company’s mooring#, and except in cases of emergency. 

2nd. All applications to take in or cast off from the mooring 3 , *or for 
other assistances bom the harbour master’s department, are to be made In 
writing to the master attendant, who will direct the harbour neater accord- 
ingly. Applications will he complied witl^accorrting to priority of date. 

3d. On ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to have their jib 
and j|ii ver booms rigged in as soon as practicable, and remain so till the pilot 
tak’S chrirge. ,*■ * 

4th. Ships and vessel* laying In the stream, or at the honorable com- 
pany's moorings, shall .b&ve at lea t one anchor at the bow with a cable bent, 
and ranged, ready for lett ng go at all titles. * & 

fitli. No ship nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of th« 
Honorable Company's mooring buoys, except for the purpose of #fcrping*fnto a 
berth, under the direction of the harbour master, or his assistant; and especially 
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mo warps are (o be out during the night, on account of thg rich of boat* beloir 
thereby upset, and the almost certainty of the consequent loss of lives, 

6th. Serious accidents having taken place in transporting vessels, from 
the circumstance of one ship letting go another’s warp, while in the act of 
moving, commanding Officers are tq, permit warps to be made fast, and to 
keep them so until requested to let them go. All vessels in the port of 
Calcutta are enjoined to assist each other, while in the act„of warpi g? 

7th. The Harbour Master’s Assistants are dir cted to take care, in hauling 
snips or vessels into dock, that the waist anchors are got up out of the chains, 
and to see that no (’rejections whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can 
ua removed) be suffered to remain. % 

8th, All ships or vessels moored in the stream, are to keep a clear hawser, 
to prevent accidents occurring. 

9th. Commanding officers of vessels are strictly prohibited from boiling 
pitch, damtner, or rosin, on board, to prevent accidents bv fire. They are also 
jrohibited from throwing overboard ballast or rubbish, or any kind, detr.men- 
tal to the bed of the rivers. ♦ 

10th. Commanding Officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at 
any of the Hon’ble Company’s moorings, a<e to slack down thelj; cables, to 
enable vessels to pass over them, when required by the Officers of the Harbour 
Master’s department to do so, 

11th. Ships or vessels meeting with anv accident, or causing damage to 
others Vfchile in charge of an Officer under the authority of Muste^ Attendant 
liave no claim on Government for such damage ; but the parties concerned are 
to represent the case to the Master Attendant who will take such cognizance of 
the same as the merits of the case may appear to ri quire. 

12th. In order to avoid misconception as to the responsibility of Govern- 
ment for the safety of ships and vessels making use of the Honorable Conipan.x 
chain moorings, the Governor-General in Council bus been pleased to direct, 
that it be explicitly notified to the public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any ship or vessel which may jjse those moorings. 

13'h. Government have been further pleased to prohibit command rs of 
all ships and vessels from moving them in any part of the rivers, unless they 
have a pilot or an Officer from the Harbour Master’s department on bmifd, 
under penalty (independently of such conseauences, as thp ownpia or com- 
manders may be subject to by law, on the part of individuals,) of two 
hundred Sicca Rupees. for every breach of this prohibition. 

14th. Finally, you are hereby informed, that no pilot will bp allowed to 
take charge of your ship, outwards, until a certificate from the Marine Pay 
Master shall have been presented at t ’e Master Attendant's Office, stating 
that all port charges due on her account have been paid. 

Notice is hereby given that vessels engaging the Honorable Company’s 
moorings, are liable to be removed from one mooring to another at the discre* 
lion of the Master Attendant whenever he may consider such a measure neces- 
sary, either for the general conyenie»ce*of the port or the particular safety of 
any othA vessel. Of course on such occasion no charge will be made against 
the vessel removed.

6RDBR OF HIS EXCELLENCY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

IN COUNCIL* 


Fort William, July 19, 1801. 

Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for ships importing at^ Cal- 
eutta, to retain their gunpowder on hoard while laying in the port ;and where- 
as, the explosion of a large quantity of gunpowder on board of ship, lying off 
the town, might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the 
town, to the inhabitants thereof, unci to the shipping in the port ; and whereas, 
instances have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and Into 
the country adjacent, \y ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns on other 
occasions, his Exc 1 i;y tin* Most Noble the Governor General in Council, 
with a view of ohviati j the serious consequences which might ensue from a 
consequence of these regular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to 
establish the following rules. » 

1. The*commanders of nil vessels bound to the port of Calcutta, and 
proceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part of the river abova 
ilnyapore are required on or before tin ir arrn al off Moyapo r e, to land at the 
magazine, which hug been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they 
may have on boird, (whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammuni- 
tion) exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which quantity every ves- 
sel is permitted to retain on board, fur the purpose of firing salutes or signals 
In cases of disrress. Officers appointed by Government, will take flmrge of the 
gunpowder immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapore, and 
will deposit it in the magazine. Commtnders of vesftls are inquired to mark 
the names of their respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpow* 
der, previously to their being landed. A receipt fur the gunpowder will bd 
granted by the officer in charge of the magazine. 1 

2. In order that vessels may be detained os short a time as possible for * 
the delivery of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on com- 
ing in sight of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore-top-mast-head, whereupon 
the officer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in 
readiness at the river aide to receive the gu’ipowder. 

9. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine be- 
tween sunset and sunrise. 

4, The commanders of vessels outvard bound, which -may require gun- 
powder for their outward voyage, shall not take gunpowder on board in any 
part of the river above Moyapore, with the exception of quantity not exceeding; 
one hundred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Should any gunpow- 
der have been lauded from any vessel, when inward bound, and deposited in 
the magazine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of 
the vessel to the officer in charge of the magazine, (such application being ac- 
companied by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the ma- 
gazine) be conveyed to the river side, and ifeti vered to such person as may be 
aeutAo take charge of it. 

5. In future, vessels entering the port of Calcutta, shall not at any time, 
whilst lying in any part of the river between Moyapore and Calcutta, have on 
board without the express sanction of Government, any quantity of gunpowder 
exceeding one hundred pounds for the pufrpo^ea’before mentioned ; the Collector 
•f the Government Customs is hereby empowered and directed, should he have 
reason to believe that a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds 
kw been received on board of any vessel, to cause the vessel to be searched 
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and should any greater quantity be found on board, to seize the same. The 
colleojpr is also empowered and directed to seize any unauthorized quantity of 
gunpowder which may be attempted to be shipped on any vessel, in opposition 
to the rules herein prescribed ; all such gunpowder so seized, shall he liable to 
confiscation; the Collector shall immediately send all the gunpowder so seized 
to the magazine in Fort William, and shall report the circumstance of the case 
to the board of trade ; the Collector shall not grant a port clearance for any 
such vessel from which gunpowder shall have been so seized, without the ex- 
press authority of the Governor-General in Council. 

•6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be con- 
fiscated under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to the 
Collector of the Customs and his deputy ; the remaining moiety shall be gran- 
ted iu equal proportions to the informer and to the officer assisting in making 
the seizure. 

7. The commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in any 
otber part of the river below Moyapore, will be permitted to deposit their 
gunpowder in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8. Pursuant to the orders contained in the 5th article of these regu- 
lations, the commanders of alt vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, 
having on board a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are 
required to send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, 
which they may have on board of their respective ships, or any place on 
shore, to the magazine at Mo> spore. If the commander of any ves e el shall 
not conform to this requisition, he shall be liable to the penalties itated in the 
5lh article. 

9. The commander of all vessels Iving off the town of Calcutta, or any 
part of the river between the town and Kedgeree, are prohibited from filing 
guiis (excepting for the purpose of saluting Fort William, or for signuU iu 
cage of the vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without having 
previously obtained the permission of His M.jesty’s justices of the peace for 
the towu of Calcutta. When guns shull be fired Iromany ship for the purpose 
of sahiting Fort William, or for signals in c^se of (lie ship being in distress, 
and also in cases in which guns may be fired with the permission of the 
justices of the peace, the commander of the ship is enjoined to be particularly 
careful that the guns be not shotted.

Hotices touching Port charges at Calcutta, for the information and 
guidance of Oioners and Commanders of vessels. 

The Marine Board having lately, under the orders of Government, been 
engaged in revising the general regulations of the Marine Department, bearing 
on the shipping frequenting the port, request the particular attention of owner#, 
Agents, and commanders of vessels, to the following arrangements iu connection 
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with the charges on account of pilotage, See., framed with a view to .the mutual 
convenience of the Marine Department and the shipping interests. ^flNk 

First. — Commanders are requested, prior to quitting their vessels ororrival 
off Calcutta, to Ail up and certify, or cause to be tilled up and oertifted, a form 
of certificate shewing the actual registered tonnage; the draft of water; ami 
whether the vessel has or has not been tugged by steamer any part of the way, 
or has not had the use of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the pilot, 
in order to the bills of the vessels being correctly made out. 

Second.— Commanders are further requested, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence 
of the reference for the payment of his vessel's bills. 

Third.— On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate 
and written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including 
Inward pilotage, light-house duty, Moyapore Magazine duty, and row boat 
hire, (if any) which, together with a certificate, will be forwarded to the Ma- 
rine Pay Master for collection within fifteen days of the arrival of the vessel 
and having on it the name and residency of the party referred to for pay- 
ment, which commanders are requested to furnish to the Master Attendant in 
writing as early after their arrival as practicable, that that Officer may inora 
readily be enabled to present it. By this arrangement all the charges connect- 
ed with the vessel up to her arrival off Calcutta, will be embodied in one bill 
instead of, as hitherto, being made in separate bills. # 

Fourth. — In the event of vessels docking, or being transported at the desire 
of the commander$it is requested that a certificate may be given by the com- 
manding officer of the operation having been performed, in order to its accom* 
panying the bill when presented for payment to the referee. 

Fifth. — The practice of charging for hauling to the chain moorings, for 
their monthly hire, and for hauling from the moorings in separate bills, is 
discontinued, and henceforward one bill will be prepared, including the charge 
for hauling to the moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauling from 
them ; and commanders are requested to give, or cause their commanding offi- 
cers to give, to the master attendant or the harbour master, certificate of the 
date of hauling to and from the moorings, which tertificate, as before, will ac- 
company the bill when presented for payment. The hire of the moorings will 
he charged for the day on which the vessel is hauled thereto^ without reference 
to the period of the day ; and, in like manner, no charge will be made for th« 
day on which she hauls from her moorings, however lute in the day she may 
quit them. The charges c mnected with the chain moorings will thus be em- 
bodied in one bill and be discharged in one payment, instead of three or more, 
according to the number of months the vessel occupied the moorings- 

Sixth.— The system of charging outward pilotage on an estimated draft of 
water with an addition of te.n per cent, subject to adjustment after the vessel 
has sailed, and of charging a certain number of days for a row-boat subject to 
a like adjustment, is abolished ; and in mture, the outward pilotage and charga 
for row-boat hire on outward-bound vessels, will be made as follows: 

When the vessel is finally laden, the commander is to give notice thereof 
to the master attendant, when the draft of water is to be ascertained and cer- 
tified by the commcmder or commanding officer on the part of the vessel, and 
by the harbour master on the part of government,— subject, in case of dispute, 
to the decision of the master attendant. On receipt of the certificate, the 
master attendant will cause a bill to made out for the regular amount of pi- 
lotage, for the row-boat hire according to an average rate with reference to the 
size of the vessels and the season of the year, fixed by a marine committee which 
lately sat at the Bunkshall, the majority of which was composed of members of 
houses of agency and commanders of ships. The bill and certificate will be pre- 
sented in due course for payment. 

Seventh.— As however, it frequently happens that vessels are taking tn 
cargo or filling their water up to the last day of their departure, or that from 
other causes the bills for the chain mooriugs and outward pilotage cannot be 
made out till the eve of departure; owners, agents and commanders ure la 
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such <ras particularly required, with a view to despatch, to cause an indivN 
dnai ipfttend at the Bankshall and expedite the transmission of the hill and 
certificate to the board for registry, and to the pay office for collection ; at 
euch of which offices they may in such cases defend upon the most ready 
and special attention. • 

Eighth. — In the event ''fa vessel being tugged any part of the way down 
by steam, or not having thg use of a nw-bout, commanders are to obtain front 
the pilot, at Kedegree a certificate to that effect, which they should forward by 
dak to their agents. On receipt thereof agents are requested tomakeouta bill 
against the Hon’ble Company for the £ deductionfrom the pilotage allowed, if 
tugged by steam, or for the row-boat hire panics the case may be, and to 
forward it, together with the certificate, to the marine board for audit and 
payment. " 

Ninth.— In cases where a vessel leaves Calcutta, avowedly intended to fill 
pp cargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draft at which 
she leaves Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduced amount, ns if she had 
proceeded to sea ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotage charge, front 
the place at which the vessel takes in tho additional cargo, to sea, owners or 
agents of vessels will be required to furnish a special guarantee to pay tha 
amount chargeable according t* a certificate oflhe draft of water to be signed 
by the commander or comtijAnding officer and pilot. 

Tenth. — Six sets of motwings at Diamond Harbour having been ^tted spe-* 
dally to enable vessels arriving in distress from loss of anchor and cables to bo 
readily moored, the charge will be Co.’s 50 for mooring and unmooring, 
and the daily hire the sgme as for the mooring 9 at Calcutta. The moorings will 
of course be a vailable to vessols not in distress from loss of anchors and cables, 
but the harbour master will be instructed at all times to keep two sets vacant 
during the S. W. monsoon to meet casualties. 

Eleventh.— Annexed is a statement of the several port and pilotage 
charges, and the marine bpard trusts, that with these and the certificate of tke 
commanders or commencing officers before them, owners and argents of vessels 
will. at all times, he enabled readily to ascertain the correctness of the bill# 
and to discharge them on presentation.

DEDUCTIONS PROM PILOTAGE CHARGE FOR EMPLOYING STEAM. 


A great deal of unnecessary trouble and correspondence has been caused 
by Parties not following the proper course for the recovery of the deduction 
from the charge for Pilotage, allowed for Vessels employing Steam,— Bills for 
Pilotage, are frequently returned to the Collector of Customs with a remark 
written on them that the Vessel has been tugged in part or entirely to Sea- 
Notice is heieby given, that the deduction on that account cannot be recovered 
in that way, The Pilotage is payable iri* advance, and biWs for the full amount 
must be paid whether a Vessel is tugged by a Steamer or not. If she is, a bill 
mast afterwards be made out for the usual deduction on that account and 
presented at this Office, when it will be passed if correct and accoiqpanied by 
the Pilot's Certificate, specifying that Steam was employed and to what ex- 
mt> whether in part or entity out to Sea. Without that document no such 
claim* can be admitted. The attention of Owners and Agents of Ships to this 
notification I® earnestly requested. ^

Notice is hereby given, that in future parties in whose favor monies ara 
passed, payable by the Marin# Paymaster, will be required to attend to the 
following directions ; 

If the party, in whose favor the bill is passed, himself draws the money 
at the pay-office, he will be required to receipt the bill and als> to sign an 
office check for the amount. 

On the other hand, if t^e money is to he drawn by the agency of a sircar 
or other person, it will be necessary that the amount should be made payable 
(under the signature of the party in whose favor it is pa^ed) to such sircar or 
other person by name — or to bearer ; und such sircar, or other person or the 
bearer, will be required to receipt the bill and to sun the office check for the 
amount. 

Of course in the latter case, if the money should be paid to the wrong 
person in consequence of the bill being lost or stolen, or otherwise surrepti- 
ouslv obtained oy the party presenting it, the marine department cannot be 
considered answerable.

on which the claim is preferred, and the vouchers, if any, annexed to the 
)>I11. In cases where the claim has arisen out of correspondence with the 
Bo*rd, a reference by number and date, to the Board’s letter, sanctioning the 
(barge, will be sufficient. 

3. — Of course when a bill is presented on account of transactions, which 
have not been previously before the Board, it wilt stilt be necessary to accom- 
pany the bill with vouchers, and an explanatory letter. 

4. — Any bill, which may be found inadmissible, or to require correction, or 
further voucher, will be returned to the party as early as possible; and should 
itnot be so returned within the week, the drawer will know that it has been 
passed to the marine pay master, and may accordingly apply for the payment*

The Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in council, is pleased to dirmfl 
that the following rules aud regulations, relative to lascars and other Ashra^- 
teamen, be published for general information. v 

Bulbs and regulations— Made, ordained and published by the 
Bight Honorable the Governor-General ol Fort William in Bengal, in council. 
In pursuance of an act of Parliament of the 4th October, the 4tb George the 4tb, 
c. 80, passed on (he 31st day of January in the year of Our Lord 1828, to be ob- 
served by masters officers 8nd owners of ships and vessels trading under the 
authority of the said act, the crews of which ships, and vessels shall he wholly 
or in part composed of Asiatic sailors, lascars or natives of any territories, 
Countries, Islands, or places, within the limits of the charter of the Uuited 
Company of Merchants of Englaud trading to the East Indies. 
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Belt ordained by the Riaht Honorable Wiliam Pitt Earl Amherat, 
Governor-General of Fort illiam in Bengal, in council, by virtue of the pow- 
er* in him vested by the said Afct, that from and after the publication hereof in 
the manner herein-aftcr directed, the following rules and regulations shall 
be observed by masters, Officers, and owners of ships and vessels trading under 
the authority of the said Act, the crews of tghich ships and vessels shall be 
wholly or in part composed of Asiatic sailors, lascars or natives of any of the 
territories, countries, Islands, or places within the limits of the charter of the 
said United Company, whilst such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives shall be 
or board such ships or vessels, and whilst absent from the countries or plaeea 
to which they shall respectively belong, and until they shall be carried back 
to the places to which they belong, or from whence they have been taken. 

1. Every such ship or vessel, which shall clear out from any port or 
place in any tmitory, country, or island, under the Government of the said. 
United Company, or belonging to His Majesty within the limits aforesaid, upon 
any voyage to the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or to any 
port or place beyond the limits of the charter of the said United Company, and 
every such ship or vesul which shall arrive at any port or place in the said 
United Kingdom, and every such ship or vessel which having cleared out from 
any port or place, in any territory, country, or island as aforesaid, shall arrive 
at any port or place without the the limits of the charter of the said United Com* 
) any, shall be provided with an expert surgeon, of ability and knowledge ; and 
in each case, before any such ship or vessel shall c'ear out from any port or 
place under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to Hie 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, such Surgeon shall be previously examiued 
by the Medical Board, or by such medical person or persons, as shall be ap- 
pointed for that purpose by the Government, or principal Officer of the port or 
place from whence such ship or vessel shall clear out ; and no surgeon shall be 
deemed a fit surgeon, unless lie shall be testified by such Medical Board, or by 
such other medical person or persons, to be duly qualified, and such surgeon shall 
be retained and entertained on board such ship or vessel, during the whole voyage 
(unavoidable casualties excepted) by and at the expense of the owner or own- 
ers of such ship or vessel, and shall administer such medical and surgical aid as 
shall be requisite to the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives on board of such 
ship or vessel during the voyage on which such ship or vessel shall proceed or 
be bound ; and every such ship or vessel shall also he furnished, at the like ex- 
pense, with a proper quantity and assortment of medicines fit for the said Asi- 
atic sailors, lascars, and natives ; and it shall and may be lawful for the Go- 
vernment, or principal officer of the port or place where such ship or vessel may 
be, under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to His 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, and before suoh ship or vessel shall clear 
out, to appoint any medical person or persons to examine the quantity, quality, 
pnd assortment of such medicines ; and such ship or vessel shall not be permit- 
ted to clear out from such port or place as aforesaid ; until the Government, or 
principal officer thereof, shall he duly satisfied, that a sufficient quantity and 
proper assortment, of such medicines shall have been furnished ; provided al- 
ways, that if such owner or owners, master or other commanding officer of any 
such ship or vessel, which may be intended to be cleared out from any port or 
plgce under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to His 
Mnjtsty, within the limits aforesaid, after using due diligence and reasonable 
pud proper means in that behalf, shall not be able to procure or retain an ex- 
pert surgeon, duly qualified as aforesaid, and such owner or owners, master or 
Other commanding officer, shall represent the same in writing to the Government, 
or principal officer of the port or place where such ship or vessel may be, toge- 
ther with a true statement of t lie means that have been adopted or employed 
to procure a fit surgeon as aforesaid, then it shall and may be lawful for the 
Government or principal officer of the port or place, where such ship or vessel 
piay be, on being duly satisfied that a fit surgeon cannot be procured, to autho- 
rise and permit soch ship or vessel, by a licence in writtng, to be in that behalf 
granted by the Secretary for the time beiDg of such Government, or by the 
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princip al officer of such other port or place as aforesaid, to clear out and pro* 
ceed on the voyage then intended, without having such surgeon of board, any 
thing hertin contained to the contrary thereof notwithstanding. 

II. That every such ship or vessel which shall be navigated by the 
proportion of British seamen, directed hy the twenty-first section of the 
said Act of Parliament, that is to*eay, by four British seamen as part of the 
crew for i very hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and 
so in proportion for any part of a hundred tons, shall be manned with not less 
than six of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or native, being m*n, or five men and 
two boys for ever} hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, 
and one man more for every ten tons beyond the last even hundred tons thereof 
in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, and every such ship or ves- 
sel, tile crew whereof shall he in part composed of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or 
natives, and which sliall not be navigated by the proportion of British seamen 
ttboTctntntioned, but which thnll, by virtue of the twenty-second stc'ion of the 
baid Act of Parliament, be licensed' to *ail and curry on her voyage with a less 
p oi onion of British seamen than required by the said twenty-first section of 
llie Act of Parliament, shall be manned with such a proportion of such Asiatic 
sailors, larcars, or natives, to the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, as is 
hereinafter specified, (that is to say) when the number of sin h British seamen 
shall be three for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or 
vessel, and so in proportion for any part of a hundred tons, the number of such 
Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, shall be seven men and one boy for every such

Every such ship or vessel shall be furnished and provided bv, and at 
the expeuses of the owners or owner of such ship or vessel, with a sufficient 
Quantity ©f wholesome and good provisions and with a sufficient quantity of 
fuel properly adapted for the use of the Asiatic sailors, lascars and natives^ 
who may embark, or who during the voyage, may be on bo,ird such ship or 
vessel, and such provisions sliall be regulary served out to 9ucli Asiatic sailors, 
lascars and natives, during the course of such voyage, in manner following, that 
is to say, whenever such ship or vessel, during th&course of such voyage, sImM 
ba within the tropics, agreeably to be uuder mentioned scgle^ yix.

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And In addition to the above mentioned stock of provisions, and other 
articles herein before mentioned, the? owners or owner of every such ship or 
vr seel herein before mentioned, shall also lay in a stock of tobacco, sufficient for 
the supply of at least three-fourths of the Asiatic sailors, lascnrs, or natives on 
board, for the voyaee, at the rate of one-half !*eer, nr one pound weight, per man, 
per mouth, to be served oat to such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, when 
their own private stock of those articles shall have been exhausted, which 
tobacco shall be estimated at twenty per cent, on the prime cost of the article, 
such prime c<st to he certified by the inspecting or other officer appointed for 
lhat purpose, and the price of such tobacco, to be deducted at the end of the 
voyage, from the wages of such man to whom the some shall have been suppli- 
ed ; and the entire quantity of provisions and oilier articles, which shall be 
] id in for the u«e of the suid Asiatic sailors, lascars and naihte as aforesaid, 
shall be estimated us follows ; viz. to Europe, North America, the Eastern Coast 
of South Amoiica, and the Western Coast of America, respectively, customary 
provisions for six months and food of a more mourishing quality for four months. 
To Now South Waif s, customary provisions for four months, and food of a more 
nourishing quantity for two months. And it is hereby diricU'd, that a stock of 
fuel and witter shall bo laid in, by every such ship or vessel us aforesaid, for the 
supply of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on board; that it shall he 
in proportion to the stock of other provisions taken on board as afo. e-aid; 
and that the said stock of wati r shall be in proportion to the number of Asiatic 
sailors, lascars or other natives on board of such ship or vessel as afore- 
said, and that in particular the taid stock of water so taken in for the supply 
of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and other natives, shall be of sufficii nt quantity 
to allow for every Asiatic sailor*, lascars, or other native on board of bucIi ship 
or vessel duiiug the said voyage, one gallon in the least for each day; provided 
always, that whenever the seaeunnies, or any other p rt of the crew of such 
a hip <rr vessel shall be Anglo- Asiatic or native Portuguese, they shall be victual- 
ed us European seamen. 

IV. Every such ship or vessel shall be furnished and provided by, and at 
the expense of the owner or owners of su« h ship or vessel, und for the use of 
such Asiatic sailors, luscars, and natives, who may embark or be on board such 
ftliip or vessel during the Intended voyage, the following bedding and clothing; 
viz. one bed, to consist ot three country blankets sewed together. One pillow ; 
stuffed together with blanketing. One blanket, one jacket aud one pair of 
trowoers with feet, made of tour yards of European red of blue cloth. One 
jacket aud one pair of tiowsers with feet, made either of European cloth or 
cuuntry blanketing. One pair of shoes, two woollen cups, two pairs of 
woollen mittens, for each man. 'And that such bedding and cloth shall be 
delivered out to such Asiatic* sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid who may 
not be previously supplied therewith, whenever such ship or vessel shall be iu 
any latitude to the uoithwaid of twenty-four degrees north latitude, or to the 
southward of twenty-four degrees south latitude, and that such bedding and 
clothing shall thereupon become the property of the persons to whom the 
same 6hali be delivered. Provided always that ^io Asiatic sailor, or native, 
shall be entitled to receive more than one set of bedding aud of clothing in 
the course of one voyage ; and that the owners or owner of such ship or vessel, 
supplying such bedding or clothing, shall be at liberty to deduct from the, 
wages of each Asiatic sailor, lascar and native, as aforesaid, who shull her 
supplied with such bedding or clothing, in addition to the prime cost twenty 
percent, on the articles respectively supplied to any such Asiatic sailor, lascar 
or native, as aforesaid, and which said prime cost shall be certified by the 
inspecting or other officer thereto appointed. 

V. Every such ship or vessel shall be provided with healthy and roomy 
berth* or lodging places, properly ventilated in the fore part ot the between- 
decks of such ship or vessel, which shall be left clear for the accommodation of 
the Asiatic sailors and natives as aforesaid, who may embark or prooeed on 
>>oard of such ship or vessel, to each man of whom, in ships or vesselshaving no 
top-gallant fore-castle, shall be allowed a space of 35 cubic feet, for Ills accommv- 
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dation before the main-mast ; but in cases of ships or vessels having a top-gaU 
Ian t- forecastle, twenty-four cubic feet shall be deemed sufficient for each of such 
persons, and that all Asiatic sailors, latcars, and natives, as aforesaid, who shall 
not be required to perform the duties of the said ship or vessel, or who shall 
not belong to the watch or gang that may be actually employed in perform- 
ing the duly or work of the said ship or vessel, shall be suffered and permitted 
to remain in their berths or lodging places herein-before mentioned, in the same 
manner as is usually permitted to European sailors, and until it shall be the 
turn of duty of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, who may remain below, 
to relieve the watch or gang employed on the upper deck ; and in order to en- 
able the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives as aforesaid, to obtain the benefit of 
this regulation, the master or commander of every such ship or vessel shall 
divide the Asiatic suitors, lascars, or natives into two watches, or gangs, accord- 
ingly as the duty of the ship or vessel may require, .and hi such manner that 
a portion of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives forming one watch or gan t 
limy remain on the upper deck, to perform the duty of the said ship, while ti a 
residue of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives, may remain in their berth^ 
or lodging places as aforesaid, in the same manner as i9 usually practised ana 
observed towards European sailors; and every such ship or vessel as afore- 
said of the burthen of five hundred tons and under, shall be provided by, and 
at the expense of the owner or owners thereof, with one caboose for the pur- 
pose of enabling the said Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives to cook their 
victuals on board such ship or vessel, according to the manners, habits and 
customs of such Asiatic sailors, lascars or uatives, respectively, and to be ap- 
propriated exclusively to and for their U9e; and which saidcabouse shall not be 
less in length than four feet ten inches, or in breudth than three feet two 
iuclies, and in height five feet, and ev* ry such ship or vessel, as aforesaid, ex- 
ceeding five hundred tons, shall in like inauner be furnished with two such 
cabouses, for the purpose herein aforesaid. * 

VI. No such ship or vessel shall clear out from any port or places under 
the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to His Majesty 
within the limits aforesaid, before the commander thereof shall have delivered 
to the officer authorized to grant the port clearance, a true list in duplicate of 
every Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native, on board or intended to be taken on 
board such ship or vessel, and true specification of the terms and rate of wages 
on which such Asiatic Siilor, lascar, or native shall have been hired ; and also 
u true list, in duplicate, of the tobacco, and quantities and sortof provisions, and 
the prices thereof, respectively; and of the quantities of water and fuel, respec- 
tively, which shall have been provided for the use of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, 
and native, and also a true and correct list, in duplicate, of the bedding and 
clothing, and the price thereof, respectively, provided for the use of such Asiatic 
sailors, lascars, and natives, and also a true list, iu duplicate, of the quantities, 
qualities, and assortment of medicines provided and on board of such last men- 
tioned ship or vessel ; each part or list as aforesaid, being signed by the com- 
mander of the ship or vessel so delivering the same to the officer authorized to 
grant a port clearance as aforesaid, aud in order that it may be ascertained tha^ 
such tobacco, provision, fuel, bedding, and clothing, are respective!) sufficient 
in quantity, and fit and proper in quality for the use of the said Asiatic sailors, 
lascars, aud uatives during the intended voyage, the owners or owner, or com- 
mander o( every such ship or vessel, shall deliver samples of musters of all such 
tobacco, provisions, fuel, bedding apd clothing, with the prices thereof respec- 
tively, to the inspecting officer, or otherperson or persons who shall or may be 
appointed by the Government, or to tne principal officer of the port or place 
at which such ship or vessel may be, to inspect the same respectively, and such, 
owners or owner orcommauder shall, from time to time, produce such tobacoo, 
provisions, fuel, bedding and clothing to such inspecting officer, or other per- 
son or persons so appointed, as well on board of the said ship or vessel, as before 
the same shall have been put on board, for Buch inspecting officer, or other per-

shall permit and suffer such inspecting officer, or other person or persons who

And 
that when such ship or vessel shall so clear out, the officer authorized to 
grant such port clearance, shall countersign the respective lists herein-before 
directed to be delivered to him in duplicate, and return one part of each set 
of lists to the perseki in oommand of such ship or vessel, and that on the ar- 
rival nf such ship or vessel at the port or place within thesaid United Kingdom 
to which such ship or vessel may be bound, or at any other port or place be- 
longing to His Majesty, without the limits of the charter of the said United 
Company, to which such ship or vessel may be bound, the person in command 
of such ship or vessel shall deliver such lists, so countersigned, to the officer 
authorized to admit such ship or vessel to entry, and shall also deliver to the 
said last mentioned officer, a true list containing the names of every Asiatic 
sailor, lascar, and native, as aforesaid, not included in the first list countersign- 
ed as aforesaid, and who shall have been shipped after the commencement of 
the voyage of such ship or vessel, or during the progress thereof with a 
specification in like manner of the terms and rates of wages, at which such 
last mentioned Asiatic sailors, lascars and natives as aforesaid, may have beer* 
hired ; and also a trudand correct statement in writing, of any casualties that 
may have happened to any or either of the said Asiatic sailors, lascars or na- 
tives as aforesaid, who at any time were shipped on such ship or vessel, and 
of what shall have become of every man comprized in such list, and who shall 
not be on board such ship or vessel at the time of her entry into any such 
port; and also a true and correct account shewing the bedding and clothing, 
and quantity of tobacco, which may have been furnished and supplied to each 
Adatic sailor, lascar and native, as aforesaid, on board of such ship or 
vessel during the voyage, and what Bum or balance shall be due and owing to 
each Asiatic sailor, lascar, and native as aforesaid, for his wages at the time of 
the arrival of such Bhip or vessel at her consigned port. 

VII. The owners or owner of every such ship or vessel, from which any 
Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, shall be discharged or landed In any 
country, other than that from which such Asiatic sailor, laacar, or native, as 
aforesaid, shall have been shipped or to which he shall belong, shall at the 
proper costs and charges ol such owners or owner find and provide proper and 
sufficient lodging, raiment, food, medicines, and, if necessary, medical and

RUIBS FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND 
OTHER OBSTRUCT IONS. 

1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that 
have been ipst in Its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of evpry description of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant, to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, 
under the official superintendence of the marine board, the means placed by 
government at the disposal of that officer, for the purpose specified. 

2. All recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrec ks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed as soon as may be practicable, in the same state in which they are 
recovered. Articles belonging to live Ilon’ble Company, are to be deposited in 
Bankshall premises, and immediately, after their being So deposited, a full 
and, accurate description shall be taken of Ihe articles for registry, specifying 
whether the articles are of a perishable nature or not ; place where, and date 
when found j and such other information as may be at all calculated to enable 
owners to identify their property. A distinguishing mark is to be placed on 
the anchor or other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will 
admit of it, Ike mark expressing the year In which it was recovered, apd its 
number in the register of that year; when the article will not admit of being 
matked with paint, it is to be in some other mnnner sufficiently id£&ti fi(d,8g 
fjUo connect it which its particular item in the registry .

d. The above Inform.llon li to be reftolarly entered into books of registry 
to be kept for (hat purpose at the Master Attendant's Office, which books shall 
be always open for public inspection, during the hours of business; a copy v of 
this registry, shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered artieles, with all 
tlte necessary information, to be hung upiu the Exchange Rooms, • for the in* 
formation of the public. 

4. In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., 
or the proprietors of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed 
by th< m should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the valuation shall have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the 
place of recovery ; viz £d. of the value of articles rooovered above Fultah; 
40 per cent, on articles recovered between Fultah and Culpee ; 60 percent* 
on articles recovered between Culpee an l Saugor ; a. id 65 per cent, on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value flx^d by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. as 
above directed. The bill is tobe sent to the Marine Board for registry ; It is 
then to be passed to tha Marine Paymaster for collection, on the production 
of whose receipt to ihe Master Attandant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

5 All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, bs sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall a id Co, three mouths after its recovery ; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consi ier is for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. I n like manner, all non- p rish- 
oble property shall be sold, at quarterly public sales , twelve mon'hs after re- 
covery. On receipt of the net proceeds, sahage, us directed in article 4th, 
shall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the i% tore k and anchor concern** 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without 
interest, to parties at any time subsequent iy establishing their right thereto. 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is iunmed ate* 
iy communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the 
requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when 
recovered, are tobe delivered to the owners, on secu ity given for payment, 
at the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property $ 
any other description of property so recovered, is to be delivered, on payment 
of one-half the amount of salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, according to 
the place from whence the property is recovered. Tl»e valuaiion thereof to 
be made by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. subjec asbefore t to arbitration 
If the owners or commanders possess suilab'e means for recovering their own 
anchors or other lost or wrecked property, within 48 hours after they have 
been parted from or lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interfeieuce of 
the Master Attendant is then fo* bidden ; but, should they fail to remove th6 
obstructions within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanction 
of the Marine Board,) the Master Attendant is authorized to effect the object 
himself ; and all such anchors or property, when recovered, shad be subject to 
the prescribed charge of ealvsge in the article 4th. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own 
anchors, they shell be delivered to the Master Attendant in the state in which 
they may have been found, with every thing attached to them and be registered 
in the same way, is if they had been re.ov red in the first instance by the’ Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
Shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8* The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the esse of any 
ship or vessel being wrecked ia-any part of the river, la such case the Master 
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AMerdcnf shall, rn Hie requisition of the parties cor earned, afford every 
practicable i ssistance for recovering the said ship or vea*el, *ber stores or 
cargo ; and »inh a claim, or oomi en«ation in the nature of salvage, alifelf be 
preferred by the Marine Board, as to them, under ail circumstances of , the 
case, shall appear reasonable; should, however, the fwrtbs criAcerned decline 
the Assistance of the Master Attendant, tluir operations shall not be interbred 
with, unless by their negligence the navigation of the river should become 
liable to continued obstruction from the accident, in this case, hs before, the 
Muster Attendant is to adopt ull be necessary measures to remove it.

ACCOMMODATION ON BOARD THE PILOT VESSELS. 

The following rule?, relative to the accommodation of individuals, pro - 
teeding to the Sand Heads or down the river , on hoard any of the Honorable 
Company's pilot vessels, have been sanctioned by Government, and are now pub- 
lished for genera l information . 

1. Officers, civil and military, when ordered to proceed down the river, 
on public service on board a pilot vessel, are to notify th e same to the master 
Itlendant, or, in his absence, to his deputy, who is to select the vessel, with 
reference to the exigencies of the service on which such officer shall embark. 
In cases where persons, whether public officers or private individuals, are de- 
sirous of proceeding on board a pilot vessel for the ben* fit of their health, ap- 
plication is to be made as above, accompanied by a medical certificate, evidenc- 
ing the necessity of the party proceeding to sea ; when permission will be grant- 
( d * y the master attendant or his deputy, to repair on hoard such vessel as 
may be available. Individuals ugain, both in the service and out of it, who 
have occasion to goon board a pilot vessel, for purposes unconnected with 
tlifir duty or health, are to make application to the marine board, stating the 
pnrj os* s for whh h ihey desire the indu’gei c**, and the time for which they are 
likely to he on board. The pilojs are on no account whatever to receive on 
board as passengers any individuals unless sanctioned as above. 

2. Individuals proc*eding on board of pilot vessels, under either of the 
above circumstance*, are entitled to occupy one-half the after accommodation, 
and in the event of a greater number of persons being on botrd, under the 
anthorify, than can be accommodated in the cabin alluded to, the juniors of 
the public servants, and those last permitted to go on board, if private indivi- 
duals, to have such accommodation as the dining cabin Bffords. It is to ba 
optional with the pilot in charge to allow the occupation of his half of th$ after 
accommodation to such individuals ; but ho is on no aocount to demand a great- 
er sum than eight sicca rupees per diem for the first fortnight, and six for 
e\er} day after. But It is to be understood, that individuals proceeding on 
twBrri, on public service, shall have the right of also occupying the remaining 
half of the after accommodation, on a remuneration b*ing made to the pilot 
in charge of the vessel, at the rates above specified The payment in both the 
above raser, is tp becxclusive of the amount to be given for table money, as 
hereinafter si attd. 

3.. It ia to be distinctly understood, that no individuals proceeding on 
board a pilot vissel, are to be considered as possessing the slightest degree of 
authority on board ; but that the regulations now in force, relative to passen- 
gers, on tfurh occasions, are to be strictly maintained. The rule Is, of course, 
not a; pllcuble in cases, wherein, by the special order of the government, the 
pilot in rheme is required to place himself under the directions o: any parti-

1st. Tne master attendant or his deputy, shall ordinarily officiate as pre- 
sident of ull such committees. 

21. When the master attendant or his deputy cannot preside with pro- 
priety, as in cases where either is complainant, tne maiiue pay master shall be 
nominated president ; and if he shout i he unable to intend, the commander of 
any of the Honorable Company's chartered ships or cruizers, or if no su eh officer 
should be in Calcutta and able to officiate, some other eligible individual, by 
profession a mariner, snail be aeleoe t by the marine board to preside. 

3rd. A co uinaiider of some one of the company's chartered ships, shall 
be always appointed to sit as member ol the court, whenever such nomination 
can be made. 

4th. In making arrangements for the formation of every Committee of 
inquiry , five comnuifders iu the country's service, or as many us can be called 
upon, if the number of such commanders in Calcutta shall be less than five, 
shall ue apprized ol the intentions of the marine board, to appoint the committee, 
and it shall be optional from the whole of those so apprized, or any number ol 
them best able to attend, to sit as members of the said committee of inquiry. 

5th. If no commander in the country s.-nire shall, after being so appriz- 
ed, think proper to attend, it shall be, nevertlicdehs, competent for the remain-' 
ing members present, to couduct the investigation, and to report upon the 
subject of complaint, as direc ed, 

Gib. Two branch-pilots shall be nominated to sit as members of every 
committee of inquiry. 

7th When any opinion, given on professional points, is only that of a 
majmity of the committee, the dissentient member or members shall be enti- 
tled to record in the proceedings of the committee his or their dissent respec- 
tively, with the reasons which have induced him or them to diasent from the 
niajority, for the information of the marine board. . 

Bill. Tile judge advocate shall be instructed, in every case, to take down 
minutes of pro ededmga, and to conduct the inquiry, with the powers usually 
exercised by judge advocates in naval and military counts of inquiry.

5th. — If a widow pensioner marries, her pension, is to cease during her 
coverture, but in the event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be re-ad- 
mitted to the pension to which she was entitled during her first widowhood, 
unless her second husband shall have been a member of the pilot service, unit 
lmve been at his death of a higher grade than her ft »t husband, in which cast 
sheshaM'be entitled to the pension of the higher rank. 

6th. — All pensioners under these rules »re to make personal appearance at' 
the Marine Board OffiVou the 1st day of every alternate month, or to afford 
such other proof of their existence as the Marine Board may from time to time 
require. 

7th. — Widows and female orphans above the age of fifteen years, are re- 
quired, to forward to the Marine Board Office declarations half yearly, in May 
anil November, that they are not married, and that they have not been married 
at any intervening period.

There are no precise rules for parage* in the Government Sea Steamers,' 
not on service. Passengers make their own arrangements with the commander; 
hot sanction of the Board or Government is rtquired for the commander to 
receive a passenger and the following is the lorm of‘ communication usually 

utade. * 

To Commander H. C. Steam Vessel. 

Sir — You are permitted to receive on Board tlie H. C. Steamer, under 

your command, and acemtimndHte with a pHssnge, Mr, , lie making his' 

own arrangements, and the Government being at no expense thereby. 

INLAND STB AM NOTIC8. 

In lliearrangemenl* made for the conduct of all matters connected with’ 
the Sttain Boats plying to the Western Provinces, the convenience of the pub-' 
lie has been a principal consideration. The charge for freight on good* hat 
tfeeh -ually. reduced to the lowest rate co npatible with security against lost ; < 
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and were the boats loaded entirely and exclusively, with goods paying’ the fixed 
rates of tonnage, the receipts on all accounts would do little more than cover 
the expense of the establishment. A less expensive mode of navigating the 
boats may and it is hoped will be dhoo>eitd. Fuel which now constitutes the 
heaviest item of outlay, will perhaps Income procurable at a low* r rate ; and 
when it is so, the i ui lie will benefit by a proportionate reduction of the chmge ; 
for, the object of the ewiaulndinieui of these boats, when proposed hy Lord 
Will. am Benlii k, was a prospective advantage to result ftotu a greater facility of 
commerce and intercommunication between the extremes of the Empire. 

The gentlemen who have giatuitously undertaken the Agency of the boats 
at the different stations, are each of them furnished by dawk on the dBy alter 
the Steam Boat ieuves Calcutta, with a way-bill or list of all packages and 
poods consigned to the station were iltey reside, — which wili enable any in- 
dividual expectin . a parcel to ascertain if it be on its way, and to muke ar- 
rangements for obtaining it on the arrival of the boat ; but as much inconve- 
liieuce has been found to anse from servant* and peons crowding the deck of 
the boat on her ariival, to enquire for parcels, the residents at the oifferent sta- 
tions are invited to authunze the Agent to receive their packages and land 
them from the boat; they wili find a saving of time io the arrangement, as the 
commanders of the boats have iustiudi m* to deliver m the fiist insiauce goods 
addressed to the A.eiU, on account of tiieii being in general the channels 
through which parcels are sent o be forwarded by dawk or dawk bliungy ; iu 
the delivery of which a few minut s may amnetiiiies be of iiuporiaoce. The 
charge at which the Agents have consented to land aud to receive ail parcels, is 
doc which, after the above explanation, vvnl, it is presumed, be no longer 
objected to; the Agents give their time and their services graiuiiously to the 
imblic and should the landing charges, as in some instances is understood to 
have been the case, he refused, it will beioinc ncctssury to raiae » lie charges for 
freight in a much greater propnitmn, to the du iujeut of the puuiic iulcrest, 
and* without any advantage to the establishment.

Latterly the demand for freight on the iron steamers, from Calcutta to 
the Upper Provinces, has much increased, When this is the c^se, in excess of 
,the tonnage available, the tonnage is put up to public competition at the comp- 
troller’s office. In March 1830 two thonsanl cubic feet of tonnage was piijt 
up, and the priee rose rapidly at t lie commencement of the sale ; one lot being 
disposed of at tiie rate of three rupees ten annas the foot; the general price 
ranged from three rupees six annas, to two rupees *even annas. The demand 
for tonnage, however, fluctuate*. In the nontli folio vying the above, the {’re- 
quisitions for freight, did not exceed the tonnage available; consequently qo 
public competition took place; and the freight was of comae charged for, as 
prescribed in ihp foregoing notification. 

In June 1830, the demand for freight in the Malahangnh accommoda- 
tion, being considerably above the means of supply, the tonnage was put 
up to auction. At the first few lots, the price rose as high as three rupees $ml 
six annas, from which it gradually fell to two rupees twelve annas, where it 
stood till the last ten lots were put up; whpn it ro*e Hjiin to two rupees four- 
teen and fifteen annas at which the remaining lots went off 

The freight at auction, on the 3 l August, 1830, was hid for so high as ft) 
vary from four to five i upees per foot ; a circumstance quite ^unprecedented in 
the annals of up-country steamers. The led to the building in 1841 of cargo 
boats; the rates «•( which are subjoined. 

Carriages, palankeens and packages, of ^1] dimensions wilj be 

received and freight charged, for whatever distance, at the rate of one nnnaper 
lb., excepting on light goods, which weigh le*s than 24 lbs. per cubic font, 
when the former charge of 1 rs. 8 ans. per cubic foot will be made, and no 
package, however small, will be received at a less charge that oue rupee eight 
annas. *

Rules and Regulations to be Obseived on Board the Government 
4-ccommodation Vessels, 


1st. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge ot 3 
rupees per duv, for breakfast at £ |»h«i 8 ; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and tea and CoffVe at 6 Intermediate meals or refreshments 
must he paid for, according to prices fixed mid exhibited on the card, which 
is to be suspended for general information, in a conspicuous part of the dining 
room. Every ar.icle must be paid for at the time of delivery, and the ste- 
ward is strictly prohibited supplying any article if not paid for at the time ; 
he is provided with plenty of small *iUer change, and wit h tokens instead of 
coppers if preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever 
from the mess table to the cabins lor children, servants, or invalids, as such 
practices tend only to the discomfort ot t lie passengers generally. Ladies or 
gentlemen prevented by in imposition from coining to tabic, will be suitably 
provided with refreshments in their cabins. 

« d. The servants are required to be always clean, and dressed with 
tirbauds. European or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jackets and shoes; they are required to keep their hair cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy Each servant, when attending. 
El table, is lequired to carry a clean napkin in his baud, S 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necessary measures to preveut 
a recurrence. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

6th. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals. 

6th. The steward Is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o'clock, every 
day, to remain suspended in 9 lie dining room J 

7th. In case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines 
&c., it is requested that the same b? represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letler;addresNod to the comptroller of government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cause of cympiui .t,i( possible, will 
be removed.

About Commercolly, on Ihe right or southern 
bank of the Gangrs, is the present blocked up entrance 
of ihe Mattabunga, or Brocken headed river, — very 
appropriately named — it empties itself into the 
Hooghly by the outcast’s village. Above it is the 
blocked up entrance to the Jellingee river, which emp- 
ties itself into the head of the Hooghly river, off 
Nuddea, after pnssing Kishnagur chi! station. 

Sixty-six miles from Commercolly is -Snrdah, on 
the left bunk of the Ganges ; wrs formerly a coal de- 
spot, and is Anted for Mr. Watson’s large silk factory, 
formerly the Hon'ble Company’s. It is 443 miles from 
Calcutta by steamer’s route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, Steamers do not wnit here, but change pilots. 
Letters from und to Calcutta take 2 days; but they 
should not he s nt here but to Ramponr Beauleah. 
From hence the Rurrey 1 river branches off to the east, 
through fhe t hulluni and Bellobockcry Jheels into 
Ihe Baifc Saugor river for the Janai and Dacca; but 
only navigable for sjTiall boats. 

Twehe m lea from Surdab, on the left hank of the 
Gange«, is the civil station of Rumpore Beauleah, in 
the district of ItHjshnye, distance 4.35 miles by steam- 
er from Calcutta, and only 155“ miles by laud. Ufs 
the residence of a judge, a magist ate, a collector, 
^ Postmaster, engjn^, officer and doctor, as likewise 
some indigo and silk manufactures. This is a coal 
depot for steamers where they are generally detained 
2 to 4 hours. Htre is a good bazar: bread, butter, 
frnits, meat and p ultrv, are cheap. There is a fine 
road here. Letters for s eamers from Calcutta should 
leave the 6th day after the vessel. The dawk 
takes li days for letters; bangy dawk 3} days: 
the eteamir’s run is from 7J to 8 days. Pas- 
sengers for Darjeeling sanatarium, previous to 
leaving Calcutta, should make arrangements for 
land travelling, and to irate the steamers here, 
w fitch is a fur more comfortable plan than landing at 
Durgatchia. 
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Burgatchiii, on the left bank of the Ganges, and 
Mahauundee rive s at their junction, ia 22 miles above 
Rampoor Ueanleah : there is a crossing ferry frotn 
Berliampore route for the new route to Dorjeelling : 
it is about 30 miles from Berhampore. Passengers 
can be lauded here, this being the direct route from 
Calcutta to the sanatorium. 

Fume pore factory isong of Lord Glenelg's, and in 
the district of Maidu, distant 24 miles from Malda. Is 
situated oti the left bank of the Ganges, and is 50 
miles fioni Kampore Beauieali. At 3 miles above 
this is the junction of the steamer's route with the 
Rhauruttee and Sunderbund routs. Passengers for 
Malda should land here. 

Subjunge is on a rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Ganges, and is by Bhagrutlee 265 miles, by Sun- 
rierbunds 686 miles from Calcutta, and by land 196 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
should leave Calcutta on the 5th day after the ateam- 
er, and from October to June on the 8th day, dawk 
route being If days. 

This is a very ancient cily, and the ruins of an 
immense mass of buildings, among which is uu ancient 
palace, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &c. Sen , worth inspecting. 
Here <re some Christian graves and monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small way , 
are procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
steamer’s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels generally 
stop here 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owing 
to jungle. The hills are distant about 5 miles inland. 
The Himalaya hills are visible at times. It is a native 
daroguh's, and post office station. 

Twenty-one miles above Rajmahal, and 2 miles 
below Sukreegullee hill and point is the beautiful 
Mootee Jhurua waterfall : it is visible on the eastern 
side of the hills. At Sukreegullee point is an Indigo 
Factor's bungalow ; would be an excellent shooting 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, hogs, and 
deer of all kinds abound here, and among the hills 
feathered game abound. Steamers pass it in 10$ days 
in the dry seasou. 

Twenty-three miles above Sukrergnllee, on the 
left bank of tl e Ganges, is Kantnegur. Passengers for the 
civil station of Purneah are land, d and received here.

Colgong village and rocks is G8 mile* above 
Rajm>hal, 65 .miles below Monghyr, and 18 miles 
below Blinuuulp'ire ; Is on I h" right bank of Ganges, 
and has u. fine nnllali and shelter for boats. It U a coal 
depot for steamers : the left passage should never be 
attempted by either steamers or boats in the rains, as 
the currents and eddies between the main and the 
rocks, almost ryiake it certain loss for any native bo it, 
and too dangerous for steamers. Boats in attempting 
it, must be careful to have very strong tracking lines 
low down to their prows, with plenty of trac kers and 
two bowlines as guys to the hank, and kept close in. 
Rock fbh are pro *urahle be r e, 

Ei.hte« n miles above Golgong is the civil station 
of Bhaugulpnre, situated on the right ba k of the 
Ganges. It is very picturesque. It is 268 miles by 
land, and 348 miles in the rams, and 636 m hs in the 
dry season from Calcutta- Here is a commissioner, 
a judge, a mat istr*te,a collector, a doctor, a suh-npinm 
agent, a steam agent, a post master, and some in duo 
factors. Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta 
the 6 h day after thp steamer in ’he rains, and on the 
9th day in the dry season. Dawk takes days, 
and st earners 9£ and 11 days to arrive here. Pro- 
visions of all kinds are procurable here ; also a kind 
of bght silks, called Tusseis, for coats, jackets, ladies* 
gowns; short silks of vat ions cob urs for bed covets, 
and nulive wear; also a kind of cloth called baiters. 
Here are a few hill rangers and a sepoy station, under 
charge of an invalid officer. There is also a monument 
here rais'd by the hill people, in mnnory of their 
lumented patron, Mr. Cleveland of the civil service 
whom they styled t lie Father ol tin ir country. 

Steamers stop here tor about an hour or two in 
the rains, and only a few minutes, at sotne distance 
below, in the dry season. 

Twenty five miles above Rbaugulpore is the not- 
ed Jangeera rock in ih<> liver, with a Hindoo temple 
on it ;* Europeans are admitted to iuspect the tem- 
ple. 

One liundered and thirty-three miles above 
Rxjmahal or 20 miles above Jangeera rock is the civil 
station of Monghyr — a very large mart. Its old fort 
by the anchorage, is situated on a rocky point extend- 
ing considerably ii land on the right hank, and is 
considered by the steHtu regulations to he half way. 
There is a judge, a magistrate, a collector, a doc- 
tor, a post-master, and steam agent; likewise a 
general etoreshnp for all Eiiropenu stores and pro- 
visions, « ines, &c. &c. Itor&es buggies, for a even- 
ing’s ride to the noted Seetwkuond well distant 5 
miles Two huge hnz-irs are here, where provisions 
of all description, except ducks, may be obtained. 
This is the little Birmingham of the East. Tnssers, 
hafters, different native cloths, hardware, furniture, 
apparently w(»l< flubbed guns and pistols— (but treach- 
erous a* tides)-— pikes, swords, gunpowder, shot, 
black wooden flower vases and cups, ladies’ hand- 
some light woodeu jet black necklaces and bracelet^ 
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of various patterns, at from 2 to 3 rupees the set, St. 
Agnes* beads, table dish mats, straw bund punkahs 
and baskets of various shapes and patterns, ladies' 
handsome wooden-work boxes, on carved legs, at 7 
ropers, of various kinds of w iod, children's painted 
wooden toy9 and sticks, very hurd bamboo for canes, 
and various kinds of birds, cameleons and monkeys. 

The steamer's passage to this is generally 12 days 
in tiie rains, occasionally 10 days in July, and in thed^y 
season 13 to 14 days : the distance from Calcutta is 
398 miles by Bhagrutfee, 686 miles by Sood^rbunds, 
and 304 by land. Dawk runs in 2f days. Letters for 
steamers should leave town on 7 th day after her, in 
July, and on the 8th day in June, August, September 
and October, and on the 10th day in the diy season. 

On arrival here, the collector's and magistrate’s 
book is sent on board for entry of » 11 passenger’s names, 
Sec. See. See. S'eamers stop here 3 to 5 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by VV. of Monghyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them : they were formerly in the 
steamer’s track, but are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. 

Ofi right bank of the Ganges, 20 miles above 
Monghyr, is the large village of a So.>rnjgurra, with a 
small river that runs down from the hills. Fowls and 
kids are procurable here, through the thannadar's assis- 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the right bank of the river, 60 miles above 
Monghyr, and 50 ht low Dinapore, is the large town 
and mart of Bar, being a darogah station, also a bye 
depot for steamer’s coals. All this bank of the river, 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted for piggery vil- 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on the right hank, 87 miles above Monghyr, 
or 9 miles below Patna station, or rather Bankipore, is 
a large native town, with a river on its upper or western 
end, that flows from the hills, and has a pucka bridge 
over it : it is a noted manufactory of table cloths, of any 
extent, pattern, and texture that may be ordered. Also 
napkins aud towels of all sorts, 

Patna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles along the right bank, 14 miles below 
Dinapore ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax-candles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
been counted laying here at one time. It is the residen a 
of a nabob, and being a suddet or civil station, has a 
commissioner, a jndge, a magistrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint officers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, a post-master, European assistants and mission- 
aries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flights of steps ontside, to 
ascend to its top, on which Is a large circular hole, to ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain into. It 
has only one door, and was built for a depot, in case of 
famine. It is a very massive building, and noted for 
its very numerous, clear, and strong echos, and at pre- 
lent it is used as a guard house.

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Steamers seldom stop here : sometimes not being 
able to set within a mile or two; passengers can land 
at the lower end, and get ekhas or hackeries, (a native 
one horse convey cnee) to take them up to.Bankipore, 
or to the military station of Dinapore, 14 miles distant, 
by way of a novelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary bv Hie road side The road is very good 
up to the military cantonment. Deegah farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is the Gunduck 
river from the Nepaul hills, with a large native town 
on its right hank, and on its left, or eastern bank, is the 
famous Hsjcepore bungalow, and race course. During 
its annual large fair which is attended by people from 
all parts of India, yery good and cheap nags are 
procurable. 

Dinapore is a large European nnd native milita-y 
statio where the Rteaine f s put to the bank by the can* 
tnornent flags' aff, for 5 or G hours, to rake in coals, dis- 
charge and take in cargo, and passengers; it is consi- 
dered as two-third of the passage upwa ds. It is on the 
right bank of the Ganges, distant from Calcutta, hy 
steamer*?, route via Bhagruttee, .'>08 miles ; via un- 
derbuilds 790 miles ; and by Ian . 370 mi es. Post takes 
31 da v«. Le?te r s for ste rneis should leave Calcutta oi» 
the 10th day after the vessel in the ri ins, and 13. h in 
the day si asnn. 

Motion, beef, fowls, eggs, bread, bu’ter, fruits of va- 
rious kinds, and g>apcs in May and June, are procura- 
ble ; as also table-cloth*, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
keri liiefs, a'so ha's, muslin and cotton cloth shoes, har- 
ness, Phtna scented wax candhs, and grain. European 
simp keepers, are heie also. Here is a steam agent, a 
doctor, and a clergy man. Plays are performed occa- 
sionally hy amateur performers Auctions are some- 
times held here. 

Passengers for A' rah nnd Tit hoot land here. 

Four miles above Dinapore is thejunction of the 
river Soho. 

Twenty two miles above Dinapore, on the left 
bank, is the civil station ofChupra, the capital of S. iron 
district Here reside a judge, a magistrate, a codec- 
t< r, a doctor, and u post master. Steamers seldom 
t< uch here even in the rains. Passengers f r this place 
should arrange to land above it at Revelgunge, where 
there is a s team agent. 

Revelgunge, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
on the left bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agent's care. From hence 
up to Gin* zeepore, i he villagers are said to be uncivil, 
and didionest. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
large native village of Rhnlican, a darogah station, 
noted for a f ir annually In Id here, as also a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting bank*. Tides are very strong 
here ; hosts being detained from 4 to 0 weeks, waiting 
for \vuter,and a favourable breeze. 
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ttuxar on the right hank, and Kurntad^s on the 
left bank, i« 88 miles above Dinaporc, and is noted for 
being the Hon'ble Co.’s stud establishment, There is 
a small fort here, where the battle was fought. Here 
are some European officers o the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, al<o a steam agent, 

Eight miles above Huxar, on the right bank of the 
river, is the junctio* of the Kurrumnasa river: the 
touch of its waters is considere I as one of the greatest 
mishaps that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admittance into Heaven, There is a 
bridge built over it hy a rajah. This part of the coun- 
try is rioted for dacoits. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapcre, 
or 31 miles above Buxar on the left biok of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ghazeepore, a very 
handsome place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on j recipii qs. The 
European inhabitants, consisting of the judge, magis- 
trates, collectors, d 'Ctor and opium agent, &c. <5cc. re- 
side on a level plain, about the centre of the s'ation, 
the cantonments from the upper part, and the Euro- 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel and Lord Corn- 
wallis’ tomb. 

This piece is noted for its opium manufactory, 
and Government stud establishment, where horses 
can he purchased; as also for its rose water, utter of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; btead, hotter, eggs, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and sugar, are pro- 
curable ; also Europe n ai tides of consumption, and 
mitlineiy from the European shopkeeper*. Its dis- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bhagrnttie, G27 miles, via 
Soonderbunds 915, and hy land 431 miles. The dawk 
vutis in 4 days, and letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the day after the steamer in the dry 
Seasons, and on the 11th day in the rain? ; — the ves- 
sel's passage being from 17 to 20 days. Steamers re- 
main here for passengers, and coal, and cargo at the 
steam agent’s. Passengers for Goruckpore should 
land here. 

This is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Provinces or Agra residency, and is a great place of 
stade. It is the lowest station for the Agra flat boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from here up- 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ghazepore is the dangerous 
kuuker reef of Uairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ghazeepore is Ciio- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu- 
merous monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below Choekookpore, on the right hank 
of the river, is a sunken knnlcur rock, opposite to a 
palm tree, just below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghszeppore, by Kucharee, 
on the left bank» is a very difficult and dangeious 
sunken reef. 

Six miles above it is Saidapore a large native 
{own, with a tehsseeldar and darogah ; and 2 miles 
ftbove Saidapore, is the junction of the Uoomtic river, 
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that goes up to Lucknow, said to be a very intricate 
and r cky river, too shallow for the smallest boats iu 
the dry season. ^,The Ganges river, frmn above Kueh- 
urre reef, past Saiiiapnre up to the Goomtif, a distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical passage with various bad 
patches of kuuker roak, on which native boats aud 
budtrerow^splir instnnta neon sly. 

Five miles above the Gonmtie, is Chandroutie, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a very 
dangerous pucka platform, on kunkev, witli the ruins 
of an old temple on it, and no passable channel, on its 
northwest, or Jiuhore side, and very dangerous for 
downward bound boats, us tne current seta directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Chundroutle Is Bullooa Ghaut 
and fe>ry on the right bunk; these batiks are formed 
ofkunker rock. 

Fifty miles above Ghazeepnre, or 8 miles above 
Bullooa Ghaut, on Ihe right bank of the river, is Kye, 
and its sunken kuuker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry seasons. From hence due west over the 
right bank, you will observe the tenures minaret 4 , 
distance 9 miles. *' % 

Benares, mi the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in India, and is certainly one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such numerous stone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the rtgirience of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable East India Company ; Du t 
their dwellings are divided into so many little cham- 
bers, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a mass of mean buildings, pihd 
up without any " regard to order or appearance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, instead of streets. There is a 
large inclosed mart, called a chouk that opens at 5 
p. M , where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard- 
ware are exposed for sale. It has a large well in ir, 
and is also a resort fur native auctions. Clote to >he 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goolbuduns, 
a very fine silk, of various paterns, worn by natives, 
as trowsers ; al-o fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery : also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller’s chouk, a native inn, and 
a large horse mart, where very fine horses, of the 
Toorky, Persian, and Cabul breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rupees and are brought here 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pearB from 
those countries. Here are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, said to be 
1 kenesses of different native princes, and their queens, 
and nautch girls j true likenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. 

Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Here 
is also an old observatory, and two very high and 
slfnder minarets, one of which has a slight inclina- 
tion ; travellers ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of l rupee. From their tops is a view 
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of the oitv, (he adineent country, find the river (so 
gratifying a sijht should not he passed over fry any trii* 
velhr) Prouftiong are procurable \ fl^ttidges, quail, 
and wild ducks of aorta are to he obtained. Steamers 
remain at Raj Ghaut to discharge and take in pack- 
ages, and to receive oohU. Thecivfl and militt^ry station 
is ahout 4 miles inland, direct from Raj Ghaut, where 
r< side thecommissimier, the judge, magistBatea, collec- 
tor*, the eeneral,and all the rnilitHry officers of the na* 
five regiments atotioned here, and some European 
artillery. Mere also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
steam agent, coach builder, and Huron* an shop-keepers. 

Letters for steamers, or travellers, are not for* 
warded t * the vessel* or boats, hut must he sent for 
which is very inepnveuieut. Ifiecifvis about 2 mile 
long. The natives are very uuc'vil to strangers. 
Numerous fanatics are here, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy Gini^a, and the city (if the most 
holy, secures them < ( trnui happiness. 

Benares is from fTileutta, via Bhpgnittee 098 
milps, via Snnderhnuds 984 mibs, and hv land or duwl^, 
mute 428 miles. IS* tiers take 4 days, Hhnnuies 7 days 
Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta, the 12»h 
day aftfr the vessel in the rains, and oil the 14th day 
in the dry season. 

Palankeens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Travellers wishing to visit the station 
of Surde, should writ# up from Ghazeepore to a y 
friend, or the steam agent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Rnjjhaut for them, on their arrival. 

Rumn ghur, 1£ miles above Benare*, on the right 
hank of the rh er, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Rajah of Benares. 

8ooltanpore, Menares, is a native cnvalry station, 
17 mile9 ahove Bengr^s, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamer* hring to here a few minute*, on their 
passage up or down, ns required, to land «nd receive 
passengers. It lias a k unlc«?r y or rocky point, which 
i*9 very awkward fornative boats, as also for steam-rs, 
owing to narrow channel and strong currents ; it is 
off the stables, which are called Li»tlc ('alcnttu. 

On the right bank of the river, about 4 miles shove 
Sooltanpore, is a very near looking place, called Olm« 
n;»r, with a very neat-looking English church, that 
reminds one of sweet, 4 sw* et home.* It is an invalid 
ni'Mtary station, and has a fortification, on an isolated 
rocky Idli, which projects into the river, forming a 
very nasty point, to pass in the r< lus. Hindoo tradi- 
tl n tills ns, this r ortre«s was built in one night by a giant, 
find is impregnable : it completely commands the'ri- 
ver and is u*ed as a place of confinement for state 
prisoner There are severul detached rocky hills, or 
stone quaricR here. It is a very sickly place, Owing 
to the heat nri ing from the stone, which causes fever 
end spleen. This is a great place f or snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states jt to 
contain a chest, which cauoo he opened, unless the 
p rt\ opening it lose Jiis hand— four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on it. Very fine black 
and red earthenware is procurable here, such as win$

coolers, width bring filled with Water, after the bottle 
Is insetted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
winds, (none other serves the purpose,) in the shade, 
cools Ihe confined liquor eouul to icing it. The cool- 
er nius 1, be dried daily. Also red sandy water holders, 
or sillies, whn-li keep water veiy cool. Black butter- 
pots, with n casing for water, very neatly finhhed, and 
large black double urns, to contain bread ami keep it 
moist. Here is a steam agent; but steamers seldom 
stop more than ten minutes. 

Seven miles above Cliunar, on Ihe right hank of 
the river, is the village of Kutnac, with rocky bottom 
ami hard lumps of red eurth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, which is to be avoided by all boats. 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, and of Kiiwa and Bhud- 
doolce to Mirzapore. From lienee to the latter place, is 
a fine mud, distance 7 £ miles by land, and 16 milts by 
wuter. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mir- 
Eapore, on the left high bai k, is Bhajoan, with a white 
totub, slid a patch of kuiiker in the river, on which 
many bouts are lost. From here the canti.nments of 
Mirzapore are visible. 

Mirznpore, a military cantonment, is 2 miles be- 
low the city ; and the civil station, where the judge’s, 
magistrate's and collector’s offices are, is I mile below 
the city. The steamer stops at the agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city. Tins place is noted fr a 
cotton mart, and cotton manufactory; as likewise shill 
luc, lac dy e, hardware in a small way. Many boats are 
here, at all seasons. 

The city is very confined, and dirty, subject to great 
sickness. There are 2 or 3 fine stone ghauts here, and 
some small temples and minarets. Bread, butter, eggs, 
mutton, latnb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are ptocuruble 
here. Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Mirzapore is from Calcutta, via Bhagruttee, 743 miles 
via Suuderbunds, 1036 miles, and by dawk route 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 days, and bhatigy 8 days to 
run Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta on the 
13ih day after her in Hie rains, and 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vessels having plenty of cargo to 
discharge here, are generally detained from four to 
five hours. 

Four miles above Mirzapore is Bindachun, on Ihe 
right bank, rioted as the place of an annual meeting of 
disreputable people who come here to make vows and 
pnoj hs. 

One mile above Bindachun are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Srebpore. 

Twenty-eight miles above Mirzapore, on the left 
bank of the river. Passengers generally luud in the 
cold season, and have a walk across (lie neck of land, 
in a W. N. W. direction two miles wide to Tada, and 
rejoin the steamer again off there ; she having to go 4 
detour of 2 1 miles round the point. 

Two miles above Sutarmaree, is Detff* Kunktf 
Spit, with a deep bight, 
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Letehvugnrree And Its ravine, on the left bank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
bers when it w*e attached to the Oude territories. 

Sursa is a lurge cotton mart, on the ihht bank of 
the river, and is Gi) miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles below Allahabad, to which place is a good road. 
This is the station of a European cus om’s officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and I wo very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricife and 
shallow. Ironwork in a small way can h«. done for 
boatshere. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort is 
at the junction of the riverg Jumna and Ganges It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steame's put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and £ mile inside the 
Jumna. The native mi itary cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians' and officers* are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. Tliegeneral and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is also a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
quests ! and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
few feet. Thee ty is the seat of one of the principal 
native courtsof justice the Sudder Dewmny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an an *ual fair is 
held outside Hie fort on the sands, at the point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops are 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawlmen board 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
eliintls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Afgha- 
nistan woollen cloths ; as also Delhi jewellers anil ma- 
nufadurers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns— 
showy on rooms, and rather difrable. A little beyond 
the chouk is the lively ^tables whpre beautiful horses 
are procurable, of the Persian, Cahoot, and Toorkey 
breed**. The post-office is in the fort, whe e you niu«t 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the 14tl» day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er. The distance from Calcutta is, via Bhogruttee, 
831 miles, \ia Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
b04 mile*. Steamer’s regulated distance is 800 miles. 
Steamers remain here three entire days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak- 
ing in their upwaid and downward eargoes, and pa*'» 
sengers. Apply to agent there, or to commander, for 
passage downwards.

Rules for the management of the Post Office Department , pass* 
cd by the Gooenior- General of India in Council , on the 3 Oth 
August , 1837. 

I. All existing rule?, general orders and proclamations for 
the guidance of the post office departments of the different presi- 
dencies and settlements of India, as well us all circular orders of 
the heads of the depart incuts, saving such as relate to dawk tra- 
velling and matters of account, shall cease to have effect from the 
1st of October next, ami the following rules and orders shall be 
substituted for the same, to be in force at all post office stations 
in any of the presidencies, settlements, or possessions of the com- 
puny, and to take effect from the abovemeulioued date. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF GENERAL AND PROVINCIAL 
POST OFFICES, RECEIPT OF LETTERS, &c. 


II. There shall be a general post office at each of the towns 
of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and post offices at such other 
places throughout India and in the settlements subordinate 
thereto, as the governor-general of India in council shall from 
time to time direct. The immediate charge of each general 
post office, and the control of the several provincial post offices 
subordinate thereto, shall be vested in post masters general, each 
of whom shall respectively exercise his functions within such 
limits, as may be determined by the said governor general of In- 
dia in council, and the duties of the provincial post offices shall 
be severally conducted by subordinate officers to be styled “ post 
masters/ 1 The post masters general at Madras and Bombay, 
and the post masters subordinate to them, shall be appointed by 
the governors in council of those presidencies respectively, and 
shall exercise their functions in subordination to the said govern- 
ors in council. The post master general and post masters of the 
presidency of Fort William, shall be appointed by the governor- 
general of India in council, and shall exercise the functions un- 
der the direct control of the said governor-general of India in 
council.

* U< ^X. The table of distances for calculation of postage shall, 
until otherwise ordered and duly notified, by the polymetrical 
table prepared under orders of the Governor-General of India in 
council, by the committee for revising the customs and post 
office department, and printed at the official g»zette preaa at 
Calcutta, copies of these tables shall be furnished for the use of 
the post master, and a complete set shall be kept open to inspec- 
tion in every office for the receipt and delivery of letters, further, 
the several postmasters shall prepare for each and every such 
office under their coutroi respectively, a schedule framed from these 
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table in the following form, for exhibiting the rates of postage 
chargeable at every such office respectively, for the transmission 
of letters and parcels to every part of India ; and a counterpart 
of every such table shall be submitted in duplicate by the post 
master for the approval of the post master general, of the presi- 
deucy ; and one copy, as approved and "countersigned by the

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The following rules for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor 

General of India in council, and being approved , are appended for the 

guidance of the officers of the department . 

BULBS FOB USIWG TOST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All letters and packets whatever fsave and except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, hereafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in In- 
dia for despatch by po9t, whether free or post paid, or liable to postage, as the 
case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate stamp, bearing the 
name ofsnch office of despatch, and when olide-stamp'* are not provided, when 
the date of the month and year forms part of the stamps itself, the suid date 
must ba entered in writing across the middle oftheface of the stamp. If the 
letter or packet received tor despatch be post paid or hearing postage, the 
amoont of postage so paid or due, must be entered in writing on the face of 
the stamp, after the word u paid *’ or “ bearing,” as the case may be.* 

2. All letters and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by Post 
for delivery at such office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appro- 
priate office stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year ; but the 
amount of postage, paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, 
as the stamp of despatch regulates the levy of postage. 

3. The stamp for ail service, soldiers or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval 1£ inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the office and the word 
“ free," and must be stamped red. 

4. The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has been paM, 
is an oblong, 1 \ inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name o f the o ffice aud the 
word 41 paid” and must also be stamped red. 

5. The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has not been paid 
In advance, in an oblcng, 1 1 inch long by 1 inch wide, hearing the name of the 
office and the word “ bearing,” and must be stumped black. 

6. Forward letters or packets, i. e., those which follow a party addressed 
from station, to station, ar^ to be stamped at each office of fresh despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7. When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola, its woigltr, doubles, 
treble, Sec. must be entered in writing on the face thereof, an 1 on bangliy 
parcels, the exact weight must in all cases be entered in writing on the same. 

8. All service, soldiers or other free letters or packets received from 
seaward, at any General Post Office are to be stamped with the ship letters free 
stamp. This stamp is circular, 1$ inch in diameter, leaving the name of the 
General Post Office, the date of the month and year and the words " ship letters 
free” and must be stamped red. 

9. All other letters or packets received from seaward at any General Post 
office, are to be stamped, if received by ship with the ship-letter hearing stamp, 
and, if by a Government steamer, with the steam letter bearing stamp. The 
former is a square stamp, 1} inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month and year, and the words “ ship letter bearing.*’ 
The letter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions, but with the words 
u steam letter bearing.” Foth these stamps must be stamped black . 

10. At the several stations where newspapers are published in India, 
newspaper stamps are provided with which all newspapers received at such 
atationa for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or 
bearing, as the case may be, and the postage paid or due, a* the case maybe 
marked on the same either by the stamp nr in writing. At offices of delivery 
where newspapers stamps may not be provided, newspapers will be marked with 
the usual office stamp, in like manner as other packets.

France of the correspondence of the

« Her majesty the Queen of. the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of 
the French, being desirous of mak- 
ing an arrangement for conveying 
through France the correspondence 
between Great Britain and the East 
Indies, have resolved to secure this 
important result by means of an ad- 
ditional convention to the Post Office 
convention concluded the 30th Mach 
1830, and have for this purpose named 
as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to 
aay; 

Her Majesty the Queen of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the Right Honorable Grenville, 
Knight Grand Cross of the Most Ho- 
nourable Order of the Bath, a Peer 
of the Realm, a Privy Councillor, and 
her liritnanic Majesty’s Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to 
His Majesty the King of the French.

Whenever the packets of the Royal 
British Navy, charged with the corres- 
pondence from the East Indips, for 
Great Britain shall touch at Marseil- 
les, or at any other French port in the 
Mediterranean, they shall be consider- 
ed and received in those ports as ves- 
sels of war: shall be exempt from 
all dues of navigation and port 
charges; and shall enjoy therein all 
the honours and privileges accorded 
by the convention of the 14th June, 
1833, to the \essels of the two states 
employed in the conveyance of the 
correspondence between Dover and 
Calais. 

The same immunities, honours, and 
privileges are secured to the packets of 
the royal French navy in the ports of 
the Mediterranean subject to the domi- 
nion of her Eritannic majesty.

DAWK TRAVELLING— CALCUTTA TO BOMBAY. 

» 

Memorandum on the mode of travelling post from Calcutta to Bombay, rid Cut- 
tack, Hydrabad and Poonah, distance 1,405 mfle9. From Calcutta to Ganjam 364 
miles. Apply to Post Master General. D&k must be paid in advance at the rate of 
8 annas a mile. 

From Ganjam to Moonegallah 497 miles. Apply to Collector of Ganjam, stating 
all particulars in respect to extra bangy burdars, also intended detention at stations 
en route, Bearers must be paid by the traveller at the end of each stage. Stages 
vary from 15 to 20 miles each. Average cost about 5 annas a mile. 

From Moonegallah to Hydrabad 100 miles, apply to Resident at Hydrabad, iu 
same form ast above. Timely notice must be given, as bearers mast be sent out from 
that city to meet the traveller. The same rule applies to the route from Hydrabad 
to Sholapore ‘200 miles, as bearers must be sent the whole distance from Hydrabad. 
J fris portion of tjie route is very ejcpensiye . 
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From Sholapore to Poonah 157 mile*, A only to Post Master at Sholapore 
to post bearer* to take you to Indonrpoor 77 mile*, From which place to 
Poonah, 8i) miles, hearers must i e sent out from Poonah, for which apply to 
the Post Master of Poonah. Timely notice should be ai*en. 

From Poonah to Pan well, 72 miles, bearers will be p< sted by the Post 
Master of Poonah. 

From Panwell to Bombay 20 milt*. The conveyance 1* by water. 

If more than a single set of beareiS are required between iVJoonegallah and 
Poonah, good notice should be eiven, an i I Rm not aware that it is practicable 
to post more than three palanquins on that road. I believe it iQ with extreme 
difficulty that bparers can be posted for more than two. 

™ From Calcutta to Ganjam, the cost of travelling, for a *• t of bearers with 
vnus*aljee and two hangee hurdars, will va<y from 8 to 9 annas per mile. From 
Ganjam to Moonegallah it is about 5 or 6 annus a mile. From Moonegulluh to 
Sholapore, it averages 2} rupees a mile, and from Sholapore to Poouah it 
averages If rupeps a m’de. 

From Poonah to Bombay, it is about 12 annas a mile.

REGULATION IX. of 1840. 


Manifests to be entered at the Custom House and sworn to, as soon as the 
vessels arrive off town. 

Registers, rockets, and other credentials to be produced. 

Crew lists to be entered and sworn to of all persons who have been on board 
during the voyage. 

No goods to be passed until the above forms have been duly observed. 

Every bout-load and each single package, to be accompanied by boat-note# 

The manifest most be full and true as to all goods and packages imported a 
under penalties, including refusal of port clearance. 

No claim for remission of duty on goods, stated to be damaged or 
unmerchantable, shall be admitted, unless so found at the Custom House; 
—when, after | reyious advertisement in the Government Gazette, they musk 
be Bold on the wharf and pay duty on gross amount sales. 

Rules for wharfage aud godown-rent may be learnt on personal application 
to the head Tide-waiter. 

No arms nor military stores to be imported without the special sanction oi 
Government. 

Certificates from other presidencies to protect goods partially or wholly 
from duty, must be presented for their protection within the. period of threw 
months, notified at the same time with the application to imp- rt ; otherwise 
full duty will be levied here. Such certificates must specify marks, numbers, 
or addresses, on packages ; together with quality, quantity, amount duty 
levied at the other presidency, &c., otherwise they will not be admitted. 

All goods for exportation shall be shipped from the Custom House, or 
with regular pass, under penalty of confiscation as per section 3, regulation 
iii, of 1830. 

No claim for drawback shall be admitted, unless the goods have been 
regularly passed, and duly entered in sworn export manifest ; nor in any case 
for goods shipped, after the issue of port clearance. 

No Pilot shall allow any goods to be taken on board a vessel which hae 
obtained her port clearance, without seeing a cetiflcate from the Custom 
House, which document is to be signed by the Pilot and returned to the 
Collector. 

The Pilot shall detain the vessel for further orders from the Master 
Attendant, if any goods, without such certificate, should be taken on board 
by the commanding officer, and such goods are to be detained by the Pilot f 
and shall be liable to confiscation, when the Pilot, will obtain his proper share 
of reward. Moreover, goods seized, in the attempt to ship them clandestinely! 
shall be liable to confiscation. 

All goods transhipped in port are liable to the prescribed duty for import 
tatlon, and if the transaction be regular, may claim drawback. But goods 
which are transhipped, without doe permission first obtained, or shipped, or 
attempted to be shipped, on any other vessel than that for which they may 
hrve been passed at the Custom House, or without pass, shall be liable to 
confiscation. 

No arms, ammunition, nor military stores, shall be shipped without tha 
special sanction of Government. 

No vessels can obtain inward clearance, until all her import cargo bai 
been duly accounted for. 

To protect from imposition such persons as are strangers in Calcutta, and 
prho employ natives to transact business for them at this ofiice, it is notified 
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that for every sum taken, as government custom or duty, a receipted bill is 
given under the signature of the Collector, or of his deputy, or bis covenanted 
assistant. 

Clearances, whether inward or outward, can be given only in regular 
turn, and it is for commanders or others on their part, to see that their appli- 
cations be duly noted, with the date and hour of receipt by the Supervisors, 
respectively. Applications for outward clearance, (or export manifest?,) 
cannot be n ceived, unless that such applications be presented, at least ihiee 
complete da } 9 previously to the data on which port clearance is dtsired, in 
order that time may be Allowed for the adjudgment of export cargoes, though 
it will be issued earlier if practicable. 

No fees are taken for any affidavits sworn in this office, on subjects of 
Custom House business, nor are any fees whatever allowed to he taken by any 
person belonging to this establishment, whether sitting within the office, or 
stationed out of doors. 

Importers of gunpowder are requested to refer to the notification, by 
order of the Board of Customs, dated the 18th and published in the Govern- 
ment Gazette of 23d January, 1 823- 

The proprietors of riock-ytfrds, and the public at large, are requested to 
take notice, that no goods nor packages are allowed to be imported, exported, 
re-landed, re-shipped, transhipped, or removed from vessels to sloops or 
boats, after shipment, without due sanction from this office; whether the 
same be liable to, or exempt from duty. Attention is directed to clause 
seventh, section 45, to sections 61, 64, 74, 82, 83, and 84, of regulation ix of 
1810; and to section 8 of regulation iii, of 1830, also to clause iv. and v. 
of Government Notification of the 28th J. me, 1822, for condition of certain 
exemptions.

A Regulation for rescinding part of regulation xv. of 1829, 
and for enacting other rules in the case of goods imported by 
sea. Passed by the Governor-General in Council on the 3d 
Jund, 1833, corresponding with the 22d Jeyte, 1240. Bengal 
Era ; the 1st A sear, 1540, Kusly ; the 23 l Jeyte, 1240, Wil- 
laitv, the 1st Assar, 1890, Sumbul ; and the 13ih Moherrem 
1249, Hijre. 

Preamble. Whereas so much of the rule contained in clause second, 

section 3, regulation xv. of 1829, as provides, that in cases 
where goods are taken by the officers of the customs on account 
of Government, under circumstances of a presumed under- va- 
luation, an allowance of ten per cent., in addition to the declar- 
ed value, shall be paid to the importer, has been found in its 
operation prejudicial to the revenue; and whereas it has ap- 
peared reasonable in ail cases in which goods undervalued shall 
be so taken on account of Government, that the customs duties 
payable on the importatian thereof shall be levied at the va- 
luation at which the said goods shall have been ao taken by 
Government, the following rules have been passed by and with 
the sanction of the Honorable t’ourt of Directors, and with the 
approbation of the Honorable the Board of Commissioners for 
the Affairs of India, to take effect from the date of their 
promulgation within the provinces subject to this presidency. 
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II. Regulation xx of 1839, with the exception of sec- 
tion 3, is hereby rescinded. 

III. First . The duty leviable according to the schedules 
annexed to regulation xv of 18*25, on goods and merchandize 
imported by sea, shall be levied ad valorem , that is to say, ac 
cording to the market value at t lie place and time of Importa- 
tion, except when otherwise specially provided in that or in any 
other regulation, and the value of all such goods and merchan- 
dize shall be stated on the face of the application to clear the 
same from the custom house, that may be presented by the im- 
porter, consignee or proprietor of such goods, or his known 
agent or factor, who shall further Buhjoin to the said application 
a declaration of the truth of the same in the manner and form 
following ;

PASSAGE OF SERVANTS, 


Ml takes having occurred on the part of Individual* applying to Govern- 
ment for permission for servants to proceed on bogrd ship, with respect to 
the description of such servants, the Governor-General in council is pleased 
to direct, that all persons nppl>ing to Government to authorize the reception 
of any servanton hoard ship, shall distinctly specify In their application, after 
careful inquiry, the country to which such servant may belong. 

His Excellency in council is glsQ pleased to direct, that extracts from the 
former erdefrs of the honorable the coqrt of directors, relative to servants 
proceeding on board ship, be now re- published for general information. 

Extract from a public general letter frqm the honorable thp court of 
directors, dated the 19 tk A ugust f 1807. 

• 4th — “ We have resolved, that in future, previous to any black servant, or 
the wife of any non-commissioned officer or private, either In His Majesty's or 
the company's service, being allowed to come tn England, in attendance noon 
passengers on board any ship whatever, a deposit of £100 instead of £50, as 
heretofore, b e iqsde in tfye company's treasury, at your presidency/' 

Extract from paragraph 17 th of a public general letter from the honor* 
able the court of directors , dated the llth of January, j809. 

We think it necessary heije to state, that in diving these directions. It 
was our intention, that the depost should be made, not only for the return of 
natives of India, but for that of black servants in general, and we, therefore, 
now direct, that the prescribed deposit shall be m»de, foiy the return of al| 
servants who may be natives of any parts of Asia, or Africa, or other countries 
whatever, continents, or islands, which are pituated withiq the limits qf the 
company's exclusive trade," 

Extract from a public general letter ffon\ the ^onqraWe the pouf f of 
director dated the2ld July 1814. 

69th — " We however direct, that in future, upon permission being glveq 
for any female European servant to proceed to Europe, the deposit ordered by 
our general letter of the 19th August, 1817, be made previous to the order for 
the person to be received on hoard being delivered, and that it he particularly 
expressed in the order, whether the female servant is the wife of a non-conv* 
missioned officer or private in His Majesty's or the company's service ; if so, tQ 
what regiment or corps the husband belongs, and whether it is the woman’s iq* 
teution to apply for leave to return to India.

PASSENGERS’ BAGGAGE. 


Considerable misapprehension prevailing as to what articles are comprized 
In the term “ baggage in me," arid so "ritifled to free duty, it is hereby declared, 
that the term apnlies solely to wearing apparel, second-hand, or in use, cabin 
furniture unri trifling personal property, all in use and accompanying ; the 
baggage of overland passengers not accompanying them is also imported 
free, if it would have free, had the proprietor come in the ship with it. 

The tide-waiter on hoard phcIi vessel after satisfying himself by inspec- 
tion, that baggage as above defined, has been in use, will pass it direct from 
the ship, 7 ' 

Fresh millinery, saddlery, musical instruments, guns, pistols, carriages, 
wines, spirits, plate, glass, crockery, &c. not used, [although for personal use 
and not brought for sale] are iia be to duty • all packages containing such 
articles as well as ail closed packages, whatever contents may be stated to 
be, must be sent to the custom house, at the expense of the proprietor, for 
eataminatum and Jevy 0 f duty, unless the proprietor ran produce to the tide- 
waiter, aftutora house permit or pass, particularly specifying such packages. 

Passengers whose baggage may have been forwarded to the custom house 
are requested to apply in writing to the collector of castoms at the custom 
house, for a permit ; and such applications should contain the number of 
packages, and the contents and value of each. 


The Inward baggage rules having in practice been modified to the extent 
pf allowing free entry to the following Articles, viz. 

Each lady passenger ...One closed packages of new millinery, 

C One closed case new saddlery, one ditto wearing 
Each gentleman ditto. < apparel, and accoutrements, one gun and pair of 
* t pistols. 

The inspectors will save the collector much trouble by going on board 
British passenger ships at the time ol their arrival off town and passing all such 
packages. 

The inspectors may Jikewise take the word of any gentleman in the 
Queers or Company’s service for the contents of any closed packages, and pass 
direct all such as may not appear to contain dutiable articles.

In passing the baggage of passengers to a ship leaving the port, 
the tide-waiter on board will exercise greater discretion in passing all wearing 
apparel new or old, furniture and personal property in use, and stores, such as 
wines, spirits, tea, sugar and biscuits ; in short, all edible aud driukable articles^ 
(or the consumption of a passenger on board ship. 
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Notice — Commanders of v easels being in the habit of inserting at the 
bottom of their manifests “ surplus stores mi»y be landed, if required,*’ and sub-

Ry-Law, 11th November, 18 '4.— Persons of evil fame frequenting 
otreet*, &<\ irithout giving a good account of themselves, Bad shewn upon oath 
to have been so frrqupnting streets, &c. with intent to commit a felony, may 
be adjudged, b\ t w justices, to suffer fifty stripes, dr be lent to the house of 
correction far throe months. 

By-Law, 2Ur April, 1817. — Persons found in possession of lead, iron 
and other metals, and not able honestly to account for their being so* may be 
sentenced by two justices to piy a fine of Rs. 100, for ls^offenpe ; Rs* 2Q0 for 
2d offence, and Rs, 400 for every subsequent offence ; or, if the fine is not paid* 
to 2, 4 or 6 mouths, imprisonment with herd labor in house of correction,. 

Power io two Justices to make an order on a husband and father to 
maintain his wife and children, l>gitimate and illegitimate, and to commit to 
Common Jail for non-compliance for two months. 

Workmen, servants, labourers, employed at wharfs, arsenals, godqwns, 
shops, found iu possession of goods, <fcc. and not able to account for,sqph pos- 
session satisfactorily, ma> be committed, by two justices, to the house of cor- 
rection for 6 mouths. (N. B. No fine in this case.) 

By-Law, 12tii November 1818. — Journeymen artificers pr workmen, 
purloining, materials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair, may be sentenced 
by two Justices, to a fine of Us. 100 ;or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 months* 
imprisonment in the House of Correction, or the tike imprisonment without fine. 

By-Law, 22d October, 1819.— Offences similar to the last-mentioned 
occurring at the Mint, liable to 4 months 4 imprisonment in the House of 
Correction or to whipping, or fine, by authority of two Justices. 

Persons employed at the Mint contravening rules in regard to alloy, liable 
to fine not exceeding 50 Rs„ or to public whipping, by two Justices. 

Also, principal inelters -at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whip* ■ 
ping, also to fine, by two Justices, of Us. 50 ; and commitment to common jail, 
and house of correction for a period not exceeding 4 months. 

By-Law, 13th November, 1821. — Persons purchasing, &c. regimental 
accbntremepts from soldiers, may be fined, by two Justices, aii the sum of 
rupees 50, And if the fine is not paid, may be committed to the common Jail, 
or house of correction, for a period not exceeding 3 mouths, or may be whipped. 

N. B. The whipping may b k without the fine, but not without the impri- 
sonment apparently. t 

By-Law; 13th April, 1816.— Mariners arriving in ships that may be 
burnt or destroyed, are liable to be compelled to serve in other ships, and if 
they refuse, or desert, to imprisonment for two months, beyond tbe period for 
which they received advance, by two Justices. 

OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON. 

By-Law, 2Qth Jupy, 1814, amended 7th #ibuary, 1818.— Power 
to two Justices to try charges of assault, forcible entry, or other Injury, accom- 
panied by force, 'not being felony, and to inflict a fine, not exceeding Rs, 100;

Bt-Law, 26th March, 1816.— British and foreign mariners deserting 
from their vessels, or overstaying leave, are liable to imprisonment for 3 days in 
the common jail, or house of correction, b> two justices. 

Bt-Law, 13th April, 1816. — Domestic servants are liable to two 
months imprisonment, iu the house of correction, for miscarriage, or insolence, 
by twojustices. 

v Bt-Law, 12th November, 1816.— Journeymen end labourers refusing 
to work according to agreement, combining to raise wages, or decoy, or intimi- 
date others, are liable to a fine of 100 rupees, or imprisonment for 60 days 'm 
the common jail, or house of correction, by twojustices, 

Bt-Law, 11th Noybmbbr, 1814.— Seamen deserting ships liable to a 
Bee of 60 rupees, in default of payment, or not more than 30 days imprisonment 
in the house of correction, and not less than 14 days sentence, by twojustices. 

By-Law, 26th March, 1816.— British and foreign seamen leaving their 
vessel against the will of the master, or overstaying their leave, may be sent 
to the house of correction for 80 days by two justices. 


OFFENCR AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

By-Law, 8th July, 1816.— Persons taking wine or liquor into the 
garrison of Fort William, without authority, if below the rank of Officers, 
are liable to imprisonment in the common jail or house of correction. 

Bt-Law, 18th Noybmbbr, 1814.— Persons throwing dirt, &e., on 
roads, or into drains, or leaving bricks, carriages, See. on roads, or obstructing 
them, shall forfeit 10 rupees. 

Persons not removing projections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, 
are liable to be fined 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen rebuilding wails and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable to a fine of one thousand rupees, and the wall to be pulled down. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices, and levied by distress 
of goods. If such distress is not found sufficient, then offenders may be com- 
mitted for six months to the common jail. 

N. B. This By-Law gives the power to justices to summon juries to assess 
the value of lands about to be taken for roads and sewers. 

By the same By-Law, persons of low condition walking with arms in the 
street without authority of government, or of a justice of the peace, liable to 
forfeiture of arms and a fine of 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one justice. 

Bt-Law, 22d June, 181)$.— Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufac- 
tured or sold in Calcutta, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and fine of 6Q0 rupees if made, and 4 rupees per sper if sold. One justice 
may sentence where the penalty U less than one huudred rupees. License ta 
be granted by two justices* 

By-Law 7th Fbbuary, 1818— Hotels, taverns, lunch houses, Sec. to be 
licensed by twojustices* If opened without license, a fine of rupees 100 may 
be levied by two justices. By this law a particular ghaut is appointed for 
seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter.) 

Bt-Law, 17th April, 1820.— Common or promiscuous gaming for 
money liable to a fine of 100 rupees ; If not paid, 3 months imprisonment in 
the house of correction, by twojustices. 

By-Law, 8th March, 1627.— Teeka bearers plying without badges, 
llfible to a fine of 20 rupees, and in default of payment, imprisonment in the 
gammon jail or house of correction, not exceeding one month, by two justices* 
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TEEKA PALANKEENS AND BEARERS. 

A rule, ordinance, and regulation (or the good order and civil government 
of the settlement, of Fort William In Bengal, and for regulating the nomher 
and fare ofTeeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in theTovgp of Calcutta, made 
and passed by the Vice-President In eouncll, of and for the presidency of Fort 
Wi liam in Bengal, the eighth day of March in the year of our Lord one thou* 
•and eight hundred and twenty-seven, and registered ill the Supreme Court of 
Judicature, on the 27th April, 1827. 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the number and 
fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearer*, in the town of Calcutta, and to 
place them in such manner under control of the Police, as may tepd to il^e 
greater convenience of the pqblfc. 

I. B© it therefore ordained, by the Vice-President in council, of and for 
the presidency and settlement of Fort William in Bengal, ahd by virtqe of the 
powers in him vested, by a certain Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth 
year of the reign of if is Majesty King Qeorge the III, entitled 4 ? An Act for 
establishing certain regulations for the better nyinagemeut of the affairs of tl|C 
Bast India Company, as well in India as in Europe/' and by a certain other 
Act of parliament, passed in the fortieth year of his said Majesty King Georgs 
HI., entitled. An Act for establishing further regulations for the government 
ol the British territories in India, and the better administration of justice witbln 
the Sam*/’ that thirty days after the due publication and registry of this rule, 
ordinance and regulation in the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William 
in Bengal, with the consent and approbation of the said Supreme Court, if thp 
said court shall, in its discretion, approve of and consent to the publication and 
registry of the same, tip person whatever shall let out or keep for hire any teeka 
palankeen, or serve as a teeka bearer within the limits of the town of Calcutta, 
Without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of His 
jjesty’s Justices of the Peace, acting in and for 'the town of Calcutta. 

II. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for the aforesaid justices of the peace, to license such num- 
ber of teeka palankeens and teeka bearers, as thty, the said justices, shall deem 
sufficient for the said settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and that such li- 
censes shall be granted for the term of one year, and shall and may be recalled 
by any two of the said justioes. at any time within the said year, for any great 
misconduct, or misbehaviour of any persons to whom such license shall have 
been granted ; and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam iu Bengal, shall let out or keep for hire any teeka pat»ukeens, or serve as 
teeka bearers, without having obtained such license as is required by this rule, 
ordinance, and regulation, or after any license which he may have obtained, 
Shall have expired or been recalled, such person shall, upon conviction before 
two or more of the said justices of the peace, forfeit for each and every such of- 
fence, a sum not exceeding thirty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be 
forthwith committed to thp common jail or house of correction, for any period 
not exceeding two months, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 

HI. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that every 
palankeen so licensed, as aforesaid, shall bear on each side thereof, in large 
characters in English and Bengalee figures or characters, the number of such 
license, and that pygry teeka bearer so licensed as aforesaid, shall wear engrav- 
ed or written thereon, jn large characters in English and Bengalee figures or 
characters, and that if any person, having obtained a license as aforesaid, to let 
out pud keep for hire a teeka palankeen, or to serve as teeka bearer, shall neg- 
lect to have the number of his license on hip palankeen or badge, as herein be- 
fore ordered, aod directed, every such persons}) 'll forfeit, for each and every 
such offence, any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of payment, 
shall be committed to the common jail or house of correction, for any period, 
not exceeding one month, unless the floe shall be sooner paid.

To the Owner s and Occupiers of Houses in the town of Calcutta • 

As much misconception prevails on the part of landlords and others in 
regard to the remission of thp House Tax, for periods during which house* 
are unoccupjed, and to the rules, established for hearing appeals against the 
assessment, the collector of assessment deems it necessary to inform land- 
lord’s that no rem ission of imuse tax, can be allowed unless notice of the va- 
cancy of premises be given within seven days of their becoming vacant , (for 
which notice a receipt is granted,) nor unless similar notice be given of fAq 
re-occupancy of such premises within seven days of their becoming occupied t 
(for which notice a receipt is likewise given ) 

The bills for house lax, being made out from books prepared by the as- 
sessors, and approved by the justices at their quarter sessions, the collector 
has no power to alter those bills in any respect, consequently, when parties 
are desirous of having their own -names substituted tor the I’lames in which 
the bills are made out, or when the assessor’s valuation of premises is objected 
io, they should apply to the justices at their quarter sessions lor the ulteratlon 
pf names or the abatement of assessment, as the case may be, and landlords 
pre particularly required to take notice that any abatement in the assessment 
fvhibh may be allowed by the justices in sessions has effect from and qfttT 
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tht quarter immediately tucceeding that in which the abatement to it allowed, 
and not retrospectively. 

The Quarter S< a ions are holrirn by H. M. Justices of the Peace in Fe- 
bruary, May, August and November in each year ; at these sessions the 
Assessors make such increase in the valuation of premies as they may deem 
proper timely notice being served un«n the owner* or occupiers of the pre- 
mises the assessment whmof is proposed to increase. Public notice is 
(riven in the Calcutta J Exchange Gazette , of the holding f the quarter sessions 
-and of the period allowed by the justices for receiving appeals aguinst the 
•a*F>e*Bfnent. Appeals should be delivered to the clerk to the justices, anti 
receipts obtained from him of their having been fl ed in his office. The asses- 
sorsgive notice to nppealants of the day and hour appointed by the justices 
,lo hear their appeals. 

The House tax, is payable quarterly, and recoverable, in cases of default, 
hy distress of the good* and chattels of the owner or occupier t tindpr the 
provisions of the statute 83rd Geo.

.after such demand, the defaulting party will be forthwith proceeded against, 
{before a Justice of the Peace, by summons, warrant and distraint.

The accommodation is mutual, and in* 
his own turn he wili reap the benefit of it. 

5. — 'As other interruptions also to the weeklv arrangement nviv arise from* 
the abtence of one of the parries, whether such absence be caused by necessi y 
or choise, the officiating chaplain is to receive the emoluments ; thl* ru1*,hmvJ 
ever, is to be subjected to any nrir^e amicable a ’jiHtment that t be rhatdnime 
xnay make for their mutual aecommodai ion. Should, however, the absentee!* 
place be temporarily supplied by another chaplain, tbe latter is to* receive hi** 
share of, the surplice fees. 

With respect to the ra.es of fees for the ritual service, it has H"*n tbonghif 
proper to continue to charge the same sums which have heretofore been re- 
ceived on account of funeral fees, with some modifications, calculated to re- 
lieve the lower classes of the community, upon whom the fees formerly charged' 
might he thought to press too heavily. With the*e views the following rates' 
have been established, which it is hoped, will afford relief to the public, with- 
out materially affecting the jhst rights of the chaplains, viz. 

1st.— That the tee for intering a body in the ground be, if brought 

in a horse or coach ........ Rs. 32* 

2d. — Ditto for intering a body in a pucka grave, the dimensions of 

which are not to exceed in length 9 feet, and in breadrh 5&, be 8£ 

3d. — Ditto, if brought on the shoulders, and coffin ornamented, and

4th.— Ditto, if ditto, and coffin nnoruamented.. ^ Nothing 

5th. — Ditto, if brought on the shoulders, and placed in a pucka grave. 24 
0i h. — A tomb-stone perpendicularly erected, not to be considered as a 
monument, nor if laid on the grave it does not exceed two feet in width. 

7th. — A monument, when the ground occupied is equal to the grave 


or not exceeding 10 feet in length and six in breadth 50 

8th,— A ditto, ground double the grave . 100* 

9th. — A ditto, ditto treble the grave. .... . 150 


10th. — The dimensions of a monument are not to exceed the above- 
mentioned sizes, without the special sanction of the select vestry, whose 
duty it should be to limit the spaces occupied in the Burying Ground.

4. Should the individual proceed to any other station without coming to 
Calcutta, certificate ol state of health, of the senior surgeon ol sueh station 
to be sent, if he corne to Calcutta, a similar certificate of the surgeon attend- 
ing upon him, countersigned by the superintending surgeon of the presi- 
dency. or one of the members of the medical board. ,

remitted by government. Any chaplain exceeding his leave, to be held absent 
Without permission for the time of such excess. 

2. Any chaplain leaving his station whether with, or without orders, to 
veport same to the Civil Auditor. 

3. Any chaplain removed from his station to another, to report to the 
Civil Auditor*the dates of departure from the one, and of arrival at the other. 
Civil Auditor restricted from passing the hill of any Chaplain appointed to a 
new station, for the allowuncts belonging to such station, until he receive a 
report of his arrival at the place of itis appointment. 

4. Leave of absence to any place on the continent of India, not to exceed 
six months ; but extended, by government, on cause being shewn. 

6. Any fc chapluiii desiring to visit the presidency, with the intention of 
|>roeeeditig to sea, to specify in application ihe period of leave ne<essmy for 
the first purpose, on expiration of which, renewed leave civen, for periods not 
exceeding one month, until he finally avails himself of further permission to 
fluit the presideucy, when vessel on which lie embarks to be reported. 

C. Any chaplain arriving at the Presidency, to report his arrival to the 
secretary to government in the general department, aud to the chief Ecclesias- 
tical authority at the presidency.

Chaplains proceeding to sea, or beyond 
the limits of the presidency, on certificate of ill-health, for a continuous period 
exceeding one month in the year, to forfeit one-eighth of allowances for one 
year, and one-sixth for the next sixth months of absence. , 

13. Chaplains absent from station beyond limits of the presidency, on 
account of sickness or private affairs, fora period exceeding eighteen months, 
to forfeit their appointment, and receive only an allowonce of 244 rupees per 
mensem until a new appointment. 

14. These rules not applied to absent chaplains whose leave granted 
previous to the date of them, and not intended to supersede the existing ar- 
rangement under which the Bishop is authorized to grant leave of absence 
from station, without the previous sanction of government; a power which

The Ilon’hle the vice-president in council, is pleased to resolve, in saper- 
cession cf the rule passe.d under dote the 19ih July 1831, permitting chaplains 
to draw a travelling allowance according to the rates fixed at the general post 
office for visiting out stations, that hereafter an extra allowance not to exceed 
200 rupees per mensem, shall be paid to the district chaplains ot the Bengal 
presideucy upon periodical visitations, when these have been duly authorized, 
and that it shall be calculated at the rate of one day's allowance for every ten 
miles, allowing for a halt on the Sabbath ; p.ovided, however, that the allowance 
drawn on this account shall in no case exceed 200 rupees per meusem. The 
bills for this allowance are to be authenticated by a copy nf the order or autho- 
rity under which the visit has been made, and by a declaration on the part of 
the chuplain, that the journey has been performed, without which documents 
the civil auditor is prohibited from passing the charges.

The Honorable the governor-general of India in council is pleased to noti- 
fy, that In future no fees whatever shall be required from the military service, 
or from the families of military persons, by the honorable company’s chaplains, 
in the presidencies of Bengal and Agru, for the performance of sacred offices. *

RULES AND ORDERS. 

By the proclamation of government, dated the 29th October, 1819, th# 
court is composed of four commissioners and the jurisdiction is extended to 
sums of 400 rupees. By Regulation XXVII. of December 16th 1839, the com* 
missioners jurisdiction is extended over the twenty-four pergunnahs. Ever- 
luiutiff who puts a defendant into jail in execution, is required to lodge with 
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the keeper of the jail, or lxls deputy, within three days after the commitment’, 
diet-money for one month, at the rate of one anna and six pie per day, amt so 
on for every succeeding month, duiing which he may be detained, aiid on fai- 
lure of aueh lodgment, the defendant is released. 

Every Prisoner confined in execution, is entitled to his discharge at the ex- 
piration of on r. month from the date of his commitment, if the debt and ccsts 
for which he fs confined do not exceed sicca rupees ten. 

If they exceed ten, and do not exceed fifty , at the expiration of four months. 

If above fifty, aud not exceeding two hundred rupees, eight months, and 
for all sums above two hundred rupees, one year. 

The property of such defendants however, Is liable fo seizure until the 
debt and costs, and the diet which have been paid them while in jail, is satisfied. 

The Court sits daily,' at 10 o’clock A m and all summonses both English and 
Bengallee, are returnable sev eti days from the date of their being entered in court. 

No person shall pay into court any sum of money either as costs or in 
performance of a Decree or Judgment of the Court, or in compliance with any 
order of court or on any other uccount whatever without a receipt for the same 
under the Signature of the clerk of court. Should any such payment be made 
without such receipt having betn had and obtained, the same shall not be deem* 
cd or considered as a payment into court, but luld as if no such payment had 
ever been made.

ASSESSMENT DEPAHTMENT. 

A Tax of5 per cent, per annum, on the rent, is levied quarterly by the 
collector of assessment on all dwelling houses or tenements in Calcutta. 

The rent of housts occupied by the Proprietors is estimated at the rent si- 
milar house?, of the neighbourhood are let. 

No tax is levied on empty houses, the same being duly reported to the col- 
lector within seven days of being vacated. 

Public religious edifices are ext mpt from the payment of tax. 

The assessment on all premises is taken on the rents already known. When 
rents full, or the value decreases from any cause, partite may petition the Jus- 
tices of the Peace, through the clerk of the peace, when after examination their 
cases will be taken into consideration. In assessing new premises, the assessor 
will serve on the proprietor a printed notice, specifying the rate at which the 
tax will be levied, should this appear to the owuer excessive, he can, as in the 
above, case, send to theclerkol the peace a petition, stating his objections, 
when his case will be brought forward and heard. Should no o j. ction be made* 
the rate named by the assessor will be fixed. Sessions are held quarterly for 
liearing all objections as to rent, and any alteration made in session, whether of 
increase, or decrease, will take place from the com moncement of the next quar- 
ter, arid will not have any retrospective effect nor will the alteration break in 
upon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by huts, built by the tenants, besides the 
real amount of ground rent received by the proprietor, a valuation on the huts 
is also made, and the owner is assessed for both the ground rent and the value 
of the huts; he on bis part may leavy the tax. or the difference between the 
ground rent and the valuation, from his tenants. 

On the sale or purchase of property the purchaser, should see that all ba- 
lances are adjusted and proprietors should be careful to notify to the assessors 
that such chauge has taken place, the assessor on being eatiathd of the correct- 
ness of such information will, during the next session, inse t the name of the 
new proprietor in the assessment book, after which the bills will be issued in 
t'ie name of the purchaser. 

The tax is collected quarterly and in case of refusal or evasion of pay ment, 
the collector may levy the same by distress of property of the occupier or pro- 
prietor. Parties often think it sufficient to intimate a fall in their rental to the 
collector, but this is of no avail, for the notice of occupation in which it is ge- 
nerally inserted, Is obliged to be kept in his office, whilst the notice of reduc- 
tion should be made to the clerk of the place, if with the view to bating it ruled 
accordingly,

REGULATIONS FOR THE AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY OF INDIA. 


Sanctioned at a general meeting , held at the Town Hall , Calcutta , 
March 141ft, 1838. 

Art. 1 —The promotion and improvement of the agreculture and hort!« 
caltore of India, constitute the objects of the society : 

Art* 2 —Gentlemen of every nation shall be eligible as members of the 
society. 

Art. 3.— Candidates for admission as ordinary members, shall be pro- 
posed by two members, at a general meeting, and ballutted for at the suc- 
ceeding, when a majority of votes will determine the election. 

Art. 4. — Honorary members shall be persona eminent for Ihelr know* 
kdge of or encouragement given to agriculture, or horticulture or for services 
rendered to the society. They are to be proposed and ballotted for as ordi- 
nary inemberp, but two-thirds of the votes are to determine their election. Or- 
dinary members who may peculiarly distinguish themselves in the advance- 
ment of the objects of the society, shall, nn their finally quittiig India, be #11* 
g! ble as honorary members, but must be ballotted for as above. 

Art. 5 — Ordinary members are to pay an admission fee of 8 Rs., and 
the same sum quarterly, in advrnce, so long a9 they continue resident in India* 
it shall be optional for any member to compound for the quarterly contribu- 
tions, by the payment of 400 Rs. to the funds of the society. 

Art. 6.— Members, whose absence from India beyoud the Cape to 
merely temporary, shall continue to be borne on the list of members, but shall 
he exempt from the payment of subscription, uutil their return to the coun- 
try. 

Art. 7.— Resident members, allowing four quarterly bills to run into a 
fifth unpaid, t'heaame having been duly demanded, shall cease to be member# 
of the society, and their names shall be erased from its list. Ex-member# 
tbussituated, shall not be eligible to re-election, except upon payme nt of all 
a rears ; and it shall be the duty of the secretary to bring this article to tha 
notice of the party proposing 9uch ex-member, and prevent the name from 
being brought forward until all arrears of subscription are discharged. 

Art. 8.— The anniversary meeting shall be held in January when tha 
election of office-bearers shall take place, consisting of 

1 President. 

4 Vice-presidents, two of whom shall always be natives. 

2 Secretaries, one European, and the other native. 

1 Collector. 

Art, 9 — A general committe shall also be elected annually, consisting 
of the office-bearers, and six members. There shall besides be select standing 
committees, for the more ready despatch of business, as shall be arranged 
from time to time, at the general monthly meeting^. 

Art. 10.— General meetings shall be held at the society’s apartment in 
the ,Town- flail, on tha second Wednesday of erery month throughout the 
year, 
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Art. 1 1.—' Special meetings may.be convened at any time, on a requisi- 
tion to that effect, signed by at least six mernbtrs. 

Art. 12.— The Bank of Bengal shall be the treasurers of the society, and 
when the surplus in their hands may amount to 1,000 Its., it shall be invested 
in company's securities, on behalf of the society, iu the joint name or names of 
the secretaries and collector for the time being. 

Art. 13.— Such communications made to the society ns may be deemed 
of public utility by the committee of papers, shall be published, whenever a 
sufficient number have been collected to form part at least of a volume. 

Art. 14 — Notice of motions shall be given on alkquestions relating to 
finance, at a general meeting, proceeding that on which the subject is to be 
disposed of, in order that members who take an interest in the qnestion may 
.have an opportunity of signfying their absent or objection either verbally or in 
writing; all snch notices shall be recorded in the journals along with the pro- 
ceedings, and hung up for inspection in the society's appartrnents. 

Art. 15 — Motions of which previous noti e has been ginen, shall take 
precedence of all others. 

Art. 16.— The same rule and precedence (see Nos. 14 and 15) shall be 
applicable to all motions involving points of importance, and no resolutions 
shall be confirmed at the time of being brought forward, unless the case be 
urgent. 

Art. 17. — Members (non-resident) applying for seeds, shall distinctly 
state to whose care snch seeds are to be delivered in Calcutta. The society 
cannot undertake to despatch them. 

Art. 18. — Members shall be entitled to a share of all seeds or plants 
purchased by, or presented to the society. 

Art. 19. — Mmbers shall be entitled to a copy of the society’s transac- 
tions, published subsequently to their election. For all previously published 
volumes, they shall pay the cost charges. Art. 17 applies equally to the trans- 
mission of these volumes. 

Art. 20.— Members of branch societies, and who are slso members of 
the society, shall not be exempt from contributing to this society, but they 
shall be entitled to a double share of all seeds distributable. 

Art. 21 — Authors, whose papers may be published in the transactions of f 
the society, shall be entitled to 20 copies for their own private use; any more 
required, must be paid lor at prime cost.

RULES AND BEGULATIOS OF THE BENGAL CHAMBER OF COM- 

JMEBCE. 

Established 31st March, 1834. 

1st. That such an association being intended to watch over and protect 
the general interests of commerce, it i9 highly desirable not to rscognize any 
principal of exclusion, and thut all merchants, or persons engaged in the gene- 
ral trade of Bengal, therefore, shall, upon payment of the subscriptions and 
fees, and signature of the rules, and regulation, be admissible as members in 
the manner hereafter described. 

2nd. That the society shall be styled the “ Bengal chamber of commerce.” 

3rd. That the objects and duties of the chamber shall be generally, to 
receive and collect information on all matters of mercantile interest, bearing 
upon the removal of evils, the redress of grievances, and promotion of the 
common good. To commuuicate with authorities Bnd with individual parties 
thereup n. Iv i»ke sue!- steps as may appear needful in furtherance of these 
views, wlv.i he done more effectively by , such an associated body. To 
receive left renue vn m 'fcters of custom or usage indoubt or dispute, deciding 
on the same, and recording. t£e decision made for future guldauce. To form* 
fy that and otlrr neaus, vdtode of practice, whereby the transaction of ba~ 
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sines* by all engaged in it, may be simplified and facilitated. And, finally 
(should it be practicable) to arbitrate between disputants wishing to avoid 
litigation, and willing to refer to aud to abide by, the judgmeut of the Cham- 
ber. 

4th. That candidates for admission, proposed by one member and- 
seconded by another, shall be ballot ted for at the monthly general meeting* 
(as heretofore provided,) seven days’ notice heinsr given by eutry in a ballot- 
book to be kept for the purpose ; and a majority of votes shall decide the 
election. 

6th. The voting by proxy be not allowed, nor by members whose sub- 
scriptions, fees, &c. are in arrear. 

6th. That the Chamber reserves to itself the power of expulsion in case 
of need to be decided at a general meeting of the members by ballot (as here- 
after provided.) 

7th. That all resident partners of any house of business joining the cham- 
ber be required to subscribe as individuals. 

8th. That, to provide a suitable establishment, and to defray the necessary* 
carrent expences, a fund be raised in the following tnauner, via. 

I. By an entrance fee payable by each member on admission, of Sa. Rs. 100.- 

II. B? a monthly snbscription of 8 rupees from each resident members 
(subject hereafter to an encrea3e or reduction,) as by a general meeting may br 
deemed necessary. 

III. By such fines and fees on sentences, &c, as the general committee 
(hereafter provided) for the time being, shall settle. 

9th. That a residence at Calcutta, for an entire month at any one time,- 
shall 9uhject a Member to the said subscription, and an absence for two months* 
shall in like manner exempt him therefrom. 

10th. Thalthe business of the chamber shall be conducted by a committee,, 
and for the more efficient discharge of its various duties, as well as for the 
better equalization oflabour, the said committee be made sufficiently numerous 
to admit of sub-division, and that it shall consist accordingly of 21 members. 

11th. That for the more general representation of all interests and allr 
commercial establishments, as well as for the more etjual distribution of duty, 
no two members of the committee shall belong to the same house, or be connect- 
ed together in business ; and it Bhall be imperative on parties elected to serve 
under a penalty, in case of refusal, of double subscription for one year, when he 
shall be again eligible and in same manner liable to fino for non-service, unless 
in all cases a reason be assigned that is considered satisfactory to the general 
committee, for the time being. 

12th, That the committee be elected by ballot, and at the expiration of 
one year seven (7) members shall go by lot, and on the expiration of the second 
year seven more (of the original members, of one year’s standing,) and on the 
expiration of the third and of every succeeding year, at the annual meeting, 
(hereafter mentioned,) the seven committee men who have served longest, shall 
go out by retation, the vacancies thus occasioned being filled, election (as 
above.) That those going out be not re-eligible till after one year’s expiration. 
Other intermediate vacancies in the committee, shall be filled up at monthly- 
general meetings in the mauner hereafter set forth. 

13th. That a President and Vice-President be chosen by ballot from the 
general committee annually at the general meetings, (See Art. 27,) re-eligible, 
after one pear’s expiration. 

14th. 'I hat the General Committee be auhorized to sub-divide itself as 
follows, viz. 1. Into a “ Committee of Management’’ of 7, a quorum to be 3. 

II. Into a “ Committee of Correspondence” of 9, a quorum to be 5. 

1 tU Into a 11 Committee of A rbitration” of 6> a quorum to be 3. 

15th. That the President of the Chamber be ex-officio chairman of the 
il Committee of Mariagmornt,” end that the said committee do take charge, of 
the internal affairs of the chamber, the controul of the establishment and 
expenditure,— the custody of thr funds, (under the restrictions of Art* ,)2& 
and the arrangement of meetings, elections, and s^ forth, 
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16th. That the Vice-President be ex-officio chairman of the “ Committee 
of Correspondence,” and that the sail com i.iitee shall receive’ and dispose of 
all communication, aud references to the chamber on general points, within 
thescode of its objects ; shall investigate and report on all matters of a like 
nature, brought before it, as it can, disputed questions of usage or right. 

17th. That the “ committee of Arbitration,” shall appoint its own chair- 
man aud confine itself to the settlement of differences between parties applying 
to it as a Court of reconcilation ; it being understood, that parties so applying, 
shall be permitted to challenge the eligibility of any member of the committee, 
the temporary vacancies so caused being to be filled up by and from the 
general committee. 

18th. That the proceedings of the “ committee of management” with the 
accounts of the Treasurer, are to be submitted to general half' yearly meetings 
(see Art. 25,1 hut not to be subject to the general committee’s confirmation. 

19th, That the proceedings of the “ committee of correspondence,” shall 
be submitted to the general committee for approval and confirmation. 

20th. That the proceedings of the “ committee of Arbitration,” shall be 
referred to the general committee only iu cases where either of the parties 
desire an appeal. * 

21st. That the chairman of the respective committees, have casting votes. 

22ud. That the records of the chamber, and the hooks of account, be at 
all times open to the inspection of members, under regulations and conditions 
to be arrauged by ike general committee. 

23rd. That the general committee duly elective be empowered, to ap- 
point subordinate office-bearers by ballot, the chamber at large to have the 
right of displacing the sume at the next following monthly general meeting, or 
at a special meeting (as provided for by Art. 28.) 

24th, That monthly general meetings be held on the first Tuesday of every 
month, or on the next day after, when that day falls on u holiday. 

I. That an election of can lidates take place at every such meeting. 

II. That the proceedings of the u Committee of Correspondence” be laid 
on the table for the inspection of members. 

III. That vacancies hi the general committee be filled up (as prescribed 
by A rt. 12.) 

26th. That on the sixth monthly or half yearly meeting, and on every 
succeeding half yearly meeting, the accounts of the Tnasurer, countersigned by 
the “ committee of Management,” be submitted for inspection and approval, 
together with the proceedings of the committee itself. 

26th. That such half yearly meetings (one month’s previous notice being 
given) rules may be framed, amended or revoked, as the majority of the meet- 
ing (and which shall not be leas in number than a moiety ot the members then 
resident in Calcutta) shall determine. 

27th. That at the 12th monthly, or first annual general meeting, and at 
every succeeding anniversary of the same, the members of the chamber shall 
elect, by ballot (see Art. 12,) committee-men to serve in lieu of those gone out 
by rotation ; also a President and Vice-President. 

28th. That special general meetings, when called by ten resident mem- 
bers, with one week’s notice of the objects of the requisition, shall be held, at 
which rules may be altered, revoked or formed (but of which one month's notice 
is necessary as by article 26), members may by ballot (the majority belug 
equal to half the members resident in Calcutta) be ejected, office-bearers sus- 
pended or displaced, and such other business transacted, (of which aue notice 
shall have been given) as it may be competent for a general meeting to do by 
the rules of the chamber. 

2Dtb. That the/unefc of the chamber, as realized, be deposited in the 
“ Union Dank,” available to the calls of the Treasurer by cheques countersigned 
by the President or Vice-President for the time being, and on the balance 
amounting to one thousand rupees, the same shall be invested in Government 
securities in the name of President and Vice-President for the time being. 

30th. That funds, arising from entrance fees, shall (if possible) be set 
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a port a* reserved fund f^r permanent objects, such as the formation of a 
liberty , the purchase of furniture, mid so forth. 

And that the produce of subscriptions, fees, flues, &c., only be applicable 
to meet the current expences of the establishment. 

3 1 st. That a sect clary be appointed (see article 3,) on a monthly salary 
of 3 0 rupees in the fir-t instance, who Shell act under directions irom the 
chairmen of the respective coinmii tees, and take charge of the correspondence* 
the records of proceedings, and the preparation of references; officiating as 
treasurer , in the collection of subscriptions, fees, &<*. the supervision of ac- 
counts, with such other duties as may hearafter be necessarily allotted to him; 
Daily attendance (Sunday excepted) from 10 a,m. to 5 p m required of him* 
and an entire abstinence from all private husin ss. 

32nd. That the event of auy question arising as to the' construction or 
application of any of the foregoing rules, the general committee be empower- 
ed to decide the same, submitting the mutter at the next monthly general 
meeting for approval. 

33id That the foregoing rules when finally agreed to, be printed for gene- 
ral use and guidance, au authenticated copy being subscribed toby each mem- 
ber on admission, to be kept with the records of the chamber ; and another to 
be forwarded to the secretary to government, and to such other authorities 
abroad, ns it may appear desirable to make acquainted with the institution of 
the chamber. 

COMMTTTUE OP ARBITRATION. 

lst.‘ That on cases submitted by parties to its decision, the committee 0 
arbitrntion shall, in the awnr I, charge such fees, as ir shall judge to be proper; 

2nd. That, where an appeal is made from the decision of the committti 
of arbitration to the general committee, the fee Which the hitter shall thin 
it right to charge on such appeal, shall be borne by the appellant, iu all Case 
where the aw-ird of the committee of arbitration is not reversed. 

4th. Where parti, s resorting to the chu nber for the settlement of ques- 
tions in dispute, are no satisfied With the provisions of rule 17, they are free 
to nominate any members nf the chamber, without limitation of number, eitliei 4 
by a concurrent n >m nnti n, or by each party’s making an equal selection \ 
and where the whole number so named is even, these have the powe;', at any 
time, of chosing one other fiom the members of theehamber, or, if they can- 
not agree upon that one, and such addition is rrq finite to prevent the indi, i- 
sionofa balanced division, the general committee appoints him to be associa- 
ted with them is affecting an uvvard. The members thus appointed to officiate, 
elect their own chuirman, who has the casting voice in the event of a numerical 
equality of vo;es. A majority determines the submission. 


CALCUTTA T it A 1) E ASSOCIATION. 

HKGULATION8. 

I. That this association be denominated “ The Calcutta trade asstv 
elation.’* 

II. That it do consist of an unlimited number of merchants, tradesmen, 
artists and others, who inuy be disposed to aid in thc>accompli&hment of the 
objects of this association. 

III. 'I hat the objects of this association be, 

1 To fncoura.{e the general adoption of the svstem of ready-rtioney-pay- 
ments, which pn vails in all other parts of the world, and which enables trades- 
men to sell at lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the 
prevalence of the ruinous system of indiscriminate credit which has obtained 
for many years, to the serious injury of the tradesmen, and the manifest dis- 
advantage of the public. m 

• 2. To di fine the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to preserve 
measures calculated to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when 
the terrnsof credit are violated. 

3. 'io encourage u friendly communication amongst persons engage in 
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Mksincss in Calcutta, e.picially on pubj'fts involving tlieir common intereats ; 
an object which appears to have been hitherto neglected. 

IV. The officers of t lie irade association are the masters, past masters, 
senior Warden, junior Warden, treasurer, secretary, auditors, counsel and 
solicitor. 

V. The master to be elected from the past masters and those members 
who have served or may be serving, t be officers of wardens. AU other office 
bearers, to he elected from the members generally. 

VI. The election of master, wardens and treasurer to take place by 
ballot annually, at a special meeting to be convened for the purpose, on the 
second Saturday in December. All other officers, when one elected or appoint- 
ed to hold their offices, until removed by death, resignation, or vote of the 
association. 

VII. No member shall continue in the office of master or warden for 
more than two years in succession ; but he may be again elected after he has 
been out of office one year. 

Vi 1 1. The ci mmittce of management, to eonsisfr-of twelve members in 
addition to the office bearers, and five to be considered a quorum. 

IX. Four members of the committee shall go out annually by rotation, 
and the master shall nominate four, which, with any candidate proposed by a 
member, shall be ballotted for their stead.

XI. The committee of manageme> t shall meet every Saturday morning 
for the despatch of business, their decisions being object to the approval of 
the members at thesucrecding quarterly meeting. 

XII. The general quarterly inertings of the association to take place the 
Second Saturday in January, April, July, and October. 

XIII. 'Jhe master shall preside at all meetings or, in his absence, the 
immediate past muster. In the absence of the immediate past master, the 
oldest past maste » piesent, shall take the chair. 

XI V. The master, or. in the absc nee, the senior warden, has right and 
uthority of assembling a special g« neral meeting ; the cause of such meeting 
to be declared in the summons, and no oilier business to be entered upon, 

XV. Special general meetings may also he called on a requisition to that 
effect, signed by them mhcre and specify mg the object of the proposed meeting. 

XVI. In anv case where the votes are equal, the second or casting vote 
Of the chair to decide. 

XVII. The master, past master and wardens in office, are to be the re- 
presentatives oi the association, ami being supposed to speak the sentiments 
of the members, or a majority of them, or bound to act upou such resolutions 
as may be passed in committee, or at general meetings duly assembled. 

XVIII, Applicants for admission as members of the association, to be 
proposed and seconded at one committee meeting and ballotted fur at the 
next, two black balls to exclude. 

XIX. Notice of the ballot to be particularly circulated to the com- 
mittee. 

XX. The member who proposes a candidate for admission, shall be res- 
ponsible for bis entrance fee. 

XXI. Each newly elected member shall pay an entrance fee of fifty (50) 
rupees, towards the permanent fund of the association, and he shall be fur- 
nblnd with a cepy of the general regulations and bye-laws of the trade asso- 
ciations, gratia. 

41 XXII. Each membershall pay a subscription of six rupees monthly, in 
advaneje to the current fund of the association. 

XXIII. #Any member allowing his bills to remain unpaid beyond three 
months • hall be liable to have his name erased from the list of members of the 
association. 
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XXIV. Any member who shall have been struck off lor non-payment of 
subscriptions, shall not be again eligible for election, except as a new member,, 
and that not. until he pay the Baid arrears ; when he may make application, 4s ' 
a new member in form and manner above prescribed. 

XXV. Any member desirous of withdrawing from the Association^ can 
have bis wish complied with from the end of the current month, upon seuding 
written notice to that effect to the Secretary. 

XXVI. Any member intending to leave Calcutta for a considerable 
length of time, but to retnrn within two years shall not be subject to monthly 
subscription during his absence, and may, if he wishes n re-admitted to the 
association without plowing the usual donation, provided that., previous to going 
away, he has daily intimated has intention to the Secretary in writing. 

XXVII. In case of the death, sickness, or absence from Calcutta of the 
subscribing partner of any firm, another member of that firm, or other person 
employed by it, shall be allowed on continuing to pay the monthly subscrip- 
tion, to take his place in the association, provided he duly intimates his inten- 
tion of <o doing in writing to the Secretary. 

XXVIII. All bills or drafts for disbursements, shall be signed by the 
Master before they ore paid. 

XXIX. The permanent fund of the Association, shall be lodged in 
the Union Bank in the name of the Master and Treasurer for the time being. 

XXX. The accounts of the Association, with an abstract therefrom, 
shall be 1 id upon the table at each quarterly general meeting. 

XXXI. A weekly list of arrivals and departures in and from Calcutta, 
shall be furnished to each member member of the association. 

XXXII. Application*, for the use of the rooms for meetings or other 
pnrposes unconnected with the association, Bball be made to the Master 
through the Secretary. 

XXX II I. It shall be proper for any member of the association, to apply 
personally , to the Secretary or to the committee, for any information obtaina- 
be on subj< cts embraced by the declared objects of the association ; and the 
committee, and especially the Seretary, are enjoined, as far as practicable, to 
impart the desired information. 

XXX IV Such part of the proceeding or regulations of the association, 
as to the committee may seem proper shall, from time to time, lie published 
for general information on such newspapers as may be disposed to give gratui- 
tous insertion to the same. 

XXXV. These regulations and the hye-lawa to be binding on all mem- 
ber; but to be subject to addition, alteration, or abrogation by a majority of 
two-thirds of the members present, in form and mainner specified iu the bye- 
laws, sec. IS.

Art. III.— The fund shall be supported by the contributions of the 
company’s covenanted rivil Ser vants on the Bengal establishment, now suh- 
s ril ing, or who may hereafter join the serv.ee, aided by the donation if the 
Honorable the Court of Direetois ; it bping, as heretofore, at the option of such 
of the subscribers as were admitted to the service prior to the 17 h of January 
1823, and have not, in pursuance of a resolution passed at the Genera) Meeiing 
of the 28th of July 1817, signed the declaratiou of a determination to continue 
their contributions to the fund during the whole period of their service in India, 
at any time to withdraw altogether theietroin, forfeiting thereby all claims 
upon the fund, wbeiher for sums subscribed, or on any account whatsoever. 

Art. IV* — lirst. The ordinary contributions to the fund shall be pro-

The 
rate per centum on allowances of extraordinary contribution so to be assessed, 
shall he declared by the Managers at the aame time that the ri< fitit is declared,

ART. V —The amount of contribution payable by each Subscriber shall, 
with the permission of Government, be deducied by the Civil author or other 
officer auditing the monthly pay bill of civil servants, and be trunferred to the 
Measurer of the fund, in such manner as may be found most advantageous

m 1st January 1841 for 3 years was at J per cent. 
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to the fund, under the direction of the committee of managers, and ail subscri- 
bers from whose salaries deductions may be made lees than may be due from 
them, shall be obliged, on discovery of the error, to make up the difference to 
the fund, with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Art. VI. — The Sub-Treasurer of Government shall with the permission 
of Government, be Treasurer to the fund; and all money aud securities for 
money belonging to the fund in Indie, shall, with the like permission, be kept 
In the public treasury, subject to the direction and control of the Managers of 
the fund. 

Art. VII. — The unappropriated receipts of the fund exceeding the sum 
of two thousand (2,000) company’s rupees, (to beroserved for current expences) 
shall be vested in the securities of Government, and made payable on account 
of the fund under the signatures of any three -olt he Managers; but the treasurer 
of the fund shall be competent of himself to pass receipts for the interest re- 
ceivable thereupon. 

Art. VI II.— The managers of the fund in India, shall nominate such 
persons as may appear to them proper to act as agents for the fund iu England ; 
aud any money that may be required for the disbursements of the fund in 
Europe, shall be drawn for by, or remitted to, the agents, as may be most ad- 
vantageous to the fund, iu such manner as the Managers, under the control of 
the Subscribers from time to time may determine. 

Art. IX. — A duplicate copy ofall rules and resolutions, which may ba 
passed relative to the fund, shall be transmitted to the agents in England 
for their information, and that ofall persons who may apply to them upon the 
subject. 

Art. X. — A half yearly general meeting of the Subscribers to the fund, 
shall be held at the presidency of Fort William in the months of January and 
July of each year, ou a day to be fixed by the Committee of Managers, and 
notified in the Calcutta Guzette, and in two of the daily papers, two months 
before the day so fixed upon. 

Art. XI.— The Committee of Managers, or any nine members of the in- 
stitution may also convene a special general meeting at the presidency, by 
public notice, proiided that the day fixed for holding such special meeting, and 
the object of it, be advertised, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing article, 
for the general information of the Subscribers. 

ART. XII. — All questions proposed at a general meeting, whether half 
yearly or speeial, shall be determined by a majority of votes, but the concurrent 
voices of at least nine members actually present, shall be requisite to carry any 
inotidn whatever. The resolutions or proceedings of all general meetings shall 
be signed by the chairman, and published in the Calcutta Gazette, 

Art. XIII— Should the Managers of any member or members, be desir- 
ous of bringing forward, at a half yearly meetings any uew general question, or 
any question, involving an increase or diminution of the rate of contribution 
now fixed, orauy essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles 
of the institution, now established, or an) case not distinctly provided for under 
these rules, due notice of the purport thereof shall be given in the Calcutta 
Gazette and in two of the dai ly papers, at least two months before such meeting ; 
provided, however, that on such questions and esses no resolution of a general 
meetiug, whether half yearly or special shall be conclusive, but the determina- 
tion of the meeting shall be referred to the Subscribers a large, for final adop- 
tion, or rejection, by the transmission of their votes to the Managers within two 
mouths after the date of issuing the notice, either by advertisement or by 
separate letters to ecch Subscriber as may be determined by the meeting. It 
shall be the special duty of the chairman of any meeting, to require attention 
to this rule. 

ART. XIV— The resolution of a general meeting on any question not 
falling within the provisions of the preceding article, shall ba open to revision, 
after two months previous notice given through the Secretary, and published in 
the Calcutta Gazette and in two of the daily papers, of a motion to that effect,, 
at the next general meeting which may be held at a period of npt more than 
four months subsequently to the general meeting at which such resolution wax 
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passed, and (wo month* subsequently to the date of the not'fication above pre- 
scribed ; but the resolution of such subsequent meeting on such question, shall 
he final and conclusive provided always, that no resolution of a prior meet- 
ing shall be reversed or altered at a subsequent meeting, except by a majority 
consisting of as many votes, at the least, as decided tike question in the firBt in- 
stance. All resolutions not subjected to revision under this Article, shall be 
deemed final and conclusive. 

Art. XV.— Upon all questions C uly advertised for discussion, at any ge- 
neral or special meeting, all subscribers shall be allowed to deliver their senti- 
ments and votes, either by a written communication, to be signed by them and 
addressed to the chairman of the meeting, or by proxy. General proxies will 
only be allowed on behalf of members, who have proceeded to sea, and then 
will last till the return or the receipi of Intelligence of the decease of the party 
giving such proxy. 

Parties holding general proxies, shall be entitled to vote on any question 
whatever that may arise. The holder of a special proxy, shall be entitled to 
vote on any point connected with the question for which the special proxy was 
given, that may be discussed at the meeting summoned for its determination. 

But it is hereby provided. 

1st. That no proxy , either speciul or general, shall be in aay way valid, 
unless the same shall have been registered in the office of the secretary to the 
fund, and countersigned by that officer, at least fifteen days prior to the occur- 
rence of pny meeting at which such proxy is intended to be used, aud 2ndly. 
That no individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time more than 
twenty proxies. Should more than twenty proxies he tend* red for registry in 
favor of any individual, it shall be the dory of the secretaiy to the fund, to give 
notice thereof to the holder and to the granteis whose p r ,xies are last tendered 
for registry, with the view to t heir appointing some other party to vote on their 
behalf. A second nomination shall be valid if registered and couutt rsigned 
at any time before the meeting at which it is intended to lake effeer. 

For forms of general aud special proxies see A and B of the Appendix. 

Ai»t. XVI. — The annual accounts of th c fund shall be made up to the 
end of April, and submitted by the Managers at half yeaily general meeting of 
the Subscribers to he held in tho month of July of each year. After being ap- 
proved by the meeting, a general statement of the state of the fund shall be 
published for the information of the subscribers in the Calcutta Gazette. A 
Committee of Managers of the fnnd, shall at each January Meeting be appoint- 
ed tor the ensuing year, and shall consist of the secretary to the Government in 
llie General Department, the Accountant-General, the Sub-Treasurer, and the 
Civil Andltor for the time being, with five other Members to be elected at such 
general meeting. 

ART. XVII.— The committee of Managers, or the majority of those 
present at a meeting of five «r more, or if less than five be present, any three 
Members of the committee who may concur in opinion, shall be competent to 
decide^in the first instance, upon all matters connected with the fund, not ex- 
pressly teserved lor the deter rnina Hon of a general meeting; but every act of 
the Managers shall be liable to revision and control by the resolntion of a 
general meeting. It shall, moreover be the duty of the Managers, to report at 
the half yearly Meetings, the ina ters determined by them in the expired 
period. 

Abt. XVIII.— 1 The comm’ttee of Managers shall, subject to the control 
of a general meeting, appoiut the secretary and accountant to the fund, 
and shall fix such allowance for him payable from the fund, as they may 
consider adequate to his services. The officer so appointed ; shall act under 
the immeuialc directions of the committee of Managers, and shall also 
attend and obey the instruct bins of ail general meetings of the subscriber^, 
the proctedings of which end of the committee of Manager, and generally 
all paper* appertaining to the institution which may not be intrusted to the 
Treasurer in Jndiaor to the agents in Eugland, shall be kept under the charge 
such secretary and accountant, aud shall on application to him, or to thfi 
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committee of managers*, be open to the inspection of any of the subscribers to 
the land. It is to he understood that the secretary and accountant appointed 
as above, shall not ba subject to removal from his situation by any future 
committee of management, but in concurrence with a majority, of subscribed 
at a general meeting Ik Id as prescribed; provided, however, that it shall at 
any time be competent to the committee to suspend the said secretary and 
accountant from the exercise of his functions, and to delegate them to another, 
pending the disposal of the question which may have given rise to such a 
proceeding. 

Aur. XIX/ In the event of any of the managers who may be elided 
annually being subsequently removed from the presidency, without ah inten- 
tion or expectation ot returning during the year of their election, it shall be 
communicated to the subscribers at the next general meeting, and in such 
instances as well os in all instances of a vacancy in the situation of manager 
bv death or otherwise, a new election, if necessary, shall take place for the un- 
expired term of the current year. 

Art. XX. — All applications for admission to the benefits of the fund 
shall he made to the committee of managers and shall be accompanied by the 
necessary information, documents, and proofs, to enable the managers to as* 
certain the circumstances and situation of the party on whose behalf the appli- 
cation is made. 

The managers, after calling for any further information or evidence which 
may appear to them requisite, are to submit the application with the whole 
of the papers received by them, and the decision they may have come to 
thereupon for the determination of the subscribers at the next general meeting. 
In cases of emergency ano distress, when the managers may consider the party 
for whom the application is made clearly entitled to the benefit of the fund, 
they are authorised to advance such proportions of the fixed allowances here- 
after specified, as may appear to them indispensably requisite, till a final de- 
termination can be passed by the subscribers at the next general meeting 
aforesaid. 

Art. XXI. — On the death of any subscriber to the fund, who may not 
be possessed of property sufficient to provide for his family, and may leave a 
wife co-habiting with, or maintained by him, or leaving under his protection at 
the period of his decease, without an adequate provision for her support, as 
hereafter specified, if not the information which may be submitted by her or 
in her behalf to the managers of the fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of 
a general meeting of the subscribers, that she is a proper object of the fund, a 
pension shall be assigned to her from the fund under the provisions and with 
the limitations stated in the following article. Provided that nothing contain- 
ed therein, or in any part of the rules of this institution, thall be considered to 
entitle to the benefits of it, any widow who may huve been separated under a 
legal decision from her husband for misconduct on her part, or who may be 
known to have been living in a state of adultery, though not divorced or se- 
parated from him by law. 

Art. XX 1 1. — First, If the widow at the time of her husband’s death, 
be resident iu India, and be left without an income exceeding one hundred 
company’s rupees per mensem, a pension shall be assigned to her from the 
fund, of three hundred company’s rupees per mensem during her residence in 
India. If the widow be not resident in India at the time of her husband'* 
death, or shall afterwards quit India, and her income from Iter husband's estate, 
or otherwise, shall not exceed one hundred pounds sterling per annum, the 
pension to be assigned to her from the fuud, shall be three hundred pounds 
Sterling per anuum. 

Second , If the income of the widow resident in India at the death of her 
htfstiand, be more than one hundred company's rupees per mensem, but shall 
not exceed four hundred per mensem during his residence in India; or if the 
widow be not .esident In India at the ,tiine of her husbands death, or shall 
aftefr wards quit India, and her income be more than one hundred pounds 
sterling per annum, but shall not exceed four hundred pounds sterling 
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per annum* the pension to be assigned, to her from the fund, shall be such as 
will make op her income to four hundred company's rupees per mensem dur- 
ing her residence in India, or four hundred pounds sterling per annum in 
Europe, or elsewhere. 

Third . In the eyent of the widow, to whom a pension may have been as- 
signed from the fund, acquiring subsequently, by inheritance, bequest or other- 
wise, any property or income which, with the property left on her husband’s 
decease, and the pension received by her from the fund, may render hir total 
income, including her pension from the fund, more than four hundred compa- 
ny's rupees per menseip during her residence it^India, orspaore than four hun- 
dred pounds sterling per annum in Europe, or elsewhere, heir pension from the 
fond shall be liable to abatement in proportion to the excess of her entire in- 
come, including the pension above the sum specified ; or be altogether dis- 
continued in the event of her property oj income, exclusive of the pension as- 
signed to her from the fund, being equal to the full sum of four hundred com- 
pany's rupees per mensem in India, or four hundred pounds sterling per an- 
num In Europe, or elsewhere. „ 

Fourtk. All pensions to widows shall be discontinued on their re-marri- 
age. But in the event of their being again left in a state of widowhood without an 
adequate provision for their support, and of their appearing to be proper objects 
of this fund, they may be again admitted to the benefits of it under the same 
provisions and limitations as on their original admission. 

Fifth . The pensions no widows who may be admitted to the benefits of 
the fund, shall be paid in advance half yearly to themselves, or to their authori- 
zed agents ) but the acknowledgment of the widow herself , shall be taken for 
all sums, paid on her behalf, and shall contain a soltumi declaration, that her 
entire income, Including the pension received by her, does not exceed the sum 
of four hundred company's rupees per mensem, if she be resident in Indie, or 
four hundred pounds sterling per annum If she reside fh Europe, or etsewhere. 
And it shall be incumbent on the managers to suspend the payment of the 
pension of any widows who may refuse to make such declaration, reporting 
the case for the decision of a general meetins of the subscribers. 

Art. XXIII. — If any subscriber \p the fund shall die without the means 
of providing for his family, aud shall const quently leave a child or children, 
born in wedlock, without an adequate'provisiqn for their maintenance and edu- 
cation, and if, on the information, documents or evidence, winch may be sub- 
mitted on their behalf to the managers of the fund, it shall appear to the satis- 
faction of a general meeting of the subscribers, that they are proper objects of the 
fund, an allowance for their maintenance and education shall be assigned from 
the fund,uuder the provisions and limitations contained in the following article. 

Art. XXIV.— First. If the child or children of the deceased subscri- 
ber shall be left without any provision from his estate or otherwise, the allow- 
ance for the education and maintenance of each child to be granted from the 
fund in India, or in Europe, shall be according to the age of the child, as fol- 
lows, viz. Till five years of age, thirty company’s rupees per mensem, in In- 
dia, or thirty pounds sterling per annum in Europe ; from the commence- 
ment of the sixth year to the end of (he eight year, forty company’s rupees per 
mensem in India, or sixty pounds sterling per annum in Europe; from the 
commencement of the ninth year to the end of the eleventh year fifty compa- 
ny’s rupees per mensem in India, or eighty pounds sterling per annum in Eu- 
rope ; from the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty company’s rupees per 
mensem in India,’ or one hundred pounds sterling per annum in Europe* 

Second, If any provision be left by a subscriber for his child or children, 
or if after his death such child or children shall at any time become possessed 
of any property or income by inheritance, bequest, or otherwise, but not such 
Sis to afford the sums specified for their education and maintenance, the ailovy- 
ance to be granted from the fund shall be such as, in addition the property or 
income possessed by them, will make up the several sums above specified, ac- 
cording to their respective ages, and as tfyjy be resident In India or Id 
Europe, 
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Third. In the event of the property or income left to the child or chil- 
dren of a subscriber at his death, or which may subsequently devolve to, or bq 
in any wise acquired by them, being such as to afford the amount specified for, 
their education and maintenance, they will not be entitled to any aliowap^ef 
from the fund, and any allowances which may have been granted before such 
accession of property or income, shall be discontinued. 

Fourth. The allowances granted from the fund for the maintenance and 
edncation of children, s^all be paid In advance half yearly, to their guardians 
or relatives having the care of them, or to such persons as may be intrusted 
with toe disbursement*' the sum* allotted for them, eithir by* the Managers , 
of the fund i« India, or by the agents to the fund in England. 

Fifth The provision so made from the fund for the maintenance and 
e lucation of female children, shall ceaso on their marriage, and the provision 
for male children shall cease on their being settled in any profession, or em- 
ployment, or on their attaining the age of twenty-one years, whichever shall 
first happen. 

art XXV.— No family becoming hereafter dependent on the fund, shall 
receive from the fund an allowance exceeding in all six hundred pounds stor- 
ing per aunum, or in India six hundred Company’s rupees per meusem, and 
the reduction shall be made rateably. 

Art. XXVI. — First . It being the obvious duty of afl persons who 
have famillies, and possess property sufficient* to provide for them, to made r 
proper testamentary provision for them, it shall be requisite in all cases of 
application being made ter the fund for assistance to the family of a deceased 
subscriber, that an aJUhen^cated "copy 6t the will of the deceased, or If he 
shall have died intestate, tfcet a fulfand authentic statement of any property 
left by him, and of tttp, legal heirs thereto, be submitted^for the information of 
the maoaipers and subscribers j antt it is^ hereby declared, that a general 
meeting of the latter, duly held, according to the Rules of the Institution, 
shall have full power to reject the application for aid from the fund in any 
instauce in which it may appear that a Subscriber leaving property at hie 
death, and having the power to dispose of it, has made no due provision 
for his family. * 3* 

Second . And in case it shall be proved to the csnviction of a general 
meeting of Subscribers, that a decefled Mfember of this fund has, daring hie 
life time, whether in immediate anticipation of his death or otherwise, made 
such a disposition of any part of his property, real or personal, as but for this 
rule would tnrow the entire of partial support of his widow or offspring upon 
the fund, who would not have been so supported by the fund had such part of 
his property not been so disposed of, with the intention thereby of benefiting 
any part at the axpenee of the fund, then the widow or offspring of such a Mem-* 
ber or both shall forfeit all right to any part of the support which would have 
been claimable if no such disposition had been made. 

Art. XXVII. — In addition to the information required by Articles XX. 
and XXVI. to be furnished to the Managers, before any allowance shall be 
granted from the fund to a widow, a solemn declaration shall be made and sub* 
scribed according to such of the subjoined Forms as may be applicable to the' 
circumstances of the case. 

First. If the widow shall not have any offspring by the deceased, Ihd 
shall not be possessed of any income except such as may be derived from perso* 
nal property the declaration to be made shall be according to the form C of the 
Appendix. 

Second. It the widow shall have any child or children living by her late 
husband, or if any child of his shall afterwards be born, and neither she nor 
euch child or children shall be possessed of any income except such as may be 
derivable from personal property, the declaration to be made shall be according 
to the form D of the Appendix. 

Third . If the widow shall possess or be entitled to any income exclusive 4 
of such a? may he derivable from personal property, there shall be subatUated 
for either of tbe preceding forms the form £ of the 4pp^dix. 
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Art. XXVIII.— Whatever real or personal property the widow or off- 
spring of a Subscriber may be possessed of at the time of application for 
admission to the benefits of the Civil Fond, shall be regarded as an available 
source of income, and, as such, shall be taken into account at a just valua- 
tion, or according to the amount realisable by public sale, the income deriva- 
ble from such property being calculated at a rate of interest at four per cent, 
per annum. But from the latter part of the above provision are to be except- 
ed ail monies vested in Bank of Rengal shares, Government notes, or other 
public securities, the income arising from which shall be taken at what they 
actually yield. The same rule of calculation shall be adopted in the case of 
* property of any description afterwards devolving on an incumbent on the fund. 

Art. XXIX.— 1 The declaration when by the 5th clause of article XXII 
is required to be made half yearly by widows who way be admitted to the 
benefits of the fund, shall be accoiding to the form F of the Appendix. And 
in case a widow shall have acquired any property whatever subsequently to 
the date of her admission to the oenefits of the fuud, u specification thereof 
ahall be subjoined to that declaration. 

ART. XXX-— The mother, guardian, or other person, who may be ia 
charge of any child or children entitled to a provision under articles XXIII 
and XXIV of these rules, or any other person who may be authorized to receive 
the same on account of such child or children before he or they shall be 
enabled to receive the Annuity payable, or any part thereof, shall take and 
•ubscrlbea solemn declaration according to the form G of the Appendix ; au<l 
if such child or children shall have become entitled to any property yielding 
an income, the same shall be specified as provided in that form. 

Art. XXXI. — The several declarat’oiis required to be taken by the 5th 
clause of article XXII and by articles XXXII and XXX, shall be made before 
a Justice of the Peace, or other person competent to take the same, and 
aucli declaration shall be dated and signed on or subsequent to the day on which 
the Annuity is claimat le and shall, in the event of the widow, guardian or other 
person entitled to receive the same being in Europe, be delivered to and left with 
the agents for the fund in England ; or if such widow, guardian or other person 
shall be in India, it shall be delivered to and left with the Managers of the fund 
for the time being. * 

Art. XXXII.— If a married or widower subscriber to the fund, continue 
ingin the Civil Service, shall have proceeded to or remain in Europe, other- 
wise than oil furlough allowance, he shall be permitted, in order to secure to his 
family the benefits of the institution in the event of his death while-absent from 
India, to pay to the fund a monthly subscription equal to that which he would 
have been required to pay ifon furlough allowance : provided, however, that no 
Subscriber shall be permitted to avail himself of tho above rule for any period 
exceeding five years from the date of his departure from Indio, and that no 
aubecriptiou shall be received from him after the expiration of that period; 
provided further that should the average payments above described be disconti- 
nued for the period of one year consecutively, the same shall be held and deemed 
to be a resignation and abandonment of the Institution, and the family of the 
Subscriber shall not have any claim upon the fund, even upon payment of the 
arrears due, unless good and sufficient cause for the omissiou be shewn to the 
satisfaction of a majority of the subscribers at large. 

Art. XXXIII. — If a Subscriber to the fund, who has served twenty-two 
years in India, retires from the service, or if having served ten years in India 
be retires from ill health, and at the time of retirement, as above stated, shall 
have contributed by his previous payments to the fund, including iuterest, the 
•um of twenty-five thousand Company’s rupees, or if, on his^ quitting 
tho service, he shall, pay to the Fund what may be wanting to complete 
his contribution to that amount, such contribution shall entitle the fami- 
ly of such subscriber, on his death, to the benefits of the institution, 
under the several provisions herein before stated, or such as may here- 
after be established, in like manner as if hiB death had taken ptacw during 
j^s residence and aptual subscription to the fund in India, Tfco family o( 
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any subscriber to the fund who may die during his temporary absence from 
India on leave, shall be considered l entitledeto the benefits of the fund under 
the existing rules. Subscribers in India, who may cease to receive any public 
allowances, shall be considered as having retired from the service from the date 
of their allowances ceasing. In all cases not expressly provided for, it shall be 
at the option of the subscribers at large to admit or reject the claim of any 
subscriber or his family, and such decision duly passed, shall be final and 
conalusive. • 

Art. XXXIV. — In the event of any subscriber to the fund discontinuing 
bis monthly subscription thereto for the period of one entire year, he shall be 
considered to have withdrawn from the fund altogether, and Ids family shall 
not, in the event 6f his death, have any claim upon the institution ; provided 
however, that in all such cases it shall be the duty of the managers to cause a 
written communication to be made by the secretary to such subscriber, infor- 
ming him that his name has been struck off the fund; and provided further 
that it shall be competent to a general meeting of the subscribers to re-adrait, 
such member, on his appealing to the subscribers at large, and shewing what, 
in their opinion, shall be good and sufficient cause for his haring omitted Jo 
flora ply with fhe rules of the fund. % 

Art. XXXV. — If a subscriber to the fund shall be suspended from the 
service of the hou’ble company, and shall die during the period of his suspen- 
sion, his widow and children shall be entitled to the benefits of the institution, 
in like manner as if he had not been suspended, provided he continue to pay 
at the rate fixed on his actual allowances under article IV. # 

Aet. XXXVI.— If a subscriber to the fund shall be dismissed from the 
service of the hou’ble company, in the event of his death, his widow and chil- 
dren shall have no claim to the benefits of the institution, and he shall not be 
allowed to retain any interest in the fund by nuking any payment whatever. 

Art. XXXVII. — Any person admitted into the Bengal civil service with 
permission to fake rank in that service above any person that has been a 
subscriber to the fund, for a longer period than one year, shall noc be entitled 
to become a subscriber to the fund except upon the following conditions : v|e. 

First. It the individual so circumstanced shall be uumarried, he shall not 
become a member of the fund, except on condition of his paying to the trea- 
surer, within a period not exceeding six months, from iris commencing to re- 
ceive salary from the Bengal Government, a sum of money equakto the average 
amount of the aggregate subscriptions of the unmarried members, iu whose 
year the individual wishing to subscribe may rank in the Bengal civil service, 
with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Second. If the individual so circumstanced shall be married or be a 
widower having a child or children, he shall not become a member of tbe fund, 
except on condition of his paying to the treasurer, within a period of six 
months from his commencing to receive a salary from the Bengal Government 
a sum of money equal to the average amount of the aggregate subscriptions of 
the married members, retaining a contingent interest in the fund, in whose 
year the individual wishing to subscribe may rank in the Bengal civil service, 
with interest thereon, at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Third . Any applicant giving to the secretary of the fund a written au- 
thority for the deduction of twenty per cent, from his future monthly allow- 
ances, until the sums due from him under the above rules, with interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent, per anuum, be paid up, shall be cons.dered as having 
fulfilled the conditions required of him ; provided always, that his family shall 
not benefit from the fund if he quit the service before paying, up the whole 
amount due from him. . 

Fourth . The managers are authorized to admit applicants in the first in- 
stance, agreeably to the foregoing rules, but in all shell cases the application 
•hall be submitted for confirmation at the next general meeting. 

Fifth . All cases and questions not expressly provided for by theaa rgjes, 
shall be submitted by the managers for the votes of the subscribers at large, 
whose decisions thereon shall be 4ual.

ABSTRACT OF BENGAL CIVIL FUND RULES, WITH NOTES. 

Rule* now in operation , adopted at Special General Meeting , 25 'A Novem- 
ber 1837, and comfirmed at General Meeting 29 th Jan uary 1838. 

The Bengal civil fund instituted in 1804. Subscription commencing from 
January 1804 All who entered the civil service from and after the 17th Ja- 
nuary 1823 being obliged* to subscribe and continue so during the whole pe- 
riod of their service. Members being civil servants of a prior date to 17 h Ja- 
nqary 1823. have the option to withdraw at pleasure (forfeiting all benefit,) ex- 
cepting such amongst them as have signed a resolution passrd by the subscri- 
bers on 2 Sth July 1817, binding themselves to subscribe to end of service. 

The ordinary cointributions are regulated on allowances as follows:— 

If allowance be no more than company’s rupees 1,000 Per mensem.

14. Whatever real or personul properly the Widow or offspring of a sub- 
eeribermay be possessed of at the time of admission shall be taken into ac- 
count at a just valuation, or according to the amount realizable by public sale, 
and the income calculated thereon at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum ; but 
the income on monies vested in P»mk of Bengal shares, Government Noies, or 
other public securities, shall le taken according to what they actually yield. 
The same rule of calculation shall hold in the ease of property of any descrip- 
tion afterwards devolving on an incumbent on the Fund.

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15. No family becoming dependant since the 1st of January 1838, shall 
rec» i*e an aggregate allowance exceeding COO £ per annum in England, of 
COO Co.’s Rs. per mensem in India. 

16. The pensions to Widows shall be discontinued on remarriage, but 
shall recommence if again left in a state of widowhood and without aiequate 
provision under the rules. 

The allowances for children shall cease in the rase of girls on their marri- 
age, in the case of bo>s qp their obtaining employment or on attaining the age 
of 21 years, which ever may first happen. 

17. Allowances from the Fund are payable half yearly in advance either 
in London or in India. For widow, to themselves or to theirauthoriz^d agents 
(the acknowledgment of the widow herself being given for all sums paid on 
her behalf.) For children to their mother or other relation, or to their guar- 
dian. 

18. Before any £ yearly advances can be allowed a solemn declaration* 
must he made in the case of a widow without children according to form F. t 
if with children according to additional from F. 

In the case of children alone according to form G. $ 

If the declaration is refused to be made by any party it is incumbent on 
the managers to suspend the payment of the Pension claimed reporting the 
case to a general meeting of subscribers. 

[In these declarations must be carefully noted (if such be the case) any 
property acquired, and in whatever way acquired, since the date of admission 
on the Fund, whether it yield an income, or not.] 

19. In any instance in which it may appear that a subscriber leaving 
property at his death and having the power to dispose of it, had made no pro- 
vision for his family, the subscribers have full power to reject the application 
fo^aid in respect to such family. And in case it shall bo proved that a de- 
ceased member of the fund had during hw lif , made such a disposition of any 
part of his property, real or personal, as but fur rule 26 would throw the en- 
tire or partial support of his widow or offering upon the fund, with the inten- 
tion of thereby benefiting any party at the expence of the fund, then the wi- 
dow or offspring of such memcer shall forfeit all right to any support whatever. 

20. The offspring of members burn out of wedlock : and auy widow le- 
gally separated from her husband for misconduct on her part, or who may be 
known to be living in a state of adultary though not divorced or separated by 
law, shall not benefit by the fund. 

21. The A yearly general meetings of subscribers to the fund, are held 
in January and in July ; two uioihs previous notice being given. At these 
meetings applications tor admission on the fnnd are determined, See. and other 
general business is done, the managers also reporting the matters determined 
by them in the expired period. At the January meeting five managers are 
chosen in the room of those elected the preceding year, — though these or any 
of them may be re-elected. At the July meeting the annual aecounts of the 
fund closed to 30th April, preceding are submitted,— and being approved or 
published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

22. A special general meeting may be called at any time by the commit- 
tee of mauagers or by any nine members ; the object of the meeting being ad- 
vertised two months previously. 

23. Should the managers or any member or members ,be desirous of bring- 
ing forward, at a $ yearly meeting, any new general question or any question 
involving any increase or diminution of the rate of contribution now fixed, or 
any essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the instit u- 
lonnow established, or any case not distinctly provided for under these,

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ther Half-yearly, or special, shall be conclusive, but the determination of Meet- 
ing shall be referred to the subscribers at large for final adoption or rejection, 
by the transmission of their votes to the managers, within two months after tht 
date of issuing the notice, either by advertisement or by separate letters to 
each subscriber as may be determined by the Meeting It shall be the special 
duty of the chairman of any Meeting to require attention to this rule. 

24. The resolution of a General Meeting on any question not falling with- 
in the provisions of the preceding rule shall be open to revision. After the usual 
notice given through the Secretary to that effect at the next General Meeting 

hich may be held at a period of not more than four moths subsequently to the 
General Meeting at which such resolution was passed ; but the resolution of 
such subsequent Meeting on such question shall be final and conclusive pro- 
vided always, that no resolution of a prior Meeting shall be reversed or altered, 
at a subsequent Meeting, except by a majority consisting of as many votes at 
the least as decided the question in the first instanoe. All resolutions not sub- 
ject to revision under this rule shall be deemed final and conclusive. 

25. The presence of nine Members at any General Meeting forms a 
quorum sufficient to constitute a Meeting. 

26. Ail questions proposed at a General Meeting, wither yearly & or 
special, shall be determined by a majority of votes ; but the concurreut 
voices of at least uine members actually preseut shall be requisite to carry any 
motion whatever. 

27. Upon all questions duly advertised for disoussion at any General Meet- 
ing, all sublet ibenj may deliver their sentiments and votes, either by written 
cominuniouiioit addr. used to the chairman, or by Proxy. Proxies, may be of 
two kinds, General and Special. The former* is only allowed in case of Mem- 
bers w ho have proceeded to sea, and last till the return or receipt of intelligence 
of the decease of (lie party give it. Such general proxy entitles ghe holder 
thereof to v le for the absentee on any question whatever that may arise du- 
ring lira absence. 

A Speoial t proxy entitles the holder to vote on any point connected with 
the question for which such proxy was given that may be discussed at the meet- 
ing summoned for i(s determination. 

But provided 1st. That no proxy either Special or General, shall be in any 
way valid unless the same shall have been registered in the Office of the Secre- 
tary to the Fund, and countersigned by that Officer, at least fifteen days prior 
to the occurrence of any meeting at which such proxy is intended to be used : 
and 2udly, that no individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time 
more than twenty proxies. Should more than twenty proxies be tendered for 
registry ijiTfavor of any individual it shall be the duty of the Secretary to the 
Fund to give notice thereof to the holder and to the granters, whose proxies are 
last tendered for Registry, with the view to their appointing some other party to 
vote on their behalf, A mcond nomination shall be valid if registered and coun- 
tersigned at any time bef re the meeting at which it is intended to take effect. * 

26. The Committee of Managers, or the majority of those present at & 
meeting ot five or more or if less than five bo present, any three Members of 
the Committee who may concur in opinion shall be competent to decide, in the 
first instant, upon nil matters connected with the Fund not expressly reserved 
for the determination of a General' 'Meeting ; but every act of the Managers shall 
be liable to revision and control by the resolution of h General meeting. 

The last article of the rules of the Fund, viz. X£XV11 is of a peculiar and 
special charter, and framed seemingly to provide for such cases as occurred on 
the transfer to the Hengal Civil Branch, of the civilians attached to the Canton 
Establishment, some of whom claimed and were specially admitted to become 
Subscribers to the Fund. 

The rale therefore provides, uuder certain conditions, for the admission as 
snbscrlbera to the Fund of any p rson who may enter the Bengal Civil Service, 
and having rank in that Service above any other person that has been a subscri- , 

her to the Fund for a longe r pe riod than one year.

l«f. The subscribers shall, from the 1st of Mav, 18*25, cotribnte, for tha 
purposes of the fund, four per pen*, of their saluric«, and all other public 
emoluments, however denominated ; compensation for travelling expenses 
excepted.

17th. The afFuira of the institution shall be minted hy a committee of 
Nine, of whom four shall he ex-officio, the Chief Secretary to Government, the 
AccouHtant-General, the Sub-Treasurer, and the Civil Auditor. The other 
five shall be subscribers, and elected at general meeting, “ to be hidden on the 
1st day of January in each year*'* The members of the committee, shall be 9 
also the trustees for the fund's of the institution. 

18th. The Pub-Treasurers of Government shall, with the pew nission of 
the Governor-General in Council, he requested to act as Treasurer to the 
institution and the funds, as well those set apart for the payment of annuities 
aa those arising from the accumulation of capital, shall be deposited in the 
public treasury, subject to the direction and control of the trustees and mana- 
gers of the fund. 

19th. For the management in England of such affairs os the members 
cannot personally conduct, an agent or agents shall be appointed by t lie mana- 
gers and trustees in India, if such shall still he the wish o' the service.f 

20th. TIip Committee of managers, or the majority of those present at a 
meeting of five or more, or if lesB than dvi be present any three members of 
the committee who may concur in opinion, shall be competent to decide, in the 
first instance, upon all matter* relative to the receipts and disbursements of the 
fund, as well as generally upon all subjects connected with the management of 
the fund, and the due executing of the Rules established for it which by such 
rules, may not have been expressly reserved for determination by the general 
meeting of the subscribers to the fund . 

21st. But the decision of the Committee of Manager*, in all case-*, shall be 
liable to revision and control by the resolution of the subscribers, duly passed 
at a regular general meeting.

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REGULATIONS OF THE BENGAL MILITARY FUND. 

Establishbd 1st November, 1824. 

Corrected 1st November, 1843. 

SECTION I. 

Admission of Subscribers 

Art. 1. The following description of persons, and they alone, are ell- 
gible to be subscribers to the Bengal Military Fund 

let Officers or cadets In the military service of the honor* 
able company under the presidency of Fort William 
^ 2d. Chaplains of the Bengal establishment. 

3rd. Officers of the Bengal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

.4th. Officers of the Bengal establishment on the retired list. 

Art. 2. Individuals of the descriptions enumerated In the 1st article, 
who entered to service previous to the 30th August 1826 and who hitherto 
have not become subscribers, shall only be admissible on the following 
condition 

1st. That the application for admission be accompanied by the certificate 
of two surgeons, that the person desiring to subscribe is then, to the best of their 
knowledge, in good health. This certificate being confirmed by the declara- 
tion to the same effnet, from the person so applying to be admitted. Appli- 
cations from married officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their 
marriage, and Intimation of the correct age of the parties. 

2d. That donation and arrears of subset iption, according to the rank at 
the time of admission, be paid with compound interest on those sums accumu- 
lated half yearly at the rate of eight per cent, per annum. The arrears to com- 
mence from the date of the institution of the fund, or from the entrance of 
the person into the service, if subsequent to the institution of the same, and 
prior to 30th August 1826. If the arrears are paid by instalments (which are 
not to exceed twelve monthly paymentsfrom the date of admission) interest at 
8 per cent, per annum to be charged on all intermediate balances. 

Art. 3. A subscriber withdrawing from the fund, forfeits, ipsa f< ctif, 
all claims to Us benefits, as also the amount of his donation and subscription, 
and all other Bums which he may have paid up to the period of his secession. 
Should he af^rwards be desirous oi again becoming a subscriber, he will be 
admissible ou the same terms as a new subscriber, as described in the 2d arti- 
cle. Note — This article is applicable to voluntary subscribers only. 

Art. 4. Subscribers who may retire from the service on the prescribed 
pension of their ranks, or in ill health before eutitled thereto, or who may re- 
turn permanently, or upon furlough, to Europe, shall not forfeit their title to 
the benefits of the fund provided they continue the regular payments of the 
monthly subscription of their ranks, agreeably to the rates laid down for eacii 
rank iu table No. II. 

Art. 5 Subscribers not in ill health retiring from the service before 
they are entitled to the full pension of their rank shall not forefelt all claims on 
the institution, provided they continue to pay the Indian rates of subscription 
of their respective ranks. 

Art. 6 . Officers are permitted to subscribe according to army rank, on 
furnishing the prescribed certificate of health, subscription and donation, as in 
every other case, being calculated from date of such rank.— >Uuder this rnle, 
medical officers and Veterinary Surgeons may subscribe as captains after 15 
years' service. 

SECTION II. 

Donations and subscriptions to be paid to the Bengal Military Fund . 

Art. 7. Alt subscribers to pay a donation or premium on entering the 
«idj agreeably to the rates specified in the accompanying table No. I., and 
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•hall also allot f<y the support of the hind, as long as they shall continue 
subscribers the monthly sums specified In table No. II., ag^eably to th«fr 
rank, whether to India or Europe. Tht* subscriptions of Cadets to be calculated 
at the rank -of ensign.

Art. 11. The donation may be paid a once, or by monthly instalments 
not exceeding twelve, at the option of the subscriber ; in failure of which all 
claims shall be forfeited upon the fund, either for himself or widow, unless the 
amount be paid with interest at 12 ptr cent, per annum from the day of ad- 
mission.

18. lhe benefit granted to subscribers while alive, are consider^ 
pertoual, and subject to the decision of the^Directore for the time being, who 
Trill be guided in their decision on each claim by the regulations ot »tlie fuudj 
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except when they have reason to entertain doubts with respect to any such 
claim ; it will in such cases he their duty to call for further information from 
the claimant ; and if this information should not be satisfactory to the Direc- 
tors , they are authorized to withhold the payment of the claim. 

Art. 17. A subscriber of whatever rank who may proceed Co Europe 
on sick c* rtifliiHte, and who may not he allowed passage-money from Government, 
ahull be authorized to apply to the Military Fund for the sum of rupees 1,567-9-L 
to defray that expense, provided his application shall be accompanied by a 
sincere and solemn declaration that he does not possess the sum of rupees 5,000 
or property of any description to that amount ; and also shall be entitled on his 
return to India to receive from the agents in England, the sum regulated for the 
outward passage,* on the production of a similar declaration.

Akt. 24. If a widow pensioner on th* fund marries, her pension is to 
cease during her coverture ; but in the event of her again becoming a widow, 
ahe shall be re-admitted to all the benefits she may have enjoyed from the. 
fund during her first widowhood, in like manner as if she had not re-married ; 
hut subject of course to all the limitations and conditions prescribed by the re- 
gulations in the first instance. If, the second liu band shall also have b*>en a sub- 
scriber to the fund, the widow will receive however only one annuity, taking that 
which may be the greatest, that is to say, according tp the rank of the first or so 
cond hus-band, whichever may be the higher. 

Art. 25. Every widow benefiting by the military fund, and a ot pro- 
vided with a passage to Europe at the expense of government, shall be entitled 
(for one passage only) to Bn allowance of rupees 1 ,567-9* l» the claim to be 
determined by the following rule:— 

If the money possessed by a widow excedrt the sum of 12,°00 rupees, the 
same being available for immediate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, 
ahe shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money. In like manner, 
although not immediately available, nor at her disposal, if the yearly interest 
of such money exceed the sum of £(58-8-9, the cluim to passage-money will 
be disallowed. Widows in Europe at the time of their husbands* death, are 
not entitled to. passage- money on returning to India, or again visiting 
Europe. 

Art. 26. Should the fund, however, at any period full short of the 
demands upon it, so that the annual income will not defray the amount of the 
annuities and other claims, then it shall be in the power of the directors, after 
submission to the army, to make a proportionate deduction from the annuity 
of each annuitant, excepting always the present annuitants of the Bengal 
widows’ fund, and from the payments to other claimants above the rank of 
subaltern, until the state of the fund shall afford the means of complete pay- 
ment; when, if a surp us income exists, the arrears shut! be made good frpiq 
the amount of surplus, but npt otherwise. 

SECTION IV. 

General Regulations. 

Art. 27. The Bengal military fund is to be administered by a president 
and twelve directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the 15th of January, 
by a general meeting of all subscribers who may be present at the presidency. 
Subscribers who may be absent from the presidency may vote for directors by 
proxy, on addressing to the secretary letters containing the namea of the per- 
sons for #hoin they wish to vote, or by transmitting such names under their 
signature to the genera) meeting by the hand of any other subscriber. The 
directors who shall be found duly elected shall then choose their president f rom 
among themselves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be notified 
by the president, in the Government Gazette at least two calendar months 
before hand. , . _ . , 

Art. 28. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceed- 
ings of the directors for the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for 
inspection and approval by the subscribers present, who were not of tbe direc- 
tion; after which, the meeting at large will proceed to choose directors for 
the enpusing twelve months. The accounts to be published for genera) 
information. , 

Art. 29. The directors of ihe past year are eligible to be re-elected. 
Art* 30, All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying donations and subscriptions in their respective ranks, during six con- 
tinued months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to examine the ac- 
counts and proceedings, and to vote for directors. 

Art. 31. Iu the event of a vacancy in the office of director occurring^ 
|n. the intermediate period between two annual meetings, ihe directors may 
choose a successor from xnongst the subscribers at tbe presidency, who may be 
eligible to the office. 
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Art. 3*2. On occasion of any particular and important business which 
may necessarily require ti e opinion of the society at large, special meetings' 
will be called ofthe sub-cubers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as 
provided for in article 27* Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emer- 
gent cause should occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the 
society at large, a special meeting shall he summoned by the president on the 
written requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed, 
Art. 33. The directors shall have a secretary chosen by themselves, 
who also *hall be accouutant, with an establishment upon such allowances as 
shall be deemed adequate to the respective duties, 

Art. 34. The sec etary will be expected to have an office at his owi) 
residence for the accommodation of the meetings of the directors, for the pre- 
servation of the records, and for the purpose of affording access to the officers 
of the army at large to the books of the institution, 

A KT 3p. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meetings ; 
but no meeting of the directors consisting of k a smaller number than five, shall 
]be competent to the transaction of business ; and it will rest with any director, 
or with the secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the 
president, who will convene a special meeting within ten days from the date 
of his receiving the application ; but no special meeting shall be called with 
the view or re-considering resolutions which may have been already adopted 
by a former meeting ofdirectois, unless at the requisition of a number of 
directore grewter than that which attended such meeting. 

Art. 30. The secretary will invariably lay before the directors, either 
at the regular or special meetings, all letters that may have been received bj 
him since the last meeting. Minutes of the proceedings of all meetings will 
be recorded and authenticated by the signatures of the directors present. The 
secretary will also submit to the directors who attended, dratt9 of all the 
letters which in those meetings he may have been desired to write. Letters 
demanding an immediate answer, when such may be of an ordinary nature, 
may be replied to by the secretary, without waiting for a meeting of the di- 
rectors; but every letter proposed to be dispatched by the secretary, must 
previously receive the special sanction of one director, signified by his initial 
to the drafts, which will be sent to him for consideration. 

A bt. 37- The secretary will keep the set of the books in use in themilitary 
widows’ fund under instructions which he may receive from time to time from 
jthe directors of the fund. 

Art. 38. The books and correspondence of the fund shall be at all times 
open to the inspection of subscribers. 

Art 39. When any new regulation shall appear to the directors to be 
advisable, such regulation shall be circula’ed to corps for consideration, and the 
affirmative or negative of the majority of individual votes (to be ascertained at 
the expiration of four months) shall decide its adoption nr rejection. 

Art. 40. If any subscriber or claimant on the fund shall be desirous to a p- 
peal from the decision of the Directors tothat of the subscribers at large, upon any 1 
subject which may not be specifically defined by the regulation, such appeal, pro- 
vided it be approved by three Directors, shall be referred by the Directors, and 
decided u; on in the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the decision 
on such appeal, or that of the Directors lu cases not appealable, shall be final in all 
cases whatever; any further agitation of the question by a process of law or other- 
wise, being denned in itself to bean absolute forfeitureof all claim ou the fund. 
Art. 41. When a reference shall he made to the subscribers at large 
respecting either proposed regulation, or an appeal, the result of such reference 
hall be communicated to corps for the; information of subscribers 

Art, 42 Generally all payments due from the fund are made quarterly 
in England, and monthly in India ; but jn cases when pensioners or claimants 
on the fund are about to ernbark for Europe* all arrears must be paid up to tha 
cod of the preceding mouth. 

Art- 43. Any arrear which may be due to the fund by a subscriber or by all 
annuitant who may have received an overpayment, shall in all cases be deducted 
from the first payments to be made from the fund to the person owing such arrear 
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Awt. 44. All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund is declared 
to he unamenable, nr.d the fact of Ht tempting the alienation of «ncli income fit 
any mnnner f or under hiiv pretence, shad be deemed iu itself a forfeiture of ull 
future hero fits from the fund. 

Akt. 45. If a subscriber who may be dismissed from the service, by a 
court martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restorer to the service, he sImU 
be re-admissible to the fund on payment of the arrear that may have accumu- 
lated, with compound interest thereon, In the same manner as if he hsd 
suffered only temporary suspension. See Art. 14. 

Akt. 46. All pioperiy belonging to the military fund st any period 
•hall be invariably vested in the honorable company’s securities. The ncces* 
sity for retaining any balance is now dispensed with, and the secretary’s office 
h^s no cash transuctioiis. All payments in Calcutta are, in future, to be 
made at the presidency pay. office by order of government dated 1st July 1840. 
All contributions from subaci ibers generally must be made through the pay 
depaitment or public treasuries. Private drafts are prohibited. 

Akt. 47* The business of the fund in Europe shall be conducted 
through the agency of meBsr«. Cockerell and Co., who will from time to time 
receive the necessary instructions for their guidance and to whom such applU 
cations will be preferred as cannot with equal convenience be submitted to tho 
directors of the fund in India 

Noth-. — T he secretary will continue to give notice in all practicable 
cases where arrears are due. but at the name time subscribers must attend to 
their own Interests, and take care that the prescribed donations and subscrip- 
tions are regularly paid to prevent arrears, n« the interests of the fund cannot be 
allowed to suffer from the omissions of subscribers, or from* waul of acquaintance 

with the rules of the institution .

Regulations of a General Military Fund, for the benefit of uidom and 
children of deceased officers, in his Majesty's Service in India, established in 
1820. And revised in 1827. 

Under the protection and countenance of the Moat Noble the Marqueas of 
Hastings, commander-in-chief In India, the above ngmed fund was establish* 
ed in the year 1820, for the purpose of sending hoi**, in comfort and resoec- 
lability, the families of deceased officers in his. majesty’s regiments serving in 
India, who may have been left destitute ; and of preventing the painful and 
degrading practice of appealing: to the public for subscriptions on such occa* 
sions ; and also, Of providing relief in such cases as may require it, uutil they 
can be conveniently sent borne. 

It having since been found advisable tJ make some alteration in the rule* 
and regulations then established, the following revised regulation, passed with 
the general consent of the officers of the army, have been approved of by his 
excellency the right honorable Viscount Cornbermere, commander-in-chief in 
India, who hn§ been pleased to become patron to the institution.

It is also 
declared, that no widow is entitled to passage-money or allowance for travell- 
ing, unless she shall actually proceed to sea or on her journey in the manner 
for which any allowance may have been drawn ; and should she have received 
such allowance, she will be required to refund; that no widow, under any cir- 
comstances shall be entitled to <t<<y assistance from this fund, unless the appli- 
cation 'hall be made iu the usual form, within six mouths after the demise ol her 
husband.

19th. T* at no general rule or regulations of this fund shall be altered 
unless recommended by the geueral committees, and approved by a majority 
of the subscribers. 

20th. In taking the opinion of the regiment and staff officers of his 
majesty’s forces in India, a very general wish has been expressed, that all 
widows should have their passage to England, &<s. &c., defrayed. The funds 
will now admit of it, but should the positive standing balance of the fund, 
amount to forty thousand rupees (40,000), the committee will again put, the 
question for the sense of the subscribers, with, a provision that such c harge 
should again cease on the balance falling to thirty thousand rupees (30,000); 
and as in that event all married officers will have a claim on the fund, their sub- 
scriptions should then be augmented.

With a view to guard against any misapprehension that might be enter- 
tained regarding the peculiar object o the General Bengal Military Bank, 
established by general orders orf the 89d December last, the most noble the 
Governor- General in Council is pleased to notify, that the Bank having been 
instituted for the purpose ot affording officers a ready mode of remitting and 
accomulatting portions of their allowances, it is not intended that it should 
receive large sums of money already possessed by individuals; such Ru ex- 
tension of the concerns of the Bank being inconsistent with the plan and 
he institution. 

His Lordship in Council !§ further pleased to announce, that the 5th 
clause of the regulations of the Military Bank, is equally applicable to Native 
as to European regiments ; and that in any case where the Native Officers and 
men of a regiment or battalion, may form a regimental Savings' Bank, under 
the authority of their Commanding Officers, the same facilities of remittance, 
through the Paymaster ot the division, are to be afforded to them, and their 
aggregate remittances carried account in the same mauner as those of an 
European regiment. 

Subadars and Jemadars are also authorised to remit any sum of money 
not less than ten sicca rupees, and without fractions, to the Mititay Bank in 
Calcutta, in their own name, through the officer commanding their company.

from the terms, conditions, restrictions, provisions and regulations hereinafter 
mentioned, expressed and declared, of and concerning the same.

-Tnat each and eyery persou or persons, who shall make a 
donation in aid of the fund? of the sdd institution, to the amount of sicca ru- 
pees five hundred or upwurds, shall be respectively considered as patrons and 
friends of the said institution, ai.d be, and be deemed to be, honorary members 
thereof, and entitled to a vote in the management of the concerns of the said 
institution at general meetings to be held as is hereinafter mentioned.

«r premium of admission paid, and a certificate «»f admission granted under the 
signature of the Secretary and three of the Directors ; and until the party shall 
have survived for the period of one whole year from the date of his admission, 
if a share-holder in either of rhe second and third classes of tfie institution, the 
party holding the share or shares in rhe second or third classes, or his represen-

‘allowances hereln-aftejr mentioned and stipulated to fie paid, save ip the widows 
end children of persons holding shares in the first or permanent class, who will 
'be entitled to the benefit of the said fund immediately on the lapse of the life or 
lives on which the respective share or shares may be field, ip the said first or 
permanent class, 

A ht* J4.-rThat when, apd so soon PS the fund* of the first class of the In- 
stitution shall amount to the sum of sicca rupees one hundred thousand, placed 
put and invested Ip good and sufficient securities at interest, the widow and 
lawful children of a person or persona pn tit led to benefit by the lapse of a life or 
, lives, on which am share or shares shall or ipay be held, in the said institution 
•hall, on making application to the secretary in writing, accompanied by sm h 
Jtroofof the cuau^H •• may be satisfactory to a majority of the Directors^ b| 
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entitled to receive the folio wing monthly pay men ts, to commence and be 
payable at the expiration of one month from the occurrence of such ca- 
sualty, viz., a monthly allowance ofaicca rupees eighty to each and every widow 
intended to be benefited by the said fund, in the first and second clusses of the 
said institution, during her widowhood; and a like monthly sum of sicca

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Art 18.— That Messrs. Palmer, Wilson and Company, be appointed 
agents for the fund in London, and that the Secretary of this institution do re- 
mit to such agents, from time to time, such sums of money as may be requi- 
site, with instructions for the disbursement of the same; and th,it he do also 
transmit to them copies of all general rules and regulations which n ay be 
passed relative to the fund for their information and that of all who may apply 
for the same.

Art 20. — That the secretary of this institution be directed to correspond 
with the said agents so appointed as aforesaid ; and tint lie do transmit to them 
copies of the rules and regulations of this institution, with such instructions 
ns to the granting of certificates of admission to the parti s desirous of be- 
coming subscribers to this institution, as may be deemed requisite. 

Art. 21. — That in the event of any widow or children entitled to the be- 
nefit of the fund of this institution, being desirous of returning to Europe, the 
Directors of this Institution, for the time being, are hereby authorised and em- 
powered to make advances to the widow or children so entitled to the benefit of 
the said institution, to enable them so to do, to an amount not exceeding the sum 
of sicca rupees one thousand I jfor each and every widow, and the sum of sicca 
rupees two hundred for each and every child and children so entitled as afore- 
said, by way of loan, and to be deducted from their said pensions and allow* 
ances iu such manner„and hy such proportions, as the said Directors may deem 
expedient. And such widows amt children respet tively, or the guardians of 
such children, duly constituted, shall be entitled to receive their pensions and 
allowances, to which they may be entitled from the agents of the sa d society 
in London, or elsewhere, from and after the 1st day January, 1824, at the 
current exchange of the dav upon which such pensions shall heroine due, 
upon their producing a certificate signed by the Secretary of the society, speci- 
fying the period to whiejh their pensions have been respectively paid in Ben- 
gal, "or other place in India; and the amount which they will be entitled to 
receive In England, to be presented to the said agents in London, on making 
applications for such pensions, and upon giving satisfactory evidence of iden- 
tity. But that each pensions and allowances, instead of being payable, as in 
Calcutta, monthly, shall be payable in London half-yearly, and not oftencr; 
and that the remuneration to be allowed to such agent or agents, shall be 
paid by the person or persons receiving the pensions or allowances and not 
by this institution. 

Art. 22—' That in esse any widow entiled to the benefit of the fund of 
this institution, shall reside In any part of England twenty Hailes distant from 
London or in Wales, Scotland or Ireland, her perfsion shall be paid in London 
to an attorney duly authorized by her, on the production of a certificate, signed 
it>T two persons, in the character of Parochial Clergymen, or of Magistrates 
where she resides to the following purport 15

in England; [Scotland, or Ireland,] and to the best of our knowledge and

Art. 23*— That the subscribers to this institution, as well as those who 
may in future become so, shall be at liberty at any time to withdraw their 
names, relinquishing, at thesame time, all claim to the benefit of the Institution, 
aadfbrfelting to the fund ail Sums that may Ime been previously Contributed 
bf theaii as well as what arreara are due up to the period of their withdrawing. 
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Art. 24 That Henry Matthews, of Calcutta, aforesaid, merchant rnd agent 
be, and Is hereby appointed Secretary of the general and entire business and, 
concerns of the' said institution, and that he be allowed for office- rent the month- 
ly sum of sicca rupees one hundred, and such other disbursement* as may ac- 
tually be incurred for sircars, peons, and the necessary establishment of the, 
•Aid institution, taw charges, stationery, and other necessary and unavoidable 
expences. 

Art. 25. That all the business of this institution shall be managed and 
carried on by the Secretary thereof, and subject to the control of the Directors, 
for the time being; and that proper and necessary hook* of account, shall be 
kept by the said Secretary at ennfli ’e within the limit* of the town of Calcutta, 
in whioh office all the business and transactions of, or relative to, the said in 
stitutlon, shall be truly mid fairly entered hi the said bonks: and that all hooks, 
accounts, and papers, and every thing els* whatsoever, (save and except the 
money and securities for money be ouging or relative to, or which shall be- 
long or relate to the said institution, or the business thereof, or the earning on 
•f such business shall be kept in the offi *e, in Calcutta, aforesaid, where the saM 
business shall, from time to tlmp, he so ca ried on ; which books, accounts and

UNQUESTIONABLE SECURITY. 

PROPOSITIONS.

This system of reduction in the premiums affords immediate benefit to the 
assured, or enables them to secure a considerable bonus by effecting a new 
pelicy. 

Separate tables, both Civil and Military, have been adopted for the whole 
life , at reduced rates for such persons as may prefer a lower rate of premium to 
participation in the general profits. 
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The Society makes a natural distinction between persons exposed to the ha- 
zards of Military and Maritime occupations, and those whose occupations are 
of a Civil nature ; but members of the Military Service hofding offices purely 
Civil, and subject to no extra tisk, will be charged the Civil rate of premium 
only, while engaged in duties purely Civil. It will be in the discretion of the 
Directors in each particular c ise to say whether the higher or the lower rate of 
premium shall be chargeable, and that discretion will be regulated by the par- 
ticular circumstances of the case. 

When application is made for assuring a life subject to more than ordinary 
hazard, an augmented premium will be charged proportionate to the increased 
risk, the rate of which will be regulated by the strictest attention to justice be- 
tween the Society and the Assured, according to circumstances. 

Premiums are ordinarily payable half yearly in advance ; but poFcy- 
bolders are at liberty to make arrangements with the Society to pay their pre- 
miums in one amount , in annual or quarterly payments, or for a given number 
of years, viz.

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Instructions to Persons desrous of effecting an Assurance on the r Lives in 
the Universal Assurance Soc ety 

1. — The person on whose Lite the Assurance is to he effected, must wait on 
bis usual Medical Attendant with the accompanying letters, and transmit the 
same to the Directors of the society agreeably to the instructions given. 

2. — In case of the absence of the usual Medical Attendant, and the certify- 
ing Surgeon cannot of his own knowledge ant wer the qutries put to mm as to 
the genera) habits of the person applying for assurance, such other certificate 
or certificates may be furnished as may be presumed calculated to satisfy the 
Directors. 

3. — The report of the Surgeon will be considered as strictly confidential; the 
Official Medical Adviser of tbe society will alone be consulted when the advisa- 
bleneRsof any risk admits of doubt. 

4. — An Affidavit, oi which the form is annexed, must be taken before a Ma- 
gistratb, or, where there is no Magistrate , before the Principal Civil or 
Military Officers op the Station, or a solemn declaration according 
to the same form must be made before either of the Directors or the Agents 
op the Society in Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, as soon as possible 
after the pany has appeared before the Snrgeon for examination. 

5. — Applicants being conscious of any of the diseases enumeiated in the De- 
claration knd Affidavit, may note the same, that the Directors may consider 
Whether an additional premium will cover the additional risk. 

6. — Should the Directors agree to take a risk more or less objectionable, a 
rate of premium higher than ordinary will be stipulated for accordingly, to which 
the Applicant may of course assent or nor, as In- may judge expedient. But whe- 
ther a risk be altogether declined, or a rate of premium higher than tbe ordina- 
ry be proposed, the oiher rs of the society are prohibited from offering any ex- 
planations on the subject. 

7. — These instructions, with tbe declaration of the Medical Reporter, and 

the Affidavit or declaration hereunto annexed, must when duly attested, be 
forwarded along with the report, without any necessary delay, to the Directors 
of the society. BAGSHaW AND CO. 

Agents and Secretaries . 

N. B. — Persons residing in or near Calcutta are also required to appear be- 
fore the Medical Officer of the society, Dr. Alexander Garden. 

CONDITIONS. 

1. — The payment of Premiums must be made within twenty-eight days af- 
ter the day they shall become due, or the Policy will be void ; but, upon 
proof being given, to the satisfaction of the Managing Committee of Directors, 
that the party whose Life has been assured continues in good health, the Po- 
licy msy be revived at any period within three months, on payment of a fine of 
one-half per cent, on the sum assured, or at any period within six months, on 
the payment of such fine as the Directors may think reasonable. 

2. — Assurances shall be void if the parties whose lives have been assured 
shall without having obtained the previous written consent of the Managing 

Committee or Directors for tbe time being, go to any of the excepted places 
enumerated below, or enter into, or engage in any Military, Maritime or other 
hazardous service or employment whatever, other than their declared regular 
professional duties or services, but no addional premium will be demanded from 
any assurer proceeding on public duty iu obedience to the orders of bis superi- 
ors to any of the excepted places. 

3 —If the assured shall die by duelliog, by their own bands, or by the hands 
of justice, tbe Policy shall become void so far as respects such persons ; but, in 
such cases, the Managing Committee or Directors are empowered to allow to 
the represen ratives of the person so dying, any part of the sum assured as they 
shall think fit; the Assurance, however, shall remain in force so far as any 
other person or persons shall have acquired a bona-fide interest therein, b

BENGAL SAVINGS’ BANK. 

Fort William, Financial Department, 
1th October , 183p. 

The right honorable the Governor-Generaf in council, directs that the 
following rules of the Savings' Bank, established in Calcutta, under the guaran- 
tee and responsibility of Government, be published for general information • 

1. The banl^ to be denominated “ The Government Savings’ Bank.’’ 

8. All classes, British and native, may in vest their savings* in the Go- 
tarnment Savings’ Bank. 

8. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due 
thereon at the uudermentioned rate, is secured to the depositor under guaran- 
tee of th$ Supreme Government. 

4. The general direction and control of the bank, shall be vested in a 
temmlttee ol management, consisting of covenanted civil and military offieera 
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of the government, and other persons, to be nominated by the governor-ge- 
neral in council. The committee shall meet at such stated periods as may be 
necessnry for the doe and efficient control of the proceedings of the bank. 

The government agents are charged with the immediate superintendence 
and execution of all details connected with the bank. They will also be ex- 
officio members of the committee of management. The third government 
agent will be ex-officio secretary to the bank. 

6. A register of deposits will be kept, and generally such other account! 
as may be determined on, and approved of, by the managing committee. 

7. Any sum not less than one rupee will be received in deposit. 

8. Whenever the sura deposited by any one individual shall amount to 
£00 rupees, the same will be transferred from the bank and subscribed on ac- 
count of the depositors to the four per cent, government loan, until further no- 
tice, unless an intimation of the withdraw! of a p »rtiou of it, be given by the 
depositor within one month after it has reaohed that amount. 

9 Interest at 4 per cent, per aquuin will be allowed on deposits until 
farther notice. 

10. Interest will be calculated on a deposit, from the first day of the 
mouth succeeding that in which it shall be received ; and up to the last day of 
the month preceeding that In which it shall be withdrawn. No interest will 
be allowed for broken periods oi u month, nor calculated on fractional parts 
of a rupee. 

11. The government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising 
the rate of interest ; such alteration not to affect deposits above 600 rupees 
previously invested in public securities, and due notice to be given in the Cal- 
cutta Gazette of the intention of government, six months before alteration 
•hall take effect. 

1*2. All deposits will be regularly entered In a book at the time they are 
made, and the depositor of the deposit made at the presidency, will be fur- 
nished with a small book having a duplicate of the entry. This book is to, be 
brought to the bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. The ac- 
count thus ki.pt will be closed on the 30th of April of every year, and the 
balances of interest due at that period will be paid to the depositor, or car- 
ried to account, thenceforward to accumulate at compound yearly interest, 
until it shall amount to 50,0 rupees, when the same will be transferred from 
the accounts of the bank, and subscribed on account of the depositor to the go- 
vernment 4 per cent, loan, as per rule 8, unless notice of withdrawal be given 
within one month as above, or unless the rate of iuterest be altered, as pro- 
vided for in rule 1 1. 

13. No person will bo allowed to deposit money, in trust, for any other 
person or persons ; provided, however, that the rule shall not be construe ed to 
prohibit individuals resident out of Calcutta, who cannot attend personally, 
from making their deposits by any other responsible person; or parents from 
making deposits on behalf and oa account of their children, or females, who, 
according to the manners and customs of the country, do not usually make 
their appearance iu public, from making such deposits by the bands of other 
persons. 

14* No sum deposited to be transferrable, excepting on the persona! ap- 
plication of the depositor, supported by written sanction. Wlien^culiar cir- 
cumstaaces render a deviation from this rule necessary, the case snpil.be sub-* 
milted to. th? comiptyee of management for th$ir sanction. 

16, No person will be allowed to deposit any money without making 
known his or her name, together with his or her profession, business, occupa- 
tion, calling and residence# A duplicate of this description will be entered in 
each depositor’s boot, to be produced whenever any sum is afterwards depo- 
sited or withdrawn. 

10. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw aoy turns, or 
poytiongol sums, deposited by them, receiving interest calculated up the end 
of the mouth preceding that in which the withdrawal it made* 
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17. Asa general rule, deposits, with the interest due thereon, will be 

f*>-paid to the depositors personally In all practicable cases. In the case of 
Individuals unable to atten«Fln person, tlie Secretary will exercise his discretion 
In regard to re-payment of deposits to reponsible persons duly authorized by 
such absentees to receive the same. „ . 

18. Military officers and soldiers, European and native, will be allowen io 
I nvest their savings in the Government Saving's Bank, through the pay-master* 
of cnrps or divisons, and pay- masters are hereby authorized to receive subscrip- 
tions to the Bank, or to deduct monthly from their abstracts, such sums a* the , 
parties within their circle of paymei t may te desirous of depositing, not being 
less than one rupee, nor more than five hundred rupees. 

19. The deposits referred to in the preceding rule, are to be brought to tne 
credit of subscribers on the last day of the month, in which the payment or 
deduction ismade ; and rules 16 and 17, respecting the withrawal of deposits, 
bv parties subscribing through pay-toasters, will he carried into effect uniter 
Instructions which will be furnished to the pay-master by the accouutaut to the 

military department. . . llt . 

20. In case of the death of the depositor, the sum at his credit will be 
paid to his or her executor, or assign ; or in case of no will, according to the law 
on this head, or the regulations of the service, if the deceased be military. 

21. In case of any difference between the secretary of the b»nk, and any 
depositor, it shall be referred for the decision of the committee of management. 

* 22. A general statement of the funds of the bank, shall be annually made 
out to the 30th April, or after the first of May. The same to be submitted for 
the information of Government, and published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

23. The bank to be open daily. Sundays and holidays excepted, and all 

balance above a hundred rupees, to be paid over at the close of each day s pro- 
ceedings, by the secretary, into the general treasury, where an account with 
the bank will be opened and kept. ^ „ # __ .

FUND. 

Pasted by q General Meeting of Subscribers on 28 th August 1838, ammended 
at General Meetings of Subscribers held 31«f August 1839, 27 th August 
* 1840, XOth August 1841, 20th August 1842, 18iA August 1843,<mdS7fA 
£ August 1844. , „ _ 

1. That tbg Fund be designated The Unco tenanted Service Family Pen- 
sloe Fund." 
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2. That the object of this Fund i* to provide for the maintenance of the 
Widows ai d Chi dern of those who shall subscribe to it on the terms and con- 
dit ions, specified bellow, or such others as may be determined upon by the sub* 
scribers, or u majority of them. 

3. That the Fuud be placed under the partronage of the Governor- General 
of India. 

4. That the management of the Fund be vested in a Committee of 13 
Directors, to be elected by ballot from among the subscibers at Annual General 
Meetings*. Subscribers at a distance from the Presidency have the right to 
vote by proxy at such general elections. The Directors of the past year are 
eligible to re-election, and the Directors elected shall have pow r to 611 any 
v ar%ntwMpS that may occur among their number in the interval of eachanuual 
meeting. 

6. That Directors meet for the despatch of business onoe every month or 
oftener if necessary, and that five be competent to fnrm a quorum. 

6 That the Accountant keep a set of honks for th* Fund under the su- 
pervision of three Directors who will also act as Auditors. The Chairman of 
the Directors to be ex-officio an Auditor. 

7. That all books, proceedings and accounts of the Fund be open to the 
inspection of subscribers *very week-day, hut that no documents or copies of 
documents be permitted to be taken away without the permission of the Direc- 
tors. 

8. That the Secretory circulate immediately among the Directors all papers 
received bv him, and also lay them before the Direct tb at their next meeting, 
minutes of proceedings to be authenticated by the Directors present. 

9. That all Christian men In the Uncovenanted Service of the Government 
of Fort William* in Bengal, Sedinn Writers, and Uncovenanted Pensioners, 
not being under the age of 18 or above the age of 60, are eligible as subscribers. 

10. That the Directors shall be at liberty to refuse the admission of an 

applicant without assigning any reason. m 

11. A party who has once had an attack of mental aberration shall not 
be admitted as a subscriber, although his generalph) sical health may not* have 
been affveted thereby, and although a medical man inuy pronounce him to be a 
good life 

12. That the payments for annuities be regulated according to the rates 
laid down in Tobies A and Bj the maximum amount of annuity under table 
A, shall not exceed Us. 150 per mouth, and under table B, Its. 32 per month, 
for each nominee. 

18. That for oases in which a pa ty may wish to make a life provision for 
bovs laboring under mental or bodi;y infirmity which incapacitates them from 
earning their livelihood, the same rates of subs riptiou shall be charged, under 
the existing rules of the Fund, as aro required by table A fora wife of the 
same age ; the charge, however, for a b »y under tiie age of H, to be tuken at 
the rate for 18, but the amount of annuity shall not in any case exceed the 
prescribed limit fo the Children's Fund, viz H*. 32 ner month. 

14. That application for admission in the Form O, be accompsined by 
8 statement according to Form D, the medical certifying Offt -er being of ne- 
cessity in possession of a diploma under which he may legally practise. 

15. When application is made for admitting a life exposed to more than 
ordinary hazard but otherwise good, and in cases where a snbscricer shall enter 
Into or engage in any hazardous service or employment, an augm nted rate of 
subscription will be charged, proportioned to the increased risk, which will be 
regulated by the Directors with reference to the practice of other Assurance 
Societies. 

16. That fn the case of a subscriber proceeding to res'de in any known un- 
healthy place, information shall be given by him to the directors, who will he

17. That all subscriptions are due and payable in advance on the fl r st day 
of every month for the current month. Non-payment of such subscription until 
midnight of the Inst day of such current month bIimII, in the event of the death 
of the «ub8ciiber, render void all claims of his family to benefit from the Fund 
and no '-payment for three months from the day on which subscription became 
doe and payable as aforesaid, shall subject the subscriber to be struck off the 
Fund with forfeiture in both cases, of all post payments.* 

18. That subscribers paying subscription by deductions from Pay Bills or 
Office Abstracts, must be careful to see that those deductions are made prior 
to the bills or abstracts being forwarded to the Audit Department, where 
such deductions w'll be duly recognized under the orders of Government con- 
veyed in Mr Secretary PrineepMctier dated 26th April 1837. 

19. That to entitle a party to the annuity or increased annuity subscrib- 
ed for, six months’ full subscription must be proved to have been paid by the 
snbscriber before his death. 

20. That mere payment of money shall not, in the event oflnpse, entitle

3G. That to render a subscriber competent to vole at general Meetings, 
he must have paid up his subscriptions for the six months. 

37. That it shall be competent to any twelve subscribers duly qualified, 

to require the directors to call a speciul General Meeting of subscribers 
Notice of such meeting to be given in the public papers, but it shall be essen- 
tial to the validity of the decision of such meeting, that not less than fourteen 
subscribers resident iu Calcutta be present thereat, exclusive of the requisi*> 
tionists, the Directors, and the votes by proxy. The Proxy shall in all cases 
be a subscriber to Die Fund and shall be present at the meeting, his appoint* 
ment being notified to the Secretary before the meeting takes place. > 

38. That it shall be competent to the Directors to decide upon matters 
not provided for by the existing rules; any party aggtieved by such decision

I. The Library is a Public Library of reference and circulation, open to 
all ranks and claisess of the community. 

2 The property of the Library is vested in trustees, for the benefit Of the 
shereholders. 

3. The use of the Library la available to subscribers as well as proprietors, 
tinder rules hereafter specified. 

4. The management of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of three 
Cnrutors, chosen by the proprietors and first class suhsciibers of one year’s 
standing, at a meeting in the mouth of February in each yea r, to be Callfed by 
advertisement, by the Curators for the time being. 

6. No resolution of the Curators, disposing of (he funds of the Society*, 
exceeding in amount one thousand rupees, shall beoarri d into effect until the 
accounts have been on the table for the space of one week. 

6. All proceedings of the Curators shall be entered in a book, Which shall 
always be on the table of the Library, for the iii'peutiou of proprietors' and 
subset ibers.

The Bengal Hurkaru, the senior and the largest journal of India, was 
established, as a Weekly Newspaper, in January, 1795. It was originally printed 
•n small folio sheets, and published every Tuesday morning, with supplement# 
as occasion required, during the week: subsequently, the day of its publication 
was changed to Saturday, and eventually it became a daily Paper. 

The first number of the daily Hurkaru (being likewise the first daily Paper 
ever published in India) appeared on the 29th April, 1819, printed on a single 
quarto sheet, which was then judged the utmost that could he got up daily ^at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces- 
sary and means were found to publish it ; and on the 1st July, 1821, a thiid 
sheet was added, and the material upon which it was printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good European royal paper— the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, unsuited to the purposes of a daily paper, on the 1st 
Febiuary, 1S24, it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued -:ntil 
Jst January, 1831, when it assumed its present imperial size. 

The interests and resources of several Calcutta journals have, from time to 
time, merged in the Bengal Hurkaru, and it received an important accession 
on the 1st October, 1834, when the then oldest Newspaper in India, (The India 
Gazette) with all its stock, was united to the Hurkaru Press: on the 1st Ja- 
nuary, 1844, the Bengal Herald and Calcutta Literary Gazelle were udded 
as a Weekly Supplementary (7th) Sheet*- thus rendering the Bengal HurkauU, 
the largest and most comprehensive Newspaper, ever yet published in India. 

The Bengal Hurkaru is delivered , free of expense, every morning, by the 
peons of the establishment, throughout Calcutta and its environs, including Russa- 
pugla. Garden Reach, Seebpore, llovvrah, Sulkea, Cossipore, Dum-Dum, 
Harrackpore, Serampore, Chandernagore, Cliinsmah, and Hooghly. A second 
edition is despatched by Dawk every evening, hearing postage. 

The weight allowed for Newspapers is 3£ sicca w-eiglit each cover, upon which 
postage is levied at two rates— two annas to stations within 400 miles, and three 
imas to stations exceeding that distance.

The Publishers are aware, that when an order is sent to them to put the 
writer’s name down for “ a copy of the Directory,” or as “ a Subscriber to the
